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POLICY  ON  REMOVAL  OF  LIBRARY  MATERIALS 


Following  Is  the  policy  which  was  adopted  by  the  Library  Commission  on 

January  II,  1972.  This  policy  was  adopted  by  the  American  Library  Association 

at  its  Annual  Conference  in  Dallas  in  June  1971  and  subsequently  adopted  by 

the  California  Library  Association  at  its  Council  meeting  on  October  16,  1971. 

POLICY  ON  REMOVAL  OF  LIBRARY  MATERIALS 

WHEREAS,  THE  LIBRARY  BILL  OF  RIGHTS  states  that  no  library  materials  should  be 
proscribed  or  removed  because  of  partisan  or  doctrinal  disapproval,  and 

WHEREAS,  Constitutionally  protected  expression  is  often  separated  from  unpro- 
tected expression  only  by  a dim  and  uncertain  line,  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  attempt,  be  it  legal  or  extra-legal,  to  regulate  or  suppress  ma- 
terial must  be  closely  scrutinized  to  the  end  that  protected  expression 
is  not  abridged  in  the  process,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Constitution  requires  a procedure  designed  to  focus  searching  I y on 
the  question  before  speech  can  be  suppressed,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  dissemination  of  a particular  work  which  is  alleged  to  be  unpro- 
tected should  be  completely  undisturbed  until  an  independent  determina- 
tion has  been  made  by  the  judicial  officer,  including  an  adversary 
heari ng, 

THEREFORE,  THE  PREMISES  CONSIDERED,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco 

Public  Library  Commission  declares  as  a matter  of  firm  principle  that 
no  challenged  library  material  should  be  removed  from  the  library  under 
any  legal  or  extra- legal  pressure,  save  after  an  independent  determina- 
tion by  a judicial  officer  in  a court  of  competent  jurisdiction  and 
only  after  an  adversary  hearing,  in  accordance  with  well-established 
principles  of  law.

The  Library  Commission  approved  the  budget  request  of  $5,832,886  for 
1972-73,  an  increase  of  $973,090  over  our  present  operating  budget  for  1971- 
72.  The  request  is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor’s  Office  on  January  21.  Staff 
members  are  welcome  to  a copy  of  the  budget  upon  a request  to  the  Librarian’s 
Office.

$ 16,843 

EDP  program  for  estab  1 i sh T ng  p,  system  of  automated  book 
orderi ng. 

$302,761 

personnel  package  including  26  EEA  positions  presently 
assigned  to  the  Library,  7 staff  members  for  bronchos,  b 
staff  members  for  the  Main  Library,  and  $36,443  additional 
part-time  staff. 

$ 55,525 

audio-visual  program  for  films,  tapes,  recordings,  and 
equ i pment. 

$ 75,678

The  following  letter  dated  January  5,  1972  was  received  from  the  Mayor: 
'TO  ALL  DEPARTMENTS: 

'^Certain  budget  revenues  allocated  for  the  current  fiscal  year  for  the 
general  fund  and  for  bond  interest  and  redemption-general  city  are  not  being 
realized  because  the  Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness  advised  the  City  and 
County  that  certain  charges  would  be  in  violation  of  the  Presidential  Executive 
Order  of  August  15  freezing  prices  and  wages.  The  City  and  County  has  appealed 
this  decision  and  it  is  believed  a favorable  ruling  will  be  rendered  in  the  near 
future. 


''However,  to  date,  these  lost  revenues  exceed  $3,375,000.  In  addition 
other  revenues  which  are  used  to  support  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  Laguna 
Honda  Hospital  and  Hassler  Hospital  such  as  those  for  Care  of  Patients-Medi-Cal 
have  been  cut  down  by  State  action.  These  anticipated  losses  appear  to  be  very 
large.  It  appears  that,  instead  of  receiving  some  form  of  tax  relief  from  the 
State  government,  the  Medi-Ca!  Reform  Act  will  probably  increase  the  burden  of 
the  local  property  taxpayer  by  an  unconscionably  large  amount. 

"In  view  of  these  fiscal  problems,  you  are  hereby  advised  that,  effective 
immediately,  requisitions  for  permanent  and  temporary  employees  who  are  to  be 
fully  or  partially  supported  through  general  fund  revenues  will  not  be  approved 
until  further  notice.  Exception  will  be  made  for  certain  employments  such  as 
those  directly  related  to  public  safety,  transportation,  essential  health  and 
welfare  services,  the  production  of  revenues,  or  necessary  for  the  economy  of 
our  community. 

"You  are  also  advised  that  approval  will  not  be  given  to  the  replacement 
of  employees  who  upon  death  or  retirement  have  received  lump  sum  payments  for 
their  unused  sick  leave  benefits  when  such  replacements  are  partially  or  fully 
financed  from  the  general  fund. 

"You  must  institute  new  approaches  to  develop  a normal  budget  surplus, 
in  order  that  we  might  continue  to  stablize  ad  valorem  taxes  until  the  promised 
Federal  and  State  property  tax  relief  becomes  a reality. 


"Your  cooperation  in  coping  with  these  financial  problems  will 
appreciated .

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SERVICE  TO  PRISONS 


Wednesday,  January  27,  Joe  Sugg  and  I again  visited  the  San  Francisco 
Jails  No.  2 (Men)  and  No.  4 (Women)  located  in  San  Bruno.  This  time  we  went 
well  armed  with  seven  boxes  of  books  for  the  men’s  section  and  two  for  the 
women.  This  collection  of  books  resulted  from  the  gracious  gifts  of  librarians 
throughout  the  system  as  well  as  a little  careful  weeding  of  discards.  The 
proportion  of  books  to  the  different  sections  reflects  the  population  of  the 
jail  (600  men,  56  women)  as  well  as  the  fact  that  we  had  had  specific  requests 
for  materials  from  the  men’s  sections. 

This  time  we  also  were  allowed  inside  the  women's  section,  although  we 
did  not  make  contact  with  any  of  the  prisoners.  The  requests  are  getting  more 
specific  and  are  listed  below  so  that  you  may  continue  to  make  contributions  to 
the  next  shipment,  which  we  hope  to  deliver  in  about  six  weeks. 

We  weeded  (with  three  inmates  assigned  to  the  maintenance  of  the  library) 
nearly  one-third  of  their  existing  collection,  stopping  only  because  we  could 
put  no  more  in  the  City  car.  More  bluntly,  what  has  been  given  to  the  prison 
library  as  gifts  in  the  past  has,  for  the  most  part,  poorly  fitted  the  reading 
and  informational  needs  of  the  patrons  and  should  have  been  chucked  long  ago.

has  received  queries  from  Librarian  staff  members  relative  to  librarian 
promotional  examinations. 

Following  is  a copy  of  a letter  dated  January  25  from  John  de  Soto, 
Assistant  Director  of  Recruitment  and  Examinations,  which  outlines  the  present 
Civil  Service  position  on  promotional  examinations  in  the  librarian  series. 

"Your  letter  concerning  the  recent  promotional  examinations  in  the  li- 
brarian series  has  been  received.  It  is  apparent  that  some  professional  li- 
brarians objected  to  competing  for  promotion  through  the  median  of  written 
exami nations . 

"Rule  4 of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  sets  forth  seven  forms  which 
examinations  may  take.  Of  these  forms  the  following  might  be  used  in  testing 
for  promotion  at  the  library:  assembled  written  examination,  non-assemb led 

written  examination,  oral  examination  and  practical  tests. 

In  recent  years  the  Civil  Service  Commission  attempted  to  give  an 
examination  for  a higher  level  librarian  position  as  an  oral  examination  only. 

The  response  of  the  professional  librarians  to  this  technique  was  so  negative 
that  the  examination  had  to  be  cancelled.  With  regard  to  the  current  written 
examination,  the  staff  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  met  with  employee  repre- 
sentatives and  attempted  to  produce  a written  test  which  would  be  more  acceptable 
than  those  in  use  in  prior  years.  A consultant  who  is  an  expert  in  the  field 
reviewed  the  test  material  before  use.  Additionally,  consultants  are  now  re- 
viewing the  protests  on  the  key  answers  in  these  examinations  with  a view  to 
adjusting  or  eliminating  certain  material. 

"Should  it  become  apparent  that  the  written  test  procedure  is  not  appli- 
cable, an  alternative  method  of  testing  must  be  found.  There  are  technical  ob- 
jections to  other  forms  available,  however.  Non-assemb led  written  examinations 
take  the  form  of  ratings  of  education,  experience,  writings,  publications,  re- 
ports, etc.  There  appears  to  be  no  method  which  would  insure  objective  scoring 
of  such  an  examination,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  employees  would  accept  this  type 
of  test.  Practical  tests  might  be  devised  for  professional  librarians,  although 
the  best  use  of  practical  tests  is  normally  with  the  skilled  trades. 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  such  things  as  ratings  by  supervisors  be 
used  in  testing.  A review  of  the  literature  will  show  that  such  ratings  are  not 
reliable  and  that  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  compare  ratings  by  different  super- 
visors, especially  when  one  supervisor  may  be  in  the  main  library  and  another 
at  a branch  library. 

"Your  comments  are  appreciated.  However,  without  proposals  of  viable  al- 
ternatives we  must  continue  with  the  current  type  of  testing.

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SILENT  FILMS 


Those  librarians  who  have  programmed  or  plan  to  program  any  of  the  silent 
films  in  our  collection  may  be  interested  to  know  of  the  small  controversy 
raging  regarding  the  "proper”  projection  speed  for  silent  films.  Most  projectors 
have  two  speeds  — 24  frames  per  second  (sound  speed)  and  16  frames  per  second 
(si  lent  speed) . 

Pauline  Kael  (New  Yorker,  November  6,  1971)  criticized  "The  Silent  Years" 
TV  rerun  of  silent  classics  for  screening  the  films  at  sound  rather  than  silent 
speed . 


David  Shepard,  writing  in  the  American  Film  Institute  Report,  December 
1971,  discusses  her  assumptions  and  sheds  further  light  on  the  subject,  culled 
from  professional  literature  contemporary  with  the  films. 

Some  hi gh I i ghts : 

"In  many  cases  major  silent  productions  were  released  with  instructions 
that  they  be  projected  at  speeds  faster  than  current  sound  speed." 

"Other  films  like  I ntolerance  (D.  W.  Griffith)  call  for  frequent  changes 
in  projection  speed  within  the  film." 

"The  general  rule,  unless  the  action  is  unbearably  fast,  should  be  to 
project  silent  films  at  the  sound  speed  of  24  fps  or  90  ft/min." 

So 

OAS  recommends: 

1.  Preview  film  and  try  at  both  speeds.  (CHANGE  SPEEDS  ONLY  WITH 
PROJECTION  RUNNING) 

2.  If  film  seems  draggy  at  slow  speed,  show  at  sound  speed. 

3.  If  it  seems  too  fast  at  24  fps.,  try  at  16  fps. 

4.  Length  of  silent  films  on  OAS  list  is  given  at  16  fps.  Shown 
at  sound  speed,  film  will  be  1/3  shorter.  Program  accordingly. 

5.  Don’t  hesitate  to  change  speed  during  program  if  you  think  it 
appropriate.

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ALA  - THE  MIDWINTER  TRIP 


Not  many  comments  on  this  meeting,  partly  because  I had  to  miss  some  of 
the  Council  meetings  and  because  some  of  the  meetings  were  not  of  general 
i nterest. 

Gil  McNamee  and  I talked  with  a publishing  representative  about  the  re- 
printing of  Synergy.  These  negotiations  are  moving  slowly  with  the  usual  City 
Hall  complications.  A report  from  the  Public  Library  Goals  Study  was  accepted 
by  the  Public  Library  Association  board.  PLA  President  Effie  Lee  Morris  and  I 
are  tentatively  due  to  return  to  Chicago  the  first  weekend  in  March  to  begin 
work  in  implementation. 

The  proposal  of  the  special  Chapter  Relationships  Committee  to  form  a 
standing  Coordinating  Committee  for  Chapters  ran  headlong  into  trouble.  It 
appears  that  ALA  will  interpret  that  Chapter  Councilors  will  merely  represent 
a geographical  section  of  the  country  (since  they  are  elected  only  by  ALA  mem- 
bers in  a state),  and  not  represent  the  Chapters  (state  associations)  themselves. 
Chapter  response  to  this  may  be  interesting  since  it  means  that  the  chapters  won 
the  skirmish  and  lost  the  war  as  far  as  having  any  influence  on  the  affairs  of 
ALA. 


I was  appointed  to  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  consider  an  American  Library 
Trustee  Association  request  that  ALA  institute  a combined  dues  scale  to  include 
state,  regional,  and  national  association  dues.  This  is  amusing  in  light  of 
the  above  report  on  Chapters.  The  ad  hoc  committee  has  suggested  that  two 
different  studies  consider  this,  one  of  the  studies  being  the  reorganization 
study  of  ALA. 

The  Chapter  Relationships  workshop  for  Chapter  Councilors  discussed  four 
topics  - better  coverage  of  Chapter  activities  in  American  Libraries  ( a request 
from  that  journal);  proposed  group  travel  plans  (sponsored  by  Chapters)  to  ALA 
Las  Vegas  in  1973;  combined  dues  structure;  and  proposed  guidelines  for  chapters 
on  grievance  procedures. 

On  the  latter,  the  ALA  Committee  on  Arbitration,  Mediation,  and  Inquiry 
held  a hearing  at  which  four  CLA’ers  were  present.  I was  asked  to  refer  to 
CLA’s  new  plan  which  is  soon  to  be  implemented.  In  a discussion  on  dues  and 
at  the  Budget  Assemb ly/COPES  meeting  it  was  revealed  that  a flat  dues  scale  will 
be  considered  for  ALA.  The  figure  I saw  carried  basic  dues  at  $35,  plus  add  on 
provisions  for  division  memberships,  special  journals,  and  the  like.  Such  a 
proposal  will  take  time  to  discuss  and  implement  - so  don’t  get  excited.  Mean- 
while, ALA  reports  a personal  membership  loss  for  1971.  The  financial  picture 
is  bleak,  with  prospects  for  further  drastic  cutting  for  1972-73. 

ALA  Council  took  two  hours  to  decide  that  Peter  Doi ron  wi II  receive  back 
pay  while  his  firing  is  under  investigation  by  the  Committee  on  Arbitration, 
Mediation,  and  Inquiry.  Facts  on  the  selection  of  a new  Executive  Director  are 
that  five  candidates  were  interviewed  at  Midwinter  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Executive  Board  will  make  a selection  at  its  spring  (April)  meeting.  I un- 
officially heard  who  the  candidates  are,  but  will  leave  rumor  out  of  this  report. 
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ALA  - THE  MIDWINTER  TRIP  (Continued) 


I rode  the  train  to  Oak  Park-Forest  Hills  High  School  (4400  students)  to 
see  a 40,000  square  foot  library  (5  times  the  size  of  Excelsior  Branch).  Of 
special  interest  was  the  random  access  retrieval  system  developed  by  Ampex  at  a 
cost  of  $1.4  million  (and  Ampex  invested  a few  more  dollars,  too).  The  whole 
thing  made  our  students  look  impoverished.  Included  in  the  system  is  the 
ability  to  call  out  tapes  for  study  at  home  via  the  touch  tone  telephone.  This 
one  half-day  journey  was  very  useful  as  we  begin  to  take  a serious  look  at  our 
electronic  future. 

The  Di rectors  of  Large  Public  Libraries  have  decided  to  invite  their 
cohorts  in  smaller  cities  to  their  meeting  in  June  to  discuss  common  urban  pro- 
blems. We  spent  time  talking  about  New  York  City’s  program  using  Social 
Security  Act  funds;  reviewed  additional  outside  funding  sources;  and  discussed 
the  work  of  Intamel.  (International  Association  of  Metropo I i ti an  Libraries  - 
SFPL  is  now  a member.) 

Chicago  was  reasonably  cold  - and  at  the  end  snowy  - and  the  Palmer  House 
unreasonably  warm.  Room  rates  varied  without  clear  reason,  but  they  were  high. 
For  those  planning  to  attend  Chicago  ALA  in  June  - savo  your  greenbacks  - 
Chicago  can  equal  and  surpass  San  Francisco  in  taking  the  convention  dollar.  I 
was  introduced  to  the  world’s  largest  liquor  store  and  frothed  at  the  mouth  at 
the  discount  prices  on  wine  (including  California),  but  alas,  my  suitcase  was 
too  sma I I .

URBAN  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  COUNCIL 


The  Urban  Library  Trustees  Council  met  Friday  and  Saturday  before  ALA 
Midwinter  and  adopted  a Constitution  and  Bylaws  and  passed  three  resolutions. 
Friday  night  they  held  a candlelight  dinner  in  the  rotunda  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  and  heard  New  York’s  Deputy  Mayor  Costello  tell  about  the  new  informa- 
tion program  to  be  largely  financed  for  the  libraries  by  the  Social  Security  Act. 

The  ULTC  is  presently  organized  outside  ALA,  but  may  be  affiliated  with 
The  American  Library  Trustees  Association.  Dues  adopted  include  a $250  joining 
fee  and  a one  million  per  capita  annual  membership  dues  assessment  ($715  for  San 
Francisco).  While  there  are  several  objectives,  primary  aim  will  be  at  federal 
legislation  of  direct  benefit  to  cities.  The  resolutions  (in  substance): 

i.  Add  an  additional  title  to  LSCA  for  aid  to  metropol i tian  li- 
braries at  $1.00  per  capita  fixed  on  a basis  that  no  city 
could  lower  its  local  contribution  below  the  average  of  the 
most  recent  three  years.  Details  on  this  general  intent 
resolution  will  be  worked  out  for  the  annual  ALA  conference. 

Background  discussions  carried  two  parts:  reference  center 
(Main  Library)  needs  and  service  to  the  disadvantaged. 
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URBAN  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  COUNCIL  (Continued) 


2.  That  urban  libraries  are  the  most  effective  agency  for  in- 
formation as  mandated  by  the  Social  Security  Act.  This 

is  to  support  New  York’s  venture  cited  on  page  8 and  per- 
haps open  the  way  for  others. 

3.  Ask  that  administrative  regulations  for  LSCA  Title  I be 
changed  to  require  proportionate  distribution  (after  over- 
head expenses)  of  funds  to  cities  by  population. 

Brief  evaluation:  It  is  obvious  that  the  city  libraries  are 

restless.  They  are  about  to  take  unilateral  action  if  they 
can  muscle  up  the  funds.  But,  I also  see  of  work  on  relnvention 
of  the  wheel.  Hopefully,  legislation  will  be  able  to  be  incor- 
porated into  the  ALA  efforts.

THE  BATTLE  OF  THE  BOOKS:  1971  (EXCERPT) 

"What  published  work  initiated  the  greatest  number  of  complaints  to  schools 
and  libraries  during  1971?  It  was  not  the  Anarchist  Cookbook,  called  the  most 
irresponsible  piece  of  publishing  in  its. hi  story  by  Saturday  Review.  Nor  was 
it  Steal  This  Book,  a late  entry,  sure  to  garner  as  many  objections  as  Abbie 
Hoffman’s  previous  efforts,  Woodstock  Nation  and  Revolution  for  the  Hell  Of  It. 

It  was  not  even  The  Sensuous  Woman  1971 ’ s most  popular  sex  compendium,  although 
it  ran  a close  second. 

"During  1971,  the  Newsletter  reported  about  seventy-five  incidents  in- 
volving complaints  to  schools  and  libraries  concerning  specific  books.  Using 
these  reports  as  a base,  the  most  complained  about  book  in  1971  was  - believe  it 
or  not  - Catcher  in  the  Rye,  by  J.D.  Salinger.  The  book  caused  at  least  six 
incidents,  outranking  The  Sensuous  Woman' by  two. 

"In  an  incident-by-incident  breakdown,  twelve  books  accounted  for  more 
than  one  third  of  the  reported  complaints  in  1971.  The  remaining  objections 
arose  over  forty-two  other  titles.  The  twelve  most  frequent  "offenders"  were: 
Catcher  in  the  Rye  ( 6 ) ; The  Sensuous  Woman ( 4 ) ; Down  These  Mean  Streets  ( 4 ) ; Do 
it!  ( 3 ) ; Daybreak  ( 2 ) ; The  Learning  Tree  T2 ) ; Catch  22  ( 2 ) ; Manch i I d in  the 
Promised  Land  (2);  Nigger  (2);  Inner  City  Mother  Goose  (2);  B I ack  Li ke  Me  (2), 
and  The  Godfather  (2). 

"An  over-all  look  at  the  list  of  complaints  produces  one  very  marked  trend. 
Twenty-five  of  the  books,  one-third  of  the  titles,  were  by  or  about  blacks.  Most 
were  explicit  descriptions  of  ghetto  life  and  what  it’s  like  to  live  as  a member 
of  an  oppressed  minority  in  the  U.S.  For  the  most  part,  objections  to  the 
twenty-five  titles  referred  only  obliquely  to  the  subject  matter  and  disclaimed 
any  "racism"  in  the  complaints.  Rather,  the  complaints  were  based  on  "objection- 
able" or  "obscene"  language."

1971  ADULT  SERVICES  PROGRAM  NOTE: 


The  Office  of  Adult  Services  sponsored  189  programs  in  1971  (this  figure 
does  not  include  The  Whole  World  and  Bookmobile  film  programs).  The  programs 
break  down  into:  102  film  programs;  25  lectures;  14  musical  concerts;  7 plays 

and  dramatic  readings;  10  poetry  readings;  I dance  concert;  4 open  houses;  and 
26  opera  concerts.  A total  of  9,258  patrons  attended  these  programs. 

The  most  popular  film  shown  as  MW.C.  Fields  Festival",  once  we  learned 
that  the  large  take-up  reel  must  be  sent  with  it.  Brenda  Motomura  at  Eureka 
Valley  Branch  found  a use  for  the  Buckminster  Fuller  film  when  she  combined  it 
with  a lecture  on  Fuller.  All  ages,  sexes  and  dispositions  seemed  to  groove 
on  "Vicious  Cycles"  which  was  used  so  much  that  some  footage  had  to  be  replaced. 
Judy  Quan  pointed  out  in  her  report  on  the  film  "Golden  Mountain  on  Mott  Street" 
that  ethnic  films  have  a wide  appeal,  that  a good  film  is  a good  film,  and  this 
particular  one  should  be  used  in  many  branches.  We  continue  to  urge  librarians 
to  attend  the  SAG  previews,  to  talk  to  branch  librarians  who  have  had  experience 
with  film  programming,  and  to  get  the  films  out  of  the  Office  and  to  the  people. 

The  non-film  programs  ranged  from  a Latino-rock  dance  concert  by  the 
Malibus  to  a classical  guitar  concert,  from  a demonstration  of  Japanese  fencing 
to  a Denny  Zeitlin  electronic  music  concert.  "Live"  programs  are  usually  a 
little  more  of  a hassle  (one  worries  about  the  guest  appearing,  about  an 
audience  appearing,  about  one’s  own  appearance)  but  they  are  fun  to  plan  (one 
meets  some  very  interesting  people)  and  when  they  go  well  (as  they  mostly  do) 
very  rewarding.  Dick  Raphael  solved  the  problem  of  worrying  about  a speaker  by 
acting  as  the  moderator  of  a lively  book  review  on  Hitler’s  Germany.  A "famous" 
guest  that  Barbara  Throolin  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  was  Barnaby  Conrad,  who 
in  addition  to  giving  a witty  talk,  demonstrated  the  art  of  the  capote.  Be 
open  to  program  ideas,  but  do  try  to  give  Dave  Belch  a good  six  weeks  in  which 
to  do  the  public  relations.  OAS  keeps  a record  of  the  programs  with  valuable 
comments  by  the  sponsoring  librarians  which  may  be  consulted.  Thanks  to  the 
support  of  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  we  are  able  to  offer 
modest  fees  to  our  speakers  and  performers. 

1971  was  a great  season.  1972  we  hope  will  be  a real  boffo.  We  offer 
a copy  of  "S.  Hurok  Presents"  to  anyone  who  talks  Richard  Brautigan  into  doing 
a library  program.

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HOW  LIBRARIES  CAN  RESIST  CENSORSHIP 


An  I nterpretation  of  the  Library  Bill  of  Rights 

Libraries  of  all  sizes  and  types  continue  to  be  targets  of  pressure  from 
groups  and  individuals  who  wish  to  use  the  library  as  an  instrument  of  their 
own  tastes  and  views.  The  problem  differs  somewhat  between  the  public  library, 
with  a responsibility  to  present  as  wide  a spectrum  of  materials  as  its  budget 
can  afford,  and  the  school  or  academic  library,  whose  collection  is  designed  to 
support  the  educational  objectives  of  the  institution.  Both,  however,  involve 
the  freedom  of  the  library  to  meet  its  professional  responsibilities  to  the 
whole  community. 

To  combat  censorship  efforts  from  groups  and  individuals,  every  library 
should  take  certain  measures  to  clarify  policies  and  establish  community  rela- 
tions. While  these  steps  should  be  taken  regardless  of  any  attack  or  prospect 
of  attack,  they  will  provide  a firm  and  clearly  defined  position  if  selection 
policies  are  chal lenged.  As  normal  operating  procedure,  each  library  should: 

1.  Maintain  a definite  materials  selection  policy.  It  should  be  in 
written  form  and  approved  by  the  appropriate  regents  or  other  govern- 
ing authority.  It  should  apply  to  all  library  materials  equally. 

2 . Maintain  a clearly  defined  method  for  handling  complaints.  Bas i c 
requirements  should  be  that  the  complaint  be  filed  in  writing  and  the 
complainant  be  properly  identified  before  his  request  is  considered. 

Action  should  be  deferred  until  full  consideration  by  appropriate  ad- 
ministrative authority.  (Upon  request,  the  Office  for  Intellectual 
Freedom  wi II  provide  a sample  complaint  form  adapted  from  one 
recommended  by  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  English.) 

3.  Maintain  lines  of  communication  with  civic,  religious,  educational 
and  political  bodies  of  the  community.  Participation  in  local  civic 
organizations  and  in  community  affairs  is  desirable.  Because  the  li- 
brary and  the  school  are  key  centers  of  the  community,  the  librarian 
should  be  known  publicly  as  a community  leader. 

4.  Maintain  a vigorous  public  relations  program  on  behalf  of 

i nte I I ectua I f reeaom . Newspapers,  radio  and  television  should  be  informed 
of  policies  governing  materials  selection  and  use,  and  of  any  special 
activities  pertaining  to  intellectual  freedom. 

Adherence  to  the  practice  listed  above  will  not  preclude  confrontations 
with  pressure  groups  or  individuals  but  may  provide  a base  which  +n  counter 

efforts  to  place  restraints  on  the  library.  If  a confrontation  does  occur, 
librarians  should  remember  the  following: 

I.  Remain  calm.  Don't  confuse  noise  with  substance.  Require  the 
deliberate  handling  of  the  complaint  under  previously  established  rules. 
Treat  the  group  or  individual  who  complains  with  dignity,  courtesy  and 
good  humor.  Given  the  facts  most  citizens  will  support  the  responsible 
exercise  of  professional  freedom  by  teachers  and  librarians,  and  will 
insist  on  protecting  their  own  freedom  to  read.

HOW  LIBRARIES  CAN  RESIST  CENSORSHIP  (Continued) 

2.  Take  immediate  steps  to  assure  that  the  full  facts  surrounding  a com- 
plaint are  known  to  the  administration  and  the  governing  authority.  The 
school  librarian  should  go  through  the  principal  to  the  superintendent, 
and  the  school  board;  the  public  librarian,  to  the  board  of  trustees  or 
to  the  appropriate  governing  authority  of  the  community;  the  college  or 
university  librarian,  to  the  president  and  through  him  to  the  board  of 
trustees.  Present  full,  written  information  giving  the  nature  of  the 
complaint  and  identifying  the  source. 

3.  Seek  the  support  of  the  local  press  when  appropriate.  The  freedom 
to  read  and  freedom  of  the  press  go  hand  in  hand. 

4.  Inform  local  civic  organizations  of  the  facts  and  enlist  their 
support  when  appropriate.  Meet  negative  pressure  with  positive  pressure. 

5.  In  most  cases,  defend  the  pri nci p le  of  the  freedom  to  read  and  the 
professional  responsibility  of  teachers  and  librarians.  Only  rarely  is 
it  necessary  to  defend  the  individual  item.  Laws  governing  obscenity, 
subversive  material  and  other  questionable  matter  are  subject  to  inter- 
pretation by  courts.  Responsibility  for  removal  of  any  library  materials 
from  public  access  rests  with  this  established  process. 

6.  Inform  the  ALA  Office  for  Intellectual  Freedom  and  other  appropriate 
national  and  state  organizations  concerned  with  intellectual  freedom  of 
the  nature  of  the  problem.  Even  though  censorship  must  be  fought  at 

the  local  level,  there  is  value  in  the  support  and  assistance  of  agencies 
outside  the  area  which  have  no  personal  involvement.  They  can  often 
cite  parallel  cases  and  suggest  methods  of  meeting  an  attack. 


The  principles  and  procedures  discussed  above  apply  to  all  kinds  of  cen- 
sorship attacks  and  are  supported  by  groups  such  as  the  National  Education 
Association,  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  and  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English,  as  well  as  the  American  Library  Association.  While  the 
practices  provide  positive  means  for  preparing  for  and  meeting  pressure  group 
complaints,  they  serve  the  more  general  purpose  of  supporting  the  Li brary  Bill 
of  Rights,  particularly  Article  III  which  states  that:  "Censorship  should  be 

challenged  by  libraries  in  the  maintenance  of  their  responsibility  to  provide 
public  information  and  enlightenment.”  Adherence  to  this  principle  is  especially 
necessary  when  under  pressure.

San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  been  approved  for  a grant  in  the  amount 
of  $17,500  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act.  This  act  provides  for  per 
capita  grants  based  upon  a formula  of  weighted  population  values  and  assessed 
valuation  per  capita  and  is  administered  by  the  California  State  Library.  This 
year’s  grant  is  $764  less  than  last  year.  Our  funds  will  be  allocated  in  the 
areas  of  Materials  (Books  and  Periodicals),  Equipment,  and  Personnel  Enrichment 
and  Travel .

WORK  INJURIES 


SFPL  was  one  of  the  few  City  departments  which  lowered  its  disabling  in- 
dustrial injuries  rate  in  1970-71.  A report  has  just  been  released  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chapter  of  the  National  Safety  Council  who  are  consultants  to  the 
City.  SFPL's  frequency  rate  (injuries  per  million  man  hours  worked)  fell  from 
8.39  in  1969-70  to  1.36  and  severity  rate  (number  of  calendar  days  lost  per  mil- 
lion man  hours  worked)  from  190  to  5.  Congratulations  - let's  keep  it  up.

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WAYNE  STATE  UNIVERSITY  INSTITUTE  ON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICE  TO  THE  DISADVANTAGED 


Since  several  staff  members  will  be  reporting  on  the  ALA  Midwinter  meeting 
in  Chicago,  I have  decided  to  concentrate  my  remarks  on  my  visit  to  the  Wayne 
State  University  Institute  on  Public  Library  Service  to  the  Disadvantaged.  This 
"Alternative"  library  school  is  funded  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  and  its 
twenty  participants  actually  seem  to  be  enjoying  their  i nterdi scip I i nary  curri- 
culum in  which  the  history  of  libraries  is  covered  in  a morning  and  an  entire 
semester  is  spent  on  discussing  cultural  change. 

Four  special  three-day  institutes  are  being  held  in  conjunction  with  the  pro 
gram  which  are  open  to  librarians  and  agency  workers  serving  minorities  and  the 
urban  poor.  Subjects  of  these  are  "The  library  and  the  non-reading  adult",  "Com- 
munity resources  to  meet  the  information  needs  of  black  businessmen",  "Social 
reality  as  perceived  by  the  urban  poor",  and  "Recruiting,  training,  and  utiliza- 
tion of  paraprofessiona Is  in  public  libraries".  These  institutes  serve  a dual 
purpose  in  that  they  give  the  students  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  converse  with 
librarians  and  others  from  the  real  world. 

When  I was  there  the  students  were  about  to  begin  their  six  week  full-time 
field  assignments.  They  have  been  assigned  in  pairs  to  jails,  drug  clinics,  wel- 
fare agencies,  and  other  agencies  where  the  disadvantaged  are  known  to  seek  in- 
formation. As  stated  in  the  project  proposal,  these  agencies  have  been  chosen 
rather  than  libraries  "where,  most  often  than  not,  they  (the  students)  observe 
old  methods  no  longer  successful  with  the  residents  of  the  new  City".  The  final 
assignment  will  be  to  write  a proposal  on  how  the  public  library  might  be  struc- 
tured to  offer  meaningful  service  to  the  staff  and  clients  of  his  agency  of  focus 

While  both  the  staff  and  participants  in  the  program  admit  that  the  most 
important  evaluation  of  the  Institute  can  only  be  measured  in  terms  of  the  li- 
brarians it  produces,  it  is  certainly  exciting  to  talk  to  this  group  of  students 
and  to  see  the  library  school  curriculum  focusing  long  overdue  attention  on  the 
problems  facing  urban  public  libraries.

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PRESIDENT’S  BUDGET  SHORT-CHANGES  LIBRARIES 

— LITERATURE  DLiw  ;vr 

President  Nixon’s  proposed  1972-73  federal  budget  contains  only  $30  mil- 
lion for  public  library  services — down  35$  from  the  current  year’s  appropriation. 
He  recommends  no  funds  for  public  library  construction — despite  the  growing 
backlog  of  building  needs  in  California.  ($84  million  in  construction  funds  is 
authorized  by  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.) 

Academic  libraries  fare  somewhat  better  in  requested  appropriations  for 
the  Higher  Education  Act,  although  money  for  library  training  and  research  is 
down  from  this  year’s  level,  and  all  requests  are  below  earlier  authorization 
I eve  I s . 


The  current  expenditure  level  for  school  library  materials  (Title  II  of 
the  Elementary  & Secondary  Education  Act)  is  to  remain  the  same — perhaps  re- 
flecting the  Administration's  "Right  to  Read"  campaign — but  are  far  short  of  the 
authorized  $220  million.

LSCA  GRANT 


San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  been  granted  $45,000  by  the  State  Li- 
brary from  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  funds  for  its  Early 
Childhood  Education  proposal.  The  program  is  designed  to  work  with  and  train 
adults  to  work  with  preschool  children.  Three  housing  projects  will  be  selected  - 
each  primarily  Chinese,  Black  and  Spanish  speaking.  Staff  will  include  a 
specialist  in  early  childhood  education.  The  starting  date  for  activity  will 
be  Ju ly  I .

BRANCH  LIBRARY  SERVICE 


Each  year  San  Diego  Public  makes  a survey  of  the  nation’s  branch  libraries. 
The  1972  survey  has  a gold  mine  of  information  on  branch  staffing,  typical  sizes, 
hours  open,  volumes,  circulation,  and  special  services.  It  covers  34  libraries, 
including  most  of  the  cities  of  400,000  population  and  above.  City  Librarian 
Marco  Thorne  observes  the  following  in  his  covering  letter: 

”1.  There  is  a definite  move  towards  larger  community  branches,  and 
more  regional  branches  to  conserve  personnel,  materials,  and  building 
costs,  as  well  as  provide  better  services  with  collections  of  greater 
depth.  This  move  also  reflects  the  growing  mobility  of  populations  and 
ease  of  transportation. 

"2.  A wide  range  of  inside  area  of  regional  and  community  branches,  was 
noted:  regionals  varied  from  33,000  to  4,000  sq.  ft.,  averaging  16,900 
sq.  ft.;  communities  varied  from  15,000  to  3,000  sq.  ft.,  averaging  6,200 
sq.  ft. 

'3.  Bookmobile  capacity  varied  from  1,200  to  13,900;  it  is  possible  that 
libraries  reporting  higher  figures  may  have  included  book  stock  available 
to  bookmobiles  rather  than  capacity.

Children’s  Poetry  Word  Shop "Imaginary  gardens  with  real  toads  in  them'' 

Six  branches  - Ortega,  Waden,  Western  Addition,  Ingleside,  Potrero  and 
Parkside  are  involved  in  a pilot  program  to  stimulate  creative  writing  by  chil- 
dren. Five  poets  will  work  with  the  children's  librarians  and  the  children  in 
six  informal  weekly  writing  workshops.  At  the  end  of  the  Word  Shops,  there 
will  be  a publication  which  will  include  at  least  one  creation  from  each  child. 
This  program  is  sponsored  by  the  Children's  Services,  San  Francisco  Public  Li- 
brary, in  co-ordination  with  "Poetry  in  the  Schools",  a joint  project  of  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  Humanities  Programs  of  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Education  and  with  support  from  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 

The  first  poetry  Word  Shop  was  held  at  Western  Addition  Branch  on 
February  24th.  Poet  Mary  Santos  met  with  a small  and  enthusiastic  group  of 
children.  The  poet  led  some  fascinating  word  games  and  exercises  to  stimulate 
writing,  but  the  children  were  so  eager  to  begin  they  sat  down  immediately  and 
wrote  poems.  Mrs.  Jehu,  children’s  librarian,  was  quite  excited  with  the  results. 

Nine  enthusiastic  children  met  at  Waden  Branch  on  February  28  with  poet 
Carolyn  Scott.  Each  child  wrote  two  poems  and  read  them  with  great  pride.  Mrs. 
Merrill,  children's  librarian,  was  thrilled  with  the  results  and  also  reports 
that  ail  of  the  children  checked  out  poetry  books  after  the  session. 

We  will  report  on  the  Word  Shops  as  they  continue.

Serra  Library  System  (including  $31,042  establishment  grants) $81,486 


In  addition  to  the  above,  a first-year  Consolidation  Grant  of  $20,000  was 
made  to  Butte  County  Library,  as  the  result  of  the  consolidation  of  Oroville 
Public  Library  with  the  Butte  County  Library  and  its  membership  in  a qualifying 
PLSA  system,  the  North  State  Cooperative  Library  System. 

A first-year  Consolidation  Grant  of  $13,189  was  made  to  Riverside  City 
and  County  Public  Library  as  a result  of  the  consolidation  of  Coachella  Public 
Library  with  the  Riverside  Library  and  its  membership  in  a qualifying  system, 
Inland  Library  System. 

The  second-year  Consolidation  Grant  of  $20,000  was  made  to  the  Stanislaus 
County  Library  as  a result  of  the  consolidation  of  Turlock  Public  Library  with 
the  Stanislaus  County  Library  and  its  membership  in  a qualifying  system,  the 
49-99  Cooperative  Library  System. 

All  PLSA  allocations  were  made  according  to  the  equalization  formula, 
based  on  factors  of  need,  effort,  and  ability,  contained  in  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act,  and  the  regulations  in  the  Administrative  Code  for  implementing 
this  Act.

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  California's  191  public  libraries  are  now 
members  of  the  PLSA  systems.  Twenty-three  city  and  town  libraries  have  consoli- 
dated with  county  libraries  since  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  was  passed  in 
1963.

Rather  than  repeating  the  information  the  journals  are  reporting  about 
ALA  Midwinter,  I shall  cover  a few  activities  which  have  resulted  from  the 
meeting  and  project  some  information  for  the  June  conference. 

Of  great  importance  to  the  Public  Library  Association  was  the  report  of 
the  Public  Library  Goals-Feaslbi I ity  Study  presented  by  Allie  Beth  Martin.  The 
excitement  generated  by  the  report  and  the  availability  of  draft  copies  to  com- 
mittee chairmen  gave  many  of  them  an  opportunity  to  revise  their  agendas  and 
approach  their  responsibilities  with  a different  perspective.  Most  quickly 
responsive  was  the  Standards  Committee  which  had  begun  revision  of  the  Mi nimum 
Standards  for  Public  Library  Systems,  1966.  Requests  have  been  received  from 
Children’s  Services,  Young  Adult  Services,  and  Adult  Services/Reference  Divisions 
for  revision  of  the  speciality  standards,  a responsibility  of  the  Public  Library 
Association.  The  Standards  Committee  now  plans  to  develop  guidelines  for  the 
Divisions  using  the  task  force  method  of  approach.  This  decision  and  subsequent 
discussions  led  to  the  conference  sponsored  by  the  Office  of  Education  which  Mr. 
Anderson  and  I attended  in  Washington,  D.C.  two  weeks  ago.  The  task  force  which 
I am  now  in  the  process  of  appointing  will  be  in  action  by  June. 

Task  forces  are  also  being  named  to  implement  the  four  recommendations  of 
the  Martin  goals  study,  A Strategy  for  Public  Library  Change. 

For  the  Chicago  conference  in  June,  Public  Library  Association  has 
assumed  the  leadership  for  planning  a full  day  program  in  which  the  seven  divi- 
sions - Children’s  Services,  Young  Adult  Services,  Adult  Services,  Reference 
Services,  Association  of  Hospitals  and  Institutions,  and  American  Association  of 
School  Librarians  will  participate.  On  Thursday,  June  29,  the  theme  of  the 
morning  meeting  will  be  "Man  as  Media"  with  a nationally  known  television  com- 
mentator as  speaker.  Demonstrations  using  the  best  communication  devices  will 
be  discussed  at  the  luncheon.  In  the  afternoon  each  division  will  simultaneously 
present  programs  on  Approaches  to  Communication  geared  to  the  particular  interests 
of  its  membership  and  open  to  all  librarians.  Speakers  have  been  named  and  pro- 
grams are  now  complete. 

Action  taken  by  Council  this  Midwinter  should  have  significant  effect 
upon  the  total  professions.  I urge  all  librarians  to  read  the  full  documents 
of  investigations  of  racism  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  The  Freedom  to  Read 
Statement,  and  the  interpretation  of  The  Library  Bill  of  Rights  "How  Libraries 
Can  Resist  Cencorship". 

A much  calmer  and  reasoned  attitude  prevailed  throughout  the  entire  con- 
ference with  a strong  feeling  for  inter-divisional  co-operation.  A good  omen!

on  binding  (March  6 & 7)  was  both  worthwhile  and  enjoyable. 

The  first  day  was  devoted  to  a presentation  by  a representative  of  Colum- 
bia Mills,  suppliers  of  binding  cloth,  and  a s I i de- lecture  by  a representative 
of  Kingsport  Press,  who  gave  a step-by-step  guide  to  all  of  the  processes  in- 
volved. The  second  day  was  given  over  to  tours  of  the  Peninsula  Lithograph 
and  Cardoza  binding  operations. 

Primarily  planned  for  production  employees  of  Bay  Area  publishers,  the 
seminar  was  entirely  practical.  (Most  people  agreed  that  it  was  nice  to  pro- 
duce books  that  would  lie  flat  when  opened,  but  nobody  could  even  imagine  why 
anyone  would  want  a book  with  a rounded  spine,  particularly  since  that  requires 
slowing  down  the  machinery  and  costs  money!) 

Several  conclusions:  Aside  from  adhesive  binding,  the  art  of  binding 

doesn't  seem  to  have  advanced  since  the  15th  century.  The  industry  is  so 
small  that  there  is  little  economic  incentive  for  the  development  of  more 
modern  methods  (or  machinery)  or  even  the  application  of  technology  that  is  cur- 
rently used  In  other  fields.  The  biggest  problem  seems  to  be  the  vast  number  of 
trim-sizes  in  current  use.  (None  of  the  publishers  had  apparently  ever  consider- 
ed the  problems  a library  would  have  shelving  books  of  unusual  sizes  or  shapes.) 
Adhesive  binding  is  the  binding  of  the  future.  Technology  that  is  available  in 
other  parts  of  the  country  is  simply  not  available  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Between  stops  on  the  tour  the  SFPL  conti gent  made  a short  visit  to  Lane 
Publishing  (Sunset)  in  Menlo  Park  which  must  be  the  most  idylic  place  to  work 
in  the  Bay  Area.

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LIBRARIAN  JAILED! 


Zoia  Horn  of  Stanislaus  County  Library  In  Modesto  is  now  back  in  jail 
after  being  cited  for  refusing  to  testify  in  the  Harrisburg  7 Conspiracy  Trial. 
She  has  declined  to  testify  as  a matter  of  principle  because  of  the  government’s 
tapping  her  phone,  sending  a paid  informer  to  work  for  her,  and  her  indictment 
by  the  Grand  Jury  while  she  was  head  of  reference  at  Bucknel I University  Library. 

These  were  her  words  to  the  federal  court  In  Harrisburg  where  she  was 
branded  in  contempt.  ”lt  is  because  I respect  the  function  of  this  court  to 
protect  the  rights  of  the  individual  that  I must  refuse  to  testify.  I cannot  in 
my  conscience  lend  myself  to  this  black  charade  (she  was  cut  off  at  this  point 
by  the  judge).  I love  and  respect  this  country  too  much  to  see  a farce  made  of 
the  tenets  on  which  it  stands.  To  me  it  stands  on  freedom  of  thought,  but 
government  spying  in  homes,  in  libraries,  and  universities  inhibits  and  destroys 
this  freedom.  It  stands  on  freedom  of  association,  yet  in  this  case,  gatherings 
of  friends,  picnics,  and  parties  have  been  given  sinister  implications,  made 
suspect.  It  stands  on  freedom  of  speech  yet  general  discussions  have  been  in- 
terpreted by  the  government  as  advocacies  of  conspiracy.  The  realities  of  overt 
killings  in  Vietnam  have  been  obscured  by  the  unrealities  that  I have  encountered 
here.” 

L!_JHct lj ne_  for  March  20  tells  us  that  the  trustees  of  the  LeRoy  Merritt 
Humanitarian  r'ui-.d  decided  that  they  couldn't  support  her  financially  as  they  did 
net  tee ; it  was  a errs*?  clearly  involving  intellectual  freedom.  Meanwhile  the 
Social  Responsibilities  Round  Table  has  set  up  a fund  to  help  Mrs.  Horn  and  is 
urging  contributions.  She  faces  huge  court  costs  to  obi  air  her  freedom.  If 
you  wouid  like  to  help  by  writing  her  of  your  moral  sup sort  or  by  financial  con- 
tributions, please  do  so  to  The  SRRT  Harrisburg  Fund,  c/o  Betty-Carol  Sellen, 
Brooklyn  College  Library,  Brooklyn,  New  York  I 1210.

Systems  Come  of  Age  was  the  title  of  the  21st  annual  Conference  of  the 
Association  for  Systems  Management  held  March  17th  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel.  After 
a general  introduction  on  standard  principles  of  management,  the  first  session 
proved  to  be  the  liveliest  of  the  day  for  me. 

Dorothy  Jongeward,  Consultant,  presented  "Games  Managers  Play  - A Trans- 
actional Analysis".  Transactional  analysis  is  the  understanding  of  people  and 
their  motives  by  the  way  they  interact  with  other  people  and  situations.  She 
explained  that  we  have  three  egos;  adult,  parent,  and  child,  and  that  during 
the  working  day  we  can  change  the  role  we  are  playing  as  situations  change.  In 
order  to  be  effective,  you  must  know  your  own  motives. 

In  the  afternoon  session  Kirk  Strong  described  the  on-line  computer 
system  used  by  IBM  to  maintain  its  inventory,  to  monitor  users  and  the  equipment 
they  have,  and  to  keep  personnel  records,  among  other  things.  The  file  is  so 
large  that  he  estimates  it  could  hold  the  name  and  address  of  everyone  who  has 
ever  lived  in  the  United  States.  The  system  cost  $22  million  to  install  and 
Operates  for  the  tidy  Sum  Of  $2  rnflllun  pen  inunlll.  OUVIOUSly  Utrve  Iwpi  ncj  an  on 
line  system  is  very  expensive.  Mr.  Strong  maintains  that  the  system  has  now 
paid  for  itself  and  that  IBM  could  not  operate  without  it. 

The  emphasis  of  the  conference  was  that  since  we  are  in  a period  of 
rapid  change,  management  must  be  aware  of  all  the  techniques  available  to  them 
to  understand  their  staff  and  to  make  their  businesses  more  effective.

"Barriers  to  Change"  was  Dr.  L.  Glen  Strasburg’s  topic  for  the  ASM  con- 
ference. He  was  reporting  on  a carefully  defined,  controlled  and  validated 
study  of  employee  creativity  and  the  factors  governing  the  generation  of  ideas. 
What  barriers  operate  within  an  organization  to  discourage  employees  from  taking 
a more  creative  approach  to  their  work?  Lack  of  receptivity  on  the  part  of 
management  and  the  immediate  superior  was  found  to  be  the  major  barrier.  Creative 
approaches  are  not  recognized,  and  there  is  a fear  of  trying  unproven  techniques. 
Inadequate  downward  communication  was  the  second  barrier.  Information  about 
plans,  decisions,  and  problems  which  need  to  be  solved  failed  to  reach  the  em- 
ployees. The  absence  of  "non-dollar"  rewards  was  another  barrier.  Supervisors 
do  not  reward  the  employee  who  solves  a problem  before  it  becomes  "hot".  A 
worker  who  tends  to  blow  his  own  horn  becomes  identified  as  a creative  individual 
and  then  receives  more  reward  than  he  actually  merits  in  his  own  eyes.  Among 
■the  barriers  not  directly  connected  to  specific  levels  of  the  organization  were: 
lack  of  monetary  rewards,  poor  physical  facilities  particularly  noise  and  dis- 
traction, and  lack  of  time.  In  summary,  the  employee  tends  to  equate  creativity 
with  personal  risk.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  management  and  immediate 
superiors  to  develop  ways  of  rewarding  creative  employees  while  minimizing  the 
penalties  for  failure.

Mr.  Ronald  J.  Soltis  discussed  "A  Systematic  Approach  to  Managing  Change' . 
The  Management  Change  Technique  developed  at  Westinghouse  is  a means  of  in- 
volving staff  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  changes  which  will  affect 
them.  An  interesting  element  of  the  technique  is  the  "Change  Agent"  who  joins 
the  work  group  on  a temporary  basis  to  stimulate  productive  suggestions,  relay 
information,  and  generally  mediate  the  change  process. 

"Paperless  Transaction  Systems'  was  presented  by  George  Lowther,  secre- 
tary of  the  Special  Committee  on  Paperless  Entries  (SCOPE).  This  is  a new 
centralized  banking  system  based  on  pre-authori zed  payments.  For  example,  a 
company's  entire  payroll  could  be  automatically  deposited  in  the  individual 
accounts  of  employees.  While  this  would  obviously  be  more  efficient  for  banks 
and  employees  who  normally  bank  their  checks,  it  inconveniences  those  employees 
who  prefer  not  to  maintain  accounts  and  generally  cash  their  paychecks.  The  Com- 
mittee’s approach  to  this  type  of  problem  is,  of  course,  to  re-educate  the  public 
rather  than  permit  them  to  have  the  freedom  of  controlling  their  own  money.

FIRE  CLOSES  ORTEGA  BRANCH 


Arson  early  Friday  morning,  March  31,  1972,  caused  at  least  $25,000  worth 
of  damage  and  has  closed  the  Ortega  Branch. 

The  fire  was  reported  at  approximately  4:20  AM  and  the  Arson  Investigators 
indicate  three  fires  were  set:  one  on  the  mantle  of  the  fireplace;  and  two  along 
the  Circulation  Desk  side  of  the  branch.  Six  of  the  large  picture  windows  were 
destroyed  along  with  several  other  damaged.  Extensive  smoke  damage  has  been 
made  to  furniture,  draperies,  and  the  interior  of  the  building.  Several  tables, 
the  Circulation  Desk,  paperback  racks,  the  copy  machine,  lounge  chairs,  and 
other  equipment  were  completely  destroyed.  At  this  time  the  damage  to  the  book 
collection  is  being  assessed.  It  is  known  that  at  least  six  to  seven  hundred 
books  were  destroyed  but  the  entire  collection  has  been  hurt  due  to  smoke 
damage  which  includes  an  oily  film  on  almost  everything.  The  heat  was  so  intense 
that  lighting  fixtures  on  a twenty  foot  ceiling  were  melted.  The  entire  In- 
terior of  the  branch  will  have  to  be  renovated.  The  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  boarded  up  the  branch  and  patrons  will  be  directly  to  Parkside  and  Sunset 
branches. 

The  Bureau  of  Architecture  is  making  a preliminary  estimate  of  damage  in 
preparation  for  a supplemental  library  budget  request  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  City  carries  no  insurance  to  cover  this  damage  and  this  will  call  for  an 
emergency  budget  appropriation. 

A number  of  decisions  will  be  made  this  next  week  involving  the  rehabili- 
tation of  the  book  collection  and  future  service.  The  Ortega  Branch  has  had  a 
history  of  vandalism  and  severe  discipline  problems  with  some  older  youth.  At 
this  time  there  is  no  word  about  the  arsonists.

ADOPTION  OF  REVISED  CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  RULES

STAFF  TO  CALENDAR  PERIODICALLY  RECOMMENDATIONS  RE  PROTESTS  AND 

REQUESTS  FOR  AMENDMENTS  SO  THAT  ALL  SUCH  MATTERS  WILL  BE  CON- 
SIDERED BY  THE  COMMISSION  PRIOR  TO  THE  EFFECTIVE  DATE.” 

The  staff  will  calendar  its  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  proposed 
changes  so  that  the  Commission  will  have  the  opportunity  to  review  all  these 
matters  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  July  I,  1972. 


INDUSTRIAL  INJURIES 


Effective  the  close  of  business  on  March  23,  1972,  voluntary  hospitaliza- 
tion for  elective  surgery  due  to  industrial  injury  ceased  at  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital,  Ward  45.  All  employees  are  advised  that  the  location  of  our 
Industrial  Injury  Clinic  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  located  at  Ward  45, 
has  not  been  changed.

Bookmobile  service  at  the  Ortega  Branch  will  begin  Saturday,  April  29, 
with  weekly  Saturday  stops  from  12  to  5 PM  and  Wednesday  stops  from  10:30-12:30. 
Cleaned  up  Ortega  Branch  books  will  be  used  to  supplement  bookmobile  stock  for 
these  and  other  bookmobile  stops.  The  emergency  service  will  not  affect  other 
stops  and  other  stops  will  not  be  depleted  in  book  collection.  Ortega  Branch 
staff  will  be  used  for  the  new  service. 

Sunset  Community  response  to  the  arson  at  Ortega  continues  to  be  demon- 
strated. The  community  meeting  on  April  19  resulted  in  the  organization  of  a 
task  force  which  met  April  26  and  formed  the  Citizen's  Coalition  for  an  Effective 
Ortega  Branch  Library.  A Steering  Committee  of  five  persons  was  named  with  Barry 
Adler  as  Chairman.  It  will  be  considering  special  community-wide  projects  to 
deal  with  short  and  long  range  concerns  in  the  branch  library. 


CIRCULATION'S  UPWARD  TREND 


The  Library  recorded  a 4.7$  increase  in  materials  circulation  in  the  third 
quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  with  18  locations  recording  increases.  There  were 
some  large  ones,  lead  by  the  Bookmobile  at  74.9$;  Chinatown  25.8$;  Park  20.9$; 
North  Beach  17.9$;  Eureka  Valley  13.7$;  Noe  Valley  13.5$;  and  Bernal  9.8$.  The 
Main  Library  continued  its  push  toward  a million  plus  circulation  for  the  year 
to  register  a 6.6$  gain.

THE  BUDGET  ROAD 


"Keep  Libraries  Alive"  was  most  evident  at  the  hearing  for  the  1972/73 
City  budget  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  April  24.  A succession  of  ex- 
cellent speakers  supported  the  budget  and  urged  an  additional  $60,000  for  the 
book  budget  above  the  Mayor's  recommendation. 

There  has  been  (and  is)  Intensive  effort  on  this  budget.  We  will  wait  to 
thank  the  leaders  when  the  task  is  completed,  but  the  entire  library  staff  should 
be  grateful  for  this  exhausting  task  taken  on  by  very  concerned  citizens  organiz- 
ed by  the  Friends.  This  year's  budget  situation  in  the  City  is  the  severest  in 
recent  years. 

We  are  continuing  to  furnish  a record  amount  of  detailed  budget  material 
to  City  Hall.  We  have  also  received  word  that  the  Mayor  will  not  fund  the 
request  for  a 2-1/2$  increase  in  part-time  page  rates.  Thus,  this  increase 
granted  for  July  I wi II  come  from  the  slight  increase  the  Mayor  has  granted  in 
the  page  fund  (that  is  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  do  not  cut  it).  If  the  budget 
for  this  item  remains  stable,  we  will  come  out  with  the  same  page  hours  as  this 
year. 


It  is  important  to  remember  that  the  Mayor's  budget  figure  does  not  ade- 
quately cover  increased  costs  for  operating  our  present  program  for  next  year. 
Any  further  cuts  will  really  harm  our  service.

The  Library  Committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  will  meet  next  Thursday  morning 
and  will  plan  to  tour  the  Main  Library.  This  will  be  the  second  visit  of  the 
1972  committee.

...Approved  a travel  resolution  for  Harriet  Collopy  to  attend  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Special  Libraries  Association  in  Boston,  June  3-9. 

...Approved  a resolution  for  State  Librarian  Carma  Leigh  upon  her  retire- 
ment. 

...Heard  reports  about  progress  in  restoring  library  service  to  the  Ortega 
Branch  community. 

...Approved  a contract  with  the  Peninsula  Library  System  to  include  the 
holdings  of  periodical  titles  in  SFPL's  computer-produced  book  catalog. 
This  work  is  already  underway. 

...Heard  reports  on  progress  in  obtaining  the  Library's  budget  for  1972-73. 
A BUDGET  HURDLE. . . 

has  been  cleared  with  last  Friday's  recommendation  by  the  Finance  Committee 
that  the  Mayor’s  presentation  of  the  Library  budget  be  left  uncut  and  that  an 
additional  $60,000  be  added  to  our  book  budget.  If  this  recommendation  is  upheld 
by  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors  it  will  be  a great  step  forward  in  a very  diffi- 
cult budget  year.  Work  is  proceeding  diligently  for  the  votes  to  make  the  above 
become  a reality.  Your  support  is  still  needed,  and  we  will  give  kudos  when  the 
final  votes  are  taken.

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AT  THE  FRIENDS  BOARD  OF  DIRECTOR’S... 


meeting  on  May  3,  the  budget  for  1972-73  was  approved  in  the  amount  of 
$29,450.  Included  were  funds  for  National  Library  Week  ($1,500),  Special  Pro- 
grams and  Activities  Fund  ($3,750)  and  Scholarship  Fund  ($1,000).  Concerning 
scholarships,  the  Board  voted  payment  of  $500  immediately  to  be  matched  with 
staff  funds  to  pay  scholarships  for  spring  and  summer  semesters. 


EEA  FUNDED  FOR  ANOTHER  YEAR 

The  Emergency  Employment  Act  will  be  funded  for  an  additional  year.  The 
City  Librarian  must  evaluate  the  library's  EEA  program  and  write  a proposal  by 
May  26.  The  27  positions  awarded  the  Library  last  fall  will  continue.  Since 
total  funding  for  1972-73  is  as  yet  undetermined,  the  positions  awarded  after  the 
tall  1971  allotment  are  in  question  as  to  funding.  These  positions,  including  7 
librarian  positions  assigned  in  February  and  March ,are  from  lapse  funds.  News  as 
to  our  allotment  for  1972-73  should  be  announced  this  summer.

TO  THE  LIBRARY  STAFF 


As  we  take  off  for  a month,  we  are  feeling  greatly  cheered  by  the  fact  that 
the  Supervisors’  Finance  Committee  has  approved  the  Mayor’s  recommended  budget  for 
the  Library  and  restored  $60,000  of  the  book  funds  which  the  Mayor  had  slashed. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  full  Board  will  approve  the  Committee's  recommendation, 
and  hopefully,  the  Mayor  won’t  veto  it. 

We're  afraid  that  you,  however,  are  feeling  discouraged  because  the  funds 
don’t  cover  so  many  really  essential  Library  needs  such  as  audio-visual  materials 
and  moving  Technical  Services.  Only  by  closely  following  the  fate  of  the  budgets 
for  other  city  departments  can  you  appreciate  what  preferential  treatment  the  Li- 
brary received  at  a time  when  City  finances  are  in  a state  of  real  crisis. 

It  is  significant: 

1.  that  the  Mayor  recommended  increases  over  this  year's  budget  for  only 

three  areas:  Social  Services,  Law  Enforcement  and  Library;  and  that  he  cut  the 

Recreation  and  Park  Department  $600,000  below  their  current  budget. 

2.  that  the  Supervisors  are  drastically  cutting  almost  all  departments 
even  further,  including  Social  Services  and  Law  Enforcement. 

3.  that  the  reason  the  Library  budget  is  up  is  that  city  officials  have 
gotten  a message,  loud  and  clear:  the  voters  of  this  city  value  the  Library  and 
want  it  to  have  a high  priority  for  tax  support.  I nth i s time  of  money  crisis 

the  fact  that  both  the  Mayor  and  tTie Supervisors'  Finance  Committee  have  recommend- 
ed small  i ncreases  for  the  Library  says:  If  we  had  more  funds,  we  would  do  much 
more  to  provide  better  Library  service." 

You  will  note  that  what  the  city  officials  respond  to  is  citizens'  prior- 
ities. The  institution's  need  must  be  evident  but  citizens  must  demand  that  the 
needs  be  met.  We  all  need  to  keep  this  in  mind  constantly  and  educate  the  public 
on  how  they  can  help  themselves  to  obtain  better  Library  service.  (Officials  al- 
so want  safe  working  conditions.) 

The  message  got  to  our  city  officials  for  several  reasons.  First,  ci t i zens 
real ly  do  care!  Then  you  (the  Staff),  the  Commission,  the  Friends  and  KEEP  LI- 
BRARIES ALIVE  all  pitched  in  and  worked.  We,  representing  the  people,  thank  you 
al  I . 


The  Branch  Librarians  were  particularly  helpful,  and  members  of  the  Adminis- 
trative staff,  including  the  Chiefs  and  Coordinators,  Public  Information,  all 
pitched  in  and  got  answers  to  our  questions,  bright  ideas  and  cheered  us  on  in 
general.  Increasing  circulation  figures  make  it  obvious  that  you  are  winning  pub- 
lic support  every  day.  Congratulations! 

Over  the  years  the  Friends  have  built  up  a rapport  with  the  media  and  with 
leading  citizens  which  makes  it  possible  to  accomplish  the  impossible.  Through 
their  many  activities  they  have  created  friends  for  the  Library  in  every  neighbor- 
hood of  the  city.  The  Friends  started  KLA  as  a tool  organization  for  political 
action.  The  Friends'  main  objective  in  everything  they  do  is  to  build  citizen 
support  for  the  Library,  i.e.  publicity.  Book  Sale,  Reading  is  FUN-damenta I , and 
when  projects  are  selected  this  objective  is  kept  in  mind... the  Library  will  bene- 
fit far  more  if  citizens  want  their  taxes  used  for  the  Library  than  if  the  Friends 
use  their  funds  for  tax  supportable  items.

In  the  final  crucial  moments  of  the  budget  campaign  and  in  the  Ortega 
Branch  community  situation  the  leadership  of  the  Commission  enabled  us  to  reach 
our  objectives  in  the  case  of  the  budget  and  helped  lead  the  way  toward  positive 
solutions  to  the  serious  problems  at  Ortega. 

Now  we  want  to  get  started  on  next  year’s  budget  when,  we  hope,  more  funds 
will  be  available.  We’re  asking  the  City  Librarian  and  the  Commission  to  tell  us 
their  priorities  so  that  we  can  get  to  work.

CALIFORNIA  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  LIBRARY  COOPERATIVE 


The  State  has  been  divided  into  12  regional  areas  for  cooperative  efforts 
among  8-10  community  colleges  in  each  area  with  a State  Board  of  Directors  provid- 
ing direction  for  network  and  cooperation  with  other  library  systems  in  accordance 
with  the  total  library  service  plan  for  the  State  of  California.  Joy  Proust,  Long 
Beach  City  College,  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  she  invites  ideas  and  infor- 
mation which  will  assist  in  the  development  of  the  network. 


"LONDON  LIBRARY  - OLD  FRIEND  IN  HAZARD". . . 


is  the  title  of  a N.Y,  Times  article  on  March  15  regarding  a famous  sub- 
scription library  of  750,000  volumes  frequented  since  1841  by  literary  and  politi- 
cal giants.  Roy  Jenkins,  the  deputy  leader  of  the  Labor  party,  is  heading  a com- 
mittee which  just  announced  a campaign  to  raise  about  $1.3  million. 
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SFPL  PROGRAM  IN  CONJUNCTION  WITH  S.F.  JAILS  AND  U.C.  BERKELEY,  SCHOOL  OF  LIBRARIAN- 
SHIP  STUDENT  VOLUNTEERS 


It  was  in  1966  that  the  Grand  Jury  first  commented  on  the  need  to  "design 
methods  for  maintaining  the  jail  library  on  an  updated  basis  and  to  make  the  li- 
brary facilities  in  the  various  jails  more  accessible  to  the  inmates'.  As  a re- 
sult, the  next  year  the  library  requested  additional  funds  asking  for  a librarian, 
books,  and  equipment  to  rectify  this  problem.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  turned 
down  this  request  and  the  jail  libraries  remained  stocked  with  books  which  had 
been  weeded  from  the  library's  shelves  and  discarded  years  ago. 

More  attention  was  focused  on  this  problem  in  the  San  Francisco  Committee 
on  Crime's  Report  on  the  S.F.  Jail,  released  on  August  22,  1969.  At  this  time 
the  library  was  described  as  old  and  the  books  in  bad  condition,  and  added  that  it 
was  unfortunate  that  the  single  rehabilitation  officer  "was  not  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  consult  with  representatives  from  other  agencies"  who  might  provide 
assistance  in  improving  the  jails'  rehabilitation  program. 

In  the  fall  of  1970  the  Adult  Coordinator  looked  out  the  window  of  her 
office  and  saw  two  men  loading  children's  picture  stories  from  the  Discard  Room 
in  the  Library  onto  a Sheriff's  Department  truck.  She  attempted  to  point  out 
the  adult  books  which  could  be  selected.  The  men  said  that  they  had  simply  been 
told  to  load  up  the  truck  with  books  and  that  it  did  not  matter  whether  they  were 
children's  or  adult  titles.  She  suggested  that  they  let  her  put  aside  some  more 
suitable  books  and  that  they  return  later  to  pick  them  up.  They  refused  this 
offer  and  did  not  pass  it  on  to  prison  officials. 

The  Coordinator  then  asked  the  library's  Community  Consultant,  responsible 
for  outreach  services,  to  contact  the  jail  library  to  see  if  a more  satisfactory 
arrangement  could  not  be  made  for  stocking  the  jail  library.  Three  months  later, 
prison  officials  returned  our  call  and  compiled  a list  of  subject  requests  for 
books . 


In  the  meantime  both  the  Bay  Area  Social  Responsibilities  Roundtable  (a 
group  of  socially  concerned  librarians)  and  the  Bay  Area  Reference  Center,  through 
its  periodical  Synergy,  were  campaigning  for  improvements  in  prison  library  ser- 
vice throughout  the  Bay  Area.  In  fact,  a full  day  conference  on  this  subject  was 
sponsored  by  the  Bay  Area  SRRT  and  held  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.  The 
Assistant  State  Librarian  attended  this  conference  and  again  the  San  Francisco 
jail  libraries  were  used  as  the  example  of  a deplorable  situation,  and  again  SFPL 
was  blamed  publicly  since  it  is  our  antiquated  and  inappropriate  (juvenile)  dis- 
cards which  make  up  the  book  stock  in  the  jail. 

The  first  visit  by  library  staff  to  the  jail  library  took  place  in  August 
of  1971.  (Almost  one  year  after  our  first  attempt  was  made  to  contact  the  jail!) 
The  Community  Consultant  came  back  appalled  by  what  he  had  seen  called  a "library1. 
In  the  library's  weekly  internal  bulletin  he  asked  for  staff  members  to  make  dona- 
tions from  their  personal  collections  in  the  requested  subject  areas  and  that  li- 
rarian's  weeding  their  collections  of  suitable  duplicates  refer  them  to  him  for 
the  jail  col  lection . 

About  this  time  candidates  for  Sheriff  were  beginning  to  speak  publicly  and 
again  prison  library  service  became  a public  issue.  The  Community  Consultant  was 
continuing  to  visit  the  two  jai Is  (Mens  and  Womens)  at  San  Bruno  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  rehabilitation  officer,  but  could  not  begin  to  add  enough  books 
to  make  a significant  difference  in  the  total  collections. 
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SERVICE  TO  PRISONS  (Continued) 


Shortly  after  the  election  of  the  new  Sheriff  a group  of  students  from  the 
Library  School  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  who  had  read  all  of 
the  adverse  publicity  about  S.F.  prison  library  service  decided  to  take  on  li- 
brary service  to  the  S.F. jails  as  a volunteer  class  project  and  proceeded  to  set 
up  a proposal  with  the  Sheriff  which  did  not  recognize  the  efforts  which  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  had  put  into  setting  up  library  service  to  prisoners  as 
a regular  function  of  the  Community  Consultant  and  other  employees  specializing 
in  outreach  activities.  When  library  staff  became  aware  of  this  they  inaugerated 
a series  of  meetings  with  the  library  school  students  in  Berkeley  to  insure  that 
efforts  were  not  duplicated  and  that  the  project  was  coordinated  to  insure  on- 
going improvement.  The  students  had  by  this  time  asked  several  foundations  for 
money  to  purchase  recreational  materials  for  the  jail  libraries  and  the  library 
had  submitted  a proposal  to  the  State  Library  requesting  funds  to  finance  a core 
legal  reference  collection  for  each  of  the  jails  as  well  as  special  staff  to 
serve  the  institutionalized,  whom  we  recognize  as  San  Franciscans  with  a right  to 
library  service,  but  unable  to  visit  our  other  facilities. 

This  proposal  was  turned  down  and  we  received  money  for  Early  Childhood 
Education,  another  library  priority.  However,  by  this  time  a great  deal  of 
energy  had  gone  into  the  preparation  of  a suitable  core  legal  reference  collection 
booklist  and  the  library  school  student  volunteers  had  indicated  their  desire  to 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  staff  who  have 
developed  skills  in  working  in  the  jail  situation.  Professors  from  both  Stanford 
University  and  the  University  of  California  had  collaborated  with  Rick  Sims, 
Attorney  for  the  Sheriff’s  Office,  and  members  of  several  local  law  groups  on 
compiling  a suitable  list  of  legal  reference  books. 

Since  this  year’s  budget  contained  some  unallocated  funds  based  on  cancel- 
lations of  titles  ordered  earlier  in  the  year,  it  was  decided  that  the  library's 
contribution  to  the  jail  library  this  year  would  be  in  the  area  of  reference 
development  while  the  monies  donated  for  the  U.C.  student  project  would  be  used 
for  recreational  materials.  The  library  has  benefited  from  working  on  the 
development  of  the  core  legal  collections  and  from  its  association  with  this 
group  of  legal  experts  who  have  pointed  out  the  holes  in  our  own  collection  for 
laymen  in  the  process.  (Since  service  hours  have  been  changed  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco City  Hall  Library,  the  requests  for  basic  legal  materials  are  on  the  in- 
crease in  the  Main  Library.) 

The  library's  experience  in  this  project  has  been  a satisfying  and  reward- 
ing one.  We  feel  that  because  of  our  expertise  in  the  area  of  book  selection  and 
acquisition  that  we  are  prepared  to  do  a far  better  job  than  could  be  done  by  any 
non-professionals  engaged  in  similar  activities.  Because  of  the  high  turnover 
rate  in  the  jail  it  can  be  presumed  that  if  the  quality  of  the  prison  library  col- 
lection is  improved  and  that  it  is  associated  with  the  S.F.  Public  Library,  than 
prisoners  seeking  further  education  and  information  may  consult  the  library  upon 
leaving  the  prisons.  Since  all  studies  indicate  that  only  limited  rehabilitation 
can  go  on  within  the  confines  of  the  jail,  this  is  a good  way  to  introduce  library 
service  to  local  residents  who  are  serving  sentences. 

Moreover  this  opportunity  to  work  with  colleagues  in  other  City  departments 
as  well  as  local  universities  has  brought  us  into  contact  with  professionals  whose 
advice  we  could  expect  to  receive  only  on  a consultant  basis.

Librarians  are  urged  to  read  this  excellent  document  which 
reviews  the  past  and  present  public  library  scene  with  recommendations  for  the 
future.

EFFECTIVENESS  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  - MAIN  LIBRARY  STUDY 

Traditional  library  statistics  (circulation,  holdings,  staff  size,  bud- 
get, etc.)  are  frequently  criticized  as  not  being  satisfactory  measures  of  a 
library's  effectiveness.  In  order  to  develop  new  types  of  measuring  devices  for 
assessing  public  library  services,  ALA-PLA  is  sponsoring  a survey  in-depth  of 
selected  libraries  across  the  nation.  This  study  is  funded  by  the  U.S.  Office 
of  Education,  H.E.W.  and  is  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Library  and  Information 
Science  Research,  Graduate  School  of  Library  Service,  Rutgers  University.  As 
you  might  guess  by  now  SFPL  is  one  of  those  selected.  Upon  your  cooperation 
rests  the  validity  and  therefore  the  success  of  this  study.  No  regular  staff 
member  will  be  unaffected  by  this.  Our  wish,  however,  is  that  with  proper  organi- 
zation no  one  will  be  too  severely  burdened.  It  is  hoped  that  new  relationships 
will  be  uncovered  through  computer  analysis  of  the  great  variety  of  informational 
input  and  that  from  this  our  effectiveness  can  be  enhanced.

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FRIENDS'  PROJECTS 


On  May  2 the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Friends  of  SFPL  adopted  criteria 
for  selecting  their  work  projects.  These  criteria  are  not  exactly  new  but  are 
being  set  into  writing  for  the  first  time.  The  "Keep  Libraries  Alive"  movement 
organized  by  the  Friends  is  an  excellent  example  of  where  Friends  can  be  most 
effective  in  advancing  and  improving  library  service.  The  library  administra- 
tion agrees  that  the  Friends’  efforts  to  build  citizen/community  support  for  an 
adequate  (and  hopefully  superior)  library  system  is  the  most  important  task  that 
can  be  undertaken.  The  dollars  gained  and  the  programs  saved  by  the  KLA  budget 
activities  this  year  far  outweigh  the  financial  help  that  could  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Friends  in  lieu  of  the  budget.  The  Friends  budget  will  continue  to 
support  a number  of  enrichment  items,  and  we  will  encourage  them  to  continue  to 
mobilize  citizen  interest  and  support  of  library  service  - a most  crucial  matter 
in  the  urban  centers  of  America.  Reprinted  below  is  their  statement  of  policy. 

FRIENDS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
CRITERIA  FOR  SELECTING  PROJECTS 


Projects  should  meet  as  many  of  these  criteria  as  possible: 

1.  Benefit  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 

2.  Build  public  support  for  the  Library. 

3.  Build  public  support  for  the  Friends. 

4.  Support  the  staff  of  the  Library. 

5.  Encourage  reading  and  the  use  of  the  SFPL. 

6.  Act  as  pilot  demonstrations. 

7.  Attract  outside  funds. 

8.  Utilize  volunteers,  since  such  volunteers  become  Library  supporters. 

9.  Involve  other  organizations,  since  organization  members  become  Library 
supporters  and  often  Friends  members. 

FUNDS  SHOULD  BE  USED  FOR  ENRICHMENT  PROJECTS  WHICH  ARE  NOT  BEING  PROVIDED  THROUGH 
CITY  FUNDING.  REASONS  FOR  THIS  POLICY  ARE  THREE-FOLD: 

1.  Using  Friends’  funds  for  tax-supportable  items  results  in  reduction  of 
city  budget  support  by  an  offsetting  amount. 

2.  Funds  raised  by  Friends  are  de  minimus  compared  to  the  cost  of  one 
Principal  Librarian’s  salary,  or  the  start  of  an  audio-visual  depart- 
ment. 

3.  Financial  support  for  basic  library  services  will  be  greatest  if 
Friends'  funds  are  used  to  build  community  support.

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CONGRESS  OF  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS 


At  the  CLA  Annual  Conference  last  December  a Congress  of  Library  Systems 
was  established.  The  Council  of  that  Congress  met  April  21  and  elected  officers 
and  made  some  decisions  for  action.  Donald  Fuller,  City  Librarian  of  Santa 
Clara  Public  Library,  represents  Region  V.  Robert  Hart,  Director  of  the  Santa 
Barbara  Public  Library,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Council.  Some  of  the  topics 
covered  were: 

1.  Motion  that  Humboldt  and  Del  Norte  counties  be  taken  from  Region  I 
and  added  to  Region  II  (This  is  already  an  accomplished  fact.) 

2.  Moved  that  the  State  Librarian  be  asked  why  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco  Public  Libraries  were  the  only  ones  designated  as  Regional 
(they  say  national)  Resource  Centers  and  "to  consider  the  implica- 
tions to  other  libraries  in  the  State,  whether  or  not  they  are  members 
of  systems". 

3.  Requested  reconsideration  of  regional  representation  on  the  Council 
and  concluded  that  each  system  be  represented  by  a Library  Director. 

4.  Appointed  a committee  to  look  into  feasibility  of  a general  review 
of  system  progress  and  development  to  date. 

5.  Set  the  next  meeting  of  Council  for  July  14  in  Los  Angeles. 

TELEPHONE  SERVICE 


The  Mayor's  Office  has  requested  that  all  City  departments  study  their 
phone  usage  and  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  cost  reductions.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Library  Commission  will  be  sending  one  of  his  staff  to  each  department  to 
determine  cost  effectiveness  of  our  phone  systems. 


PERIODICALS  CATALOG 

The  Library  Commission  has  approved  a contract  with  the  Peninsula  Library 
System  to  include  PLS  periodicals  holdings  in  SFPL’s  computer  produced  book 
catalog.  Work  has  been  underway  for  several  months  and  the  contract  provides 
for  EDP  Center  charges  plus  clerical  personnel  for  data  input. 

SUGGESTION  CORNER 

Suggestion:  There  are  too  many  plants  on  the  main  stairway. 

Answer:  The  profusion  of  plants  is  deliberate.  It  is  felt  that 

the  sight  of  many  plants  is  more  pleasing  to  the  staff 
and  patrons  than  that  of  a lonely  plant  or  two  dwarfed 
by  the  enormity  of  the  grand- stai rcase  and  ceiling. 
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THE  1972-73  BUDGET 


On  May  15  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  passed  the  1972-73  City 
and  County  Budget  and  forwarded  it  to  the  Mayor  for  signature.  The  Mayor  has 
threatened  veto  if  the  budget  necessitates  a property  tax  increase.  It  appears 
it  will  not  be  necessary. 

The  Library  will  receive  a budget  of  $5,120,050  (exclusive  of  federal  and 
state  funds)  which  is  $264,157  more  than  1971-72  and  represents  a 5.2#  increase. 
While  it  is  one  of  the  lower  percentage  increases  in  the  past  12  years,  it  is 
the  fourth  highest  dollar  increase. 

This  victory  for  our  budget  in  a time  of  austerity  is  remarkable.  For 
the  second  year  in  a row  the  Board  of  Supervisors  cut  not  one  penny  from  the 
Mayor’s  presentation.  The  Library  was  the  only  major  department  to  go  unscathed 
in  this  process.  Then,  the  Board  added  $60,000  to  our  book  budget  - the  only 
item  that  the  law  would  allow  them  to  increase. 

We  think  it  is  now  appropriate  for  us  to  give  credits  for  this  victory. 
"Keep  Libraries  Alive",  an  organization  spawned  by  the  Friends  as  a result  of 
threatened  branch  closings  earlier  in  the  year,  was  a key  factor.  The  efforts 
of  Co-chairman  Mrs.  Grace  Macduff  and  Miss  Mary  Louise  Stong  were  tireless  and 
productive.  They  had  help  - from  Commissioners,  Friends,  staff,  and  many  concern- 
ed citizens.  The  two  vice  presidents  of  the  Commission  were  particularly  active, 
Mrs.  Stern  and  Mrs.  Day.  Two  people  in  the  City  Librarian’s  office  were  kept 
especially  busy  - Miss  Lyn  Helling  and  Mr.  Robert  Williams. 

Many  hands  can  share  in  credit,  but  the  effort  does  reaffirm  a most  impor- 
tant point  - citizen  pressure  upon  the  political  process  to  let  officials  know 
the  priority  level  of  libraries.  No  noise,  no  word  from  citizens,  and  services 
such  as  libraries  tend  to  rapidly  drop  to  the  bottom  priority  - especially  in  an 
economy  with  short  tax  resources.  To  the  people  named  plus  countless  others  who 
should  be  named,  the  City  Librarian  gives  hearty  thanks. 

We  should  have  ended  at  the  previous  paragraph,  but  it  is  important  for 
the  staff  to  know  that  this  next  year’s  budget  presents  some  real  problems.  Some 
items  have  fallen  behind  the  inflationary  rise,  some  items  have  been  arbitrarily 
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THE  1972-73  BUDGET  (Continued) 


cut  - particularly  library  and  processing  supplies.  Insufficient  funds  were  al- 
lowed for  periodicals;  no  new  staff  positions  were  granted;  no  new  programs  for 
EDP  were  allowed;  and  while  we  received  more  money  for  equipment  ($9,190)  than  the 
past  four  years  combined,  it  is  far  short  of  our  needs  and  much  of  it  will  be 
used  in  the  replacement  of  the  branch  truck  (just  in  time,  we  hear).  We  will 
continue  to  work  with  many  accumulated  handicaps. 

Next  year’s  budget  preparation  will  start  earlier  than  usual  - September 
1972  we  will  begin  our  work  for  1973-74.  We  are  sharpening  our  "tools"  in  the 
Secretary’s  and  City  Librarian’s  offices  to  provide  better  information  for  the 
citizens  who  want  to  talk  to  City  officials  about  improving  library  service. 


HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  Municipal  Improvement  League  is  sponsoring  a Health  Service  Charter 
Amendment  which  will  provide  fully  paid  health  service  for  all  City  employees  and 
their  dependents.  (Proposition  L) 

The  amendment  proposes  a maximum  monthly  payment  by  the  City  of  $19.34  be- 
ginning 8/1/72;  $31.50  on  7/1/73;  and  $43.50  on  7/1/74  based  on  the  costs  of 
Health  Plan  I for  the  member  and  dependents. 

We  need  a contribution  of  $5  from  every  City  employee  to  help  finance  a 
campaign  for  this  long-overdue  fringe  benefit.

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WOMEN  IN  MANAGEMENT 


This  weekend  conference  (May  12-14),  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia extension  service,  as  part  of  their  programs  on  PERSONAL  I TY/CAREER  GROWTH 
AND  DEVELOPMENT  was  held  at  the  Satori  conference  center  in  the  Santa  Cruz 
mountains. 

The  group  was  limited  to  thirty  women,  but  drew  such  an  Interested  re- 
sponse that  a second  session  has  been  scheduled  for  this  fall.  The  representa- 
tion of  women  was  from  numerous  fields  with  a large  percentage  from  the  U.C. 
Lawrence  Radiation  Laboratory,  banking,  government  and  private  industry. 

Dru  Scott,  the  leader,  is  Associate  Director  of  Communications  Training, 
in  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission.  Dru  has  such  enthusiasm  and 
imagination  in  presenting  her  material  that  several  of  the  group  discussions 
lasted  well  into  both  nights  of  the  conference.  We  took  individual  tests;  play- 
ed management  games,  were  amazed  at  how  intensely  some  people  play  games; 
watched  a suffragette  movie,  and  talked  and  talked.  Much  of  the  transactional 
analyses  terminology  was  new  to  me,  but  I quickly  recognized  "Mother  Hubbards", 
an  "adaptive  child"  or  two  as  well  as  numerous  "free  children"  around  our  build- 
ing. The  group  involvement  experience  sets  up  an  interesting  atmosphere  for 
freer  expression  and  did  seem  to  intensify  individual  learning. 

The  climate  of  the  conference  was  a positive  one,  and  emphasized  affirma- 
tive action  not  only  in  achieving  new  positions  but  in  filling  the  new  roles 
women  are  assuming  in  management.

On  Friday,  June  2,  SFPL  librarians.  Library  Commissioners,  and  Friends 
will  participate  in  a program  discussing  public  library  goals.  Guest  leader  and 
speaker  for  this  occasion  will  be  Mrs.  Allie  Beth  Martin,  Director  of  the  Tulsa 
City-County  Library  in  Oklahoma.  Mrs.  Martin  is  a dynamic  administrator  and  pro- 
fessional leader  who  was  the  Project  Coordinator  of  the  Public  Library  Associa- 
tion’s Proposed  Public  Library  Goals-Feasib?

The  PLA  Goals  Study  was  undertaken  this  past  year  to  determine  what  action 
should  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  future  direction  of  public  library  development. 
The  report  was  released  in  time  for  the  ALA  Midwinter  meeting  in  January  and 
since  that  date  four  task  forces  have  been  appointed  by  PLA  President  Effie  Lee 
Morris  to  carry  out  recommendations  of  the  Feasibility  Study.  The  report  has 
caused  considerable  discussion  in  professional  circles  and  we  are  fortunate  to 
have  Mrs.  Martin  help  lead  us  in  a discussion.  She  has  presented  a program  for 
the  Dallas  area  librarians  and  will  be  on  her  way  to  Oregon  to  present  a similar 
program  to  the  public  library  trustees  in  that  state.  Our  thanks  go  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  for  their  underwriting  of  expenses  for  the  program  through 
the  City  Librarian’s  program  fund. 

Plans  for  Friday  are  as  follows: 

1.  All  branch  librarians  are  requested  to  attend  the  morning  session  start- 
ing promptly  at  9:30  AM  until  12  noon  in  the  Library  Commissioner’s  Room. 
Coffee  will  be  available  from  9:00-9:30. 

2.  Librarians  from  the  Main  and  Technical  Services  Department  are  to  be 
divided  for  the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions.

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ORTEGA  BRANCH  REHABILITATION  BUDGET 


We  understand  from  the  Mayor’s  office  that  the  library’s  request  for 
$81,318  has  been  trimmed  to  approximately  $47,126  and  this  amount  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  as  a supplemental  budget. 

This  amount  deletes  a substantial  portion  of  the  money  for  library  books 
destroyed  or  damaged  in  the  fire.  It  includes  an  electronic  alarm  system  but 
deletes  painting  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  building.  The  replacement  of 
furniture  is  limited  and  the  floor  will  be  patched  rather  than  be  completely  re- 
covered. 

Future  refinement  of  figures  may  reduce  anticipated  costs  so  that  these 
savings  can  be  passed  on  to  deleted  items.  In  addition,  the  community  will  be 
asked  to  participate  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  building  through  donated  labor 
material  and  funds. 

If  the  rehabilitation  funds  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
there  is  money  available  from  the  Controller,  we  will  report  further.

CIRCULATION  COMPARISON 

Minneapolis  Public  Library  recently  conducted  a survey  of  1970  and  1971 
circulation  of  the  50  largest  cities  in  the  United  States.  SFPL  ranked  13th  in 
percentage  of  gain  (3.30$)  over  the  two  year  period.  Ahead  in  order  of  percentage 
were  Oakland,  Nashville,  Norfolk,  Dallas,  Minneapolis,  San  Diego,  Columbus, 

Memphis,  Denver,  Houston,  Phoenix  and  Tulsa.  Twenty  libraries  reported  decreases.

Miss  Effie  Lee  Morris,  Children’s  Coordinator,  and  Miss  Dorothy  Hult, 
Administrative  Assistant,  participated  in  the  "Week  of  the  Young  Child  Rally  and 
Fair"  held  at  the  First  Unitarian  Church  on  Saturday,  May  20.  A display  of  books 
and  materials  suitable  for  pre-schoolers  was  set  up  and  Miss  Morris  and  Miss  Hult 
talked  individually  to  representatives  of  other  city  agencies,  legislators  and 
interested  parents  about  the  services  the  library  offers  to  the  child  under  five. 
The  response  of  the  people  were  very  rewarding.  Everyone  showed  a great  deal  of 
interest  in  the  books  displayed.  One  young  woman  expressed  a desire  to  attend 
library  school  after  examining  the  materials  and  talking  to  Miss  Morris.  Many 
questions  were  asked  as  to  how  to  use  certain  books  with  children.  One  three 
year  old  sat  down  quietly  and  in  a very  determined  manner  examined  one  book  from 
cover  to  cover  and  then  exchanged  it  for  another  and  continued  until  she  had 
finished  all  the  books  that  appealed  to  her.  This  was  our  unplanned  demonstration. 

Many  comments  indicated  that  people  were  unaware  that  these  books  and  ma- 
terials were  available  in  the  library. 

The  purpose  of  the  Rally  and  Fair  was  to  give  legislators  a first  hand  pic- 
ture of  what  organizations  are  doing  for  young  children  and  what  is  needed  for 
expanding  these  services.  The  Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children  is 
extending  every  effort  to  help  get  a quality  child  care  bill  passed  this  year. 

It  was  a profitable  day  as  much  information  was  gained  that  will  be  useful 
when  the  "Early  Childhood"  projects  begins  in  July.

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THE  U.C.  LIBRARY  SCHOOL  AND  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COUNTY  JAILS 


The  S.F.  Jail  Library  project  by  the  students  at  Berkeley  began  January 
I Ith  in  the  course  "The  Library  in  the  Community’'  taught  by  Fay  Blake.  The  class 
project  was  to  design  library  service  to  a group  within  the  community  starting 
with  a survey  of  the  composition  and  needs  of  the  group  and  continuing  through 
the  implementation  of  the  program.  The  six  students  in  the  course  rather  rapidly 
decided  that  the  inmates  of  the  county  jail  were  probably  one  of  the  least  well 
served  communities  in  terms  of  libraries.  They  also  decided  to  take  the  project 
beyond  the  theoretical  level  of  the  classroom.  Newly  elected  Sheriff  Hong  Is to 
of  S.F.  had  been  giving  much  lip  service  to  libraries  in  the  jails,  and  they 
soon  arranged  to  meet  with  him  and  also  tour  the  four  installations  under  his 
jurisdiction,  the  Hall  of  Justice  and  San  Bruno  jails  for  men  and  women. 

Their  feelings  about  the  necessity  of  the  jail  project  were  much  reinforced 
by  these  experiences.  Sheriff  Hongisto  seemed  sincere  about  the  need  for  books 
for  inmates;  the  state  of  the  current  book  collections  in  all  the  Installations 
(despite  beginning  efforts  by  the  SFPL  staff)  was  deplorable;  and,  the  inmates 
themselves  articulated  their  own  pleas  for  better  materials. . ."Books  Is  one  of 
the  most  important  things  you  could  bring  us"  and  "I’m  glad  you  finally  got  here; 
we  need  you  more  than  anything  else." 

Working  simultaneously  on  long-and-shorf  range  goals,  the  group  started 
applying  for  funds  from  a wide  variety  of  sources  (monies  to  be  used  for  books 
and  materials  as  well  as  transportation  costs  to  allow  students  to  be  actively 
working  at  the  jails),  and  they  also  took  over  250  books  to  the  Hall  of  Justice 
from  their  own  collections.  The  former  task  took  them  into  the  excruciating  ex- 
perience of  proposal  writing  as  they  were  applying  to  the  U.C.  Community  Service 
Projects  Office  for  funds,  while  the  latter  demonstrated  that  established  proce- 
dures for  getting  materials  into  the  jail  libraries  were  absolutely  necessary... 
some  of  the  books  they  had  taken  over  were  ripped-off  and  even  burned  by  anonymous 
persons. 

Contacts  had  been  made  with  SFPL  through  both  Joe  Sugg  and  Anne  Kincaid, 
both  of  whom  had  addressed  Ms.  Blake’s  class,  and  the  students  also  had  conferred 
with  librarians  in  Alameda  and  San  Mateo  counties  who  were  already  operating  pub- 
lic library  service  to  jails.  To  get  the  final  go  ahead  from  Sheriff  Hongisto,  a 
meeting  with  him  which  included  SFPL  staff  was  arranged.  From  this  encounter  was 
generated  the  appropriate  project  approval  letter  from  the  Sheriff  necessary  for 
the  solicitation  of  funds,  more  cooperative  effort  between  the  library  school  and 
SFPL,  and  generally  a feeling  that  things  would  start  happening  for  both  the  stu- 
dents and  the  public  library. 

At  this  time,  the  students  have  reached  their  goal  of  $10,000  for  materials 
and  supplies;  have  had  the  invaluable  experience  of  working  close  to  a bureaucracy 
of  bureaucracies;  have  had  to  deal  with  the  fact  that  for  many  people,  including 
those  in  other  city  departments,  the  library  is  indeed  obsolete;  and  have  re- 
ceived total  reinforcement  that  the  library  must  extend  itself  into  the  community 
with  innovative  services  that  really  do  meet  the  needs  of  those  communities. 

The  students  involved  in  the  project  are  Gareth  Penn,  Gi Ida  Perolman,  Joan 
Stout,  and  Delores  Murray  (on  leave  from  SFPL).  Whatever  is  the  major  factor... 
simultaneous  interest  in  the  jail  libraries  on  the  part  of  both  SFPL  and  the  stu- 
dents, thei r stimulation  of  SFPL  to  move  faster.  Sheriff  Hongisto’s  public  pro- 
nouncements on  the  subject,  or  the  astrological  age  we  are  in...  I think  the  stu- 
dent Involvement  in  this  area  has  indeed  been  valuable.

Many  staff  members  attended  the  inspirational  talk  "The  Library  in  an 
Environment  of  Change"  given  by  Mr.  Spencer  Shaw  last  Friday,  May  26,  in  the 
Children’s  Room,  Main  Library.  Mr.  Shaw  is  a lecturer  at  the  University  of 
Washington  and  a noted  storyteller.  He  has  a compelling  and  resonant  voice 
that  is  very  easy  to  listen  to.  The  message  was  even  more  compelling.  He 
stressed  the  fact  that  children  and  adults  of  all  ages,  all  ethnic  origins  and 
all  income  levels  coming  into  the  libraries  should  be  treated  with  equal  consi- 
deration, that  the  best  of  new  and  old  materials  should  be  offered  to  them  and 
a genuine  spirit  of  service  to  everyone  should  pervade  the  libraries.  Changing 
educational  patterns,  the  increasing  tempo  of  the  times  and  technological  changes 
cause  patrons  to  approach  the  library  with  new  and  different  points  of  view. 
Librarians  must  be  ready  to  meet  the  challenge  of  new  and  ever  increasing  demands 
in  today's  world. 

After  the  break,  he  spoke  on  the  techniques  of  storytelling  and  told  a 
North  American  Indian  Folktale  most  effectively. 

The  children's  librarians  had  lunch  with  Mr. Shaw  at  Rocca's  and  had  a 
further  discussion  of  storytelling.  This,  also,  gave  the  children's  librarians 
an  opportunity  to  relate  some  of  their  own  experiences. 

In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Shaw  gave  a demonstration  of  storytelling  to  a 
group  of  children  from  the  150  Parker  Nursery  School,  at  the  Western  Addition 
Branch.  It  was  interesting  to  see  Mr.  Shaw  use  the  techniques  he  had  spoken  of 
in  the  morning.  The  children  enjoyed  it  immensely  and  one  little  boy  cried  when 
it  was  over  — he  didn't  want  to  go  home.  These  responses  indicate  the  success 
of  the  program.  The  demonstration  was  video  taped  by  Mr.  Jim  Shugart,  A-V 
Technician. 

Mr.  Shaw  then  led  a dialogue  on  materials  and  techniques  with  nursery 
school  teachers  and  some  of  the  children's  librarians. 

It  was  an  informational  and  educational  day.  While  many  of  the  points 
brought  out  by  Mr.  Shaw  were  we  I I known  to  some  of  the  staff,  it  was  good  to 
hear  them  again.

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NCTPG  MEETING 


The  Northern  California  Technical  Processes  Group  met  at  Dominican  College 
in  San  Rafael  for  an  all-day  program  on  Friday,  May  12.  As  usual,  the  very  warm 
spring  weather  and  the  beautifully  landscaped  campus  combined  to  make  a very 
pleasant  day  for  the  six  of  our  staff  who  attended.  The  NCTPG  is  allied  with 
ALA  and  its  programs  are  of  interest  mainly  to  catalogers  and  acquisitions  li- 
brarians. However,  it  may  hearten  reference  librarians  to  know  that  the  190  mem- 
bers of  this  association  also  question  the  adequacy  of  subject  headings  as  sup- 
plied by  LC  and  at  this  meeting  sent  a letter  to  the  Library  of  Congress  express- 
ing the  group’s  concern  and  asking  how  and  to  whom  each  individual  could  best 
write  to  bring  specific  corrections  or  needed  changes  to  centralized  attention. 

To  gain  the  most  possible  from  cooperative  cataloging  we  still  must  depend  on  LC 
to  a great  extent,  however.  "Subject  Headings"  was  the  topic  of  a panel  session 
in  the  morning  and  "Technical  Processing  Centers"  in  the  afternoon. 

The  morning  panel  consisted  of  a cataloger  and  an  "opposing1,  reference 
librarian  from  the  same  institution,  or  in  the  case  of  the  discussion  on  child- 
ren’s subject  heading  use,  it  was  the  coordinator  of  children’s  services  in 
Marin  County  and  her  cataloger.  Both  of  the  latter  pair  agreed  that  too  many 
inconsistencies  exist  to  confuse  the  young  user  even  though  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress’ new  policy  in  children’s  cataloging  is  a step  forward.  In  1969  they 
started  to  show  simpler  alternate  subject  headings  in  the  tracing  for  juvenile 
collections.  These  two  librarians  recommended  greater  use  of  Sears  as  an 
authority  list  and  the  use  of  cross  references  directly  to  the  class  numbers 
for  various  popular  subjects.  (SFPL  has  used  Sears  as  an  authority  for  child- 
ren’s books  since  1962.) 

The  remaining  panelists  referred  often  to  Sanford  Berman’s  "Prejudices 
and  Antipathies"  as  an  eye-opening  analysis  of  what’s  wrong  morally,  racially, 
etc.,  with  so  many  LC  subject  headings.  They  also  stressed  making  an  additional 
heading  to  meet  local  needs,  or  using  more  cross  references  to  circumvent  the 
lacks  in  LC  terms.  Reference  and  public  service  librarians  should  let  catalogers 
know  what  they  need  in  this  respect.  It  was  generally  recommended  that  the  7th 
edition  of  Library  of  Congress  Subject  Headings  with  its  supplements  should  be 
available  near  all  catalogs  for  the  public  and  librarian  alike  to  use.  A cum- 
ulation of  the  supplements  is  in  progress  at  UC  Santa  Barbara  but  will  not  be 
ready  for  a few  months  longer.  The  UC  Library  Automation  Program  is  working 
with  the  original  magnetic  tapes  from  LC. 

Each  of  the  six  members  of  the  afternoon  panel  represented  a type  of  pro- 
cessing center  or  cooperative  cataloging  venture.  Some  coordinate  orders  for 
their  system  by  supplying  a book  selection  deck  of  cards  to  all;  others  only 
order  and  process  the  books;  or  contribute  cataloging  information  to  a book 
catalog.  Costs  were  given  as  follows  and  these  include  catalog  card  sets  unless 
a book  catalog  is  involved:

It  was  of  special  interest  to  me  to  hear  Dave  Remington  (Bro-Dart)  say  that 
a processing  center  cannot  do  it  any  better  than  a large  efficient  operation 
in-house.  This  is  what  we  strive  for  in  our  own  Technical  Services  Division 
and  I feel  we  very  nearly  meet  it.

were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors’  Finance  Committee  on  June  14 
in  the  amount  of  $50,885.  This  includes  a $3,500  item  for  modifying  present  win- 
dows for  better  security.  The  amount  was  deleted  by  the  Mayor’s  Office,  but  re- 
quested for  restoration  by  Miss  Mary  Louise  Stong  (Keep  Libraries  Al ive)  who  re- 
presented the  Citizens  Coalition  for  a More  Effective  Ortega  Branch  Library. 

Some  legal  problems  developed,  but  they  were  solved  when  the  Mayor’s  Office  agreed 
to  the  increase. 

As  soon  as  the  necessary  legislative  work  is  completed,  planning  will  be- 
gin with  the  City's  Bureau  of  Architecture.  There  is  no  estimate  as  to  when  the 
branch  will  be  ready  for  public  service.

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING  PROGRAM  IN  COOPERATION  WITH  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE 
DISTRICT 


The  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  Dis- 
trict are  considering  sponsoring  an  in-service  training  program  for  regular  per- 
manent city  employees.

FRIENDS  SPECIAL  PROGRAM  AND  ACTIVITIES  FUND 


Some  staff  members  may  not  be  aware  of  the  Friends  Special  Program  and 
Activities  Fund  which  is  allocated  to  the  Office  of  Adult  Services,  Office  of 
Children’s  Services,  and  Librarian’s  Office.  For  1971-72  OAS  received  $1250, 

OCS  $1250,  and  Librarian’s  Office  $500.  (For  1972-73  OAS  will  receive  $2000, 

0CS  $1250,  and  Librarian’s  Office  $500.)  As  the  fiscal  year  draws  to  a close 
you  might  be  interested  in  knowing  the  variety  of  ways  in  which  these  funds 
were  spent. 

The  largest  area  of  expenditure  was  that  of  program  sponsorship  which 
totaled  approximately  $1,165.  Twenty-four  speakers,  actors,  musical  groups, 
fi  Im  programs,  etc.,  were  sponsored.  Refreshments,  posters,  etc.,  were  also 
provided  in  conjunction  with  many  of  them. 

The  Library  also  benefited  from  the  fund  with  $788  worth  of  equipment 
purchased  to  aid  in  presenting  the  programs  - items  such  as  tapes,  cameras, 
tape  recorder,  viewmasters,  public  address  system. 

Summer  Reading  Program  expenses  were  part  of  the  expenditures.  The 
amount  of  $320.45  was  spent  for  various  materials  for  last  summer’s  program. 

In  the  area  of  inservice  training  three  speakers  were  brought  to  SFPL  - 
Wes  Doak,  Spencer  Shaw  and  Allie  Beth  Martin.  Total  expenses  for  these  sessions 
amounted  to  $725.67  and  included  travel,  fees  and  also  videotaping. 

We  hope  that  the  staff  is  aware  that  they  may  contact  any  of  the  three 
offices  mentioned  above  with  ideas  on  programs  and  activities.  We  emphasi ze, 
requests  to  the  Friends  for  projects,  financial  help,  etc.,  are  to  be  channeled 
through  the  Coordinators  or  the  City  Librarian's  Office. 


CERTIFICATE  PROGRAM  IN  PROFESSIONAL  PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION 

The  California  State  University  in  Hayward  is  sponsoring  the  above  program 
by  federal  funds  through  the  Inter-governmental  Personnel  Act.  The  program  will 
consist  of  a core  curriculum  of  6 rigorous,  upper-division  courses  in  the  field 
of  public  administration.  Those  who  complete  the  program  will  receive  a certifi- 
cate in  Professional  Public  Administration.  The  courses  are:  "Organization  and 
Theory",  June  23-July  22;  "The  Urban  Region",  June  29-August  31;  and  "Introduc- 
tion to  Public  Administration",  July  I4-August  26. 

To  be  eligible  participants  must  hold  a responsible  administrative  position 
in  the  public  service  or  have  been  identified  as  a potential  leader  and  adminis- 
trator by  government  managers  or  supervisors.  To  have  the  federal  matching  funds 
applied  to  the  program  costs,  the  participant  must  have  been  accepted  for  admis- 
sion and  must  have  matching  funds  (approximately  30$)  paid  by  the  non-federal 
government  entity  where  he  is  employed.

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MEDIA:  ITS  USES  FOR  LIBRARY  SOCIAL  ACTION  or  THAT  WAS  THE  WEEK  THAT  WAS 


On  June  4-10  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  School  of  Library  Science, 
thirty-three  librarians  from  all  over  the  country  gathered  to  learn  about  the  use 
of  media  for  library  social  action.  This  institute  was  sponsored  by  the  Library 
School  and  the  University  Extension  with  most  of  the  real  work  being  done  by  the 
eight  or  so  graduate  students  who  are  spending  the  year  working  with  the  year- 
long Library  Social  Action  Institute  there. 


The  institute  was  a heavily  scheduled  one,  with  a new  speaker  at  each 
morning  and  afternoon  session,  and  then  film  previews  each  evening.  The  emphasis 
of  the  programming  was  heavily  on  the  side  of  forming  and/or  understanding  library 
social  action  concepts  plus  problems  for  librarians  to  be  aware  of  in  working  with 
any  group  of  people.  There  were  also  a lot  of  sensitizing  games  and  exercises  to 
demonstrate  techniques  of  working  with  groups  of  people. 

The  media  part  of  the  week  consisted  of  the  use  of  several  Saul  A I insky 
films  expounding  his  techniques  of  community  social  action;  the  videotaping  of 
the  day  sessions;  (finally,  on  Thursday)  the  presentation  of  work  being  done 
with  community  groups  using  videotape  equipment  by  a librarian  in  Port  Washington, 
New  York,  and  that  of  an  adult  education  specialist  in  Appalachia;  the  opportunity 
for  a few  of  us  to  produce  a videotape;  and  a session  in  film  evaluation  led  by 
Elizabeth  Smith  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library.  This  last  event  was 
particularly  useful  since  she  used  films  about  the  Chicano  to  illustrate  how  in- 
sensitive the  non-Chicano  may  be  in  film  (or  material)  selection  for  'those 
people".  The  films  that  were  previewed  in  the  evenings  dealt  primarily  with  con- 
frontation between  ethnic  and/or  racial  minorities  and  the  establishment,  and 
were  generally  very  heavy. ..and  not  many  were  very  probable  for  programming. 


The  last  session  of  the  week  was  turned  over  to  a small  committee  for  eva- 
luation and/or  summary,  and  it  was  really  rather  devastating.  Most  of  us  had  been 
pretty  frustrated  during  the  first  half  of  the  week  because  all  the  emphasis  had 
been  on  formulating  the  concepts  for  social  action,  and  constructing  ’confronta- 
tion" and  problem-solving  models.  Whi le  two  or  three  people  were  relatively  new 
to  the  field,  the  rest  had  upwards  of  five,  ten  and  fifteen  years  of  experience, 
were  in  administrative  positions,  had  been  pretty  involved  with  their  communities, 
and  had  come  to  get  and  share  ideas  about  how  to  use  media  effectively  in  out- 
reach and  social  action  programs.  So  we,  the  participants,  were  not  very  happy 
+o  sit  in  the  classroom  and  be  told  all  about  how  to  relate  to  those  people  . 
be  told  that  we  needed  a philosophical  base  for  library  social  action  (had  we  all 
been  working  in  a vacuum  these  several  years?),  and  not  be  given  any  opportunity 
to  share  with  the  whole  institute  what  we  were  already  doing.  The  rather  auto- 
cratic control  of  the  institute,  with  just  token  involvement  (except  for  the 
critique,  where  for  the  first  time  all  week,  everyone  freely  contributed),  I felt 
belied  the  very  principles  of  community  involvement  that  the  speakers  kept  harp- 
ing on.  The  vestiges  of  hierarchical  structure  were  very  strong,  and  very 
intimidating. 


A real  opportunity  to  use  media  as  a more  dynamic  part  of  the  institute 
was  also  lost.  While  we  viewed  some  interesting  examples  of  film,  slide  pre- 
^®^a^'ons>  an  example  of  the  type  of  programming  a public  library  could  do  on 
LATV  (cable  television);  the  videotapes  of  our  sessions  were  not  used  except  to

record  what  happened,  there  was  only  time  and  equipment  enough  for  about  six  of 
us  to  learn  how  to  use  portable  videotape  equipment,  we  never  did  get  into  the 
incredible  possibilities  for  public  libraries  and  CATV,  nor  did  we  have  time 
allowed  to  discuss  the  films  we  did  get  to  preview. 

HOWEVER,  ALL  WAS  NOT  LOST!  I was  strongly  reminded  that  library  outreach 
and  library  social  action  are  not  synonymous;  the  latter  has  definite  political 
implications.  My  consciousness  was  somewhat  raised  about  two  groups  in  our 
society,  namely  Chicanos  and  Appalachians.  I do  have  several  films  that  I wi II 
suggest  for  SAG  previews.  I am  very  excited  about  what  we  as  librarians  can  do 
in  preparation  for  and  with  CATV  in  the  future.  And  finally,  the  next  time  I’m 
at  such  an  institute  and  I am  not  learning  what  I came  for,  I hope  I will  have 
the  intestinal  fortitude  to  say  so  before  the  last  day.

SPECIAL  LIBRARIES  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCE,  BOSTON,  JUNE  4-8,  1972 

For  me,  Boston,  a city  so  rich  in  history  and  libraries,  was  a happy  choice 
for  the  63rd  Annual  Conference  of  the  Special  Libraries  Association. 

The  first  general  session  opened  on  Sunday  evening  with  an  all-time  record 
attendance  of  over  two  thousand  members.  After  the  usual  welcoming  speeches.  Dr. 
Leon  H.  Sullivan,  Pastor  of  the  Zion  Baptist  Church  in  Philadelphia  and  a 
Director  for  the  General  Motors  Corporation,  delivered  the  keynote  address. 
Alternatives  to  Despair.  He  spoke  of  the  greatest  problem  facing  America  today, 
the  training  and  employment  of  minorities. 


There  were  three  other  general  sessions  which  included  talks  on  the  en- 
vironmental information  needs,  the  consumer  movement  and  one  unstructured  session, 
'Idea  Exchange  - the  Scheduled  Opportunity  to  Talk  Shop”  plus  the  annual  business 
meeting. 

Because  Special  Libraries  Association  is  composed  of  so  many  diverse  groups 
with  twenty-three  divisions,  each  sponsoring  a program,  meeting  selection  was 
difficult.  I stayed  with  the  Business  and  Finance  Division,  but  would  like  to 
have  heard  some  of  the  other  speakers. 


Meetings  during  the  week  included  one  on  the  value  of  U.N.  publications, 
heir  dissemination  and  effective  use,  and  another  on  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
r‘  ^ot)ert  B.  Voight,  Chief  of  the  Data  User  Services  Office,  described  the  de- 
partmental re-organization  which  has  been  taking  place  since  January  1972  which 
eventually  will  provide  better  and  more  reliable  statistical  reporting  as  well 
as  some  new  publications.  Forty-five  are  planned  and  include  statistics  on  mig- 
Jon,  marital  status,  poverty  and  a housing  inventory.  He  felt  th3t  the  relia- 
^ ' y of  the  1970  census  returns  had  improved  and  hoped  that  by  1980  ninety  per 
n of  the  population  would  be  enumerated.  Much  of  the  census  material  has 
9u®n  ready  for  printing  but  has  been  delayed  in  the  Government  Printing  Office, 
reau  of  the  Census  wi  I I xerox  a report  if  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  it. 
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SPECIAL  LIBRARIES  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCE  (Continued) 


Government  publications  are  vital  to  the  operation  of  any  library.  Ob- 
taining them  has  been  a source  of  frustration  for  many  librarians.  Those  attend- 
ing the  conference  were  most  vocal  in  making  their  dissatisfaction  known  to  Mr. 
Robert  Kling,  Superintendent  of  Documents.  He  participated  in  a panel  on  govern- 
ment information  sources  and  users.  He  recognized  the  difficulties  saying  that 
the  GPO  has  a backlog  of  approximately  14,000  orders,  but  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  improve  the  situation.  A committee  is  being  formed  to  work  with  the 
documents  section  and  Mr.  Kling  felt  that  this  was  a hopeful  sign  that  at  least 
users  and  the  government  are  talking  to  each  other. 

Highlight  of  the  week  was  a visit  to  the  Harvard  University  campus.  Here 
we  heard  a panel  discussion  on  the  corporate  responses  to  the  consumer  movement, 
lunched  and  toured  the  Baker  Library,  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Business  Admin- 
istration. A library  to  envy  with  its  collection  of  over  400,000  books  on 
business.  The  entire  first  floor  has  a special  collection  of  corporate  financial 
records  dating  back  many  years.  Annual  reports  are  bound  and  the  more  recent 
now  kept  on  microfiche.  The  third  floor  is  a beautiful  spacious  library. 

Side  trips  were  made  to  the  Kirstein  Business  Branch,  located  in  downtown 
Boston  in  a small  but  separate  three  story  building;  Stone  and  Webster  Engineer- 
ing Corporation  Library;  the  Boston  Public  Library  with  its  new  annex  just  about 
completed;  and  the  delightful  library  devoted  to  Bronson  Alcott  at  the  Fruit  lands 
Museum.  The  farmhouse  (ca.  1750)  used  by  Bronson  Alcott  and  the  Transcendenta- 
lists  is  located  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill  just  below  the  library.  In  the  same 
area,  you  may  also  visit  the  Indian  Museum  and  a Shaker  house  dating  from  1794. 
Highly  recommended  if  the  East  Coast  is  on  your  summer  agenda. 

Visiting  exhibits  and  libraries,  attending  meetings  provided  more  than  a 
full  week.  Like  all  conferences,  I think  that  some  of  the  programs  could  be 
combined  or  shortened.  Aside  from  the  conference  itself,  the  greatest  benefits 
were  seeing  other  libraries,  talking  with  librarians  and  comparing  notes.  All 
were  so  willing  to  share  ideas  and  extend  invitations  to  visit,  especially  in 
New  York. 

This  I did  the  following  week  while  on  vacation.  I had  a personally  con- 
ducted tour  of  the  New  York  Public  Library;  lunched  with  the  Supervising  Librarian 
from  the  Business  and  Economics  Division  and  then  off  to  the  Mid-Manhattan  Branch 
located  one  block  from  the  Research  Libraries.  It,  too,  has  a business  collection 
plus  the  circulating  materials.  The  next  day  I visited  the  Brooklyn  Business 
Branch,  the  Foundation  Center  Library  in  New  York  and  the  Library  of  Performing 
Arts  at  the  Lincoln  Center. 

All  the  while  I was  evaluating  and  comparing  our  library,  the  number  of 
staff  members,  reference  service  provided  and  the  contents  of  the  collection. 

It  was  a good  experience  and  one  for  which  I am  most  grateful.

The  end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1972  occurs  within 
the  period  June  28th  thru  July  11,  1972. 

To  facilitate  fiscal  year  accounting  procedures,  the 
following  changes  have  been  made: 

Period  #33  - June  28  - 30th  (3  working  days) 

Period  #13  - July  1 - 11th  (7  working  days) 

This  means  that  the  33rd  period  will  be  on  a 3/10  basis 
and  the  13th  period  will  be  on  a 7/10  basis. 

There  will  be  a check  issued  for  each  period  as  soon 
as  possible  with  the  check  for  the  13th  period  released  on 
the  normal  release  date  for  that  period,  and  the  check  for 
the  33rd  period  before  or  on  that  date. 

For  the  33rd  period  there  will  be  NO  Voluntary  deductions 
or  deduction  for  Health  Service. 

For  the  13th  period  all  deductions  including  Health  Service 
will  be  taken.  If  the  pay  for  an  employee  is  not  sufficient  to 
provide  for  all  of  his  Voluntary  (Fixed)  Deductions,  none  of 
these  deductions  can  be  taken  and  the  employee  will  be  personally 
responsible  for  making  direct  payments  to  all  organizations  and 
agencies  for  which  he  has  authorized  such  deductions.

We  will  never  win  a prize  like  Synergy  because  we  spend  minimal  time  in 
producing  this  weekly  newsletter.  Our  accent  is  upon  getting  info  out  to  all 
the  staff  fast  - we  are  proud  that  we  have  not  missed  a Friday  deadline  in  three 
years.  We  may  never  find  that  glamorous  new  name,  but  somehow  It  seems  relative- 
ly unimportant.  The  Q.B.  is  sent  to  the  Library  Commissioners,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Friends,  and  to  65  other  persons  and  institutions  in- 
terested in  the  life  and  activities  of  this  very  much  alive  institution. 


LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


The  State  budget  for  1972-73  presented  by  Governor  Reagan  proposed  $800,000 
for  services  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act,  the  same  figure  as  for  1971- 
72.  The  Assembly  augmented  this  by  $200,000  and  the  Senate  by  $546,000  only  to 
have  the  amounts  blue-penciled  by  the  Governor  back  to  $800,000.  The  Assembly's 
augmentation  would  have  added  $4,400  and  the  Senate's  proposal  $11,900  to  our 
present  PLSA  grant  of  $17,500. 

Senator  Randolph  Collier's  SB530  and  SBI26I  are  still  in  the  mill  and  it 
is  hoped  that  they  will  be  approved  and  brought  out  of  committee  on  July  7.  It 
is  not  sure  when  they  will  go  to  the  floor  as  the  Legislature  may  adjourn  next 
week  because  of  the  Democratic  convention.  Thanks  should  go  to  SFPL  Commissioner 
Madlyn  Day  and  Senator  George  Moscone  for  their  outstanding  efforts  in  support 
of  the  legislation.  We  will  keep  you  advised  so  that  you  may  lend  your  support 
by  writing  your  legislators. 

SB530  is  the  California  Library  Network  Act  of  1972.  This  measure,  if 
passed,  would  be  the  broadest  and  most  important  library  legislation  in  Califor- 
nia's history.  Briefly,  the  act  would  provide  the  necessary  funds,  over  a three- 
year  period,  to  three  major  elements  of  the  network:  I)  to  System  centers  on 
account  of  each  nonpublic  library  which  avails  itself  of  system  services,  to  pay 
for  these  services;  2)  to  libraries  of  any  type  which  are  selected  by  systems  to 
serve  them  as  resource  libraries;  3)  to  a few  very  large  libraries,  public  and 
non-public,  which  will  become  research  libraries  to  the  statewide  network. 

SBI26I  amends  the  PLSA  of  1963  with  its  primary  purpose  being  to  secure 
funding  for  public  library  systems  based  on  their  actual  cost,  and  on  a continu- 
ing basis.  It  established  50<f  per  capita  as  the  cost  for  1972-73,  to  be  adjust- 
ed in  succeeding  years  in  accordance  with  the  consumer  price  index.  It  continu- 
ously appropriates  funds  for  the  program  - one-third  the  total  cost  in  1972-73; 
two-thirds  in  1973-74;  the  entire  cost  in  1974-75  and  thereafter.  It  would  also 
establish  a California  Library  Network  Board  to  advise  the  State  Librarian  on 
the  administration  of  the  act  and  the  California  Library  Network  Act  if  passed. 
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OFFICE  OF  CHILDREN’S  SERVICES

circus  tent  greet  your  eye  as  you  come  into  the  Children’s  Room  of  the  Main  Li- 
brary. They  are  the  creation  of  Miss  Carol  Small,  children’s  librarian.  Mrs. 
Margaret  Ysturiz,  children’s  librarian  at  Marina  Branch,  has  a circus  tent  on 
one  of  the  tables.  Many  branches  have  displays  featuring  books  on  animals. 

Children  are  responding  to  the  program  in  many  imaginative  ways.  At 
Porto  I a Branch,  three  girls  checked  out  a cookbook  and  came  back  with  a beauti- 
ful frosted  cake  which  they  presented  to  Mrs.  Grinnell,  children's  librarian. 

Mrs.  Grace  Ruth,  children’s  librarian  at  West  Portal  Branch,  tells  about 
one  girl  who  rounded  up  six  children  on  her  block  and  made  a tape  recording  of 
the  graveyard  chapter  in  Tom  Sawyer  with  excellent  sound  effects.  The  production 
lasts  about  15  minutes,  complete  with  a section  of  credits  where  the  children 
simultaneously  cheered  and  booed  each  other.

of  the  time  sheet  and  should  be  noted,  for  instance,  0E— 3 I / 1 8 . This  would  mean 

Overtime  Earned  is  three  hours  on  January  18.  Don’t  lose  time  you  have  earned 
just  because  it  isn’t  recorded  properly  - make  sure  it's  on  the  time  sheet.  Don't 
forget  — overtime  earned  in  one  fiscal  year  is  not  carried  to  another  fiscal  year. 
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ALA  POST  MORTEM  #1 


The  City  Librarian  and  Roberto  Esteves  get  first  crack  at  the  reporting 
from  ALA  Conference  this  year.  Other  reports  will  follow  over  the  next  few 
weeks,  and  we  hope  these  will  give  an  adequate  composite  picture  of  the  conference 
for  those  who  stayed  home  to  keep  the  service  going. 

Chicago  was  mercifully  cool  - a help  for  those  frequent  walks  between  the 
Hilton  and  Palmer  House  hotels.  I attended  fewer  program  meetings  than  usual  due 
to  required  committee  meetings  and  recruitment  activities  at  the  Placement  Center. 
The  above  reasons  keep  me  from  having  much  of  a feeling  about  the  flavor  or  suc- 
cess of  the  conference.  The  expected  10,000  plus  librarians  never  quite  material- 
ized, but  I was  struck  by  the  fact  that  I knew  very  few  of  the  people  In  most 
meetings.  This  feeling  was  verified  by  other  20-year  veterans,  so  perhaps  new 
faces  are  ready  to  move  ALA  forward.  Some  100  new  councilors  now  take  over  with 
BARC’s  Roberto  Esteves  among  them.  Retiring  from  such  service  are  SFPL's  Effie 
Lee  Morris,  Anne  Kincaid,  and  myself. 

My  schedule  began  the  Friday  before  the  Conference  at  a meeting  of  the 
Urban  Library  Trustees  Council  where  much  time  was  devoted  to  considering  a new 
Title  IV  to  the  LSCA  for  aid  to  cities  above  100,000  in  population  ($1.00  per 
capita).  We  are  now  a formal  member  of  this  group  which  has  spurred  ALTA  and 
the  ALA  Legislative  Committee  to  take  a serious  look  at  metro  needs. 

Seatmate  Peggy  Barber  (ex  BARCer)  helped  relieve  the  long  drudgery  of  re- 
viewing the  proposed  ALA  budget  on  Saturday.  ALA  continues  in  a financial  bind 
which  will  probably  necessitate  the  elimination  of  the  Public  Relations  office, 
the  Library  Technology  Project,  the  International  Relations  office,  and  reduce 
spending  on  ALA  staff  positions  and  reduce  costs  of  various  publications.  In- 
cluding American  Libraries.  Conversely,  the  Office  for  Research  and  Office  for 
Service  to  the  Disadvantaged  will  be  funded  as  priority  items. 

I had  more  time  to  visit  exhibits  on  Sunday  and  found  many  quite  interest- 
ing and  useful.  I participated  in  a market  survey  by  University  Microfilms  for 
their  proposed  new  cartridge  microfilm  reader  and  cartridge  box  adapters.  I was 
the  guest  of  Albert  Whitman  Company  at  the  Exhibits  Roundtable  dinner  Sunday 
night  where  sociologist  Tony  Downs  gave  a provocative  speech  on  urban  trends  as 
they  will  affect  libraries.  Other  speeches  heard  Included  the  SR0  crowd  to  hear 
Norman  Cousins  eloquently  defend  the  written  word;  author  William  Blatty  tell 
of  his  Brooklyn  childhood  and  his  ESP  experiences,  plus  read  from  scientific 
manuscripts  which  were  the  base  for  his  best  selling  book  Exorcist. 

President  Katherine  Laich  (gosh,  a Californian  at  last)  in  her  inaugural 
address  mentioned  strong  chapter  relations  in  ALA,  which  did  my  heart  good  after 
seemingly  fruitless  battles  over  that  subject.  My  Special  Chapter  Relationships 
Committee  died  a natural  death  after  five  long  years  and  will  be  replaced  by  a 
standing  committee.  Retiring  ALA  Executive  Director  David  Clift  was  given  fre- 
quent praise,  ovations,  and  a gift  or  two.  Executive  Director  Designate  Robert 
Wedgeworth  appeared  everywhere.  He  will  take  the  reins  in  August  and  will  be 
hunting  staff  immediately.  On  July  31,  Deputy  Executive  Director  Ruth  Warncke 
takes  early  retirement  and  Controller  LeRoy  Gaertner  resigns.  Associate  Director 
Germaine  Krettek  (ALA  Washington  Office)  will  retire  next  fall  and  she  will  be 
succeeded  by  Assistant  Eileen  Cooke.  Richard  Gardner  will  return  as  editor  of 
ce  *n  September  since  Peter  Doiron  has  finally  resigned.  There  was  a strong 
rumor  that  American  Libraries  editor  Gerry  Shields  had  already  resigned,  but  we

saw  him  very  much  on  the  job.  Does  everyone  know  that  Peggy  Barber  is  President 
of  the  ALA  Headquarters  Staff  Association? 

I saw  little  of  my  SFPL  colleagues,  but  I know  they  were  busy.  Miss 
Morris  presided  beautifully  over  several  meetings;  Gil  McNamee  held  a meeting 
for  200  and  got  400;  and  Bill  Ramirez  was  forever  in  lobbies  and  hallways  talk- 
ing to  and  looking  for  Spanish-speaking  librarians. 

There  were  so  many  resolutions  passed  at  ALA  that  it  is  impossible  to  re- 
late them.  ALA  conferences  continue  to  be  big  and  complex,  but  for  me  they  are 
a vital  aid.  Those  times  in  between  meetings  are  filled  with  talk  with  colleagues 
about  a variety  of  problems  and  I always  return  with  new  ideas.  More  anon.

ON  THE  MERRY-GO-ROUND 

Trying  to  report  on  an  ALA  convention  is  like  trying  to  cover  a five-day, 
three-ring  circus.  Leaving  the  main  events  of  council  and  membership  meeting 
to  the  other  SFPL'ers,  I’ll  just  mention  a few  of  my  side-show  experiences: 

Being  In  the  Minority  Doesn’t  Make  You  Any  Less  of  a Person 

A blasting  attack  on  librarians  was  hurled  by  seven  minority  publishers.  Spear- 
headed by  Jerry  Gambit  I,  an  Indian  publisher  of  Ahwesasne  Notes  and  other  Mohawk 
literature,  each  publisher  spoke  on  the  uselessness  of  books  about  minorities 
and  their  cultures  as  written  by  white,  middle-class  doctoral  students;  charged 
librarians  with  being  more  concerned  with  keeping  hardbounds  shelved  neatly 
rather  than  freely  circulating  paperbacks  to  the  needy;  urged  all  librarians  to 
suspend  their  middle-class  attitudes  of  what  constitutes  a good  book;  and  begged 
librarians  to  support  minority  publishers  by  buying  directly — and  in  quantity — 
directly  from  the  publishers  rather  than  the  jobbers  who  rip  them  off  by  30-40/6. 

Pushy,  But  Great 

Black,  beautiful,  and  brilliant  Reverend  Jesse  Jackson,  director  of  Chicago’s 
Operation  PUSH  (People  United  to  Save  Humanity ), immobi I i zed  hundreds  of  li- 
brarians with  the  most  dynamic  speech  of  the  convention.  A political  activist. 
Reverend  Jackson  pointed  out  the  political  potential  of  America's  eight  million 
black  "Minority",  and  affirmed  the  Importance  of  minority  advancement  for  all  of 
society.  Warning  each  librarian  against  the  attitude  of  "standing  aloof  looking 
importantly  about  him,  while  the  rest  of  the  world  goes  on  without  him".  Reverend 
Jackson  urged  librarians  to  do  what  the  schools  don’t:  that  is,  get  involved  with 
individuals  and  teach  them  the  practical  experiences  and  knowledge  of  what's 
happening  in  the  world.  He  spoke  of  his  own  personal  involvement  with  Mrs. 

Smith,  a library  activist,  any  good  librarian  would  be  proud  to  emulate. 

Gay  Lip 

One  of  the  more  interesting  meetings  was  SRRT’s  GAY  LIB  TASK  FORCE’S  program 
featuring  Mike  McConnell  whom  you  recall  is  the  gay  blade  eternally  crusading 
against  his  dismissal  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  After  winning  his  employ- 
ment discrimination  case  in  a Minneapolis  courtroom,  a court  of  appeals  reversed 
the  lower  court  decision.  Mike  has  finally  hit  a dead-end  since  the  U.S.  Supreme 
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ON  THE  MERRY-GO-ROUND  (Continued) 


Court  has  refused  to  hear  his  case.  Although  having  lost  one  battle,  Mike  and 
Jack  Baker,  his  law  student  lover,  haven't  given  up  their  war  against  gay  dis- 
crimination. The  final  test  of  the  legality  of  their  gay  marriage  is  slated  for 
a September  Supreme  Court  trial.  They  are  also  bringing  suit  against  the  IRS  in 
order  to  file  joint  income  tax  returns,  and  Jack,  having  been  threatened  with 
being  barred  from  the  Bar,  is  set  for  yet  another  legal  contest.  You've  got  to 
give  them  credit;  they're  two  of  the  cockiest  fighters  around. 

These  are  just  three  high- lights  of  a conference  that  was  filled  with 
great  ideas  and  lots  of  action.  Overall,  the  mood  of  activism  is  no  longer 
agitating  the  ALA.  It  seemed  to  me  that  with  the  newly  formed  structure  of  ALA 
finally  emerging,  everyone  was  working  arduously  in  specific  areas  of  interest 
while  cautiously  watching  and  expectantly  awaiting  the  new  machinery  of  ALA  to 
begin  effective,  reliable — and  speedy — operation.

Now  the  bad  news.  The  fourth  quarter  of  1971-72  helped  keep  the 
year's  increase  modest,  since  SFPL  declined  in  the  statistics  by  2.  7%. 
Only  11  units  showed  increases,  from  The  Whole  World's  increase  of 
347.  5%  to  Visitacion  Valley's  3.  6%.  Substantial  increases  came  at  China- 
town (19%),  Parkside  (19.  5%),  Mission  (14%),  and  Bookmobile  (55.  8%). 
Ortega  was  closed  all  quarter,  hence  helping  increase  use  at  Sunset  and 
Parkside  Branches  and  the  Bookmobile.

^POSTSCRIPT  TO  THE  PETER  PRINCIPLE" 

The  July-August  issue  of  the  Harvard  Business  Review  has  a "Post- 
script to  the  Peter  Principle"  in  which  Lane  Tracy  explores  why  we 
aren  t in  worse  shape  than  we  are.  Following  Peter  and  Hull's  theory 
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'POSTSCRIPT  TO  THE  PETER  PRINCIPLE"  (Continued) 


that  it  is  because  there  are  a considerable  number  of  people  who  have  not 
yet  been  elevated  to  their  level  of  incompetency,  the  author  explores  the 
theory  of  subordinate  class.  You  can  guess  who  the  subordinate  class  is  - 
women,  and  particularly  secretaries.  He  raises  a question  as  to  *vhat 
will  happen  to  our  organizations  should  these  subordinate  classes  be 
liberated  to  rise  to  their  level  of  incompetence.  The  article  raises  some 
ideas  about  a horizontal  hierarchy  that  may  be  necessary  to  survival.

SFPL  FINALLY  LANDS  IN  JAIL]  with  a lotta  help  from  our  friends  and 

a little  bureaucratic  hinde ranee 

This  is  the  next  in  a continuing  series  of  progress  reports  on 
SFPL  extension  service  to  the  San  Francisco  jails.  You  have  read  in 
other  thrilling  chapters  (you  were  thrilled,  yes?)  Anne  Kincaid  reviewed 
the  history  from  the  1966  Grand  Jury  recommendations  through  the  ini- 
tial involvement  of  the  U.  C.  Library  School  students  and  Linda  Knutson 
give  background  coverage  of  the  students  and  of  their  monies. 

Much  has  happened  since  then;  some  direction  has  been  backward, 
but  generally  we  have  been  moving  forward  and  inward.  Let  me  outline 
these  two  months: 

Who  is  "WE"? 

In  the  larger  sense,  we  is  all  of  us,  for  this  service  is  seen  as  a 
regular  continued  activity  of  SFPL  not  at  all  unlike  a branch  library.  In 
the  immediate  sense,  I am  spending  about  90%  of  my  time  now  in  getting 
this  service  established  and  organized.  Linda  is  working  two  or  three 
afternoons  a week  in  the  women's  jails  and  Anne  is  a constant  source  of 
support  and  suggestions.  Since  this  is  off-season  for  the  library  school 
we  have  two  ex- students,  Joan  Stout  and  Gilda  Perolman,  giving  voluntary 
time. 

y/here  have  we  come  from? 

Because  of  the  ground  work  laid  by  Ms.  Kincaid,  George  Alfred 
and  Joe  Sugg,  we  have  been  able  to  build  from  there  through  an  intermin- 
able string  of  meetings  with  Sheriff  Hongisto,  Undersheriff  Greenberg, 

Sgt.  Charles  Smith,  various  rehabilitation  and  education  people,  men's 
and  women's  deputies.  Sheriff's  assistants  and  legal  aides.  To  be  honest, 
these  sessions  were  mostly  frustrating,  for  conflicting  information  was 
constantly  being  shoveled  out  with  gusto  and  assurance.  Then  one  bright

and  shining  day  (after  identification  photos  and  info  had  been  taken  and 
clearance  had  been  established  at  both  Hall  of  Justice  and  San  Bruno) 
we  were  given  the  word:  DO  IT! 

What  is  "IT"? 

...  as  real  a library  service  as  can  be  maintained  to  some  1500 
inmates  located  in  two  buildings  with  a total  of  five  separated,  cubby- 
holed  shelf  spaces  called  libraries  behind  several  sets  of  locked  bars 
guarded  by  many  deputies.  The  system,  as  delineated  by  its  para-mili- 
tarism and  security  consciousness,  permits  no  female  workers  in  the 
men’s  jails  (except  at  San  Bruno  where  women  librarians  can  be  locked 
in  the  room  alone)  but  allows  the  male  librarians  full  access  to  all 
(men's  and  women's)  cells  reaching  inmates  with  the  aid  of  a book  truck. 
This  is  a giant  step  forward  and  we  have  to  be  grateful  that  at  least  all 
prisoners  finally  have  access  to  a librarian.  The  problem  is,  of  course, 
staffing,  and  I am  the  only  male  involved  presently.  ATTENTION!!! 

All  you  out  there  in  malelibraryland!  Extend  yourself!  Offer  services 
for  an  afternoon  a week!  Work  in  new  surroundings!  (I'm  serious;  my 
number  (telephone)  is  3935;  we  can  work  out  clearance  both  here  and 
there;  we  need  your  help.  ) 

Weeding  (mainly  dumping)  the  present  collection,  sorting  through 
donations,  buying  new  titles,  generally  establishing  the  five  facilities 
(men's  lock-up,  men's  trusties,  and  women's  at  Hall  of  Justice;  men's 
and  women's  at  San  Bruno;  total  shelf  space  about  15,  000  volumes), 
taking  specific  requests  to  be  filled  from  Main  as  any  branch  request  is, 
and  working  with  inmates  assigned  to  their  libraries  are  present  func- 
tions. 

When  do  we  do  it  ? 

Two  afternoons  weekly  to  the  Hall  of  Justice  and  two  to  the  San 
Bruno  jails.  This  is  minimum  service,  for  transportation,  carting 
books,  in  and  out  procedures,  take  up  some  of  this  allotment,  leaving 
just  a few  hours  for  1500  people  who  have,  more  than  anything  else,  time. 

How  do  we  do  it? 

It  takes  money,  folks.  The  library  school  students  have  obtained 
$10,  000  from  various  foundations.  This  is  to  be  used  for  paperback 
materials  for  the  jails  as  long  as  there  is  direct  involvement  of  the 
students  in  a learning  process.  There  is  also  money  available  through 
OAS  as  we  expand  from  deposit  collections  to  relatively  full  library 
service. 
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SFPL  FINALLY  LANDS  IN  JAIL! 


Tnen  there  are  the  donations.  All  books  given  by  citizens  for  the 
City/County  jails  are  routed  through  the  Main  Library  for  selection  pur- 
poses.  This  is  supplemented  by  our  own  gifts  from  the  Friends,  the 
Popular  Library,  branches,  and  generous  staff.  And  we  do  it  best, 
naturally,  with  good  books.  vVe  have  our  biggest  hassels  with  "gifts" 
trom  attics  and  garages  that  haven't  been  touched  in  years  except  by  dust. 
These  we  don't  need  and  we  encourage  would-be -donars  to  save  us  a step 
and  discard  them  themselves. 

OK,  so  what  kind  of  books  are  we  really  talking  about? 

Get  your  head  together  with  this  list  of  requests  taken  the  first 

week?

I*  too,  like  John  Anderson,  appreciated  the  relatively  cool  weather 
in  Chicago,  since  I'm  finding  ALA  conferences  increasingly  more  demand- 
ing--the  more  you  attend,  the  more  your  duties  increase,  the  more  people 
you  know,  and  the  more  time  it  takes.  It  is  usual  to  have  meetings  from 
8:00  a.  m.  until  10:30  p.  m.  every  day.  This,  then,  was  Chicago  for  me, 
and  I appreciated  the  weather  behaving  itself. 

I gave  the  first  national  program  I have  every  given  on  Monday, 

June  26.  As  John  pointed  out  in  his  report,  I expected  200  librarians  and 
got  400,  so  I suppose  it  was  a success.  (It  was  hot  in  that  room.  ) The 
program  was  called  "The  Library  Network  Analysis  Techniques." 

Maryann  Duggan  of  Dallas  has  developed  a "network  game"  which  proves 
that  no  one  type  of  library  is  an  island,  and  if  the  library  wishes  to  provide 
service  for  its  patrons,  it  must  cooperate  with  other  types  of  libraries. 

The  game  is  interesting --librarians  are  divided  into  groups,  hopefully  one 
lands  in  the  group  of  their  library  interest;  however,  at  ALA,  because  of 
the  size  of  the  room,  and  the  fact  that  people  were  sitting  in  the  windows 
and  on  the  floor,  this  was  precluded.  So  we  automatically  made  up 
library  groups--large  public  libraries,  small  public  libraries,  switching 
centers,  special  libraries,  etc.  Questions  are  asked  each  group,  and 
diagrams  are  drawn  which  show  the  progress  of  a request  from  one  group 
to  the  other. 

Because  of  California's  Library  Network  Plan,  I will  present  the 
same  type  of  program  at  CLA's  annual  conference  at  Disneyland  this  year. 

You  will  recall  that  I am  also  a member  of  RSD's  Catalog  Use 
Committee.  This  committee  has  made  a survey  (very  much  like  the  A.  D. 
Little  survey  here  in  S.  F.  , although  on  a less  grand  scale)  of  patron  use 
of  two  book  catalogs--one  in  a public  library  at  //est  Chester,  Pennsyl- 
vania; the  other  in  St.  Louis  at  a Junior  College  library.  vVe  have  now 
analyzed  the  print -outs  resulting  from  our  questionnaire --figured  up  the 
percentages,  and  written  the  first  draft  of  the  report. 

The  report  reveals  among  other  things  that  at  least  in  these  two 
libraries,  the  book  catalog  is  preferred  by  the  public;  that  there  needs  to 
be  more  detailed  instruction  concerning  the  use  of  the  book  catalog 
(probably  true  of  a card  catalog  as  well);  the  majority  of  library  users 
never  ask  assistance  from  librarians  (is  this  the  librarian's  fault?);  there 
are  many  searchers  for  periodical  holdings  in  a catalog- -the  user  not  know- 
ing they  are  in  a separate  locator,  discontinues  the  search  at  that  point 
(could  this  be  true  at  SFPL?);  there  were  not  many  indications  that  a 
librarian  suggested  intra-  or  inter-  library  loan  after  an  unsuccessful 
search;  and  strangely  enough,  there,  were  more  subject  searches  than 
author  or  title  ones.

Between  now  and  midwinter,  we  will  be  polishing  up  the  report, 
and  it  will  be  published  later,  probably  in  RQ. 

My  other  committee  duties  were  with  the  ALA  membership 
committee.  Most  of  our  time  was  taken  up  with  the  pros  and  cons  of  a 
new  ALA  dues  structure.  By  the  annual  conference  in  Las  Vegas,  we 
should  know  which  alternative  schedule  will  be  selected.  (Incidentally, 

I have  resigned  as  Membership  Chairman  for  California;  Betty  Black 
of  Ventura  has  taken  over  this  function--but  your  membership  repre- 
sentative in  the  Bay  Area  is  Lyn  Helling  in  the  Librarian’s  Office.  She 
will  be  able  to  supply  you  with  membership  forms,  pep  talks  and  general 
sympathy  about  your  ALA  gripes.  ) 

I was  on  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  membership  to  produce  an  A/V 
presentation  to  get  more  ALA  members.  The  result  was  presented  to 
an  ALA  membership  at  Chicago  this  year.  It  is  called  "The  Voices  of 
ALA"  and  consists  of  a slide  presentation  with  an  audio  cassette  or  reel- 
to-reel  script  with  music.  It  was  a low  budget  item,  but  I think,  because 
of  that,  it  possesses  a certain  charm.  It  is  for  sale,  and  you  will  see  it 
at  the  CLA  conference  this  year.  Incidentally,  there  is  a statement  by 
and  a slide  of  John  Anderson  in  it  and  a slide  of  me  (after  all,  I was  on 
the  committee!). 

That,  then,  was  mainly  my  week.  I also  tried  to  attend  those 
meetings  which  would  benefit  BARC  and  SFPL.  We  are  planning  a work- 
shop on  1970  census  tapes,  so  I attended  all  of  those  meetings,  and,  of 
course,  the  ones  on  networks  and  facsimile  transmission.  Membership 
and  council  meetings  took  up  the  rest  of  the  time.  Incidentally,  I have 
copies  of  "action  reports"  and  council  resolutions  if  anyone  would  like  to 
see  them.  They  concern  such  subjects  as  "hot-line  job  openings;" 

Raiza  Palatnik;  Zoia  Horn;  equal  employment  practices  of  hotels  where 
ALA  conferences  are  held;  recycling  of  paper;  International  Book  Year; 
and  even  VD.

Compared  with  the  Detroit  and  Dallas  conferences,  this  year's  ALA  meet- 
ings seemed  somewhat  tame.  Other  than  an  occasional  flurry — e.g.,  the  brief, 
but  hot  exchange  between  Intellectual  Freedom  Committee  Chairman  Dick  Darling 
and  a complaining  Al  Trezza,  and  a short  session  of  parrying  between  Marietta 
Daniels  Shepard  of  OAS’s  Library  Development  Program  and  t'UZ&on  Libnatiij  BuLLetin 
Editor  Bill  Eshelman  over  the  propriety  of  members  of  the  library  press  serving 
on  Council  - the  Association’s  business  managed  to  clank  and  clatter  along.  The 
moments  of  high  excitement  and  brink-tottering  experienced  in  1970  and  1971  were 
lacking,  possibly  even  missed  by  some. 

I found  my  way  into  some  interesting  (sometimes  mind-boggling)  program 
meetings,  a notable  example  being  the  two  hours  devoted  to  "Cable  Television  and 
Library  Services  for  Adults".  In  the  course  of  the  program  a few  in  the  audience 
questioned  the  quality  and  effectiveness  of  the  cable-televised  product.  A 
moment  of  truth  was  reached  at  this  point  when  a California  librarian  reminded 
the  audience  that  ALA's  1972  conference  theme  was  media,  and  now  individuals  were 
challenging  a particular  medium,  yet  no  allowance  had  been  made  for  equipment 
with  which  to  demonstrate  dramatically  and  clearly  the  capability  of  cable 
television.  But  this  wasn't  all.  Once  again,  during  the  ALA  Council  meeting 
when  copies  of  resolutions  were  not  available  to  Council  members,  someone  rose 
to  ask  why,  in  a media-centered  conference,  no  one  had  thought  to  provide  an 
overhead  projector  to  supply  wording  of  resolutions  and  motions  to  ALA  Councilors 
Needless  to  say,  the  audience  in  each  case  stopped  just  short  of  a standing 
ovation  in  support  of  these  critical  comments. 

Interest  in  development  of  information  networks  continues  to  Increase.  I 
spent  a good  deal  of  time  discussing  BARC's  program  and  activities  with  numerous 
librarians  from  different  parts  of  the  country  who  are  either  actively  planning 
or  seriously  considering  establishment  of  such  networks. 

Another  facet  of  conference  activity  involved  my  participation  in  the 
continuing  development  of  plans  for  Reforma,  a growing  organization  of  Spanish- 
surname  librarians  and  others  working  in  programs  extending  library  and  informa- 
tional services  to  the  Spanish-speaking  of  the  U.S.  In  addition  to  sharing 
information  about  on-going  programs  in  various  sections  of  the  United  States, 
there  were  discussions  of  library  materials  and  their  availability.  We  consider- 
ed the  desirability  of  a cleari nghouse(s)  to  avoid  duplication  of  survey  and 
reporting  efforts  and  to  insure  that  all  needed  materials  will  be  collected  and 
made  available.  You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  the  first  edition  of  a 
Vinectofiy  o 6 Spanisk-s  peaking /Spanish-s  unnamed  Lib/ianians  in  the.  United  States 
is  now  available.  The  editor.  Dr.  Arnulfo  D.  Trejo,  of  the  University  of 
Arizona,  prepared  the  Directory  for  ALA’s  Chicano  Task  Force.*

On  Wednesday  of  conference  week,  I served  with  Dr.  Horacio  Ulibarri  of 
the  University  of  New  Mexico  on  an  evaluation  team  for  a meeting  of  ASD's  Adult 
Library  Materials  Committee:  Materials  for  the  Spanish  Speaking  Subcommittee. 

The  topic  was  "Library  Service  to  the  Spanish'  (sic!).  It  was  a full  program, 
including  showing  of  the  epic,  "I  am  Joaquin",  discussion  of  three  library-re- 
lated projects — Albuquerque  (Mexicans  and  Mexican-Amer icans) , South  Bronx  and 
Queens  Borough,  N.Y.  (Puerto  Ricans),  and  Miami,  Florida  (Cubans).  The  keynote 
speaker  was  Rodolfo  "Corky"  Gonzales,  founding  director  of  the  Crusade  for 
Justice,  former  amateur  and  professional  boxing  champion,  poet,  migrant  worker, 
lumberjack,  soldier,  insurance  salesman,  politician.  He  spoke  with  low-keyed 
eloquence  of  the  place  of  the  Spanish-speaking  in  literature;  the  educational 
plight  of  the  Mexi can-American  (with  particular  emphasis  on  the  Chicano); 
stereotypes,  negative  self-images  and  their  effect.  He  touched  briefly  on 
publishing  and  the  production  of  writings  on  Mexi can-American  (more  particularly, 
Chicano)  themes. 

There  was  a lot  happening  quietly  at  ALA  in  Chicago.  One  could  see  many 
signs  of  increasing  constructive  activity  in  developing  solutions  for  our  pro- 
fession’s nagging  problems.

MORE  FROM  ALA  CONVENTION,  JUNE  1972 

For  the  ALA  membership  and  council  the  days  of  debate  over  the  various 
ideas  recommended  in  its  ACONDA  report  are  over  and  work  to  implement  the  newly 
established  goals  and  priorities  of  the  association  has  begun.  Exciting  new 
Committees  are  being  formed,  particularly  in  the  Public  Library  Association, 
which  include  the  best  spokesmen  from  the  group  which  fought  for  a more  respon- 
sive and  forward  looking  association  as  well  as  the  experienced  leaders  of  the 
past  that  have  demonstrated  that  they  are  also  committed  to  examining  the 
effects  of  change  on  the  public  library  service. 

Some  exciting  discussions  are  taking  place  within  such  tradition-oriented 
groups  as  the  Young  Adult  Services  Division  where  the  PLA  Young  Adult  Task 
Force  held  open  meetings  for  several  days  to  consider  a series  of  assumptions 
considered  of  first  importance  in  providing  library  service  to  teenagers.  The 
following  list  gives  some  idea  of  the  direction  the  task  force  is  taking.  The 
discussion  got  hot  and  heavy  when  it  was  noticed  that  no  mention  was  made  of 
class  visits  or  book  talks  and  some  librarians  found  it  difficult  to  change 
gears  and  put  the  emphasis  on  what  the  young  adult  user  is  looking  for: 

First  assumptions  on  young  adult  service: 

I.  Young  adults  are  entitled  to  open  and  equal  access  to  all  materials 
and  services,  regardless  of  cost  and  format,  and  the  right  to  a confidential 
client/librarian  relationship,  a non-judgmental  attitude,  respect,  and 
participation  in  the  decision-making  process  of  the  library.

2.  Young  adul+s  have  a need  for  a wide  spectrum  of  information  in  a 
variety  of  media.  This  includes  specific  facts,  referrals,  recreational 
materials,  and  the  interpretation  and  synthesis  of  data  from  both  print 
and  non-print  sources.  This  often  requires  the  creation  of  informational 
tools  and  directories  of  community  resources.  Libraries  should  see  that 
they  are  prepared  and  kept  current  on  a national,  state,  or  local  level. 

3.  Young  adults  should  have  access  to  the  maximum  depth  and  breadth 
of  materials  in  order  to  permit  individual  decisions  to  be  made  on  a full 
understanding  of  options  and  alternatives.  These  decisions  may  concern 
such  matters  as  careers,  military  life,  family  patterns,  differing  social, 
ethical,  and  political  philosophies,  and  issues  of  social  justice. 

4.  Libraries  must  develop  knowledge  of  and  liaison  with  other 
agencies  providing  information  services.  Young  adults  should  find  that 
the  library  identifies  gaps  in  community  services  for  them  and  advocates 
the  provision  or  improvement  of  those  services  through  agencies,  govern- 
mental offices,  etc. 

5.  All  young  adults  cannot  be  served  directly  by  libraries,  so  they 
must  also  be  reached  indirectly  through  such  diverse  groups  as  drug 
rehabilitation  agencies,  hobby  clubs,  community  action  groups,  etc. 

Other  assumptions  concerning  environment,  programming,  and  service 
points  are  yet  to  be  considered. 

Beyond  the  Young  Adult  Service  Division  and  Council  meetings  I spent 
much  of  my  time  at  the  Palmer  House  talking  to  recent  library  school  graduates. 
The  Placement  Center  was  teaming  with  activity  as  graduates  from  all  over  the 
country  thronged  in  a desperate  search  for  career  opportunities.  For  most  of 
them  ALA  did  not  provide  the  jobs  they  were  seeking.  However,  a new  SRRT  Task 
Force  was  created  which  will  seek  to  improve  the  operation  of  the  Placement 
Center  at  the  Las  Vegas  meeting.

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SOME  MORE  YEAR-END  STATISTICS 

The  consolidated  statistics  report  on  our  book  collections  shows  a 2.79 $ 
gain,  with  Main  gaining  29,747  (3.95$)  and  Branches  8,058  (1.34$).  The  total 
added  volumes  of  99,655  in  1971-72  was  reduced  by  61,850  withdrawals.  This 
rate  of  withdrawals  at  4.56$  compares  favorably  with  the  standard  of  5$  for 
public  library  collections.  As  of  June  30,  we  had  1,393,771  books,  of  which 
783,091  were  in  the  Main  Library. 


THIEVERY 


Because  of  several  recent  incidents  of  billfold  stealing  in  the  Main  Li- 
brary and  Technical  Services,  we  ask  that  all  employees  be  careful  of  their 
personal  belongings.  We  also  ask  that  employees  assume  individual  responsibil- 
ity by  questioning  children  or  adults  unknown  to  them  as  employees  when  they 
see  them  in  their  offices  of  other  non-public  areas  of  the  building.  Other 
steps  are  being  taken  to  tighten  security  and  will  be  announced  soon.

LABOR-HEW  MONEY  BILL 


Gratitude  should  be  expressed  to  California  Senators  Cranston  and  Tunney 
who  voted  in  favor  of  a $31.3  billion  appropriations  bill  for  the  Departments 
of  Labor  and  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  (HR  15417)  after  adding  $1.89 
billion  to  the  measure  as  reported  out  of  committee.  The  amounts  recommended  for 
LSCA  and  ESEA  II  were  the  same  as  the  House,  $84.5  million  and  $100  million, 
respectively.  It  is  expected  that  a conference  will  be  held  with  a House  com- 
mittee to  negotiate  differences  between  the  two  bills  and  although  LSCA  and 
ESEA  II  will  not  be  conference  items  there  are  other  program  funds  of  concern  to 
librarians  which  must  be  reconciled  - for  example,  money  for  NDEA  III  and  HEA 
Vl-A,  the  two  programs  which  provide  matching  funds  for  the  acquisition  of  audio- 
visual equipment  for  instructional  purposes.  Strong  support  should  now  be  mus- 
tered for  approval  of  the  conference  report  in  both  House  and  Senate  in  order 
to  lay  a foundation  of  solid  support  to  offset  a possible  Presidential  veto  of 
HR  15417  which  is  some  $2.5  billion  over  the  President's  budget  estimates. 

Thanks  should  also  go  to  Phillip  Burton  who  voted  in  favor  of  a quality  educa- 
tion amendment  in  the  House.  William  S.  Mai  I laird  was  among  those  not  voting.

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PROGRAM  NOTES  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  ADULT  SERVICES 


Report  from  Ruth  Maginnis,  Potrero  Branch,  on  a most  successful  film 
program: 

"At  7:30  on  July  18  the  films  I Am  Pablo  Neruda'  and  "Poetry:  Allen  Gins- 
berg and  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti"  were  shown  to  an  audience  of  about  30  peo- 
ple, about  half  of  whom  were  regular  library  patrons.  The  program  was 
very  successful  since  this  was  quite  a large  audience  for  a library  film 
program  here.  Between  and  for  a long  time  after  the  films,  about  15  peo- 
ple from  the  audience  had  a heated  discussion  about  Neruda's  merits  as  a 
poet,  about  poetry  in  translation,  and  about  film's  effectiveness  in  con- 
veying a poet's  work  and  personality.  Even  after  the  staff  locked  the 
branch,  a group  stood  outside  the  library  and  argued  the  merits  of  the 
film  and  poetry.  One  patron,  an  artist  who  had  lived  and  worked  in  North 
Beach  in  the  I930's  to  I950's,  talked  for  about  20  minutes  after  the 
films  to  anyone  who  would  listen  about  her  memories  of  Ginsberg  and  other 
poets  of  the  beat  generation  and  about  the  flowering  of  the  arts  in 
general . 

Publicity,  including  handing  out  flyers,  displaying  large  posters,  a 
Neruda  exhibit  before  the  program,  and  a Ginsberg-Fer I inghetti  display 
during  the  program,  added  to  its  success.  I would  strongly  recommend 
that  other  branches  show  these  films,  along  with  poetry  read  by  someone 
who  can  recall  the  beat  period,  such  as  Ferlinghetti,  McClure,  Meltzer 
or  Rexroth.  The  Neruda  film  is  excellent  and  would  be  especially  ex- 
propriate in  a Spanish-speaking  area,  since  it  drew  quite  a few  Spanish- 
speaking non-patrons."

The  Of f i ci a I Bu I leti n of  July  7 carried  a description  of  Senator  Rand- 
olph Collier's  SB  1261  which  amended  the  PLSA  of  1963  to  provide  funding  for 
public  library  systems  based  on  their  actual  cost  and  on  a continuing  basis. 
This  bill  was  passed  by  the  Senate  on  July  25  by  a vote  of  28-1,  and  we  want 
to  thank  staff  members  and  Friends  who  lent  their  support  by  writing  or  con- 
tacting their  representatives.  Special  thanks  should  also  go  to  Senator  Mil- 
ton  Marks  who  worked  for  passage  of  the  bill,  issued  a news  release  In  support 
of  it,  and  also  devoted  his  July  26  column  in  the  San  Francisco  Progress  to  it.

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WOMEN ' S FILM  FESTIVAL 


On  June  6-9,  I attended  part  of  the  First  International  Festival  of 
Women's  Films  in  New  York.  Running  for  16  days,  the  Festival  combined  daily 
screenings  of  films  — old,  new,  short,  feature,  slick,  and  experimental  — 
by  and  about  women,  with  panel  discussions  on  such  topics  as  The  Image  of  Women 
in  Film,  Scriptwriting,  Women  in  Television.  Many  women  filmmakers  and 
directors  (of  the  relatively  few  in  the  Industry  as  a whole)  were  available  to 
discuss  their  films.  I came  away  with  a sharpened  consciousness  of  (I)  the 
stereotyped  roles  women  and  men  have  been  given  in  films,  and  (2)  the  rein- 
forcing impact  of  the  medium  as  a model  for  society.  (The  panel  participants 
made  frequent  reference  to  movies  they  had  seen  when  they  were  young.)  One 
point  was  repeatedly  stressed  — that  the  almost  total  control  of  the  industry 
and  the  box  office  by  men  was  responsible  for  the  present  situation.  It  was 
hoped  that  the  increasing  entrance  of  women  into  the  fields  of  filmmaking, 
directing  and  producing  would  bring  an  improvement.  Renee  Taylor,  an  actress 
who  turned  to  directing  (when  she  couldn't  get  the  kind  of  parts  she  wanted), 
felt  it  was  a matter  of  power  — whoever  was  in  control  would  control  the  pro- 
duct. 


My  conclusion:  The  Library  as  consumer  (by  purchasing)  and  promoter 

(by  programming)  of  the  product  (films)  should  tune  in  to  (1)  the  roles  that 
people  play  in  films  — are  they  stereotypes?  (2)  the  story/script  of  a film  - 
does  it  rely  on  a stereotyped  situation?  (3)  the  film  collection  as  a whole  - 
does  it  portray  a variety  of  life  styles?  (4)  the  book  and  periodical  col- 
lection - does  it  include  critical  material  on  women  In  film?

While  it  may  not  be  many  people's  thing,  I thoroughly  enjoy  meetings 
and  conferences.  I like  the  exchange  of  ideas,  the  discussions  about  the 
profession,  the  library,  the  users  and  non-users,  the  books  and  other  media, 
the  urban  problems.  I like  the  realistic  problem-solving  conversations  about 
ethnic  groups  and  services  to  children  and  other  minorities  and  the  disad- 
vantaged  and  visiting  exhibits  and  1* stening.  learning.  ?nd  participating  in  an 
atmosphere  of  mutual  respect  and  understanding.  It  does  mean  working  hard, 
getting  little  sleep  and  dashing  from  meeting  to  meeting,  but  it's  all  a part  of 
the  involvement  game  which  adds  dimension  to  "back  at  the  ranch". 

The  climate  of  this  year's  conference  was  different.  As  others 
have  mentioned,  the  wild  activitism  and  ego-tripping  v/as  gone.  To  me,  ic 
seems  librarians  have  again  become  interested  in  substance  and  a recogni- 
tion of  the  needs  of  the  user.  I suspect  we  are  all  sobered  by  the  financial 
picture,  the  obvious  need  to  reassess  the  impulsive  programs  and  projects 
and  the  mood  of  the  total  society. 

"Seeking  solutions"  would  have  been  a good  sub-title  for  the  con- 
ference's Theme  - Media:  Man,  Material,  Machine. 

A Chicago  conference  always  attracts  a large  attendance  (transpor- 
tation to  the  City  is  easy  from  all  areas)  and  among  the  9, 120,  I was  constantly 
meeting  people  I have  not  seen  for  years.  The  weather  co-operated  - cool 
and  only  one  rainy  day.  Service  in  the  hotels  was  fast  and  the  Conrad  Hilton 
had  instituted  control  in  the  lobby  and  an  alternate  floor  up  and  down  pattern 
for  the  elevators  - a good  instance  of  positive  coping  with  crowds  in  our  ex- 
panding population. 

My  perspective  on  the  week  was  dictated  by  responsibilities  as 
President  of  PLA.  The  conference  is,  of  course,  the  culmination  of  a year's 
work  in  which  each  president  attempts  to  effect  some  change.  Vhile  a re- 
trospective look  at  PLA  would  reveal  the  process  of  development,  a chrono- 
logical look  at  the  conference  week  gives  a more  informal  per  sonal  view  of

Reports  from 
the  PLA  Goals  Committee  Co-ordinator,  Allie  Beth  Martin;  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Library  Service  to  Children,  Spencer  Shaw;  the  Measurement 
of  Effectiveness  of  Public  Library  Statistics,  Dr.  Kenneth  Beasley;  the 
Standards  Committee,  Rose  Yainstein;  and  my  report  were  also  presented  and 
discussed.

The  conclusion  of  the  conference  is  a traditional  inaugural  banquet 
where  incoming  President  Katherine  Laich  in  a gracious  and  charming  manner 
offered  a "no  nonsense"  speech  and  President-elect  Jean  Lowrie,  //estern 
Michigan  Library  School  was  introduced. 

As  I look  back  on  the  year,  I can't  believe  I did  the  whole  thing! 

The  change  in  the  focus  of  PLA  came  at  Midwinter  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
PLA  Goals  Study.  The  impact  of  the  ideas  and  the  speed  with  which  it  had 
been  accomplished  generated  a momentum  to  which  we  all  reacted.  Suddenly 
there  were  letters  from  people  asking  for  committee  assignments,  telephone 
calls  from  conference  attendees  and  the  good  news  that  PLA  membership  had 
increased  over  our  9,  200  membership  within  the  last  month.  Three  major 
studies  are  in  progress.  Obviously,  there  are  new  directions.  Yet,  PLA  is 
still  static.  Needed  are  strong  statements  of  awareness  and  responsibilities 
to  minorities,  needed  is  a leadership  role  in  co-ordinating  and  relating  to 
many  other  committees  and  a new  time  schedule  for  conference  meetings  so 
that  they  do  not  conflict  with  CSD. 

Every  president  leaves  some  things  undone  which  she  (he)  truly 
wants  to  develop.  This  is,  of  course,  determined  by  the  amount  of  time 
which  can  be  devoted  to  the  work.  I know  that  I have  been  a catalyst  in  effect- 
ing and  expediting  change  this  year  - acknowledged  or  unacknowledged.  As 
the  first  children's  librarian  to  function  on  this  level  in  PLA,  I hope  I have 
proved  for  this  speciality  that  their  abilities  need  to  be  utilized  on 
a much  broader  scale. 

Knowing  the  Office  was  in  good  hands,  I did  not  have  to  make  my 
usual  telephone  calls.  I knew  that  their  thoughts  and  those  of  many  of  you 
were  with  me.  I used  instead  those  brief  moments  to  interview  young  librar- 
ians - some  with  great  ideas.  Now,  if  they  can  just  continue  to  hang  in  there. 

I have  written  in  this  manner  to  give  you  a feeling  for  the  conference. 
I am  not  unmindful  of  the  very  serious  problems  facing  the  organization.  I 
am  hopeful  about  ALA,  PLA  and  public  libraries,  but  I am  realistic  about  the 
present. 


I end  as  I began.  I thoroughly  enjoy  conferences.

Appointments  to  these 
classifications  will  be  made  through  the  IMMEDIATE  TESTING  PROGRAM 
of  the  Recruitment  and  Examination  Division  of  the  Personnel  Department. 

A series  of  examinations  will  be  inaugurated  August  22,  1972  for  these 
classifications  resulting  in  a series  of  eligible  lists  so  that  city  and  county 
departments  may  obtain  the  services  of  regular  permanent  probationary 
appointees.  It  is  also  anticipated  that  eligibles  will  be  available  for  tem- 
porary appointments  from  the  resultant  eligible  lists. 

This  correspondence  serves  as  advance  notice  prior  to  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  IMMEDIATE  TESTING  PROGRAM  in  order  that  limited 
tenure  employees  now  serving  in  these  classes  throughout  city  and  county 
departments  are  advised  of  the  opportunity  to  be  scheduled  for  an  examina- 
tion at  the  earliest  possible  time.  Employees  under  limited  tenure  or  non- 
civil  service  appointment  who  fail  to  participate  or  are  unsuccessful  test 
participants  are  subject  to  immediate  replacement  by  successful  candidates.

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BALTIMORE  REDUCES  LIBRARY  SERVICE  HOURS 


In  the  wake  of  a $300,  000  cut  in  operational  budget  for  Central 
Library  of  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library,  Director  Ed  Castagna  announced 
the  closing  of  the  Central  Library  at  5:30  PM  on  Sunday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  night  - -a  total  decrease  of  10-1/2  hours.  The  decrease  in  funds  means 
an  immediate  cut  of  49  of  the  201  staff  positions. 

In  addition  to  the  Central  Library  cuts,  branches  will  be  put  on  a 
five  day  schedule,  with  approximately  one  half  having  a Saturday  schedule  be- 
ginning with  the  October  1 winter  schedule.

They  are  given  to 
the  Reading  of  frivolous  Romances,  and  at  all  events,  their 
presence  in  the  Library  adds  little  to  (if  it  does  not,  indeed, 
detract  from)  that  aspect  of  Gravity.  Seriousness  and  Learning 
which  is  its  greatest  glory..."

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LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


STATE : California  Senate  Bill  1261  reached  the  Assembly 

Floor  on  August  4th  on  which  date  the  Assembly  recessed  without 
time  to  consider  it.  The  measure  remains  on  Third  Reading  pend- 
ing reconvening  of  the  Legislature  on  November  8th.  The  success 
of  the  measure  so  far  is  due  to  the  many  librarians,  Commissioners 
and  Friends  who  contacted  their  senators  and  certain  key  assembly- 
men  and  asked  for  their  support.  The  efforts  of  your  local  re- 
presentatives in  getting  the  bill  this  far  have  been  mentioned  in 
the  past  Official  Bulletins.  Every  effort  must  now  be  made  to 
persuade  the  Administration  to  reverse  its  position  and  support 
the  measure,  otherwise  a gubernatorial  veto  is  a foregone  con- 
clusion . 


FEDERAL : As  expected,  President  Nixon  vetoed  H.R. 15417, 

appropriations  for  the  Departments  of  Labor  and  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  which  contained  LSCA  and  ESEA  funding.  On  that 
same  evening  of  August  16  the  house  received  the  veto  message  and 
attempted  to  override  it.  They  failed  to  muster  the  necessary 
two-thirds  majority  (vote  203  to  171)  and  thereby  sustained  the 
veto  rejecting  the  bill.  Senators  Cranston  and  Tunney  and  Re- 
presentatives Burton  and  Mailliard  all  deserve  our  thanks  for 
voting  for  H.R. 15417. 

Action  now  needed  - between  now  and  Labor  Day  - letters 
from  librarians.  Commissioners  and  Friends  to  Congress  urging 
their  continued  support  for  essential  library  programs.  Tell 
them  that  their  votes  are  vital  to  quality  library  service.  It 
is  especially  important  that  members  of  the  House  and  Senate 
Appropriations  Committees  hear  from  citizens  since  they  will  be 
writing  the  new  bill  shortly  after  Labor  Day.  Chairman  of  the 
Senate  Appropriations  Committee  is  Mike  Mansfield  of  Montana  and 
there  are  no  California  Senators  on  this  Committee.  Chairman  of 
the  House  Appropriations  Committee  is  George  H.  Mahon  of  Texas, 
and  John  J.  McFall,  Edward  R.  Roybal,  Burt  L.  Talcott  and  Del 
Clawson  are  California  committee  members. 

Please  take  a few  minutes  to  write  or  wire  in  support  of 
legislation  related  to  your  own  field.  Only  when  librarians  make 
their  voices  heard  in  Sacramento  and  Washington  will  their  share 
of  the  government  budgets  increase.

PLECC  AND  THE  SPANISH-SPEAKING 


Administration  and  evaluation  of  library  services  to  the 
Spanish-speaking  was  the  subject  for  discussion  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Public  Library  Executives  of  Central  California  in 
Burlingame  on  last  Friday.  The  principal  speakers  were  Mrs. 
Coralie  Parsil,  Head  Librarian  of  the  Valencia  Branch,  Tucson 
Public  Library,  and  Mr.  Keith  Revelle,  Director  of  the  Latin 
American  Library  of  the  Oakland  Public  Library. 

Mrs.  Parsil  and  Mr.  Revelle  effectively  described  their 
program  in  light  of  the  various  kinds  of  problems  facing  their 
outreach  efforts.  Here  are  just  a couple  of  the  points  made  by 
the  speakers. 

The  determinant  of  success  of  such  programs  is  staff. 

Each  staff  member  should  radiate  friendliness  and  welcome;  it 
helps  a lot  if  they  are  bilingual.  However,  friendliness  and 
the  ability  to  communicate  this  feeling  genuinely  to  the  community 
are  the  critical  elements. 

In  addition,  it  is  important  that  the  community’s  needs 
and  concerns  become  the  needs  and  concerns  of  the  staff.  In  the 
words  of  Keith  Revelle  - We  as  outreach  people*  identify  not 
with  our  library  administration  but  with  the  community  we  serve; 
and  when  anything  gets  in  the  way  of  our  serving  that  community , 
we  feel  that  this  is  kind  of  a negative  challenge  to  our  own 
commitment . Situations  of  conflict  between  community  needs  on 
the  one  hand  and  administrative  practice  on  the  other  can,  and  do, 
arise . 

The  PLECC  program  presented  an  especially  valuable 
opportunity  for  librarians,  particularly  library  administrators, 
to  hear  a thoughtful  description  and  analysis  of  two  highly- 
successful  programs  of  library  service  to  the  Spanish-speaking. 
There  is  no  real  substitute  for  doing,  however.  Anytime  any 
portion  of  our  population  is  not  reached  by  library  and  informa- 
tional services,  our  library  institutions  need  to  move  right  in  to 
fill  the  gap.  The  experiences  of  others  provide  us  with  useful 
background  information  as  well  as  a convenient  point  of  departure. 

Coralie  Parsil  concluded  her  descriptive  analysis  of 
Tucson’s  Valencia  Library  program  with  the  following  provocative 
statement,  in  actuality,  a rhetorical  question  which  we  must 
seriously  ponder: 

We  think  of  the  library  as  being  maybe  the  last  people- 
to-people  institution  that  is  left.  We  would  hate  very  much  to 
see  it  die.  The  thing  that  we're  now  starting  to  wonder  about 
is  that  our  people-to-people  emphasis --the  emphasis  on  the  in- 
dividual and  on  the  community  * and  trying  to  find  ways  of  filling 
people's  needs  or  getting  somebody  else  in  the  community  to  fill 
them--has  been  motivated  largely  because  we  felt  that  we  were 
dealing  with  a Mexican- American  community  and  that  our  approach 
needed  to  be  different . 
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We  rre  now  wondering  if  maybe  this  kind  of  an  approach 
would  go  with  the  Anglo  community  as  well.  The  Mexican-American 
community  demands  this  individudlized  approach--the  person-to- 
person  approach , the  conversation , the  help.  And  this  is  fine. 
The  people  who  are  enthusiastic  about  what  we  ' re  doing,  who  are 
vocal  about  what  we're  doing, are  the  Anglos  who  walk  in  and  say, 
"Gee , this  is  di fferent ...  libraries  weren't  like  this  the  last 
time  I came  in  twenty  years  ago" ...or,  "Why  doesn't  my  library 
do  that?" 

And  so,  this  is  the  thought  I would  like  to  leave  with-- 
perhaps  our  special  services  for  the  Mexican-Americans  could  be 
extended  a little  bit  beyond  that.  Maybe  this  is  just  a kind  of 
special  service  for  people--and  maybe  the  library  is  the  last 
place  they  can  get  it.

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CHESS  TOURNAMENT  AT  MISS ION  BRANCH 


Kozachenko!  Stark!  Arguello!  Hoh!  Wong!  Oburo!  Zwerdling! 
Dulay!  Bignani!  Kurz!  No,  It’s  not  a roll  call  from  your 
typical  WW  II  B-Grade-Battle-Picture  Platoon  (headed  by  crusty- 
but -lovable  John  Wayne)! 

It’s  the  roll  call  for  just  a few  of  the  participants  in 
the  first  annual  chess  tournament  held  at  Mission  Branch, 

September  16 , 1972.  The  participants  were  legion  (115  in  all) 
and  their  make-up  was  the  American  Dream  (melting  pot  era).  There 
were  all  ages  represented,  a token  contingent  (three)  of  women 
players,  every  size,  color,  and  address...  the  Avenues,  the  Sun- 
set, Ingleside,  the  Mission,  the  Tenderloin,  Excelsior,  et.  alia. 

Enthusiasm  was  high,  competition  was  spiritied,  passions 
raged,  confusion  reigned,  and  Chess  was  supreme.  There  were 
games  on  every  table,  on  the  display  case,  in  the  meeting  room, 
in  the  children's  room,  and  on  ledges  and  in  alcoves.  Chessmen 
ranged  from  fancy,  weighted,  carved  chessm  .n  with  exquisite,  in- 
laid wooden  carrying  cases  to  99<fr  specials  of  plastic  (men)  and 
card  (board). 

At  9:00,  outside  the  branch,  groups  of  eager  chess-players 
had  already  assembled  and  were  engaging  each  other  in  pick-me-up 
matches.  By  10:00  when  the  doors  were  opened  a phalanx  of  fifty 
would-be  chess  champions  surged  up  the  library  stairs  to  begin 
the  day  of  confused,  yet  orderly  activity....  activity  that  left 
George  Alfred  and  Oleg  Panoff  of  the  Mission  staff  with  their 
hands  full  keeping  score,  arranging  matches,  fetching  chessboards 
and  arranging  their  tongues  and  fingers  around  the  unfamiliar  and 
exotic  surnames. 

Chess  players  are  a class  apart.  Their  posture  and  en- 
durance held  in  the  face  of  cramped  seating  (or  no  seating  at 
all),  crowded  conditions,  and  general  confusion  (No  Bobby 
Fischers  here!).  On  the  other  hand,  their  bladders  gave  out  long 
before  any  of  their  other  faculties,  thus  taxing  our  lone  facility. 

There  was  instant  communication  that  overleapt  routine 
social  conventions.  It  was  extremely  pleasing  to  introduce  a 
fourteen-year-old  boy  from  the  Sunset  to  a gentle  Filipino  man 
(who  had  not  played  chess  since  WW  II)  and  have  them  go  off  to- 
gether, chess  board  between  them  with  hardly  more  than  a hand- 
shake and  a few  remarks  "You  got  a board?"  "Well,  I have." 

"Have  you  got  a table?  I have." 

By  5:00  competition  had  ceased,  prizes  were  awarded  (chess 
books)  and  the  few  hangers-on  were  replaying  games,  challenging 
other  hangers-on,  and  talking  with  Alfred  and  Panoff  about  start- 
ing a chess  club.  David  Phillips  was  a winner  in  the  Beginner 
Class,  Oscar  Mazariedo  won  the  Intermediate  Class,  and  Mister 
Zwerdling  won  in  the  Advanced  Class. 
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"That  was  fun!"  "Really  enjoyed  it."  "Thanks  for  the 
chance  to  play."  "When  are  you  going  to  have  another  one?"  This 
last  query  (frequently  repeated)  was  met  with  sighs  from  Panoff, 
and  a glazed  expression  from  Alfred. 

On  this  Monday  afternoon,  two  days  later,  who  knows?  Per- 
haps in  winter. . .

AROUND  TOWN  WITH  THE  BOOKMOBILE 


We  asked  Lucille  Prickett  to  tell  the  staff  about  the  travels 
of  the  Bookmobile  whose  services  have  been  expanded  with  the  aid 
of  the  federally  funded  South  of  Market  Library  Demonstration 
Project  for  Senior  Citizens.  Charlene  Chambliss  is  now  doing  the 
traditional  afternoon  stops  and  since  she  started  in  August  new 
stops  for  seniors  have  been  added  and  services  started  to  convales- 
cent homes.  Following  is  Lucille’s  description  of  activities. 

Mondays  we  go  to  Clementina  Towers,  a high  rise,  low  cost 
housing  unit  between  4th  and  5th  Streets  near  Howard.  Surrounded 
by  a wilderness  of  warehouses,  parking  lots  and  vacant  buildings, 
the  residents  are  rather  isolated.  Many  interesting  people  are 
here  with  a fascinating  mixture  of  ethnic  backgrounds.  Books  in 
Chinese,  Russian,  Greek,  and  Italian  are  asked  for.  One  patron 
grows  orchids  and  reads  30  books  a week,  another  83  year  old  lady 
from  Australia  reads  palms  and  has  a system  for  betting  on  the 
races!  Our  evening  film  program  there  attracts  over  45  each  week. 
Books  are  taken  to  several  shut-ins  who  can’t  come  down  to  the 
Bookmobile . 

Monday  afternoon  finds  us  in  Sunnydale  where  we  park  on  a 
tree  shaded  residential  street,  a sharp  contrast  to  our  morning 
stop.  This  is  a completely  integrated  neighborhood  where  every- 
body, young,  old  and  in-between  is  likely  to  visit  us. 

Tuesday  is  Downtown  Senior  Center  day  where  last  year  we  did 
weekly  book  talks  with  the  help  of  several  volunteers  from  Main, 
Nancy  Nee,  Carol  Coon,  Mary  Landgraf,  and  Mike  Spencer.  Some  of 
the  book  talks  most  enjoyed  were  those  on  strange  sea  stories, 
Indians,  and  travel  and  single  books  such  as  "Day  of  the  Jackal", 
"Inside  the  Third  Reich",  and  "Walden  Two".  Generally,  seniors 
have  more  time  to  read  reviews  and  want  to  hear  about  the  latest 
books.  Volunteers  welcomed  with  cries  of  joy. 

From  the  Senior  Center  we  go  on  to  the  Continental  Hotel  on 
Ellis  Street,  where  we  carry  in  paperbacks  for  those  who  can’t 
come  out  and  have  a film  program  after  their  lunch  hour. 

Tuesday  afternoon  we  go  to  the  Bret  Harte  playground  adjacent 
to  Candlestick  Park.  There’s  usually  something  going  on  here,  we 
have  lots  of  requests  for  baseball  and  sports  books.  There  are 
many  pre-school  classes  at  nearby  Bret  Harte  school  and  we  do  a 
lot  of  reading  aloud. 

Wednesdays  we  have  a film  program  at  a luncheon  for  seniors 
given  by  the  Society  for  Individual  Rights  and  in  the  afternoon 
we  stop  near  Bessie  Carmichael  School  7th  and  Folsom,  and  then 
on  to  South  Park,  between  2nd  and  3rd  Streets.  We  have  a deposit 
collection  at  the  community  center  there  and  do  a monthly  film 
program.  A new  club  just  starting  there  has  asked  us  to  help  them 
with  books  and  materials  on  creative  dramatics,  film  making,  photo- 
graphy, music,  especially  sheet  music,  and  art.  They  are  trying 
to  interest  the  young  people  of  the  community  in  developing  their 
talents  and  since  it  is  a volunteer  organization  they  can’t  buy 
these  materials.  If  you  have  anything  they  could  use  send  it  to  us 
and  we  will  take  it  to  them.

Thursday  morning  we  go  to  the  Granada  Hotel  on  Sutter 
Street 3 where  people  come  from  other  senior  hotels  as  well. 

In  the  afternoon  we  have  two  stops  in  Hunters  Point,  one  right 
by  a candy  and  ice  cream  store  which  we  think  is  rather  a stra- 
tegic spot. 

Friday  finds  us  at  15th  and  Capp  near  the  Marshall  School, 
then  on  to  Mission  Branch  to  pick  up  a large  *^x  of  Spanish  books 
and  a Spanish  speaking  librarian. 


The  last  event  of  the  week  is  a film  program  Friday :s 
at  7:00  at  the  Milner  Hotel  at  4th  and  Mission. 

Twelve  deposit  collections  keep  us  constantly  going 
through  your  discards.  Newer  fiction  and  non-fiction,  historical 
novels,  mysteries.  Westerns  all  are  in  demand.  The  Chinese 
seniors  are  avid  for  books  and  periodicals  in  their  language.  We 
need  popular  magazines  for  our  collections,  too.  We  would  be 
grateful  if  you  could  send  these  directly  to  us  instead  of  to  the 
discard  room.

WHERE  !T'R  AT  WITH  WOMEN 

There  are  more  than  30  million  women  working  in  the  U.S.  today,  or  about 
38$  of  the  labor  force.  And  despite  the  Equal  Pay  Act  of  1963  and  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964,  a recent  study  calculates  that  the  national  payroll  would 
have  to  be  increased  by  $59  billion  if  full-time  women  workers  were  paid  at  the 
same  rates  as  men. 

U.S.  Department  of  Labor  figures  show  only  3$  of  full-time  women  workers 
making  more  than  $10,000  a year,  compared  with  28$  of  the  male  labor  force. 

And  the  disparity  between  men’s  and  women's  paychecks  is  still  growing. 

Strangely  enough,  a recent  Louis  Harris  poll  shows  that  ‘...Men  feel  women 
are  discriminated  against  in  job  situations  more  than  women  themselves  do." 

Half  again  as  many  men  as  women  believe  females  are  paid  lower  salaries  for  the 
same  work  and  have  less  chance  to  be  promoted.  Still,  the  Harris  Poll  points 
out,  'the  underlying  mood  of  American  women  is  of  conflict,  frustration,  deep 
division  and  change"  - not  unlike  the  men.  d of  Blacks  in  1962  and  college  stu- 
dents in  1967. 

As  might  have  been  expected,  those  women  most  favoring  change  are  those  in 
big  cities,  those  under  30,  the  college  educated.  Blacks,  single  women,  and 
the  divorced  and  separated.  The  no-change  group  is  for  the  most  part  rural 
women  with  high  school  educations,  over  50,  white,  and  married. 


HOW  OFTEN... 

you  have  headaches  varies  according  to  what  you  do  for  a living.  A 
statistical  survey  shows  that  farmers  suffer  least  - only  50$  complain  of  head- 
aches. College  students  top  the  list  with  80$  and  businessmen  follow  closely 
behind  with  77$.

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SB  1261  - SYSTEM  FUNDING  BILL  FACES  FINAL  VOTE 

Senate  Bill  1261,  which  would  fund  California’s  public  library  systems,  will 
be  taken  up  on  the  floor  of  the  Assembly  when  the  Legislature  reconvenes 
November  8. 

The  bill,  authored  by  Senator  Randolph  Collier  (D-Yreka),  was  approved  by 
the  Senate  Finance  Committee  which  he  heads  on  July  7,  having  earlier  cleared 
the  Senate  Education  Committee.  On  July  25  it  was  approved  by  the  full  Senate 
by  one  vote  more  than  the  necessary  two-thirds  majority. 

The  Assembly  Education  Committee  gave  its  blessing  to  the  measure  August  I, 
and  the  Assembly  Ways  & Means  Committee  followed  suit  a scant  two  days  later. 

The  day  after  that  was  the  final  day  before  the  current  recess,  and  there  was 
not  sufficient  time  for  SB  1261  to  be  considered. 

The  delay  may  save  the  bill  since  it  will  give  people  time  to  communicate 
with  their  assemblymen.  A two-thirds  majority,  or  54  votes,  is  required  for 
passage.  The  bill  moved  so  fast  through  the  Assembly  committees  that  only 
those  assemblymen  who  are  members  of  the  two  committees  are  familiar  with  it. 

It  is  vital  for  all  persons  who  support  improved  library  service  through 
regional  cooperation  and  shared  resources  to  let  their  assemblymen  know  of  their 
concern.  Unless  SB  1261  is  passed,  the  21  library  systems  which  have  been 
founded  (but  not  funded)  throughout  the  state  are  fated  to  disintegrate.

LEGAL  BIBLIOGRAPHY  COURSE 


Three  librarians  in  the  History  Department  took  a crash  course  on  Legal 
Bibliography  for  the  Non- legal  Librarian*'  sponsored  by  SLA  at  the  Hastings  School 
of  Law.  Here  is  Marilyn  Thieme's  comments  on  the  course: 

'The  course  dealt  primarily  with  the  bibliographic  sources  necessary 
in  dealing  with  legislative,  judicial  and  administrative  problems. 

The  evening  spent  on  legislative  problems  was  a convenient  and  much 
needed  review  of  a few  library  school  practice  assignments.  The 
lectures,  however,  which  dealt  with  the  judicial  and  administrative 
sources  offered  a great  amount  of  new  information  to  me.  The  last 
evening  of  the  course  covered  legal  research  handbooks,  legal 
encyclopedias  and  dictionaries,  indices  to  legal  periodicals  and 
several  of  the  many  loose-leaf  services  in  law  related  subjects. 

This  lecture  perhaps  was  the  most  useful  to  us  in  the  History  Depart- 
ment, as  several  new  applications  and  new  aspects  of  materials  pre- 
sently in  the  Department  were  suggested.

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NATIONAL  COMMISSION  HEARING 


The  National  Commission  on  Libraries  and  Information  Science  will  have  a 
Hearing  in  San  Francisco  on  Wednesday,  November  29,  1972,  at  9 AM  in  the 
Ceremonial  Courtroom,  19th  floor,  of  the  Federal  Building,  450  Golden  Gate 
Avenue.  A number  of  people  have  been  asked  to  submit  written  testimony  The 
Friends  will  sponsor  a reception  for  the  Commission  on  November  28,  inviting 
Bay  Area  library  executives,  Friends,  and  officials  to  meet  with  the  Com- 
mission. 

Some  of  the  statements  from  San  Francisco  have  already  been  submitted. 
Miss  Mary  Louise  Stong,  Vice  President  of  the  Friends  and  Co-chairman  of  Keep 
Libraries  Alive,  has  submitted  an  excellent  statement  or  the  question  "Should 
Public  Libraries  Remain  Free",  giving  arguments  for  the  free  dissemination  of 
educational  information  to  all  citizens.  She  also  gives  testimony  to  cit.zen 
lobbying  for  libraries  and  indicates  the  role  librarians  must  take  to  get 
citizens  to  show  their  concern  about  libraries. 

Library  Commission  President  Edward  F.  Callanan,  Jr.  has  submitted 
testimony  to  the  need  for  ongoing  federal  aid  to  urban  libraries.  He  points 
out  the  need  for  construction  matching  funds  for  large  Main  libraries  and  the 
need  to  provide  continuing  funds  for  building  library  resources  and  extending 
resources  in  such  programs  as  3ARC. 

City  Librarian  John  Anderson  again  hits  at  financing  as  a prime  problem 
of  urban  libraries  and  proposes  that  a top  level  study  on  financing  be  under- 
taken. He  also  suggests  that  the  federal  government  fund  large  urban  Main 
libraries  at  no  less  than  the  50$  level  as  keystones  in  a national  informa  Mon 
network.  He  calls  for  national  concern  and  action  for  comprehensive  library 
planning  anti  the  formation  and  substantial  support  for  an  interrelated  network 
of  free  access  centers  for  information.  Additional  concerns  involve  service 
to  the  disadvantaged,  recruitment  ara  training  of  mi  nor?  tv/  librarians,  grants 
for  changing  organizational  patterns  for  library  service,  and  establishment  cf 
urban  information  centers. 

Bill  Ramirez,  Chief  of  Main,  concentrates  upon  the  needs  of  the  Spanish 
speaking  asking  that  recruiting  efforts  for  I i brari ansh : p be  intensified; 

+het  a national  program  be  undertaken  for  library  service  to  this  group;  that 
information  centers  be  established;  and  that  the  Spanish  speaking  be  involv-d 
in  program  development  and  library  administration.

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LEGAL  BIBLIOGRAPHY  FOR  NON-LEGAL  LIBRARIANS 


The  SLA  course  on  legal  bibliography  consisted  of  five,  two  hour  sessions, 
summarizing  the  materials  and  methods  necessary  for  legal  research. 

The  three  general  bibliographic  areas  explored  were  concerned  primarily 
with  the  tools  used  in  compiling  legislative  and  administrative  regulation 
histories,  and  the  tracing  of  judicial  decisions  and  opinions.  In  other 
words,  a capsulation  of  the  sources  that  one  uses  in  finding  the  law — Federal, 
State  and  Municipal — the  regulations  of  various  governmental  agencies,  and  the 
interpretation  of  these  laws  and  regulations  by  the  courts. 

Overall,  the  class  constituted  a good  review  of  pertinent  Federal,  State 
and  local  documents,  and  the  basic,  privately  published,  supportive  publica- 
tions that  greatly  reduce  search  time  and  effort. 

Most  of  the  librarians  attending  the  course  were  from  special  libraries 
and  actively  coping  with  one  phase  or  another  of  traditional  legal  research. 

For  their  purposes,  the  course  was  very  much  to  the  point. 

From  the  public  librarians  viewpoint,  the  course  was  disquieting.  I en- 
rolled in  the  course  feeling  a need  for  a better  explanation  of  court  structure, 
legal  procedures  and  methods..  I wanted  a basic  framework  or  skeletal  structure 
upon  which  to  hang  the  codes,  regulations  and  courts,  with  an  illucidation  of 
their  relationships  to  the  kinds  of  legal  questions  that  our  patrons  bring  to 
us.  I did  not  get  this;  and  in  retrospect,  I can  see  that  I had  no  right  to 
expect  it.  I cannot  fault  the  "Legal  Bibliography"  class  for  not  filling  my 
particular  need.  Research  to  provide  support  for  a legal  brief  is  quite  a 
different  task  from  how  to  plan  a brief  and  initiate  legal  action. 

As  librarians,  we  can  easily  cope  with  documents  and  legal  reporting 
services;  but  our  questions  are  more  in  the  nature  of  "How  can  I find  redress?" 
or  "How  does  the  law  apply  to  me?"  In  addition,  the  person  who  comes  to  us 
for  help,  is  usually  upset  and/or  can  barely  articulate  his  grievances  in 
intelligible  terms.  It  is  usually  beyond  him  to  formulate  a strategy  for  the 
preparation  of  a legal  brief,  and  place  his  problem  in  the  context  of  its 
proper  administrative  or  legislative  framework.  In  essence,  he  is  seeking 
legal  counsel,  not  legal  research  or  reference  services. 

Despite  the  rather  discouraging  feeling  that  the  majority  of  our  legal 
questions  require  referral,  rather  than  reference  work,  I profited  from  the 
course  in  two  ways.  First,  in  the  narrow  professional  sense,  it  was  of 
immediate  value  to  learn  the  techniques  of  manipulating  the  bibliographical 
materials  of  legal  research.  Secondly,  I was  given  broader  perspective,  in  an 
unexpected  way,  with  the  realization  that,  in  many  cases,  we  cannot  provide  the 
legal  services  that  our  public  is  asking  for,  without  providing  them  with  an 
attorney . 

N*B.  I did  find  that  the  San  Francisco  District  Attorney’s  Office  does  provide, 
as  a public  service,  legal  information,  claims  forms  and  referrals.

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ACQUISITIONS  EXPLORED 


Vivian  Goodwin 


The  two-day  institute,  'Acquisitions  Explored",  held  at  Rickey’s  Hyatt 
House  in  Palo  Alto  last  weekend,  was  sponsored  by  the  Library  Institutes  Plan- 
ning Committee.  This  self-perpetuating  group  started  five  years  ago  as  a 
joint  venture  of  the  leaders  at  that  time,  in  CLA  Technical  Services  Division, 
Northern  California  Technical  Processes  Group,  and  SLA  Education  Committee. 

Their  first  program  was  prompted  by  a need  to  understand  and  interpret  the 
new  Anglo-American  Cataloging  Code  - it  featured  Seymour  Lubetzky.  Later  pro- 
grams centered  on  the  use  of  non-professionals  in  technical  services  and  on  sub 
ject  heading  analysis. 

The  Committee  gives  such  conscientious  effort  in  year-long  planning  that 
their  success  is  a certainty  in  both  content  and  attendance.  This  year  there 
were  over  250  attendees  from  Mississippi,  British  Columbia  and  Nevada,  as  well 
as  all  of  California,  with  a majority  being  from  academic  libraries. 

The  first  day  featured  Daniel  Melcher  in  comments  on  his  book,  "Melcher  on 
Acquisitions",  with  a reactor  panel  made  up  of  an  acquisitions  librarian,  a 
purchasing  agent,  and  a book  distributor.  Among  the  Melcher  comments  were: 

I)  a library  should  always  try  to  buy  service  from  the  jobber,  not  just  dis- 
count, 2)  libraries  should  stand  together  to  oppose  bidding  for  book  purchase 
contracts,  as  non-performance  on  such  a contract  is  very  difficult  to  prove  and 
books  are  a unique  commodity.  However,  libraries  should  make  spot  checks  on 
all  their  vendor  service,  being  sure  to  start  with  the  actual  publication  date, 
date  ordered,  and  date  received.  3)  the  library's  cost  to  place  and  re- 
ceive an  order  should  not  be  more  than  the  jobber’s  cost  to  fill  that  order, 
and  4)  libraries  must  work  out  ways  to  pay  more  quickly  . The  recent  reduction 
in  the  number  of  book  wholesalers  is  due  to  slow  pay,  which  also  affects  the 
publ isher. 

The  reactors  and  questions  from  the  floor  brought  out  a hornet’s  nest  of 
interesting  matter.  Martha  Peterson,  UCSB,  told  of  how  universities  are  pre- 
sently defending  their  approval  plans  and  costs,  and  of  the  discussion  on  co- 
operative processing  centers  for  them.  Mr.  Macedo,  Fresno  County  Library 
business  officer,  spoke  of  the  power  vested  in  controllers  and  auditors,  and 
how  we  must  learn  to  use  a tactful,  organized,  and  above  all,  reasoned  approach 
when  we  propose  changes  in  procedure  to  them,  or  try  to  speed  our  payments 
through  their  offices.  At  this  point  a suggestion  was  made  by  Harold  Korf, 
Golden  Gate  University,  S.F.,  that  this  or  another  library  group  should  ask  for 
a special  report  on  library  audits  from  the  Audit  Standards  Committee  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  In  this  way,  our  influence 
on  governmental  auditors  could  have  widespread  effect.  I believe  Mr.  Korf  was 
left  with  the  job,  which  also  might  include  translation  of  library  terms  into 
auditorese,  a necessity  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Melcher.  Mr.  Sexton,  V-P  of  Baker 
& Taylor,  distributed  the  most  interesting  information  of  the  whole  meeting  in 
+he  form  of  a book  wholesaler’s  profit  and  loss  statement,  with  his  own  costs 
for  processing  a book  order  — 90  cents  (including  22-1/2  cents  for  profit). 
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ACQUISITIONS  EXPLORED  (Continued) 


He  stated  they  had  to  operate  on  a gross  profit  of  20$  which  becomes  for  them 
19$  West  of  the  Rockies,  due  to  transportation  costs. 

Other  economic  matters  openly  discussed  at  this  period  in  the  program 
showed  the  unstable  conditions  that  all  jobbers  are  working  under  today.  De- 
creasing discounts  from  publisher  are  squeezing  the  margin  of  profit  against 
continued  high  discounts  for  libraries,  as  jobbers  try  to  accommodate  libraries 
whose  budgets  have  decreased  recently.  We  learned  many  things  about  the  pub- 
lishers that  are  stocked  in  a jobber’s  warehouse.  There  is  a trend  toward 
shorter  first  runs  of  a book;  500-1,000  and  even  less  will  soon  be  the  pattern 
for  many  titles.  Mr.  Saady,  of  Richard  Abel,  stated  that  publishers  give  pre- 
ferences to  retai lers  in  their  shipments,  and  it  was  earlier  brought  out  that 
often  enough  only  25$  of  the  publisher’s  volume  of  business  on  a title  will  go 
to  the  institutional  jobbers,  with  75$  going  to  retailers.  A candid  relation 
between  the  library  and  the  jobber  is  absolutely  necessary  - we  need  to  know 
which  publishers’  works  are  stocked,  which  ones  have  to  be  speci al -ordered,  and 
what  times  of  the  year  are  his  busiest  in  relation  to  school  buying. 

There  was  much,  much  more  in  the  way  of  practical  information  that  we  hope 
to  use  to  improve  our  jobber  relations  — if  they  can  manage  to  stay  in  business 

Another  interesting  subject  was  the  ISBN  number  - accepted  in  England,  but 
not  in  the  United  States  yet.  Some  publishers  are  arranging  stock  by  it,  and 
Bro-Dart  will  be  able  to  accept  orders  by  it  into  their  computers  soon.  To 
facilitate  this,  Xerox-Bowker  is  producing  a number  index,  as  well  as  author 
and  title  indexes  to  the  400,000  titles  in  BIP. 

The  second  day’s  program  started  with  small  discussion  groups,  which  were 
reported  on  by  assigned  reporters  for  each  subject  at  the  plenary  session  that 
afternoon.  The  subject  areas  were  I)  Approval  plans,  2)  Non-book  materials, 

3)  Out-of-print  and  reprints,  and  4)  Serials  and  microforms.  I was  able  to 
glean  the  following  from  the  Non-book  materials  session.  Of  first  importance 
is  the  basic  programming  decision  — to  have  or  not  to  have  multimedia  — and 
next,  its  place  in  the  total  budget  — how  to  get  it.  The  consensus  was  that 
it  is  preferable  to  have  an  all-in-one  library  materials  budget  item,  as  there 
are  reactionary  views  in  government  on  the  necessity  of  media  in  libraries.  A 
different  budget  route  that  might  be  utilized  is  the  special  program  which  can 
include  equipment  also.  The  varying  standards  of  cassettes,  and  the  whole 
matter  of  copyright  infringement  were  matters  of  concern.  Some  libraries  keep 
master  collections  and  duplicate  a cassette  tape  in  30  seconds  for  a 30  minute 
program.  As  of  February  15,  1972  it  has  been  illegal  to  make  a copy  of  any 
recording;  this  law  will  be  in  effect  until  1975  when  it  is  hoped  copyright 
revision  should  be  accomplished.  Shelving  arrangement,  integrated  or  separate, 
differing  ways  of  using  media  in  schools  and  libraries  and  differing  approaches 
through  cataloging  were  all  discussed.

I attended  the  session  on  Out  of  Print  and  Reprints.  Our  resource  consul- 
tant was  Alan  Covici,  an  O.P.  book  dealer  (part-time)  and  librarian  (full-time). 

A show  of  hands  quickly  determined  that  the  large  group  came  to  hear  about 
reprints. 

We  were  universally  dismayed  at  reprints  and  their  problems. 

Mr.  Covici  quoted  statistics  claiming  the  average  reprints  cost  $7.50  per 
volume.  That  statement  met  with  a great  deal  of  disagreement,  with  the  audience 
concluding  that  a library’s  average  price  is  more  like  $30.00  per  volume. 

Mr.  Covici  suggested  that  "shopping  around"  for  lower  prices  could  pay  off. 
Many  titles  are  reprinted  by  more  than  one  company  and  the  prices  could  vary  a 
good  deal.  The  only  problem  is  that  many  of  the  reprinters  do  not  list  with 
Books  in  Print  and  other  commonly  used  sources,  therefore  searching  for  competi- 
tive prices  meant  watching  the  catalogs. 

Criteria  for  reprinting  a title  was  also  discussed  and  the  number  of  copies 
a reprinter  must  sell  in  order  to  break  even  and/or  make  a profit. 

It  was  also  noted  that  often  a good  second  hand  copy  could  be  obtained  at  a 
much  lower  price  as  reprinting  a title  drove  down  the  price  of  second  hand  copies. 

The  practice  of  reprinters  announcing  a publication  and  taking,  sometimes, 
a couple  of  years  to  produce  it  was  generally  deplored.  No  real  solution  was 
suggested  for  controlling  this  — other  than  to  write  and  confirm  availability 
before  tying  up  funds  with  a firm  order.  SFPL  has  been  doing  this  for  the  last 
year  or  so  with  great  success.

One  of  the  two  topics  much  in  discussion  at  the  conference  was  approval 
plans.  There  are  two  types.  An  arrangement  can  be  made  with  a publisher  to 
deliver  one  or  more  copies  of  everything  he  publishes.  SFPL  has  one  such  plan 
with  ARCO  Publishing  Company.  The  second  type  is  with  a book  vendor  where  a 
carefully  defined  profile  is  made  of  a library’s  subject  interests.  Within 
specified  subjects  certain  qualifications  can  be  made  such  as  exclude  textbooks 
and  juveniles,  include  original  paperbacks,  etc.  The  library  has  this  type  of 
plan  with  Worldwide  Books  for  art  catalogs. 

The  advantages  of  these  plans  are  that  they  speed  delivery  time,  eliminate 
some  of  the  ordering  paperwork,  and  provide  a review  copy  for  additional  orders. 
The  disadvantage  is  the  tendency  not  to  return  unwanted  titles  and  the  expense 
incurred  when  returning. 

The  emphasis  in  all  the  discussions  was  that  approval  plans  did  not  replace 
any  book  selection  practices.  Some  titles  will  be  missed  and  other  unwanted

ones  will  be  received,  but  they  have  been  successful  for  libraries.  Many  col- 
lege and  university  libraries  spend  up  to  50%  of  their  book  budgets  through 
approval  plans  and  several  local  public  libraries  have  plans  with  jobbers  and 
specific  publishers.  SFPL  has  a larger  book  budget  than  most  of  the  libraries 
with  which  I was  talking.  Since  approval  plans  work  for  them,  it  seems  that 
now  is  the  time  this  library  should  become  more  involved  in  this  method  of 
ordering.

THREE  TIPS  FOR  TODAY’S  COMMUNICATORS 

Anyone  in  the  business  of  persuading  others  to  his  point  of  view  should 
be  aware,  today,  of  three  sociological  upheavals  which  are  having  a profound 
effect  on  man’s  communication: 

1.  Vast  numbers  of  young  Americans,  raised  in  the  TV  era,  have  acquired 
an  almost  total  incredulity  not  only  about  what  they  read  and  hear,  but  about 
what  they  SEE.  Cynicism  on  such  a massive  scale  is  the  new  phonomenon; 

2.  A revolution  in  the  exploration  of  the  psyche  is  in  full  swing. 

FEELING,  not  thought,  is  the  key  to  the  new  psychiatry.  The  emphasis  is  on  the 
here-and-now  rather  than  on  probing  the  past; 

3.  The  counterculture  of  youth  is  a real  movement,  not  just  the  ravings 
of  a few  radicals,  as  was  shown  at  the  White  House  Conference  on  Youth  last 
year  when  4-H  Clubbers  and  YMCA  delegates  voted  straight  down  the  line  with 
radical  Blacks  and  angry  Chi canos.  More  coalescence  of  opinion  exists  by  age- 
groups  today  than  by  socio-economic-political  background. 

What  to  do?  LISTEN.  You  cannot  communicate  unless  you  understand  the 
language  and  opinions  of  those  whom  you  would  have  listen  to  you.  Don’t  lie, 
don’t  sidestep  the  unpleasant,  don’t  leave  the  job  of  communication  to  the

Effective  November  13,  the  Coordinators  will  report  to  the  Assistant 
City  Librarian  as  well  as  the  Chiefs.  The  Assistant  City  Librarian,  Pub- 
lic Information  Officer,  Personnel  Officer,  Project  Director  of  BARC,  and 
the  Commission  Secretary  will  continue  to  report  to  the  City  Librarian. 

Mrs.  Moss'  primary  responsibility  will  be  to  serve  as  executive 
officer  for  the  daily  operation  of  the  Library. 

Mr.  Anderson's  primary  responsibility,  in  addition  to  general  super- 
vision of  the  library  program,  will  be  to  work  with  the  City  government, 
State  Library,  Friends,  legislation,  library  development,  special  community, 
statewide  and  federal  projects  of  concern  to  SFPL,  and  special  projects 
within  the  Library  itself.  Examples  of  the  latter  are  task  forces  and 
Publishing  Committee.  Budget  preparation  and  monitoring  will  continue  to 
be  the  City  Librarian's  responsibility.  While  many  activities  will  be 
shared  in  an  associate  relationship  with  the  Assistant  City  Librarian, 

Mr.  Anderson  hopes  to  have  time  to  work  in  important  planning  projects. 

Top  priority  will  be  given  to  State  and  Federal  legislation,  completion 
of  the  Library's  Master  Plan,  and  development  and  funding  of  new  library 
programs.

Andy  is  an  active  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Friends  and,  of  course,  the  Grabhorns  have  a special 
significance  to  SFPL  through  the  Grabhorn  Collection.  Elaine  Ratner's 
California  Living  article  is  mentioned  and  former  Friends  Board  member 
Adrian  Wilson  is  noted.  The  Library  Commission  is  commended  for  jointly 
sponsoring  the  Lawton  Kennedy  Exhibit  last  June  and  July. 

REPORT  ON  RICHMOND  BRANCH'S  SERIES  "THE  CARE  AND  FEEDING  OF  LIVING  THINGS" 

The  Richmond  Branch  program  "The  Care  and  Feeding  of  Living  Things" 
was  concluded  last  Thursday  evening,  October  26.  The  attendance  was  varied 
at  each  session,  but  each  group  was  enthusiastic,  and  several  patrons 
expressed  regrets  that  the  program  was  over. 

"The  Pet  You  Live  with..."  by  Dr.  Field  started  late  because  Dr.  Field 
was  detained  in  emergency  surgery.  Twenty-three  people  attended,  sixteen 
of  whom  were  children.  The  program  had  a definite  family  activity 
atmosphere. 


"Yourself  and  Your  Other  Friends"  by  Mrs.  Nelson  was  attended 
primarily  by  adult  women.  Mrs.  Nelson  brought  her  own  displays  and  hand- 
outs (some  of  which  were  government  documents).  At  least  half  the  program 
time  was  given  to  discussion.  Sixteen  people  attended. 


"The  Plants  You  Live  With..."  by  Mrs.  Malcolm  included  two  tables 
of  visual  displays.  Techniques  were  demonstrated  as  they  were  discussed, 
and  plant  samples  were  given  to  the  audience  at  the  end  of  the  program. 
Twenty-seven  people  attended.  The  audience  was  about  two -thirds  female 
and  predominantly  adult. 


The  display  materials  and  visual  demonstration  aspects  of  the  programs 
seemed  to  be  of  particular  interest  to  those  attending.  At  each  session 
ooks  and  pamphlets  pertaining  to  the  subject  were  made  available  for 
c rculation.  Attention  was  also  given  to  other  sources  of  information  on 
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each  subject  (for  example;  when  possible  names  and  addresses  were  given), 
and  the  various  forms  this  information  could  take.  In  each  case,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  demonstrate  skills  and  then  acquaint  the  patron  with 
ways  in  which  he  could  continue  to  develop  his  interest  and  ability  - to 
establish  a conceptual  unity  between  program  and  library.

Little  Report,  the  statement  of  priorities  made  by  Mr.  Anderson  to  the 
Union  in  1971,  and  the  budget  requests  for  1972-1973.  Also,  we  reviewed 
the  video  tapes  of  the  Allie  Beth  Marten  meeting. 

After  many  hours  of  discussions,  it  became  evident  that  broad 
encompassing  goals  were  very  difficult  to  write  and  have  them  be  meaningful. 
It  seems  more  within  our  scope  to  state  priorities,  giving  enough  specifics 
so  that  the  accomplishment  of  these  priorities  can  be  measured.  So  far, 
the  areas  discussed  have  been:  In-service  training  and  continuing 

education,  technical  services,  recruitment  practices,  communication, 
standardization  of  procedures,  and  service  within  and  outside  of  the  library 

The  Task  Force  hopes  to  complete  a statement  of  priorities  by  the 
end  of  November.  It  will  be  distributed  to  the  staff  requesting  comments 
and  suggestions.  A general  meeting  will  be  called  where  the  report  can 
be  discussed.  If  anyone  has  any  comments  now,  please  contact  one  of  the 
Task  Force  members.

was  evaluated  with  a "V"  * exceptional  in  the  1972  Magazines  For 
Libraries,  2nd  ed.,  by  Bill  Katz.  The  article  can  be  found  on  page 
488-489.  It  reads  as  follows: 

"Hands  down  (or  is  it  up?),  the  best  little  magazine  in  the 
library  world  I Under  the  imaginative  editorship  of  Celeste 
West,  each  issue  considers  another  facet  of  the  human 
condition.  The  approach  is  essentially  two-fold.  First  there 
is  an  introductory  piece  or  two  on  the  importance  of  the  subject 
(and  this  will  range  from  witches  and  the  occult  to  the 
American  family  and  the  women’s  liberation  movement).  After 
the  introductory  remarks  come  detailed  articles  with 
bibliographies,  which  are  guides  to  librarians  trying  to 
build  collections  and  services  in  the  area  of  the  topic 
considered.  Most  of  the  writing  is  by  staff  members,  i.e., 
those  who  work  for  BARC  or  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 

They  are  remarkably  literate.  Usually,  too,  there  are  out- 
standing illustrations  and  drawings.  Footnotes  to  the  main 
features  include  "Unanswered  questions  somebody  asked  us"  - 
questions  put  to  the  BARC  reference  staff,  usually  with  answers; 
plus  assorted  shorter  items  on  just  about  anything  of  interest 
to  the  staff.  A typical  44-page  issue  is  a joy  to  read  - and 
one  of  the  few  professional  magazines  (in  any  profession)  that 
can  be  read  for  pleasure  as  well  as  for  information.  No 
library  should  be  without  Synergy. 11

FRIENDS  INFORMATION  DESK  SURVEY 

For  several  weeks  in  August  1972,  volunteers  staffing  the  Friends* 
Information  Desk  in  the  lobby  of  the  Main  Library  kept  a record  of  the 
types  cf  questions  that  they  were  asked,  and  the  number  of  these  requests. 
During  the  36-plus  hours  of  recording,  an  average  of  31  questions  were 
asked  per  hour,  with  as  many  as  44  in  certain  specially  busy  hours. 

Of  1,075  questioners,  684  needed  help  in  locating  library  departments 
or  materials.  There  were  391  miscellaneous  requests:  for  location  of  rest- 

rooms; copy  machines;  change  machines;  Talking  Books  and  so  on;  for  help 
with  rental  typewriters  and  for  information  regarding  library  hours,  library 
programs  and  meeting  rooms. 

During  the  36  hours  of  statistics,  80  patrons  were  rescued  from 
struggling  to  exit  through  the  entrance  turnstile !

The  Mayor's  office  has  asked  for  an  unprecedented 
amount  of  data.  Compounding  the  budget  preparation  problem  are  the 
uncertainties  of  General  Revenue  Sharing  allocations;  the  fate  of  the 
Technical  Services  move  and  periodicals  transfer  supplemental  requests; 
and  the  future  of  the  EEA  program. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  needs  are  great,  larger  than  we  can  request  in 
one  budget  year.

KAISER  HEALTH  COVERAGE  FOR  TEMPORARY  EMPLOYEES 

The  Health  Service  Board  has  received  numerous  inquiries  from  Temporary 
Employees  requesting  health  coverage  under  the  Health  Service  System. 

These  employees  are  specifically  excluded  from  membership  in  the  System  by 
the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  requires  that  an 
employee  be  a member  of  the  Retirement  System  before  qualifying  for  member- 
ship in  the  Health  Service  System. 

The  Board  realizes  that  there  are  many  employees  within  this  category  who 
are  deprived  of  health  coverage  both  for  themselves  and  their  dependents. 

Kaiser  Hospital  has  presented  a plan  to  cover  temporary  employees  and  their 
families  but  has  limited  enrollment  dates  to  twice  a year  - February  1 and 
August  1.  Temporary  employees  must  enroll  in  January  to  become  effective 
February  1,  and  in  July  to  become  effective  August  1 of  any  year. 


The  monthly  rates  for  calendar  year  1973-1974 
are  as  follows:

CLA  AT  ANAHEIM 


This  City  Librarian's  report  will  be  brief  in  order  to  let  some 
other  staff  members  report  on  their  observations  and  participation.  The 
conference  had  good  facilities,  although  not  always  adequate  rooms,  and 
excellent  weather.  There  was  a record  busting  registration  of  3300  and 
also  a record  number  of  exhibitors. 

My  participation  came  in  several  meetings,  including  panels  on 
accreditation  of  libraries  and  affirmative  action  on  professional  standards. 
Mary  Louise  Stong  and  I became  active  in  the  Government  Relations  Committee 
for  considering  1973  plans  and  I had  to  make  the  report  to  the  annual 
business  meeting.  The  business  meeting  seemed  to  move  the  best  that  I've 
ever  witnessed.  It  was  preceded  by  a meeting  on  the  Harmful  Matters  Act 
with  Judith  Krug  as  guest  speaker.  It  was  an  interesting  explanation  of 
the  current  suit  of  Moore  vs.  Younger.  Another  good  intellectual  freedom 
program  featured  Lillian  Gerhardt,  Editor-in-Chief  of  School  Library  Journal. 
She  talked  about  writing  for  children  and  touched  many  controversial  topics. 
Buzy  groups  tried  to  outshout  each  other  to  discuss  intellectual  freedom 
matters  as  they  relate  to  children. 

The  keynote  address  by  Bert  Ramkin  (Assistant  Commissioner  USOE)  was 
depressing  - mainly  because  he  confirmed  the  news  that  federal  funding  of 
libraries  is  very  much  on  the  downward  path.  ALA  Executive  Director 
Robert  Wedgeworth  (in  the  youth  language,  he's  cool)  later  reminded  us  that 
it  was  the  Administration  talking  and  that  ALA  had  a legislative  program 
and  that  we  intend  to  be  successful.  I did  make  a note  to  tell  Mary  Louise 
Stong  she  should  be  thinking  of  organizing  a nationwide  citizens  lobby,  not 
just  a statewide  one,  since  it  is  obvious  that  citizen  input  on  human  need 
services  will  get  primary  attention  from  the  Nixon  Administration. 

Jack  Smith,  the  Los  Angeles  Times  columnist,  was  the  Friends'  luncheon 
speaker  and  for  me,  was  the  best  speaker  of  the  week  - a rare  writer  who 
can  also  be  a delightful  speaker. 

Did  I say  this  would  be  short  --  okay,  let's  hear  from  others  at

I'd  like  to  report  on  the  CLA  Conference  from  several  points  of  view — as  the 
President  of  the  California  Society  of  Librarians  (CSL),  as  a member  of  CLA  Council, 
and  finally  as  a CLA  member. 

California  Society  of  Librarians 

I'm  happy  to  report  that  I think  the  new  reorganization  of  CLA,  particularly 
in  regard  to  CSL,  is  going  to  work!  I find  the  CSL  members  very  enthusiastic, 
interested,  imaginative,  vocal  and  professional,  trho  brought  to  our  membership 
meeting  many  excellent  ideas.  Yes,  CSL  is  alive  and  very  well. 

Employment  Standards.  Agreed  to  thank  the  CSL  Committee  for  the  Standards,  and 
asked  that  a committee  be  set  up  within  CSL  composed  of  members  from  all  types  of 
libraries  to  implement  those  standards. 

Membership . Agreed  to  accept  library  school  students  as  members.  (This  change 
in  By-Laws  has  to  be  sent  out  on  mail  vote.  The  CSL  Board  suggested  that  pro  and 
con  statements  be  sent  with  the  suggested  wording.) 

California  Network  Plan.  The  membership  requested  that  CSL  review  and  suggest 
changes  to  the  Plan  and  recommended  that  a committee  be  formed  in  CSL,  a}oo  that  meml 
from  CIL  should  be  asked  to  participate. 

At  the  membership  meeting,  there  were  reports  from  the  Chairpersons  of  each  CSL 
Standing  Committee. 

Library  Recruitment.  Together  with  the  Committee  on  Education  had  directed 
this  year's  work  toward  minority  recruitment  for  library  service.  (At  the  Conference 
this  group  met  several  times  and  discussed  the  proposal  and  funding  problems  with 
the  State  Library,  the  office  of  Education,  ALA  Recruitment  office  and  others.) 

Library  Education.  Submitted  CSL's  views  to  ALA  with  regard  to  the  Revised 
Standards  for  Accreditation;  canvassed  25  libraries  in  California  to  determine  what 
areas  of  library  education  were  of  concern  and  what  new  areas  might  be  included  in 
both  library  school  and  continuing  education  programs. 

Professional  Standards.  At  a well-attended  meeting,  professional  ethics  were 
discussed  and  asked  that  its  charge  be  amended  to  include  the  drafting  of  a code  of 
ethics  and  to  recommend  some  sort  of  machinery  for  enforcing  the  code. 

Library  Research.  Don  Coombs  moderated  a panel  composed  of  Cecily  Surace, 

! Metro5  Margaret  Troke,  49-99;  and  Don  Davisson,  TIE,  on  the  subject  of  how  to 
evaluate  library  systems  and  networks.  This  program  attracted  around  250  people. 

There  was  stimulating  discussion  from  the  floor.  One  intriguing  thought  from 
Winifred  Munger  of  Napa — an  information  center  (such  as  BARC)  might  be  evaluated 

from  the  large  number  of  questions  answered,  but  the  reverse.  In  other  words,  a 
system,  like  ours,  with  good  training  both  by  the  center  and  the  libraries  in  the 
system  in  such  things  as  the  reference  interview,  good  reference  materials  selection 
and>  of  course,  good  reference  librarians  at  the  original  patron  access,  all  lead 
to  more  patron  satisfaction  from  the  beginning,  which  require  that  only  the  most 
sophisticated  questions  be  referred  to  the  center.  It's  a thought!  And  further 
Points  out  the  difficulty  in  measuring  reference  effectiveness.  Much  interest  was 
shown  in  the  future  results  of  BARC's  current  study  of  patron  and  librarian  satis- 
faction. At  the  end  of  the  meeting,  the  charge  to  the  Committee  on  Library  Research 
seemed  to  be  that  a clear  definition  of  a reference  question  had  to  be  decided  on 
before  anything  else. 
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Another  Interesting  research  program,  a panel  moderated  by  Portia  Swank, 
featured  all  aspects  of  grants — how  to  prepare  proposals — which  group  Is  best  to 
apply  for  certain  subject  matters — the  use  of  a professional  grant  proposal  writer, 
etc.  A very  useful  bibliography  compiled  by  Georgia  Mulligan,  and  edited  by  Nan 
Vaaler,  was  distributed  and  discussed  by  Georgia. 

The  Conference  afforded  me,  as  an  officer  of  the  new  CLA,  an  opportunity  to 
meet  with  all  of  197l's  officers  and  1973’s  officers.  We  knew  the  first  veer  would 
reveal  aspects  of  the  new  organization  that  we  liked  and  those  that  we  didn't.  Ve 
aired  our  growing  pains,  compromised,  cooperated,  and  it  looks  as  if  the  second 
year  will  go  a little  easier,  and  I have  high  hopes  for  this  coming  year;  I'll 
miss  being  an  intimate  part  of  it. 

Council. 

Fd  like  to  urge  more  interaction  between  CLA  membership  and  its  Council  mem- 
bers. Become  familiar  with  the  Council  members  in  your  geographical  area — with 
those  representing  you  from  CIL,  CSL,  CLEA,  and  those  "at  large."  Let  rhen  know 
how  you  feel  about  the  California  Librarian t the  finances,  the  Network  Plan,  the 
Annual  Conferences,  the  lack  of  Districts,  any  gripe  you  have.  I'm  not  on  Council 
next  year,  but  I would  have  loved  that  input  from  you  during  this  year. 


CLEA.  The  California  Library  Employee's  Association  is  the  third  constituent 
organization  to  become  a part  of  CLA.  It  is  composed  of  library  workers  not  eligible 
to  join  CSL  and  CIL.  I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  invite  and  urge  all  of 
SFPL's  employees  to  join.  The  new  CLA  dues  schedule  provides  membership  for  $12.00 
a year  if  your  salary  is  less  than  $7200  annually,  and  $18.00  from  $7200  up  to 
$9000  annually,  and  membership  is  for  the  calendar  year.  This  organization,  among 
other  things,  will  work  for  "improving  the  relationships  between  professional  and 
non-professional  library  employees."  Sound  intriguing? 

I have  been  asked  to  act  as  a sort  of  Consultant  to  CLEA  in  its  organizat lrmal 
planning.  We'd  love  to  have  you  in  CLEA  and  I'd  be  glad  to  talk  to  you  about  it. 

It's  high  time  there  was  an  organization  Just  for  the  so-called  non-professional . 

Why  not  Join  it  for  a year  and  use  CLEA  as  a sounding  board  so  that  your  gripes 
about  us  can  be  heard?  Remember,  you'll  have  a member  on  CLA  Counci II  So  you  will 
be  heard.  And  the  Annual  Conference  meets  in  San  Francisco  next  year.

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the  grand  jury  report 


The  following  is  the  1972  Grand  Jury  Report  on  the  Library  which  was  re- 
leased late  on  December  13. 

"The  1971  Grand  Jury  report  on  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  indicated 
that  the  restrictions  placed  upon  the  administration  of  the  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Library  by  the  City  Charter  were  the  chief  impediments  toward  total 
utilization  of  funds  and  staff.  When  the  Librarian  was  asked  by  this  year's 
Grand  Jury  for  his  opinions  concerning  those  provisions  in  the  City  Charter 
that  stood  as  obstacles  or  limitations  in  the  administration  of  the  Library, 
it  turned  out  that  the  situation  had  not  basically  changed  from  the  findings 
of  the  1971  Grand  Jury. 

Under  Civil  Service  the  problem  areas  centered  around  the  following:  San 

Francisco  residency  rule  for  employees,  the  rule  of  one  for  appointments,  the 
multiplicity  of  protest  roadblocks  which  stretch  out  the  examination  process 
for  months  and  indeed  years,  promotional  rules  which  do  not  permit  open  examina- 
tions in  order  to  attract  those  outside  of  Civil  Service  who  are  qualified  for 
positions  and  the  necessity  of  written  examinations  for  professionals. 

Some  of  the  budget  frustrations  are:  inability  to  shift  expenditures  with- 

in an  account,  inability  to  shift  expenditures  between  accounts,  description  of 
accounts  which  are  too  narrow,  the  listing  of  memberships  in  organizations  -- 
the  library  must  subscribe  to  many  periodicals  which  require  membership,  how- 
ever, they  are  required  by  law  to  have  them  approved  in  an  annual  ordinance,  -- 
the  necessity  for  obtaining  permission  to  request  or  accept  grants  or  gifts 
and  the  ceiling  on  items  calling  for  bid  is  too  low. 

Since  personnel  and  budget  are  basically  managed  by  people  and  processes 
outside  his  department,  the  Librarian  feels  that  the  effect  is  stultification 
of  departmental  initiative.  Additionally,  creativity,  simplified  management 
and  new  methods  get  scant  attention  when  the  mechanics  of  personnel  and  budget 
are  so  cumbersome.  The  Librarian  felt  strongly,  however,  that  major  advances 
could  readily  be  achieved  with  the  present  budget  if  he  were  given  reasonable 
discretion  to  manage  personnel  and  budget. 

San  Francisco  was  one  of  two  cities  designated  this  past  year  as  a regional 
library  resource  center.  For  San  Francisco  to  continue  to  be  fully  eligible 
for  state  and  federal  grants  available  to  those  cities  serving  as  resource  cen- 
ters, it  is  extremely  important  that  the  Library  be  strengthened  and  upgraded. 

In  this  connection,  San  Francisco,  when  compared  to  other  cities,  is  below  the 
national  average  as  of  1971-1972  in  the  following  service  categories: 

Number  of  books  per  capita  (1.89  vs.  3.3) 

Staff  per  10,000  population  (3.85  vs.  6.2) 

Library's  share  of  the  City  budget  (.877,  vs.  1.447,). 

Our  Library  today  would  be  considered  average  for  a city  with  a population  under 
400,000. 

Improvement  in  the  overall  scope  of  library  service  can  only  come  about  if 
the  Library  obtains  a larger  budget.  Its  main  plant  is  still  inadequate  in 
Slze  and  layout  by  current  modern  library  standards.  Each  year  that  nothing  is 
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GRAND  JURY  REPORT  (Continued) 


done  to  resolve  the  critical  space  problem  compounds  the  trouble  and  has  a 
sharply  deteriorating  effect  on  the  Library's  position  as  a core  city  library 
center  and  the  services  it  must  provide.  This  deterioration  is  invisible  except 
to  the  person  actually  seeking  unavailable  material  and  to  the  staff  itself. 

The  system  begins  to  deteriorate  as  a whole  when  facilities  such  as  the 
Technical  Services  Department  are  forced  to  operate  in  areas  subject  to  flooding, 
unhealthy  conditions  and  overcrowding. 

Security  for  the  Main  Library,  its  27  branches  and  library  patrons  has  be- 
come an  increasing  problem  for  the  library  administration.  This  year  the  pre- 
dawn arson  at  the  Ortega  branch  dramatically  brought  the  problem  to  the  public's 
attention.  Our  Committee  was  made  aware  of  internal  security  problems  that  have 
plagued  the  Main  Library,  which  has  resulted  in  a security  study  now  being  con- 
ducted by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  This  study  will  also  include 
all  branches.  The  Library  has  also  hired  a government  intern  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  San  Francisco  to  study  the  present  security  system  and  particularly  the 
guard  system. 

In  spite  of  the  low  priority  budget  status  that  forces  the  administration 
to  operate  a library  system  already  far  short  of  national  standards  for  a city 
the  size  of  San  Francisco  as  well  as  the  attendant  pressures  to  maintain  basic 
programs  and  resources,  the  library  continued  to  circulate  more  library 
materials  than  the  previous  year:  a 2.4%  rise  during  1971-72.  An  average  of 

over  3,500  people  used  the  Main  Library  daily  and  approximately  7,000  people 
visited  the  branch  libraries  each  day.  Main  Library  circulation  increased  7.77, 
with  just  short  of  one  million  books  loaned. 

The  May  9,  1972,  issue  of  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  underscored  and  gave 
credit  to  the  enormous  support  campaign  conducted  by  citizen  groups  for  libraries 
as  the  reason  the  joard  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee  gave  its  approval  to 
every  cent  recommended  by  the  Mayor  for  the  Library.  Groups  such  as  "The  Friends" 
and  "Keep  Libraries  Alive"  continue  to  offer  vigorous  support  to  library 
activities  and  to  carry  on  a rich  program  in  the  community.  "The  Friends" 
organization  confines  its  efforts  strictly  to  educational  programs.  On  the 
other  hand,  "Keep  Libraries  Alive"  can  and  does  lobby  for  better  library  services 
and  funds  to  meet  their  needs.  In  order  to  be  fully  effective,  however,  citizen 
participation  needs  the  support  of  librarians,  trustees  and  citizens  all  working 
together.  Librarians,  for  their  part,  should  keep  in  touch  with  citizens,  both 
users  and  non-users,  to  find  out  their  needs.  This  takes  form  in  attending 
community  meetings,  consulting  with  "The  Friends",  volunteers,  and  other  non- 
professionals as  well  as  assuring  good  upward  communication  in  their  own  libraries. 

RECOMMSITOATTQWS  - 

1.  Top  priority  should  be  given  by  the  Mayor's  office  to  the  Library's  request 
for  allocation  from  General  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  overcome  the  problems 
taken  up  in  this  report  and  to  assist  the  Library  to  meet  some  of  its 
immediate  goals. 

2.  Educate  citizens  as  to  the  types  of  library  service  and  facilities  that 
they  could  have  but  do  not. 
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GRAND  JURY  REPORT  (Continued) 


3.  Fully  inform  users  about  the  Library's  budget  problems  instead  of  cutting 
costs  where  they  will  not  be  noticed  immediately  even  though  they  are 
very  damaging  in  the  long  run. 

4.  Develop  citizen  support  for  libraries  by  encouraging  groups  like  "The 
Friends"  and  "Keep  Libraries  Alive". 

5.  Establish  a strong  public  relations  program  in  the  Library.  Use  the 
local  "Friends"  group  in  this  area. 

6.  Respond  to  citizens'  requests  for  services  within  budget  limitations. 

In  this  connection,  do  current  library  hours  meet  citizen  needs  primarily 
rather  than  staff  preferences?  Serious  consideration  should  be  given  to 
opening  the  branch  libraries  on  Sundays. 

7.  Books  for  research  and  reference  should  be  upgraded,  made  current  and 
increased. 

8.  Involve  the  staff  at  every  level  in  all  of  the  above  recommendations."

My  turn  to  do  the  number  on  CLA.  Although  my  time  was  spent  in 
different  activities  than  those  previously  reported,  I too  thought  it  was 
a conference  with  real  meaning.  I tried  to  not  let  my  participation  on 
panels  and  in  programs  sway  my  evaluation  of  those  meetings  and  I think, 
objectively  I hope,  that  there  was  a great  deal  of  real  involvement, 
interest,  concern  and  willingness  to  change,  especially  in  areas  of  social/ 
outreach  awareness  and  public  libraries.  This  was  true  despite  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  material  has  been  said  and  done  repeatedly  for  at  least  the 
past  seven  years  that  I have,  off  and  on,  been  attending  these  gatherings. 

Highlights : 

The  Jails  and  Libraries 


The  several  activities  in  this  area  of  concern  centered  around  an 
outstanding  talk  by  Fay  Stender  of  the  Prison  Law  Project  (and  who  was  also 
one  of  George  Jackson's  lawyers).  To  the  packed  audience  she  delivered 
quite  a condemnation  of  present  conditions,  ways  to  correct  the  situation, 
and  enough  prodding  to  stir  up  a heavy  discussion.  The  program  was  video- 
taped and  hopefully  will  be  incorporated  in  an  upcoming  OAS  program. 

Although  the  audience  wasn't  as  large,  the  participation  was  good 
for  the  panel  program  on  county  jail  library  services  - how,  how  not,  and 
related  problems.  In  and  around  these  vents  were  some  A-V  sensitizers  in 
the  form  of  several  showings  of  Dr.  Phillip  Zimbardo's  tape  and  slides  of 
the  Stanford  Prison  Experiment  wherein  guard/prisoner  role-playing  projected 
for  a two-week  period  had  to  be  ended  after  six  days  because  of  its 
psychological  impact  and  of  Saul  Landau's  latest  film,  "County  Jail",  shot 
entirely  in  the  San  Francisco  County  Jail  at  San  Bruno.  (This  will  definitely 
be  a part  of  an  upcoming  OAS  meeting.)  As  is  usually  the  case,  there  were 
many  important  contacts  and  meetings  made  individually,  over  display 
materials,  and  sundry  other  places.  If  I didn't  come  away  with  a great 
amount  of  new  information  on  this  subject,  my  enthusiasm  was  refired  and  the 
energy  thrust  will  carry  me  on  for  awhile. 

The  Handicapped  and  Libraries 

Joan  Goddard  of  the  Special  Outreach  Services  (SOS)  project  in  San  Jose 
skillfully  conducted  this  day-long  workshop  on  the  last  very  rainy  day  of 
the  conference.  Through  panels,  displays,  speakers,  and  demonstrations  the 
topics  covered  included  talking  books,  reading  by  touch  (both  braille  and 
the  new  mechanical  device  called  Optacon),  sources  of  reading  material, 
visual  aids  and  aids  to  the  physically  handicapped,  and  architectural  barriers. 
Good  participation  and  a number  of  knowledgeable  people  made  this  an  informa- 
tive, extremely  worthwhile  session. 
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And  Also  . . . 


Various  other  meetings  covered  (and  rated  good  to  excellent!)  included 
the  Bay  Area  SRRT  programs  on  "Action  Through  Local  Library  Groups"  and 
"Institutional  Racism",  Extension  Services  Chapter  program  on  "Mobile 
Units",  and  ALA  Freedom  to  Read  Director  Judy  Krug's  lucid  review  of  the 
Harmful  Matter  Statute.  Because  of  unfortunate  scheduling  conflicts  (why 
do  all  service/outreach/A-V  inter-related  activities  have  to  be  scheduled 
simultaneously  when  it  is  very  likely  that  interests  overlap?)  there  were 
several  slots  I couldn't  manage,  such  as  the  Cable  TV  and  Young  Adult  groups. 
Next  year? 

The  strange  and  unfamiliar  surroundings  of  a world  out  of  perspective 
and  reality,  that  strange  facade  called  Disneyland  somehow  managed  to  provide 
a backdrop  for  a very  interesting  conference.

The  weather  was  cold  but  Disneyland  was  great  fun.  The  unofficial  theme 
of  the  conference  seemed  to  be  affirmative  action  and  how  to  accomplish  it 
without  compromising  professional  standards.  One  suggestion  was  that  jobs 
should  be  redefined  so  that  the  library  could  hire  minorities  without  the 
library  degree  to  work  with  specific  groups  and  in  specific  areas  of  the 
city. 


Automation  seems  to  still  hold  strong  interest  among  librarians.  There 
was  an  overflow  crowd  at  8:30  Sunday  morning  for  the  meeting  entitled  "How 
to  Get  a Library  Automation  Project  Started".  A review  of  the  state  of  the 
act  was  given,  and  it  was  suggested  by  Stanford  Optner,  Consultant  to  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library,  that  the  first  application  to  automate  was  that 
which  is  in  the  greatest  need  of  help. 

Several  libraries  have  been  automated  successfully  for  the  last  few 
years  and  are  ready  to  make  their  programs  available  to  others.  The  cost 
range  from  $750  for  Santa  Clara  County's  book  catalog  system  to  $50,000  for 
Orange  County's  total  technical  services  operation.  Los  Angeles  is  going 
to  make  theirs  available  but  they  are  not  quoting  definite  prices.  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  should  be  able  to  pick  up  part  of  someone's 
existing  system  and  avoid  extensive  developmental  costs.  It  would  be  nice 
if  we  could  trade  the  periodical  system  or  be  used  as  a test  library  to 
see  if  systems  can  be  adapted  to  another  public  library.

As  the  reports  on  the  CLA  Conference  continue,  we  begin  to 
see  that  it  was,  indeed,  an  extremely  full  conference  schedule. 
Here  are  my  impressions  of  some  of  the  meetings  which  have  not 
been  mentioned  yet. 

Workshop  on  Library  Task  Analysis.  This  workshop  was  an  out 
growth  of  the  five  year  Illinois  Library  Task  Analysis  Project. 
Participants  (approximately  100)  had  been  sent  a draft  copy  of  a 
task  analysis  handbook  in  advance  of  the  conference  in  order  to 
evaluate  and  determine  its  usefulness  at  the  workshop. 

There  was  general  concurrence  that  the  handbook  would  be  a 
useful  tool  for  effective  utilization  of  staff  in  libraries,  re- 
structuring of  jobs,  performance  evaluation  and  staff  develop- 
ment. There  were  also  criticisms  of  the  handbook;  i.e.,  it  needs 
more  work  in  terms  of  a glossary  and  more  tasks  dealing  with  non- 
print materials. 

Participants  also  had  the  opportunity  to  do  some  role- 
playing.  We  were  each  given  a colored  card  which  represented  a 
Librarian,  Library  Associate,  Library  Technical  Assistant  or 
Clerk.  After  assuming  our  roles  (I  was  a clerk),  we  were  to 
structure  a job  for  the  Library  Associate  limited  to  these  cate- 
gories: Development  and  Organization  of  the  Collection;  Inter- 

pretation and  Use  of  the  Collection;  Management  (my  table  was 
Management).  We  than  looked  at  the  tasks  listed  for  all  classes 
under  these  categories  in  the  handbook,  and  determined  what  addi- 
tional tasks  could  be  assigned  appropriately  to  the  Library 
Associate.  Through  this  exercise  we  were  able  to  use  and  evalu- 
ate the  handbook  and  to  consider  job  assignment  to  the  Library 
Associate  class. 

Participatory  Management.  At  the  Chapter  of  Academic  and 
Research  Librarians  meeting,  UC  Berkeley  Librarian,  Richard 
Dougherty,  presented  a talk  entitled  'Participatory  Management  - 
An  Inverted  View."  His  talk  was  a refreshingly  straightforward 
one  on  this  elusive  management  theory.  Some  of  his  thoughts  were 
as  follows: 

- A definition  of  the  Contingency  Theory  - you  must  work  with 

what  you  have . 

- Participatory  Management  by  nature  delays  decision  making  - 

but  you  have  the  commitment  for  accomplishment. 

- Library  schools  should  stress  group  dynamics. 

- Information  is  power*  i.e.,  the  way  the  manager  uses  informa 

tion  is  power. 

- Frequently,  with  shared  information,  the  same  decisions  are 

reached . 

" There  must  be  mutual  trust  for  effective  participatory 
management . 

“ It  is  suicide  to  give  a group  a problem  if  the  manager  has 
already  made  a decision.

- Participatory  management  should  be  advisory  to  start  with;  it 

is  a learning  process  for  all. 

- Look  at  how  participatory  management  can  fit  into  your  orga- 

nization - it  is  not  always  right  for  a situation. 

There  was  also  a very  good  panel  discussion  titled  "Partici- 
patory Management  in  Practice:  The  Problems  and  Rewards"  presen- 

ted at  the  Chapter  of  State  College  Librarians  meeting.  Both  of 
these  meetings  were  extremely  well  attended,  which  would  indicate 
agrowing  interest  in  this  topic. 

Other  Events.  The  CLA/SRRT  Panel  Discussion  on  "Institutional 
Racism"  promised  to  be  an  important  and  helpful  meeting.  Unfortu- 
nately, at  the  last  minute,  one  of  the  panelists.  Dr.  Mildred 
Dickeman,  Professor  of  Anthropology,  State  College-Sonoma , was 
unable  to  attend.  Her  notes  were  read,  and  perhaps  if  she  had 
been  present,  her  paper  would  have  set  the  tone  for  the  meeting. 
Discussion  centered  primarily  on  a status  report  on  working  condi- 
tions at  Los  Angeles  County  Library  which  was  interesting  and 
important,  but  the  topic  deserved  broader  treatment. 

Several  other  meetings  which  I attended  have  been  reported 
already.  It  was  a "meaningful"  and  valuable  conference  for  me.

£NQ£gSR  WORLD.  ANOTHER  WEEK 

This,  my  third  CLA  Conference,  was  certainly  my  best.  Despite  the  plastic 
surroundings,  the  meetings  I attended  were  sparked  by  real  people  with  real 
contributions  for  everything  from  system  analysis  to  service  to  prisons, 
p ere  was  a lively  interchange  of  ideas,  and  a valuable  sharing  of  experiences. 
a°d  1 6 ^rSt  time»  1 felt  I was  meeting  with  fellow  workers  across  the  State 
n earning  with  and  from  them  on  many  levels.  It  was  very  rewarding,  since 
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this  was  what  I had  believed  library  conferences  were  all  about,  till  previous 
CLA  meetings  had  disillusioned  me.  Maybe  locking  everyone  up  in  a giant 
artificial  fun  house  is  one  way  to  release  all  that  creative  energy. 

Among  several  good  programs,  I particularly  enjoyed  the  five  put  on  by  BA 
SRRT  that  covered  a wide  range  of  topics  from  institutional  racism  to 
alternative  publishing.  The  CLA  Council  passed  a resolution  commending  BA 
SRRT  for  these  fine  efforts. 

Of  special  interest  to  me  as  a member  of  SFPL's  Video  Taskforce  were  the 
two  meetings  that  discussed  the  library's  role  in  videotape  and  cable 
communication.  The  first  was  a program  put  on  by  the  CLA  Public  Relations 
Committee  - and  the  emphasis  was  on  making  videotapes  that  promote  the  public 
library  and  its  services  that  can  eventually  be  shown  over  cable.  A sample 
tape  of  such  programs  produced  by  San  Mateo  County  Public  Library  for  this 
purpose  was  shown.  The  response  was  enthusiastic,  and  the  group  was  invited 
to  a follow-up  session  on  Sunday. 

The  Sunday  morning  (8:301!)  group,  started  slowly,  but  picked  up  momentum 
and  many  vocal  and  interested  librarians  from  every  part  of  the  State  were 
quick  to  share  their  problems  and  successes.  Video  production  and,  in  some 
cases,  cable  casting,  are  very  much  a part  of  the  public  library  in  some 
cities.  Everyone  was  eager  to  pool  experiences,  and  a petition  to  form  a 
video/cable  chapter  quickly  resulted  in  three  times  the  signatures  needed. 

Finally,  as  a new  member  of  the  1973  CSL  Board  of  Directors,  I attended 
both  the  CSL  and  CLA  Council  meetings.  Though  I have  no  voice  until  the  1973 

sessions,  it  was  an  opportunity  to  see  how  these  organizations  work,  and, 

hopefully,  how  an  individual  operates  within  their  frameworks.  And,  on  that 
note,  I would  like  to  echo  Gil  McNamee's  comments  and  to  urge  any  of  you  who 
want  to  initiate  action  through  the  CLA  Council  to  contact  me.  The  reorganiza- 
tion has  made  it  possible,  I feel,  for  CLA  to  accomplish  more  than  it  has  in 

the  past,  but  it  needs  the  energies  of  all  of  its  members!

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! LIBRARY  LEGISLATION  VETOED 

As  predicted,  SB  1261,  which  really  would  have  funded  the 
! ten-year-old  Public  Library  Services  Act,  was  vetoed  by  Governor 
Reagan  on  December  29,  1972.  The  bill  was  overwhelmingly  passed 
by  the  Legislature.  The  Legislature  met  on  January  2 and  v:as 
unable  to  pass  any  bills  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  majority.

The  pilot  issue  of  Free  has  been  so  well  received  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Friends  have  allocated  funds  from  the 
Charles  E.  Merrill  Trust  to  print  six  monthly  issues.  Addi- 
tional funds  will  be  sought  for  continued  publication. 

Free  is  intended  to  promote  interest  and  participation  in 
the  Library's  programs  and  activities  and  to  broaden  public 
support  for  the  Library.

FILIPINIANA  LIBRARY 


Population  statistics  for  San  Francisco  show  that  the 
Filipino  population  has  doubled  from  I960  to  1970,  from  12,327 
in  i960  to  24,694  in  1970.  The  1970  population  represents  3-5% 
of  the  city’s  population.  This  increasing  population  should 
generate  a need  for  more  information  on  the  Philippines.  A 
little  known  resource  available  in  San  Francisco  is  the  library 
of  the  Philippine  Consulate.  Mrs.  Balunsat’s  report,  which 
follows,  should  prove  useful  in  assisting  patrons  both  at  the 
Main  Library  and  within  the  branch  system. 

Description  of  Tour 


1.  On  Wednesday,  December  20,  1972,  upon  the  request  of 
the  Philippine  Consulate  Cultural  Officer,  Dr.  Francisco 
Gerardo,  through  John  Petros,  Head  of  General  Reference  Depart- 
ment, I went  on  a tour  of  the  “Filipiniana”  Library  of  the 
Philippine  Consulate  which  is  located  at  170  24th  Avenue,  San 
Francisco.  The  library  is  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building, 
and  the  hours  open  to  the  public  are  Monday  through  Friday, 
from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon  - closed  from  12:00-1:00  p.m.  - 
and  open  again  from  1:00  to  5:00  p.m. 

2.  Mrs.  Dolores  Medina,  a member  of  the  Consulate  staff, 
is  the  person  in  charge  of  this  1,000  volume  library  that 
contains  mostly  Philippine  books*  Philippine  periodicals  such 
as  the  Times  Journal  and  the  Daily  Express  (SFPL’s  Newspaper 
Room  has  gratis  copies  of  these  newspapers);  a clipping  file 
pertinent  to  the  Philippines  and  the  Filipino  people;  some 
reference  books  (mainly  for  use  of  the  Consulate  staff)  such  as 
the  Encyclopedia  Britannica;  pamphlets  containing  materials 
such  as  the  speeches  of  General  Carlos  Romulo : materials  on  the 
Presidents  of  the  Philippines  such  as  the  biography  of 
President  Marcos'  and  other  T,Filipiniana”  items. 

3.  They  have  a good  'Rizaliana  Collection’  which  is  about 
and  by  Dr.  Jose  Rizal,  national  hero  of  the  Philippines.  I 
observed,  too,  that  they  have  a substantial  collection  of  works 
by  famous  Filipino  authors*  of  books  on  Philippine  history, 
folklore  and  literature;  and  of  books  in  Tagalog,  which  is  the 
most  popular  Philippine  dialect. 

4.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  they  were  in  the  process  of 
classifying  their  books  under  subject  entries  such  as 
Philippine  Culture  and  Sociology,  as  the  case  may  be.  They 
informed  me  further  that  there  would  be  signs  under  each 
section  of  their  books  which  are  in  locked  glass  bookcases. 

5.  Philippine  Consul-General  Trinidad  Alconsel  asked  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  their  library  should  be  circulating  or 
strictly  reference,  and  I suggested  that  it  would  be  most 
practical  if  it  is  a reference-type  library  so  that  serious 
students  and  scholars  on  Philippine  studies  could  go  over  there 
to  make  their  research  and  find  the  books  on  the  shelves  for 
their  use  and  not  out  in  circulation. 
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6.  Since  there  is  a growing  interest  in  Philippine 
studies  in  schools  (there  are  programs  at  San  Francisco  State 
University 3 San  Francisco  Community  College,  San  Jose  State  and 
Hayward  State  Universities,  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District)  and  in  the  community  as  a whole,  then  this 
type  of  specialized  reference  library  would  be  useful  to  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area.  After  having  used 
our  sources  and  other  materials  on  the  Philippines  in  SFPL,  and 
if  our  patrons  need  more  information  and  data,  then  we  could 
send  them  to  the  "Filipiniana"  library  of  the  Philippine 
Consulate .

Mr.  Cerasi  and  the  Library  Guards  report  that  the  number 
of  books  and  records  which  have  not  been  checked  out  has  dimi- 
nished since  strict  enforcement  of  the  policy  to  inspect  all 
bags,  cases,  etc.,  of  persons  leaving  the  library  began  in 
December.

All  library  exits  will  be  subject  to  the  inspection, 
and  we  ask  the  continued  cooperation  of  library  staff  members 
in  this  effort. 


THE  REFERRAL  SERVICE  . . . 

which  has  been  maintained  by  the  Library  Consultant 
Services  of  the  California  State  Library  will  be  discontinued 
as  of  January  15,  1973.  The  primary  reason  for  discontinuing 
this  service  is  the  current  employment  situation  for  libra- 
rians . 

During  the  past  several  years,  the  registrants  in  the 
State  Library’s  Referral  Service  have,  in  general,  not 
possessed  qualifications  fitting  the  positions  listed  with  the 
Service.  At  present,  registrants  are  primarily  librarians  just 
graduated  from  library  school.  The  California  State  Library 
has  been  informed  by  library  administrators  that  they  already 
have  large  files  of  their  own  of  this  type  of  applicant.  On 
the  other  hand,  positions  which  libraries  have  listed  with  the 
Referral  Service  are  primarily  supervisory  and  administrative. 
Their  file  of  librarians  qualified  for  this  level  of  work  is 
minimal . The  result  is  that  service  is  not  fulfilling  its 
purpose  of  bringing  qualified  librarians  and  prospective 
employers  together.

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CLA  IN  RETROSPECT 


Although  memories  of  CLA  and  Disneyland  have  now  been 
eclipsed  by  the  holidays  and  the  flu,  recollections  of  Lillian 
Gerhardt's  controversial  statements  on  Intellectual  Freedom 
for  children  are  sharp  and  clear.  I hope  her  excellent  speech 
and  the  questions  and  discussion  will  be  published  in  their 
entirety. 

Since  conference  arrangers  always  underestimate  the  size 
of  the  audience  for  children’s  programs,  an  overflow  crowd  was 
i jammed  against  the  wall  and  kneeling  and  sitting  on  every 
j available  inch  of  floor  space.  Actually  though,  these  condi- 
i tions  created  a good  climate  for  immtdiate  reaction  with 
neighbors,  for  muttered  agreement  or  shocked  rejection. 

Ms.  Gerhardt,  Editor-in-Chief,  School  Library  Journal, 
j supported  her  observations  and  conclusions  on  the  current 
I trends,  attitudes  toward,  and  use  of  children’s  books  by  both 
adults  and  children  with  documentation,  statistics,  incidents 
and  humor . 

Major  points  - 

...Children’s  "novels”  (a  term  coming  into  more  general 
use  for  referring  to  books  for  older  boys  and  girls) 
are  affected  by  the  changing  issues  in  adult  novels 
now  influenced  by  prospective  sales  to  television  and 
movies . 

...Novels  are  becoming  closet  dramas  involving  fewer 
characters.  Children’s  novels  sho w the  same  episodic 
treatment  with  a slow  drift  from  many  to  f ew  charac- 
ters, the  same  flashback  technique,  the  same  first 
person  approach. 

...The  first  person  approach  written  as  a child  would 
write  from  his  own  viev’point  has  limitations.  It  is 
one-dimensional  and  does  not  expand  the  perspective. 

...Sex,  sin,  and  violence  are  the  "bad"  things  in 
children’s  books,  but  trends  point  to  continuing 
numbers  of  books  devoted  to  social  and  political 
issues  important  to  adults.  Whenever  a subject  is 
treated,  it  must  be  well-handled . 

...Before  the  age  of  nine,  a child  should  not  be  exposed 
to  all  that  "junk"... we  must  be  strongly  aware  and 
consider  the  children’s  ability  to  choose  wisely,  as 
children  have  a very  limited  amount  of  time  today  to 
read. 

...Age  twelve  is  the  end  of  childhood.  At  that  time,  intel- 
lectual freedom  options  begin.  Before  that  period,  the 
adult  is  responsible  for  the  child's  development. 

...No  censorship  is  advocated;  selection  must  be  wise. 

The  adult  selector  must  be  aware  of  the  whole  spectrum 
of  opinion.  Average  book  price  is  $4.29;  therefore, 
library  budgets  require  selection. 
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...In  1920,  a children's  librarian  could  read  the  entire 
output  of  432  children's  books;  now  for  the  past  few 
years,  we  are  faced  with  over  2,500  books  a year  (aside  - 
41,000  children’s  titles  are  in  print). 

...Needed  is  a re-evaluation  of  children.  There  is  a 
whole  new  age  group,  11-13- 

...Asked  by  a member  of  the  audience,  "Who  are  you  to  tell 
my  children  what  to  read?"  she  replied,  "I'm  a damned 
good  cnildren's  librarian  and  a children's  book 
reviewer  for  a good  many  years'." 

It  was  a great  speech  on  a subject  which  needs  constant 
rational,  unemotional  discussion. 

Later  that  evening  at  the  banquet,  Jean  Karl,  juvenile 
editor  of  Atheneum  Books,  re-emphasized  the  importance  of 
children  reading  as  the  needed  mind-stretching  experience. 

Much  of  my  time  was  spent  in  Council  and  other  required 
meetings.  In  between,  there  was  positive  profitable  involve- 
ment with  the  Black  Caucus  of  California  Librarians  and  the 
Committee  to  Recruit  Mexican -American  Librarians,  who  formed  a 
coalition  to  present  two  resolutions  to  Council,  both  of  which 
| were  passed: 

...Believing  that  human  needs  should  take  precedence  over 
technological  advancement,  the  two  groups  proposed 
that  the  first  priority  for  revenue  sharing  funds 
should  be  fellowships  for  minority  representatives  to 
attend  library  schools. 

...Reaffirmed  the  intent  of  the  Council  Resolution  of 
April  22  stipulating  that  a higher  percentage  of 
minorities  be  represented  within  that  body  and  that 
this  action  be  a priority  commitment  of  the  1973 
Nominating  Committee. 

At  each  conference,  viewing  displays  of  books,  equipment 
and  furniture;  attending  professional  programs;  conducting 
negotiations  essential  to  the  children's  program;  and  discus- 
sing mutual  problems  with  other  specialists  in  the  same  area 
of  work  make,  a conference  a valid  working  experience.  Through- 
out the  state,  librarians  are  seriously  discussing  social 
issues,  recruitment  and  service  to  minorities,  manpower  utiliza- 
tion, institutional  racism,  mobile  units,  union  experiences. 

The  value  of  being  present  provides  the  personal  interchange 
and  encouragement  that  never  makes  the  printed  media.

COMMISSION  APPROVES  RECORD  BUDGET  REQUEST 

On  January  16,  the  Library  Commission  held  a public  hear- 
ing on  its  proposed  budget  for  1973-74  and  approved  a request 
of  $6,514,781  or  $1,394,731  more  than  the  current  budget.  Of 
the  increase,  $283,738  in  projects  are  being  proposed  by  the 
Mayor  in  the  General  Revenue  Sharing  program.  Major  program 
packages  are  as  follows:

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REVENUE  SHARING  PROPOSAL 


The  Mayor’s  Preliminary  Program  for  General  Revenue 
Sharing  includes  $575,200  for  eleven  library  projects.  The 
allocation  represents  5%  of  the  Library's  request  for 
$1,017,682  in  revenue  sharing  funds.  It  also  represents  about 
6$  of  the  City's  funds  allocated  to  special  projects.

CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  RECOMMENDS  SALARY  INCREASES 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  recommended  salary  in- 
creases ranging  from  2.5%  to  7.5%.  Library  Technical  Assistants 
(3616  and  3618)  through  Chiefs  and  Coordinators  are  recommended 
for  a 7.5%  increase.  The  City  Librarian  and  Assistant  City 
Librarian  are  at  5%. 

This  year  the  Commission  set  salary  recommendations  against 
benchmarks..  The  benchmark  for  Librarians  was  Librarian  I,  and 
the  SFPL  salary  for  this  class  fell  9%  below  the  California 
average  as  surveyed.  The  Commission  set  7.5%  increases  for  all 
classes  that  fell  7.5  to  15%  below  average.  If  the  plan  is 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Commission  hopes  to 
lurther  close  the  gap  in  1974-75. 

According  to  the  new  recommendation,  the  starting  salary 
or  Librarian  I will  move  from  $8,970  to  $9,646.  Final  adoption 
the  salary  ordinance  is  several  months  away.

All  librarians  and  clerical  staff  searching  for  material 
in  the  system  or  helping  patrons  to  search  for  material  should 
realize  that  the  Main  Card  Catalog  does  not  list  everything  in 
the  collection.  Knowing  what  the  catalog  does  not  contain  is 
necessary  in  order  that  referral  can  be  made  directly  to  the 
branch  or  subject  department  which  controls  the  material  In  the 
collection  not  listed  in  the  catalog. 

The  General  Reference  Staff  attempts  in  answering  phone 
calls  and  dealing  with  In-person  patrons  to  recognize  the  limi- 
tations of  the  catalog.

OAS  PROGRAM  - "THE  LAW,  CIVIL  RIGHTS  AND  THE  USE  OF  MARIJUANA" 

Michael  Stepanian  performed  for  an  appreciative  audience 
of  about  90  on  Tuesday  evening.  Mr.  Stepanian  could  best  be 
described  as  the  Norman  Mailer  of  the  legal  world.  He  lectured, 
flirted  with,  and  yelled  at  the  audience.  He  acted  several 
scenes  regarding  his  general  topic  of  civil  rights,  dope  cases, 
airport  searches,  personal  encounters  with  the  law  (police). 

He  offered  advice  about  avoiding  getting  busted  and  getting 
off  if  you  are  busted,  and  answered  many  questions  from  the 
audience  about  protecting  yourself  if  you  are  (or  aren't) 
breaking  the  law.  He  talked  about  his  book,  POT  SHOTS,  with 
almost  childlike  egotism.  This  quality  might  put  off  some 
people;  I found  it  rather  refreshing — he  was  so  obviously 
pleased  with  himself.  Cautious  librarians  might  also  be  reluc- 
tant to  sponsor  a program  where  the  speaker  has  such  extreme 
opinions,  and  also  punctuates  his  conversation  with  many  four- 
letter  words.  His  genuine  concern  with  the  deteriorating 
state  of  civil  rights  in  this  country,  and  his  obvious  intelli- 
gence, compensate  for  some  personal  quirks. 

The  audience  was  almost  too  responsive;  it  might  have  been 
fun  to  have  someone  argumentative  in  the  crowd,  although  that 
might  have  spoiled  Stepanian 's  show.  I would  also  have  liked 
to  see  more  teenagers  present — it  was  our  usual  25-30  age 
group  with  a splattering  of  under  20s  and  over  30s.  I think 
that  a younger  audience  would  have  benefited  most  from  his 
advice.  Mr.  Stepanian,  much  to  my  concern,  arrived  15  minutes 
late,  but  carried  on  with  exhausting  energy,  jumping  from 
topic  to  topic,  until  9:15,  when  I felt  I had  to  call  the 
evening  off.  I barely  spoke  to  him,  so  I don't  know  if  he 
would  talk  to  other  groups  at  a later  date.  He  is  a busy  man, 
out  interested  in  pushing  both  his  book  and  his  cause.  If 
other  authors  could  speak  half  as  well,  library  programs  would 
oe  a breeze .

The  Library  Commission  held  its  regular  meeting  on 
February  6 and  the  following  action  was  taken: 

...Approved  the  Video  Center  Policy  Statement  as  drafted 
and  presented  by  the  Task  Force. 

. . .Approved  a new  schedule  of  hours  for  Ortega  Branch 
which  represents  an  increase  over  the  previous 
schedule  of  six  hours  (from  45  hours  to  51  hours). 

...Heard  plans  for  opening  Ortega  Branch  on  February  26, 
with  celebration  ceremonies  still  under  discussion. 

...Approved  registration  funds  for  Even  Bro wn  and  Reed 
Coats  to  attend  "Attitudes  Affecting  Blindness"  sympo- 
sium in  San  Francisco,  February  15-17. 

. . .Approved  registration  funds  for  Reed  Coats  to  attend 
"Library  and  Information  Services  for  Prison  Popula- 
tion" workshop  in  San  Jose  on  March  2-3. 

...Approved  a resolution  upon  the  retirement  of  Miss 
Bernice  Cosgrove  from  the  Registration  Department  on 
March  1 after  25  years  of  service. 

...Heard  report  by  City  Librarian  on  federal  legislation 
and  problems  involved  with  the  elimination  of  library 
funding  from  the  Presidential  budget  and  the  probable 
reduction  of  federal  funds  from  other  categorical 
programs . 

...Heard  summary  of  a suit  filed  against  the  Library  to 
show  cause  why  a writ  of  mandamus  not  be  issued  to 
move  our  Technical  Services  Department  from  the  45 
Hyde  Street  building.  This  is  a suit  filed  by  the 
Civil  Service  Association,  Local  400,  and  Nancy  Musser 
and  Hella  Rains  on  behalf  of  Librarians ’ Guild 
employees  in  that  department.  The  order  must  be 
answered  by  February  13.

Newbery  and  Caldecott  Winners  and  Honor  Books 

Jean  George,  author  of  Julie  of  the  Wolves,  published  by 
Harper  and  Row  Company,  and  Blair  Lent,  illustrator  of  The  Funny 
Little  Woman « published  by  E.  P.  Dutton  and  Company,  were 
announced  respectively  to  be  the  winners  of  the  John  Newbery 
Medal  and  the  Randolph  J.  Caldecott  Medal,  awarded  by  the 
Children’s  Services  Division  of  the  American  Library  Association 
for  the  most  distinguished  books  for  children  published  in  the 
United  States  in  1972. 

The  announcement  was  made  by  Mrs.  Priscilla  L.  Moulton, 
chairman  of  the  Newbery-Caldecott  Awards  Committee  of  the 
Children’s  Services  Division  of  ALA  and  Director  of  Library 
Services,  Public  Schools  of  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  at  a recep- 
tion given  by  Daniel  Melcher  in  the  Palladian  Room  of  the 
Shoreham  Hotel  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  during  the  Midwinter  Meeting 
of  the  American  Library  Association.  Mr.  Melcher,  who  is  the 
sponsor  of  the  awards,  is  the  son  of  the  late  Frederic  G. 

Melcher,  original  donor  of  the  awards. 

The  presentation  of  the  medals  will  take  place  at  the 
Newbery-Caldecott  Awards  dinner  during  the  Annual  Conference  of 
the  American  Library  Association  in  June,  1973. 

Born  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  now  a resident  of  Chappaqua, 
New  York,  Newbery  Medal  winner  Jean  George  was  raised  in  a family 
of  naturalists.  Her  book  grew  out  of  a summer  spent  at  the 
Arctic  Research  Laboratory  at  Barrow. 

Caldecott  Medal  winner  Blair  Lent,  already  a three-time 
runner-up  for  previous  Caldecott  awards,  currently  lives  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts.

Selection  of  the  winners  of  the  awards  and  the  Honors  Books 
is  made  by  a committee  of  23  members  from  nominations  submitted 
by  children’s  librarians  and  school  librarians  in  the  United 
States . 

Nominees  for  the  197*1  Hans  Christian  Andersen  Awards 

Author  Irene  Hunt  and  illustrators  Ingri  and  Edgar  Parin 
d'Aulaire  are  the  United  States  nominees  for  the  1974  Hans 
Christian  Andersen  Awards,  to  be  presented  at  the  biennial  con- 
gress of  the  International  Board  on  Books  for  Young  People  in 
1974.  (Location  to  be  announced.) 

The  Board  is  represented  in  39  countries. 

The  U.  S.  nominations  were  made  by  the  Hans  Christian 
Andersen  Award  Nomination  Committee  of  the  Children's  Services 
Division  of  the  American  Library  Association.  The  Committee  also 
chose  two  books — The  Headless  Cupid  (Atheneum)  by  Zilpha  Keatly 
Snyder  and  The  Funny  Little  Woman  CDutton)  by  Arlene  Mosel,  illus- 
trated by  Blair  Lent — to  represent  the  United  States  on  the  Inter- 
national Honors  list  to  be  announced  at  the  Congress. 

The  awards  nominations  are  for  the  entire  body  of  a work  by 
an  author  or  illustrator.  Irene  Hunt's  books  are  well  known. 

She  was  awarded  the  Nexvbery  Medal  for  Up  a Road  Slowly  in  1967 . 

Her  Across  Five  Aprils  was  a 1965  Newbery  Honor  Book.  Her  works 
also  include  Trail  of  Apple  Blossoms  and  Promises  in  the  Wind. 

Miss  Hunt  has  made  a distinctive  contribution  to  American  litera- 
ture for  children.  Follett  has  published  her  books. 

Artists  Ingri  and  Edgar  Paris  d'Aulaire  received  the  ALA'S 
Caldecott  Medal  in  1940  for  their  illustrations  for  Abraham 
Lincoln  (Doubleday),  which  they  also  wrote.  Their  most  recent 
book  is  Trolls  (Doubleday),  published  in  1972.  Their  works 
include  picture  biographies,  such  as  Ben.lamin  Franklin;  fiction, 
such  as  Ola;  and  retellings  of  myths  and  legends,  such  as  Norse 
Gods  and  Giants  and  Book  of  Greek  Myths.

ALA  MIDWINTER,  or  HOW  I SPENT  MY  WINTER  VACATION 


Roberto  Esteves 

An  individual’s  reflections  on  a convention  are  highly 
myopic  at  best.  However,  there  is  little  doubt  the  theme  of 
the  Washington  convention  was  "Political  Involvement,"  and 
as  a new  member  of  Council  (the  policy  makers  of  ALA),  I 
became  extremely  involved  in  the  political  enmeshments  of  the 
Association . 

The  almost  totally  new  Council  (73  of  100  members)  tried 
to  assume  its  responsibility  of  new  directions  with  a minimum 
of  hassle.  A three-hour  orientation  session  Sunday  morning 
helped,  but  it  illustrated  a fundamental  fact  that  was  also 
highlighted  at  the  last  Council  meeting  on  Friday;  namely, 
that  in  giving  more  policy-making  power  to  Council  and  its 
committees,  less  power  must  be  given  to  the  select  group  of 
the  Association  known  as  the  Executive  Board.  I hope  the 
political  machinations  that  may  result  from  this  change  of 
"power"  structure  will  not  seriously  affect  the  responsive 
direction  the  Association  has  been  taking. 

I spent  most  of  my  time  attending  budget  hearings,  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Board,  and  sundry  other  gatherings  that 
dealt  with  the  philosophy,  structure  and  operation  of  the 
organization.  And,  though  I enjoyed  the  brilliant  grilling 
Daniel  Melcher  gave  COPES  (the  budgetary  committee  of 
Council),  I don’t  think  an  explanation  in  writing  would  make 
very  interesting  reading.  In  fact,  most  of  the  Council  reso- 
lutions and  activities  will  be  reported  in  the  library 
journals,  so  instead  I’ll  share  some  of  my  more  personal 
experiences . 

Before  I went  to  Washington,  I spent  two  days  in  New 
York  City  visiting  the  various  video/cable  people.  There  is 
no  lack  of  planning  and  activity  in  the  Big  City,  but  all  of 
it  is  pitifully  inadequate.  New  York  Public  Library,  like 
us,  is  "in  committee"  with  video  and  cable,  but  is  beginning 
to  get  to  a drawing  board  stage,  planning  to  use  video  in 
library  information  centers.  One  librarian,  head  of  the 
Greenwich  Village  branch  of  NYPL,  expects  to  establish  a 
video  viewing  center  showing  tapes  produced  in  the  Greenwich 
Village  area.  There  are  lots  of  independent  video  makers  in 
the  Village,  including  Sterling  TV’s  Video  Access  Center, 
which  provides  cable  company  equipment  (and  only  one  person). 
A major  video  center,  the  Alternative  Media  Center  in  the 
Village,  which  is  similar  to  Open  Channel  (an  uptown  opera- 
tion I also  visited),  provides  a means  for  making  community 
programs  for  the  cable.  Various  projects  are  undertaken  by 
volunteers,  guided  by  staff,  in  an  attempt  to  foster  good 
community  video  programming.  One  clip  I saw  from  the  AMC 
Education  Exchange  Program  (tapes  made  by  one  ghetto  school 
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ALA  MIDWINTER  (continued) 


are  sent  via  cable  to  another  ghetto  school)  interviewed 
students  and  teachers  on  the  merits  and  psychology  of  graffiti- 
an  unavoidable  New  York  medium  of  expression.  Talking  to  Red 
Burns,  the  dynamic  redhead  who  runs  AMC,  fired  me  up  for  the 
ALA  conference,  where  I met  a dynamic  student  of  hers,  Jim 
Saunders . 

Jim  was  interested  in  starting  an  SRRT  Task  Force  on 
video,  and  I was  interested  in  getting  ALA  committed  to  the 
development  of  video  library  services.  Together  we  planned  a 
cooperative  series  of  programs  for  Las  Vegas’  ALA  Convention. 

In  a resolution  to  Council,  I established  a study  committee  of 
the  Association  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  library 
programs  and  the  franchise  requirements  that  would  be  neces- 
sary for  their  accomplishment.  Hopefully,  documents  will  be 
produced  that  will  help  Individual  libraries  educate  their 
city  officials,  as  we  are  doing  here  in  San  Francisco.  The 
ALA  committee  will  be  holding  public  hearings  in  Las  Vegas, 
inviting  experts  from  around  the  country  to  talk  about  fran- 
chising and  other  cable  considerations.  Meanwhile,  Jim  and 
Lee  Laurea  from  Drexel  University  will  be  handling  the  support- 
ive programming  of  SRRT  that  will  demonstrate  the  practicali- 
ties of  video.  One  program  will  be  a hands-on  workshop  that 
will  allow  libraries  to  use  video  equipment . Another  will  be 
a programming  collage — eight  monitor  stations,  all  of  them 
simultaneously  showing  videotapes  made  by  librarians  or  illus- 
trating possible  library  programming.  Yet  another  SRRT  meet- 
ing is  planned  to  discuss  the  funding  possibilities  for  video 
and  cable. 

This  may  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  experi- 
ments in  the  new  operation  of  ALA.  It  is  the  first  time  an 
established  planning  committee  of  the  Association  has  worked 
cooperatively  with  the  action  programming  of  SRRT.  If  anybody 
wants  to  help  Jim  and  Lee  with  the  SRRT  programming.  I’ll  be 
glad  to  give  you  more  details. 

I also  visited  the  Cable  TV  Information  Center  in  Washing- 
ton, where  I had  a two-hour  discussion  with  Mr.  Harold  Horn, 

West  Coast  representative  for  the  Center.  He  is  extremely 
interested  in  the  San  Francisco  situation  and  will  give  us  his 
support  whenever  he  can. 

I also  attended  SRRT  Action  Councils,  where  old  chestnuts 
like  LC’s  black  discrimination,  Michael  McConnell’s  sexual 
discrimination  case,  and  the  Freedom  to  Read  Foundation's 
inadequacies  were  discussed  at  length.  The  conflict  between 
Intellectual  Freedoms  and  the  Civil  Rights  of  those  who  prac- 
tice these  freedoms  (Berninghausen ’ s essay.  Library  Journal, 
December  15,  1972)  seems  to  be  causing  the  staff  of  ALA  head- 
quarters some  concern.  Although  the  Association  is  willing  to 
defend  books,  it  is  still  hesitant  about  supporting  people,  a 
1 duplicity  I find  hard  to  understand.

Other  programs  I attended  included  part  of  the  Presi- 
dent’s program  on  Wednesday  night  (yes,  Virginia,  Nixon  hates 
the  Press  and  Libraries  too),  a Take-a-Congressman-to-Lunch 
program  (I  sat  with  a Republican  from  Burbank — aargh!)  and  an 
SRRT  program  on  service  to  prisoners. 

With  ALA  holding  its  summer  (June)  meeting  in  Las  Vegas, 
it  would  be  a good  time  to  join  the  Association  and  start 
making  arrangements  to  see  what  the  new  ALA  is  all  about.

MORE  FROM  ALA 

John  F.  Anderson 

Washington,  D.  C.,  usually  does  not  have  desirable 
weather  in  January,  yet  my  arrival  was  simultaneous  with  a 
glorious  day  on  January  26.  Fortunately  I could  combine  meet- 
ings with  a walk  to  museums  on  that  day. 

ALA  intended  to  have  legislation  as  the  theme  of  this 
conference,  but  President  Nixon's  197*1  budget  announcement 
plus  prior  gloomy  forecasts  helped  cast  a mood  of  despair 
over  the  proceedings.  It  depends  on  who’s  talking  as  to 
whether  there  is  any  real  hope  for  LSCA  federal  funds  after 
June  1973.  While  opinions  vary,  most  agree  that  at  the  best 
we  will  settle  for  reduced  funding  in  1973  and  197*1.  This 
affects  SFPL,  and  the  world  of  BARC  looks  bleak.  Resolutions 
were  passed  and  mailed  to  Congress  and  the  President;  a 13- 
hour  workshop  was  conducted  on  legislation;  a Congressional 
luncheon  was  held  for  1150  persons  (including  200  Congressmen 
and/or  their  aides — only  four  from  California),  and  much  was 
said  about  funding  and  legislation.  I appeared  on  TV  along 
with  some  17  other  library  directors  while  D.  C.’s  Milton 
Byam  talked  about  federal  funding.  Revenue  sharing  was  on 
everyone’s  lips  with  most  saying  they  were  getting  little  or 
nothing  of  that  new,  but  not  so  alluring  pie.  SFPL  seems  to 
be  among  the  leaders  in  possible  allocations  from  this  source. 

I had  some  special  assignments.  I began  to  work  on  the 
business  of  ALA  nominations  for  25  Councilors-at-large  and  a 
President-elect.  We  will  be  soliciting  the  nation  for  names, 
and  I ask  for  your  suggestions.  The  ALA  Nominating  Committee 
will  go  into  marathon  sessions  at  the  Las  Vegas  conference  to 
come  up  with  a slate.  I serve  on  the  new  Chapter  Relations 
Committee  as  the  tie-over  from  the  old  special  committee.  We 
came  up  with  the  idea  of  associate  chapter  and  ALA  memberships 
to  help  broaden  the  base  and  solve  chapter  election  problems. 
Details  of  the  proposal  will  be  discussed  at  a workshop  in 
Las  Vegas. 
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MORE  FROM  ALA  (continued) 


I got  a good  look  at  the  new  Martin  Luther  King  Memorial 
Library  in  the  District — the  $18  million  new  Main  Library  de- 
signed by  the  late  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe.  I must  say  that  I 
was  disappointed  since  the  interior  is  colorless,  using  only 
black,  grey,  tan,  and  some  white.  The  architects  believe  in 
color  being  furnished  by  people  and  books,  but  with  books  fill- 
ing about  one-third  of  the  shelf  capacity  for  such  a large 
building,  and  few  patrons,  there  was  an  awful  lot  of  black 
shelving  to  confront.  While  the  building  functions  quite  well, 
there  are  some  serious  errors  in  functional  design  which  can 
serve  as  future  lessons.  The  Library  Director  has  some  inter- 
esting comments.  The  inclusion  of  a free  100-space  parking 
garage  (with  guard)  below  the  building  has  effectively  reduced 
the  fear  of  persons  using  the  library  after  dark.  As  soon  as 
the  Main  Library  opened  on  Sundays,  the  department  stores  did 
likewise.  All  days  are  regular  public  service  days  in  Washing- 
ton— no  extra  pay  or  compensatory  time  for  working  on  Sundays. 

My  meeting  with  directors  of  large  libraries  is  always 
fruitful.  Topics  covered  included  security,  legislation,  automa- 
tion, international  cooperation,  and  children’s  work.  We  found 
company  in  the  problems  of  handling  reserves  and  the  large  loss 
of  central  library  bookstock.  No  one  has  yet  effectively 
stopped  the  loss  drain  on  the  large  urban  library  collections. 

I spent  two  hours  with  Los  Angeles  Public  Library's  presentation 
of  its  automation  program.  They  will  provide  more  details  at 
the  Las  Vegas  conference  in  hopes  of  selling  some  of  their  pro- 
grams which  to  date  have  cost  $4  million. 

As  co-chairman  of  a Public  Library  Association  Task  Force 
(research),  I spent  time  reviewing  progress  made  since  the 
Martin  report,  and  we  established  program  guides  for  the  Las 
Vegas  conference.  Five  library  schools  are  preparing  state-of- 
the-art  papers,  and  one  such  document  will  serve  to  provide  a 
program  with  dialogue  among  administrators  and  researchers  con- 
cerning public  libraries. 

The  Washington  Midwinter  scene  was  varied — generally  wet 
weather,  lots  of  work  meetings,  abundance  of  legislative  talk, 
viewing  a limited  range  of  exhibits,  talking  with  friends  with 
common  problems,  visiting  French,  Spanish,  or  Greek  restaurants, 
and  moving  the  business  of  the  profession  forward.  A reminder — 
ALA  visits  San  Francisco  in  June  1975.

The  first  event  of  the  San  Francisco  Reading  Coalition’s 
"Unlocking  the  Mysteries  of  Reading"  was  a Reading  Fair  held  at 
the  Commodore  Sloat  School  on  February  14  from  7:00  to  9:00  p.m. 
The  Office  of  Children’s  Services  and  the  Office  of  Adult 
Services  participated  with  a display  showing  materials  and  ser- 
vices available  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.  A green  and 
white  logo  "San  Francisco  Public  Library"  made  an  effective  cap- 
tion to  the  display.  Posters  backing  the  display  emphasized  such 
activities  as  the  Early  Childhood  Program,  Summer  Reading  Program 
storytelling  by  children’s  librarians  on  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District’s  radio  station  KALW,  children's  programs 
for  the  month  of  February,  and  programs  for  adults. 

Books  and  materials  were  displayed  for  pre-schoolers,  for 
children  ages  6-13,  and  for  adults.

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THE  BLIND,  THE  SIGHTED,  AND  ATTITUDES 


On  February  15-17,  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  held  a 
regional  symposium  here  on  "Attitudes  Affecting  Blindness."  In  the 
course  of  the  three  days,  I was  made  very  aware  of  the  subtle  yet 
potentially  devastating  prejudices  that  sighted  persons  have  toward 
blind  persons  and  that  the  newly  blind  bring  to  their  disability. 

As  a result,  the  blind  person's  life  is  often  negatively  affected 
personally  (lack  of  emotional  and  physical  adaptation)  and  profes- 
sionally (lack  of  employer  understanding  and  open-ended  hiring 
possibilities),  and  in  respect  to  his  function  as  a consumer,  a 
family  member,  a taxpaper  and  a citizen. 

The  combination  of  academic  papers  presented  by  professors  from 
the  University  of  Kansas  and  the  NYU  Medical  Center,  speakers  and 
panels  composed  of  both  the  blind  and  the  sighted,  and  much  audience 
participation  made  this  an  enlightening  meeting  for  me,  a first-time 
member  of  a symposium  on  disability.  I had  the  feeling,  however, 
that  for  a fair  number  of  the  audience,  composed  of  teachers,  social 
workers  and  rehabilitation  people  of  various  sorts,  both  blind  and 
sighted,  much  of  the  ground  had  been  covered  before  (somewhat  analo- 
gous to  library  conferences). 

Some  very  strong  themes  running  through  the  meetings  were: 
blind  people  must  participate  in  decision-making  policies  or  change 
will  not  happen;  we  might  not  be  able  to  change  attitudes  initially, 
but  behavior  of  the  sighted  can  be  changed;  we  must  replace  patron- 
ization  and  sentimentality  with  respect  and  true  affection;  and,  any 
person  who  does  not  live  up  to  his  or  her  full  potential  is  handi- 
capped. 

An  additional  advantage  of  the  conference  was  the  chance  it 
afforded  me  to  meet  with  the  state  library  coordinators  of  the  Talk- 
ing Books  program  and  with  some  of  our  San  Francisco  patrons  of 
Talking  Books . 

In  short,  I felt  it  was  beneficial  for  me  to  attend.

Conference  in  Las  Vegas  is  only  four  months  away,  and  if  you  are 
planning  to  attend,  this  is  a good  time  to  send  in  your  membership 
application.  Also,  there  are  no  immediate  changes  in  the  dues 
structure  on  the  horizon. 

The  ALA  Midwinter  Membership  Committee  Meeting  included  these 
items.  COPES  (Committee  on  Program  Evaluation  and  Support)  sur- 
veyed a representative  sample  of  4,200  personal  members,  385  organi- 
zational members,  1,000  former  members  and  1,000  non-members 
between  October  9 and  November  12,  1972.  As  a result  COPES  decided 
not  to  go  with  the  proposed  change  in  dues  scheduled  (printed  in  the 
22.  la§t  spring),  as  they  believe  that  members  as  well  as  non-members 
are  more  concerned  with  ALA  benefits  than  with  high  dues.  There- 
fore, COPES  will  ask  that  a study  be  made  to  improve  the  benefits 
available  to  members.  Another  item  on  the  agenda  was  a proposal  by 
the  Chapter  Relations  Committee  to  institute  a reciprocal  or  associ- 
ate membership  category  for  Chapters,  whereby  an  individual  could 
obtain . associate  membership  in  either  ALA  or  the  state  association 
if  he  is  already  a member  of  either  organization.  This  suggestion 
was  submitted  to  COPES  for  recommendations.

FIRST  LECTURE  BY  PEOPLE’S  LAW  SCHOOL:  LANDLORDS  & TENANTS  (Feb.  8) 

(Attendance:  90  people.  Audience  composition:  fairly  well  mixed, 

with  about  one-third  of  audience  over  50  years  old.) 

The  program  began  on  time  with  about  50  people  present.  All 
chairs  were  taken.  Within  an  hour  there  were  people  sitting  on  the 
floor,  on  the  desk,  on  the  tables,  and  standing  along  the  edges  of 
the  room.  The  speaker  was  Mike  Marcus,  a young  attorney,  and  he 
was  lucid,  matter  of  fact,  pleasantly  humorous,  and  patient  with 
the  questions  and  comments.  The  People’s  Law  School  representative, 
Jim  Barney,  was  here  about  30  minutes  before  the  program  began  and 
laid  out  masses  of  free  stuff  as  well  as  some  pamphlets  for  sale. 
There  were  sample  legal  document  forms  (free)  to  which  the  audience 
could  refer.  The  audience  eagerly  loaded  up  with  all  the  free 
stuff. 

The  lecture  lasted  about  an  hour,  with  a long  question  and 
answer  period.  Mr.  Marcus  answered  specific  questions,  gave  general 
background,  and  kept  the  discussion  geared  to  the  specifics  indi- 
cated by  the  lecture’s  title,  rather  than  roaming  about  on  philoso- 
phy and  politics,  as  some  of  the  audience  were  inclined  to  do.  This 
was  a wise  choice,  as  most  of  the  audience  had  come  with  specific 
problems  in  mind.  The  questions,  discussions,  and  general  remarks 
went  on  till  10:10,  at  which  time  about  half  the  audience  remained. 
There  was  a general  feeling  of  satisfaction  with  the  lecture,  as 
reflected  by  the  comments  of  the  hangers  on. 

Many  of  the  audience  came  with  paper  and  pencil  and  took  copi- 
ous notes,  reacting  like  it  was  a class  or  course.  There  were  land- 
lords and  tenants  present . 

It  was  a very  successful  lecture,  and  the  other  two  remaining 
will  probably  be  as  successful.  The  People’s  Law  School  representa- 
tives are  reliable,  consistent,  very  easy  to  work  with.

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GETTING  TO  KNOW  YOU  . . 


One-half  floor  down  from  the  first  floor  of  the  Main  is 
one  of  the  most  vital  organs  of  the  library  system — the  Branch 
Room.  This  is  something  of  a misnomer  today.  Not  only  do  all 
services  to  our  27  branch  libraries  pass  through  this  room, 
but  also  the  services  of  the  Bookmobile,  the  Whole  World,  the 
Audio-Visual,  the  Talking  Books  and  the  Jails. 

All  materials  and  requests  for  all  library  media  between 
the  Main  and  branches  are  handled  in  this  department. 

Our  truck  driver  starts  his  day  by  picking  up  sacks  of 
mail  to  be  brought  to  the  library  mail  room  for  distribution. 

When  this  has  been  done,  he  starts  the  morning  delivery  to  16 
branch  libraries.  These  deliveries  are  made  every  weekday 
morning  except  Tuesdays.  Materials  include  requested  books 
from  Main  departments,  inter-agency  returns,  notices  from 
Public  Information  Office  and  other  departments,  new  paper- 
backs and  phonodiscs,  supplies  from  the  Stockroom,  new  books 
from  Catalog,  bindery  and  repair  returns.  In  addition,  the 
driver  takes  audio-visual  equipment  and  films  as  scheduled  by 
the  Audio-Visual  Technician  for  various  branch  programs.  The 
driver  returns  about  11:00  in  the  morning,  returning  a similar 
load  and  distributing  materials  to  Technical  Services,  Audio- 
Visual,  and  the  Branch  Room.  He  then  reloads  the  truck  to 
make  a delivery  to  eleven  branches  in  the  afternoon.  This  run 
is  completed  about  3:00,  and  the  truck  is  reloaded  about  4:00 
in  preparation  for  the  following  morning. 

The  free  Tuesday  mornings  and  Thursday  afternoons  are 
used  for  picking  up  discards,  collecting  gifts  or  reportedly 
lost  library  books,  returning  stray  books  to  the  Unified 
School  District,  and  maintaining  the  truck. 

Meanwhile  back  in  the  Branch  Room  . . . the  incoming 
books  and  packages  are  sorted  and  distributed  according  to 
department  or  branch.  The  pouches  are  emptied  and  the  mate- 
rials are  distributed.  Inter-office  mail  for  the  Main  is 
taken  to  the  Mailroom.  Application  envelopes  and  other  mate- 
rials for  Registration  are  delivered  directly.  Order  slips 
are  dated  and  sorted,  separating  Reserves,  Resubmits,  Subjects 
and  new  Author/Title  requests.  Reserves  are  sent  to  the 
departments;  Resubmits  are  rechecked  on  shelves  or  in  catalogs; 
Subjects  are  set  aside  to  be  searched  by  the  Library  Techni- 
cian. The  new  order  slips,  which  average  130  per  day,  are 
taken  through  the  public  catalog,  the  departments,  and  the  Order/ 
Catalog  files,  and  books  found  to  be  in  the  library  are 
searched  on  the  shelves.  Order  slips  for  which  no  books  were 
found  are  checked  by  the  Branch  Room  supervisor  before  being 
returned  to  the  branches.  Books  available  are  counted  and  put 
on  shelves.  Special  requests  are  recorded  and  put  onto  branch 
shelves.  Mail  from  other  departments  is  left  on  the  work 
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GETTING  TO  KNOW  YOU  (continued) 


table  for  sorting  onto  branch  shelves.  The  pouches  are  re- 
filled and  ready  to  go. 

Sandwiched  in  between  are  such  tasks  as  cutting  and  run- 
ning off  stencils,  answering  phone  calls  for  the  six  services 
in  the  room,  helping  in  the  other  services  when  time  permits, 
and  helping  such  departments  as  OAS  where  no  page  service  is 
assigned. 

This  is  a simple  run-down  of  the  "Branch  Service."  The 
other  five  services  have  been  covered  in  past  Official 
Bulletins  or  will  be  in  the.  near  future.

MORE  FROM  ALA  MIDWINTER 

I extended  my  ALA  Midwinter  week  in  Washington  with 
another  week  of  vacation.  These  two  weeks  really  gave  me  the 
chance  to  do  some  research  for  Peggy  0T Donnell ’s  "Switchboard" 
workshop  (which,  incidentally,  was  one  of  her  best),  and  also 
gave  me  a chance  to  look  over  the  new  Washington.  Many  new 
galleries,  museums  and  theaters  have  opened  since  I was  last 
there,  and  it  really  is  becoming  cosmopolitan.  The  Kennedy 
Center  is  beautiful  and  has  added  a great  deal  to  the  city. 

The  lack  of  library  funding  in  Mr.  Nixon’s  budget  put  a damper 
on  the  conference,  and  most  of  the  meetings  I attended  were 
full  of  gloom  and  doom. 

But  there  were  some  bright  spots. 

I was  very  interested  in  the  meeting  on  the  "Measurement 
of  Public  Library  Effectiveness."  You  will  recall  that  San 
Francisco  Public  was  selected  as  one  of  20  libraries  in  the 
country  to  participate  In  the  study  about  a year  ago.  We  have 
received  a "mini -management " report  which  shows  where  SFPL 
stands  in  relationship  with  other  libraries  in  the  same  size 
category.  (Incidentally,  it  looks  like  we  measure  up  pretty 
well!  Particularly  in  the  categories  of  "Probability  of  owner- 
ship availability  in  both  adult  books  and  periodicals,"  "Use 
of  materials  in  the  library,"  and  also  "Circulation."),. 

The  beautiful  part  about  this  study,  which  was  sponsored 
by  the  Public  Library  Association  when  Ms.  Morris  was  Presi- 
dent, is  the  amount  of  "output"  statistics  contained  in  it. 

As  pointed  out  at  the  ALA  Conference,  the  majority  of  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Education’s  statistics  is  mostly  "input":  budget, 

volumes  added,  total  collection,  staff  salary,  total  staff, 
etc.;  whereas  the  new  survey  contained  "output":  patron  satis- 

faction, use  of  reference  books,  reference  activity  by  time  of 
day,  who  asks  the  auestions,  facility  usage,  building  usage, 
etc .

Rome  general  observations  have  been  made  about  the  study:  (1) 

Differences  among  libraries — small,  medium,  large — are  clearly 
shown;  (2)  it  should  be  very  useful  to  staff  members  in  their  day- 
to-day  work  (description  of  users,  types  of  materials  used,  etc.); 
(3)  it  certainly  has  implications  to  Department  Heads  and  the  mana- 
gerial level  (busiest  time  of  day,  facility  usage,  etc.);  (4)  it  is 
easily  transferable  to  cost  data. 

One  thing  the  survey  did  not  do:  It  indicates  whether  patrons 

were  satisfied,  partially  satisfied,  or  not  satisfied;  but  there 
was  no  follow-up  to  indicate,  if  they  were  not  satisfied,  why  not? 

Thus  far,  two  phases  of  the  study  are  complete:  the  planning 

and  the  actual  compilation  of  the  statistics.  The  next  phase  is  to 
determine  public  library  effectiveness  over  a state-wide  basis; 
then  feedback  from  the  profession  and  the  final  writing  of  the  . 
report.  (The  latter  depends  on  whether  they  get  the  "finances"  to 
do  it — an  "input"  statistic.) 

There  was  much  interest  at  ALA  in  this  study,  and  already  some 
librarians  are  trying  to  see  if  the  same  type  of  study  could  be 
made  applicable  to  the  academic  field. 

You  may  recall  that  as  Chairman  of  PLA's  Interlibrary  Coopera- 
tion Committee,  I have  been  urging  complete  intertype  library  coor- 
dination rather  than  just  cooperation  among  public  libraries.  The 
PLA  Board  has  now  offered  liaison  membership  from  ACRL,  AASL,  RASD 
and  other  Divisions;  and  in  addition,  the  ALA  Council,  considering 
a revision  of  PLA’s  statement  of  responsibility  on  the  last  day  of 
conference,  approved  "encouragement  of  programs  of  enriched  library 
service  through  cooperative  arrangements  among  libraries  of  various 
types — school,  academic,  research,  and  special,  within  the  same 
community."  This  means  now  the  Interlibrary  Cooperation  Committee 
can  accomplish  the  goals  that  it  has  been  seeking  for  about  four 
years.  We  are  sponsoring  another  program  at  Las  Vegas;  cooperating 
with  ERIC  in  the  compilation  of  a directory  and  acting  as  a clear- 
inghouse for  successful  intertype  library  experiments;  expressing 
the  importance  of  making  library  cooperation  a priority  to  the 
President’s  Advisory  Commission  on  Libraries  and  Information 
Sciences;  drafting  a document  for  presentation  to  HEW  on  the  values 
of  LSCA  projects,  particularly  Title  III;  and  will  be  preparing 
comments  on  the  Proceedings  of  the  Joint  ALA/NEA  Conference  on 
"Total  Community  Library  Services." 

My  other  Committee,  RASD’s  Catalog  Use  Committee's  next  study 
will  probably  be  an  in-depth  appraisal  of  the  Library  of  Congress ' 
printed  catalogs.  Officials  from  the  Library  met  with  us  and  ex- 
plained that  without  feedback,  they  were  never  sure  just  how  their 
material  was  used,  who  was  using  it,  what  is  useful,  what  is  not, 
etc.  Although  the  Committee  considered  other  studies — subject 
headings  for  children's  books,  the  best  ways  to  explain  the  use  of 
catalogs,  both  book  and  card — it  seems  that  the  LC  one  will  be 
chosen.  It  is  certainly  needed.

LEAVE  POLICY 


This  is  a restatement  of  the  Library’s  leave  policy  which 
appeared  in  the  Official  Bulletin  on  August  18,  1972. 

Extended  personal  leave  may  be  granted  after  approval  by  the 
Chief  Librarian  of  your  Division  and  the  City  Librarian. 

The  following  general  conditions  are  established  for  consider- 
ing personal  leave: 

a.  The  staff  member  must  have  two  years  of  satisfactory 
employment  and  be  a permanent  employee. 

b.  The  leave  must  be  for  a minimum  of  three  months. 

c.  We  must  be  able  to  obtain  a replacement  requisition  for 
this  leave.  The  staff  member  will  not  get  final  approval 
until  we  secure  the  replacement  requisition. 

d.  Such  leaves  shall  be  considered  no  more  than  every  three 
years  for  the  same  person. 

The  above  are  minimum  requirements  to  request  such  a leave. 
There  are  other  factors  that  are  variable  and  will  be  considered, 
such  as  staffing  needs,  service  to  the  public,  etc’. 

This  policy  is  in  force  dujTihg'  the  present ' employment  freeze 
and  is  not  meant  to  be  a permanent  policy  of  the  library.

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INTERRUPTIONS  AND  CRTS IS  MANAGEMENT 


The  one-day  workshop  "Interruptions  and  Crisis  Management,” 
given  by  Alan  Lakein,  specialist  in  time  management,  at  U.  C. 
Extension  on  February  21,  was  reassuring  in  one  respect  and  help- 
ful in  others.  It  was  reassuring  to  know  that  there  are  many 
others  whose  jobs  also  average  some  30  interruptions  and  3 crises 
per  day,  but  who  still  survive,  and  it  was  helpful  to  receive  a 
survival  kit  of  methods  by  which  to  analyze  your  ov/n  situation 
and  some  suggested  measures  for  dealing  with  it. 

Keeping  a Time  Log  of  your  day  (all  activities  over  3 
minutes)  for  a week,  and  repeating  it  at  six-month  intervals  to 
make  an  analysis  of  your  time  use,  is  essential.  Also  helpful 
are  a Telephone  Call  and  Visitor  Log,  kept  occasionally  to  deter- 
mine just  who  is  responsible  for  too  many  of  your  interruptions. 
With  this  objective  data  you  can  face  a subordinate  (or  your  boss) 
to  work  out  a better  way  of  communicating.  Other  basic  sugges- 
tions were  to  plan  blocks  of  time;  schedule  recurrent  interrup- 
tions ; schedule  a quiet  time  for  yourself  each  day;  use  a To  Do 
List  with  priority  choices  shown  on  it;  and  a Doing  List.  The 
Doing  List  should  have  as  the  bottom  item  (not  crossed  off)  what 
you  are  currently  doing.  Below  it  in  a circle  should  be  what  you 
plan  to  do  next — the  "on  deck"  item. 

Crises  are  not  all  bad.  This  is  illustrated  in  the  Chinese 
character  for  the  word — it  combines  "danger"  and  "opportunity." 

All  organizations  need  a judicious  number.  They  cause  you  to  re- 
set your  priorities  and  take  actions  on  which  you  may  otherwise 
have  been  procrastinating.  Too,  there  are  usually  long-term 
benefits  to  be  found  in  the  reorganization  taken  to  meet  the 
crisis . 

I might  add  that  the  whole  day  of  the  seminar  ran  strictly 
on  schedule — -no  time  wasted,  no  interruptions  allowed.  Mr.  Lakein 
also  announced  that  he  has  a book  coming  out  on  May  25,  How  to 
Control  Your  Time  and  Your  Life,  published  by  Peter  Wyden.

The  Black  History  Week  program  got  off  on  a GOOD  FOOT.  Our 
theme,  "Get  on  the  Good  Foot,  Get  on  your  Black  Foot,"  summed  it 
all  up.  Saturday,  after  the  strains  of  James  Brown’s  "Good 
Foot...,"  Donald  Warden  began  the  program,  which  started  outside 
on  the  curb  of  a blocked-off  street,  an  an  out-of-sight  sunny 
day.  Laying  on  an  inspiring  message  for  Black  youth  to  use  Black 
Brain  power  to  recreate  the  world.  Brother  Don  poitred  it.  on  — 
heavy.  Emphasizing  that  knowledge  was  available  through  the  use 
of  the  Library  inside,  he  touched  on  the  significance  of  Black 
historical  events  and  persons.  And  he  held  the  attention  of  all 
present  as  his  booming  voice  over  the  microphone  brought  people 
out  of  stores,  cars,  houses  and  off  the  street  to  hear.  The 
crowd,  at  first  being  heavily  youth,  changed  quickly  to  an  equal 
proportion  of  adults  over  30.  The  crowd  swelled  to  100  people, 
not  counting  those  who  stood  across  the  street,  at  the  bus  stop, 
stopped  their  cars  to  listen,  as  Don  rapped.  And  they  didn’t 
want  him  to  leave  as  I,  as  MC,  asked  him  to  run  down  his  produc- 
tion of  a new  Black  movie,  "The  Rip  Off,"  which  according  to 
Warden  will  make  youth  leaving  the  theatre  determined  to  strive 
to  be  "doctors,  lawyers,  economists,  bankers,  etc."  The 
"Bay view  5"  were  next  with  dance  routines  that  the  crowd  loved, 
though  many  of  the  adults  who  had  "dropped"  in  at  the  invitation 
of  Donald  Warden’s  voice  now  left  to  go  about  whatever  they  had 
been  doing  when  the  unexpected  event  occurred.  Dynamic  Black 
poetry  was  performed  by  Robert  Woods,  Judy  Shannon  and  Bro 
Hakika,  as  many  of  the  youth  went  inside  to  watch  the  rehearsal 
of  later-to-perform  dance  groups.  The  crowd  that  did  remain  were 
right-on  in  the  rap  they  heard,  and  consisted  of  more  men  than 
women,  with  some  ever  faithful  youth  who  remained  to  hear  the 
sweet  and  bitter  messages  of  truth.  Inside  we  began  showing  the 
first  of  our  Black  films,  "Black  History:  Lost,  Strayed  or 

Stolen,"  and  a crowd  of  30  or  so  persons  viewed  the  film.  As  our 
African  drummer  from  the  African  Dance  group  arrived,  they  gave 
a small  sampling  of  what  proved  to  be  another  highlight.  As  we 
moved  inside  to  witness  some  righteous  African  Dancing,  the  crowd 
grew  tremendously  in  size,  as  people  lined  the  walls  and  were 
packed  in  the  meeting  room,  amounting  finally  to  over  200  or  so 
people.  The  drumming  and  superb  African  dancing  of  the  Little 
Swahillis  and  the  Watu  Watzuri  Dance  troupes  set  in  motion  waves 
of  rhythmic  movement  and  participation  by  the  audience.  "Infinite 
Sound"  followed  with  their  mystic  jazz  sounds,  and  many  of  the 
younger  crowd  and  adults  returned  outside  to  witness  the  continu- 
ation of  the  outdoor  program,  leaving  approximately  HO  people 
checking  out  the  group;  lights  were  dimmed,  incense  was  burned 
and  the  mood  was  set.  It  should  be  noted  here  that  many  of  those 
present  seemed  to  have  come  especially  for  this  group  and  many 
were  young,  white  viewers,  though  a sizable  number  were  Black 
males.  Outside  60  or  so  people,  heavily  youth  but  many  adult 
parents,  backed  up  the  dance  groups.  The  "Two  Soul  Sisters," 

"The  Superstition,"  and  the  events  so  inspired  two  members  of  the 
audience  that  they  went  home  to  get  their  records  and  added  their 
group,  the  "Two  Tiger  Brothers to  the  entertainment.  The  crowd

didn’t  want  to  stop,  but  since  time  and  groups  were  running  out, 
we  thanked  the  audience,  suggested  that  any  who  so  desired  could 
go  inside  to  view  the  next  movie,  "Malcolm  X Speaks,"  which  some 
20  or  so  did,  and  this  ended  our  outdoor  street  program.  Many 
wanted  to  know  when  the  next  program  would  be  and  if  the  movies 
would  be  shown  again,  and  talked  about  how  enjoyable  the  program 
had  been.  The  response  was  tremendous  to  say  the  least.  Many  of 
the  youth  asked  if  we  could  have  a program  every  week;  while  some 
had  groups  that  wanted  to  perform,  most  just  wanted  to  have  more 
get-togethers.  The  adults  I talked  to  enjoyed  the  program, 
especially  the  poetry.  Warden  and  the  African  Dancers,  and  said 
that  they  would  be  back  to  use  the  Library  now  that  they  had 
seen  how  "nice  everything  is  here."

The  final  session,  Wednesday,  April  4,  will  feature  city-wide 
Open  Houses  at  libraries,  public  schools  and  neighborhood  centers, 
to  make  these  facilities  available  in  a specially  hospitable  way. 
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LIBRARY  AND  INFORMATION  SERVICES  FOR  PRISON  POPULATIONS:  A WORKSHOP 


March  2 and  3 were  the  days  of  this  workshop  in  San  Jose  spon- 
sored by  U.  C.  Extension,  Santa  Cruz.  Although  it  was  advertised  for 
"juvenile  justice  commissioners,  correction  officials,  experts  in 
criminology  and  penology,  legislators,”  as  well  as  librarians,  all  but 
two  or  three  were  in  fact  librarians  who  served  or  were  interested  in 
serving  Jails  and  prisons.  This  limited  the  scope  and  interchange  of 
ideas  from  different  persuasions,  but  nevertheless  the  conference 
generated  some  useful  discussion  and  was  a rallying  point  for  action. 

Phyllis  Dalton,  coordinator  of  the  conference,  and  Agnes  Griffen 
of  the  King  County  Library  System,  Seattle,  Washington,  spearheaded 
the  first  meeting  with  some  important  overviews.  Ms.  Griffen  had  some 
incisive  postulates  about  jail  library  service:  each  institution  is 

an  island;  the  librarian's  role  is  to  explore,  define  and  develop 
service  to  all  groups  in  the  institution;  advance  hinges  on  the 
effectiveness  of  the  person,  not  of  the  program;  and,  the  postulates 
apply  to  the  library. 

Other  important  points  brought  out  here  and  in  later  discussions 
were  the  need  to  get  allies  in  the  institution  while  being  for  the 
inmates,  but  not  against  the  staff,  the  necessity  of  the  librarian 
having  acquisition  control,  aspects  of  collection  development  and 
circulation  control,  and  how  to  survive  rip-offs  (have  total  satura- 
tion) . 

In  the  world  of  diminishing  funds,  the  problem  of  money  had  to 
come  up,  and  the  consensus  seemed  more  positive  than  I would  have 
imagined.  Possible  sources  included  grants  and  foundations  (with  much 
interest  in  the  U.  C.,  Berkeley,  students’  success  in  this  area), 
revenue  sharing,  the  California  Committee  for  Criminal  Justice,  LSCA, 
the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health,  service  clubs,  and  others. 

We  also  heared  first-hand  reports  of  institutional  library 
services  in  Los  Angeles  County,  San  Mateo  County,  Utah,  Seattle,  and 
San  Luis  Obispo.  The  result  was  to  emphasize  that  while  it  is  useful 
to  hear  what  is  happening  elsewhere,  each  institution--especially  the 
jail — is  an  island  and  has  unique  problems;  that  whereas  the  philo- 
sophy of  why  may  be  similar  and  cohesive,  the  practicality  of  how 
rests  with  the  particular  institution  and  particular  librarian. 

One  note  of  dissatisfaction.  Several  hours  of  the  short  confer- 
ence were  spent  in  re-reviewing  varieties  of  A-V  sources.  Most 
librarians  are  surely  aware  by  now  of  the  various  kinds  of  projec- 
tors,. tapes,  sound  equipment,  etc.,  and  to  be  shown  a display  with 
$5,000  worth  of  machinery  is  to  not  be  very  relevant  In  everyday, 
squeeze-to-buy-books  jail  library  service. 

But  to  end  positively:  contacts  with  some  new  acquaintances  who 
are  shakers  and  movers,  new  thoughts  on  service  and  how,  and  the 
possibility  of  channeling  discussion  into  action  were  reason  enough 
to  Judge  the  workshop  successful.

The  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority's 
Human  Relations  Department  has  cooperated  magnificently  by 
translating  and  distributing  materials  in  the  housing  units. 

On  Tuesday,  March  6,  Ms.  Watson  held  the  first  of  these 
meetings  with  parents  in  the  Mission  area  who  live  in  Valencia 
Gardens.  These  parents  are  not  library  users,  and  the  primary 
object  of  the  project  is  to  reach  such  parents.  Five  parents 
came,  and  Ms.  Watson  talked  about  why  books  should  be  read  to 
young  children,  what  type  of  books  young  children  like,  and 
why  the  library  should  be  a part  of  family  life.  Much  material 
was  distributed:  adult  application  cards,  preschool  book 

lists,  the  pamphlet  "Adults  and  Books  for  Children,"  lists  of 
preschool  story  hours,  information  on  Dial-a-Story , and  lists 
of  branch  addresses  and  telephone  numbers.

over  leave  for  pregnancy  at  a hearing  held  on  Monday.  Kay 
Roberts  and  Bonnie  Thoreen  presented  their  case  to  get  paid 
sick  leave  for  hospitalization  due  to  pregnancy.  The  suit 
against  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  specifically  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  "for  discriminating  against  pregnant  women" 
was  argued  by  attorney  Michael  Rogers.  Rogers  argued  that  if 
a woman  is  incapacitated  because  of  pregnancy  or  its  after- 
effects, she  should  be  permitted  to  use  her  sick  leave  just  as 
everyone  else  is  who  is  granted  sick  leave  due  to  incapacity. 
General  Manager  of  Personnel  Bernard  Orsi  said  he  is  sympa- 
thetic to  the  pregnant  women's  plight,  and  further  argument  on 
the  question  will  be  held  Wednesday  at  9:30  a.m.  in  Superior 
Judge  Ira  Brown's  court.

for  city  employees  (except  policemen,  firemen.  Muni, 
school  and  union  craftsmen)  were  voted  upon  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  a special  public  hearing  on  Monday  night. 

Three  raise  percentages  were  the  result  of  the  compromise 
vote — 7.5,  5,  and  3.5  percent.  The  7.5  and  5 percent 
increases  were  recommended  for  those  classes  being  paid  under 
prevailing  wage  scales  elsewhere.  Classes  paid  above  compara- 
tive salary  data  were  recommended  for  3*5  percent  increases 
due  to  the  rise  in  cost  of  living.  Approval  of  the  pay  pack- 
age will  not  be  official  until  the  Mayor’s  signature  is 
obtained.  Next  action  is  scheduled  for  Monday,  March  19.

Mrs.  Gloria  Neiman,  children's  librarian,  Richmond  Branch, 
sent  in  the  following  reports: 

On  March  1,  as  a result  of  all-out  cooperation  be- 
tween the  staff  of  the  Richmond  Branch  library  and  the 
neighborhood  agencies,  schools,  stores  and  individual 
patrons,  a phenomenally  successful  puppet  show,  two  per- 
formances, was  held.  As  usual,  the  Trip  Trap  Troupe  gave 
outstanding  performances,  and  212  children  and  80  adults 
enjoyed  themselves  tremendously.  Despite  crowded  condi- 
tions and  accoustical  problems  due  to  a very  old  building 
(1913),  everyone  responded  with  enthusiasm  and  requests 
for  more  of  the  same . It  was  quite  a sight  to  see 
patrons,  adults,  babes  in  arms  and  children  lined  up  four 
abreast  from  the  doors  of  the  children's  room  out  to 
Tenth  Avenue  and  around  the  corner,  waiting  to  see  the 
show. 


During  the  months  of  February  and  March  there  is  a 
display  at  the  Richmond  Branch  library,  children's  room, 
entitled  "The  Philatelist  and  His  Collection."  The  dis- 
play was  arranged  by  a member  of  the  children’s  room 
staff,  Mr.  Warren  Kwok.  Warren  attends  Lowell  High 
School,  and  is  a Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  worker.  The 
display  includes  tools  used  in  the  pursuit  of  stamp  col- 
lecting plus  a large  album  of  Warren's  own  personal 
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collection  opened  to  a section  in  which  he  takes  parti- 
cular pride.  It  has  engendered  interest  in  the  books  on 
his  particular  subject  and  simultaneously  becomes  a 
first  for  the  childrens  room-~i.e.,  a member  of  the 
staff  who  is  a student  working  part-time,  being  respon- 
sible for  a complete  display.

Calls  were 
also  received  from  NBC  and  Pacific  Telephone,  both  of  whom  want  to 
do  special  features  on  "Dial-A-Story." 

Bookmarks  in  English,  Spanish  and  Chinese  inviting  children 
ages  2,  3,  4 and  5 to  "Dial-A-Story"  have  been  distributed  to  the 
branch  libraries,  community  agencies  and  several  children's 
clothing  and  toy  stores. 

A special  thanks  to  Stella  Chan  at  Chinatown  Branch  for  the 
Chinese  translation  and  to  Ron  Mermel,  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority,  for  the  Spanish  translation. 

"Dial-A-Story”  will  be  on  24  hours  a day,  and  the  stories 
will  be  changed  weekly.

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WINE  APPRECIATION  COURSE 


Every  year  the  Napa  Valley  Wine  Library  Association 
sponsors  six  or  seven  Wine  Appreciation  courses  at  St. 

Helena,  California.  It  is  a nonprofit,  non-technical  elemen- 
tary course,  with  no  prerequisites  other  than  a desire  to 
know  it  better.

The  following  letter  was  received  by  Mig  Mayer,  Friends 
Office,  from  Leonard  V/olf,  Professor  of  English  and  Humanities, 
California  State  University,  San  Francisco,  and  author  of  A 
Dream  of  Dracula. 

Just  a note  to  tell  you,  if  you  don’t  already 
know,  what  a splendid  place  the  Library  is  and  some- 
thing of  the  enormous  debt  of  gratitude  I owe  to  the 
Library  staff  for  crucial  help  they  have  given  me 
over  the  past  several  years. 

I have  worked  in  many  libraries  around  the 
world:  England,  France,  Israel,  Persia;  I have  rare- 

ly been  served  as  courteously  and  intelligently  as  in 
our  own  Library.  Particularly  over  the  past  year, 
when  I have  made  difficult  requests  that  involve 
people  making  telephone  calls  around  the  Bay  Area,  or 
huge  volumes  of  the  illustrated  London  News  being 
hauled  up  from  dim  recesses,  or  discommoding  everyone 
in  the  Periodical  Room  while  I set  up  my  bulky  photo- 
graph equipment,  wires,  lamps  and  all  of  that. 

My  experience  with  young  people  too,  in  the 
Library’s  poetry  class  has  been  important  to  me  (and 
I trust  Useful  to  them). 

But  mostly  it  is  as  a scholar  and  reader  that  my 
sense  of  appreciation  for  the  Library  has  grown.  And 
this,  despite  palpable  physical  deficiencies:  an 

antiquated  charge  out  system,  insufficient  security 
(not  only  for  books,  but  for  personal  property),  and 
an  overworked  staff.  The  wonder  is  how  cheerful  and 
serviceable  the  Library  and  its  workers  remain.

ON  THE  LOCAL  BUDGET  BATTLE 

The  Mayor  held  his  public  hearing  on  the  1973-7**  budget  pro- 
posals on  the  evening  of  March  20.  There  was  a relatively  small 
crowd,  and  with  one  exception,  all  speakers  were  asking  for  more 
funds.  This  was  quite  a turn-around  from  two  years  ago. 

The  Library  again  was  most  ably  represented  by  Grace  Macduff 
and  David  Yamakawa  of  Keep  Libraries  Alive,  and  Mary  Louise  Stong, 
President  of  the  Friends.  Mrs.  Macduff  even  used  a picket  sign 
graph  of  our  five-year  history  of  equipment  appropriations. 

Special  emphasis  was  given  to  staff  needs,  equipment  and  materials 
The  latter  involved  a mini-lecture  by  Miss  Stong  on  the  need  for 
the  Library  to  determine  the  need  and  funding  level  of  various 
forms  of  library  materials:  i.e.,  periodicals  and  A-V  materials. 

We  have  had  difficulty  this  year  with  a five-month  battle  neces- 
sary to  obtain  approval  for  transfer  of  book  funds  to  cover  peri- 
odical subscriptions  and  the  eventual  rescinding  of  an  order  pro- 
hibiting purchase  of  phonograph  records,  tapes,  and  film. 

The  Mayor  will  present  his  recommended  budget  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  April  13.  We  understand  that  his  budget  will  be 
shown  to  us  prior  to  forwarding  to  the  Board,  which  will  be  a 
first,  at  least  in  the  past  six  years.  As  usual,  there  will  be  no 
individual  departmental  reviews  before  the  Mayor’s  staff.  There 
will  be  a departmental  review  before  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
Finance  Committee,  scheduled  for  6:30  p.m.  on  April  2**. 

The  energy  and  hours  of  work  by  KLA  on  behalf  of  our  budget 
is  very  much  appreciated.  Again,  Grace  Macduff  and  Mary  Louise 
Stong  spearhead  this  work.  Others  get  involved,  and  it  should  be 
known  that  Lyn  Helling  does  much  of  the  work  on  budget  justifica- 
tions and  back-up  material  for  the  Mayor's  office  and  for  public 
presentations.  Bob  Williams  spends  many  hours  on  budget  details 
and  answering  frequent  telephone  questions  from  the  Mayor's 
office.  Elliott  Chinn  is  always  involved  in  the  many  details  of 
a most  complicated  budget  process.

The  California  Institute  of  Libraries  has  asked  for  an 
augmentation  in  the  State  Library  budget  of  $334,000  and 
$2,533,000  for  Public  Library  Services  Act  funds.  The  Assembly 
Subcommittee  on  Education  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has 
recommended  an  augmentation  of  only  about  $30,000  for  four  addi- 
tional State  Library  positions.  It  has  recommended  no  augmenta- 
tion for  aid  to  libraries  above  the  $800,000  recommended  by  the 
Governor. 


The  travels  and  activities  of  Government  Relations  Commit- 
tee Co-chairman  Mary  Louise  Stong  are  almost  impossible  to 
chronicle.  She  was  in  Sacramento  lobbying  last  week,  and  she 
and  John  Anderson  will  be  in  Sacramento  on  March  28  to  talk  with 
governmental  officials  and  legislators.  Mary  Louise  is  hard  at 
work  organizing  Keep  Libraries  Alive  on  a statewide  level.  Part 
of  this  was  going  on  during  her  visit  to  Los  Angeles  last 
Saturday  to  attend  a Southern  District  workshop  of  the  Friends 
of  California  Libraries.

This  category  of  book  is  very  popular 
both  for  newer  movies  and  older  movies  appearing  on  television. 
Future  Popular  Library  book-buying  trips  will  attempt  to  antici- 
pate demand  for  books  made  into  movies. 

A basic  list  of  filmed  books  with  call  numbers  and  a list  of 
the  general  sources  for  noting  new  filmed  books  are  available  in 
the  General  Reference  Department  for  inspection  by  branch  libra- 
rians interested  in  similar  displays. 

Also  in  the  Popular  Library  are  temporary  collections  of 
books  in  the  areas  of  ethnic  studies  and  women’s  liberation. 

These  displays  will  be  changed  periodically  to  reflect  topics  of 
current  interest.

A DAY  IN  COURT 

The  hearing  on  the  suit  filed  by  Civil  Service  Association 
Local  400  concerning  conditions  at  45  Hyde  Street  Annex  was  held 
in  Judge  Ira  Brown’s  Superior  Court  room  on  March  21.  Hella 
Rains  was  a witness  for  the  union  and  Carol  Moss  the  witness  for 
the  City  in  a two-and-a-half  hour  hearing.  Mr.  Anderson  was 
called  as  a witness  by  both  the  union  and  the  City  (such  popular- 
ity!). Much  of  the  case  was  based  upon  a health  inspector’s 
report  in  1971  and  budget  document  statements  made  in  the  submit- 
tal for  1973-74  funds. 

Judge  Brown  will  render  a decision  within  90  days,  but  he 
made  it  clear  that  he  expects  the  City  to  alleviate  conditions  at 
the  building,  primarily  dealing  with  space  and  ventilation. 


A NEW  VEHICLE’ 

The  Library  is  the  proud  owner  of  a new  Ambassador  station 
wagon.  It  is  assigned  to  the  City  Librarian’s  office  and  may  be 
scheduled  through  Jan  Moore.  Why  such  a "big  deal"  on  a new 
station  wagon  in  a library  with  a $5.2  million  budget?  Because 
this  is  the  first  new  car  in  nine  years  and  it  took  only  nine 
months  to  get  it!  The  nine-year-older  will  continue  to  be 
scheduled  through  the  City  Librarian's  office.

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PAY  RAISES 


The  new  plan  which  won  preliminary  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  March  19  will  give  a raise  to  about  10,000 
miscellaneous  City  workers  (including  clerks,  stenographers, 
orderlies,  kitchen  helpers,  janitors,  eligibility  workers, 
dental  hygienists  and  others);  a 5%  raise  for  3,000  other  work- 
ers (including  dentists,  doctors,  accountants,  probation  offi- 
cers, city  clerk,  general  managers  of  utilities  and  personnel 
and  others);  and  a 7-1/2%  raise  to  another  2,000  employees  (in- 
cluding social  workers,  pool  lifeguards,  librarians  and  pages, 
planners,  engineers,  attorneys,  deputy  sheriffs,  the  tax  collec- 
tor and  registrar  of  voters). 

This  new  plan  must  still  win  final  approval  from  the  super- 
visors next  week  and  then  be  signed  by  Mayor  Alioto.  The  total 
pay  package  for  the  City’s  miscellaneous  employees  is  $8  mil- 
lion. In  a related  action,  the  supervisors  gave  final  and 
unanimous  approval  to  a 1.8 % pay  raise  for  the  City’s  3,600 
policemen  and  firemen.  The  raises,  to  be  effective  July  1,  are 
based  on  comparative  rates  in  major  California  cities.

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OVERTIME  PAY 


Civil  Service  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance,  Section  V - 
Overtime,  reads  as  follows: 

"...Provided  further  that  no  employee,  subject  to  this  section 
(8.400)  shall  receive  overtime  pay  unless  such  overtime  work  is  re- 
quired because  of  an  emergency  situation,  and  the  appointing  officer 
certifies  on  the  timeroll  that  the  employee  was  required  to  work 
such  overtime  because  of  such  emergency . '' 

SFPL  is  not  an  emergency  organization  and  therefore  has  an  ex- 
tremely limited  overtime  budget  for  emergency  services.  Librarians 
I do  not  qualify  under  the  above  ordinance  for  overtime  pay.  Should 
any  real  emergency  occur,  coverage  must  be  approved  by  the  Chief 
Librarian  and  coverage  be  provided  only  by  a Librarian  II  or  III. 

AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION  NEWS 


Carol  Moss,  Assistant  City  Librarian,  and  David  Murphy,  Person- 
nel Officer,  attended  a meeting  of  the  Affirmative  Action  Task  Force 
on  March  16 . 

The  Planning  Council  held  a discussion  on  "racism"  at  its  March 
12  meeting  with  Human  Rights  Commission  Executive  Director  William 
Becker  as  a guest  to  participate  in  the  discussion.  For  the  infor- 
mation of  newer  staff  members,  the  Planning  Council  includes  the 
Chiefs,  Coordinators,  Personnel  Officer,  Assistant  City  Librarian, 
BARC  Director,  and  City  Librarian.  It  meets  each  Monday  morning  to 
discuss  administrative  matters  and  often  includes  guests  or  other 
staff  members. 

The  Human  Rights  Commission  is  currently  undertaking  its  1973 
survey  on  the  racial/ethnic  composition  of  city  employees.  The  re- 
sults for  the  library  will  be  published  when  received.  Meanwhile, 
we  feel  it  might  be  helpful  to  report  the  December  1971  survey  as  it 
relates  to  the  City  and  the  March  1973  preliminary  estimate  as  it 
relates  to  the  library.  We  know  there  is  inconsistency  in  this,  but 
the  December  1971  report  did  not  break  down  figures  by  department, 
and  no  1972  report  has  been  received.

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UPDATE  ON  JAIL  LIBRARY  SERVICE 


"This  is  to  inform  you  of  the  present  status  of  San 
Francisco  Public  Library’s  involvement  with  the  San  Francisco 
County  Jails. 

"Since  May,  when  we  began  actively  pursuing  our  agreed 
goal  of  establishing  services  as  close  to  branch  library  service 
as  possible,  we  have  completely  re-stocked  all  four  Jail  libra- 
ries, and  now  make,  at  minimum,  weekly  visits  to  each  jail, 
show  films  to  the  women's  jails,  take  over  200  individual 
requests  per  month  for  specific  titles  not  in  the  Jail  libraries 
but  available  through  the  SFPL  collection,  and  give  personal 
reading  and  information  guidance  to  both  deputies  and  inmates. 

"The  reading  range  and  interests  are  Just  as  lengthy  and 
varied  as  those  found  among  our  regular  patrons.  There  are 
numerous  requests  for  science  fiction,  poetry,  westerns,  music, 
black  studies,  astrology  and  the  occult,  and  practical  psychol- 
ogy as  well  as  some  demand  for  Spanish  titles,  philosophy,  eco- 
nomics, history,  political  science,  comic  books,  and  love 
stories.  Our  selection  of  titles  that  we  bring  to  the  Jail 
collections  is  based,  to  a large  extent,  on  what  is  being 
requested,  just  as  requested  materials  are  often  bought  in 
branches  according  to  patron  demands.  Our  library  policy  of 
intellectual  freedom  applies  here  just  as  in  any  other  part  of 
our  institution. 

"Our  goal  would  be  to  have  the  jail  libraries  funded 
directly  from  the  library's  city  budget,  rather  than  depending 
on  selecting  from  donations  and  on  the  monies  from  the  U.C.- 
Berkeley  library  school  students'  foundation  grants.  It  is 
also  important  that  we  have  more  personnel  and/or  time  assigned 
to  this  project  so  that  we  can  give  our  citizens  behind  bars 
the  full  right  to  read  that  is  theirs. 

"This  we  trust,  with  time  and  work,  will  happen. 

"I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion from  the  Sheriff’s  Office  that  we  have  had  in  these  past 
months  of  establishing  this  service  to  the  jails.  Even  with 
the  inevitable  breakdowns  in  communication,  we  seem  to  be  on 
the  way  to  meeting  some  of  the  informational  and  recreational 
reading  needs  of  this  segment  of  our  San  Francisco  population."

AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION 

The  meeting  scheduled  on  April  5 For  the  Special  Committee 
on  Affirmative  Action  was  cancelled  due  to  insufficient  time 
to  accomplish  work  between  meetings.  The  next  meeting  is 
scheduled  for  April  19. 

On  March  23  the  Library  submitted  an  application  to  the 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education  for  the  funding  of  seven  traineeships 

under  HEA  Title  II-B.  The  amount  requ^W^^w^^$^,00lf. The 

introduction  of  the  proposal  reads: 

rtrr!  -01973 

As  part  of  its  affirmative  action  pro- 
gram, the  San  Francisco  Public  DEPARTMENT 

wishes  to  provide  opportunities  TFor  minor- 
ity staff  members  to  enter  the  profession 
and  for  minority  staff  members  already  on 
the  staff  to  advance  into  positions  of 
greater  responsibility.  These  are  both 
priority  needs  of  the  highest  order  for  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  for  the 
library  profession  in  general. 

Target  minority  groups  named  were  Black  Americans  and 
Americans  of  Hispanic  and  Asiatic  descent.  Three  internships 
would  involve  part-time  work  at  SFPL  while  attending  library 
school.  Four  fellowships  would  be  awarded  for  post-Master's 
work. 


This  proposal  was  written  by  Bill  Ramirez,  Chief  of  Main, 
in  consultation  with  Dean  Pat  Wilson  of  the  U . C . -Berkeley 
Graduate  Library  School.  The  program  is  primarily  for  institu- 
tions of  higher  education,  but  we  believe  we  technically 
qualify  under  the  guidelines  for  the  Act,  so  we  applied  Just 
before  the  deadline.

These  recom- 
mendations will  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief  Administra- 
tor's Office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

...Approved  a reply  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Planning 
Committee  regarding  the  building  and  operation  of  a 
branch  library  on  Diamond  Heights.  Answer,  in  short, 
was:  no  such  plans  in  forseeable  future. 

...Approved  registration  for  Reed  Coats  to  attend  the 
Friends  of  California  Libraries  workshop  on  Library 
Volunteers  on  April  14,  1973,  in  San  Jose. 

. . .Approved  travel  funds  for  Sonia  Cole  and  Gil  McNamee 
to  attend  an  information  systems  meeting  with  the  San 
Joaquin  Library  System  in  Fresno  on  April  24,  1973. 

. . .Recognized  the  attendance  of  Miss  Kay  Schmulowitz  and 
Kenneth  Ball  at  the  Commission  meeting.  Miss 
Schmulowitz,  sister  of  the  late  Nat  Schmulowitz,  has 
continued  to  provide  funds  for  the  expansion  of  the 
SCOWAH  collection.

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CONFERENCE  AT  ASHLAND 


"The  annual  meeting  of  the  Western  Association  of  Map 
Libraries,  held  at  Ashland,  Oregon,  on  March  29,  30  and  31, 
was  devoted  to  two  central  themes: 

Map  resources  in  the  Pacific  Northwest;  and 
Aspects  of  utilizing  maps  for  educational  purposes. 

"Attendees  represented  college,  special,  and  public 
libraries  from  five  states  and  Canada.  In  addition  to 
scheduled  conference  activities,  I had  the  opportunity  to 
visit  the  Medford,  Ashland,  and  Jacksonville  Public  Libra- 
ries and  to  discuss  with  attendees  various  aspects  of  libra- 
rianship  not  related  to  maps.  Among  the  useful  observations 
I made  was  to  notice  a competition  for  young  adults  being 
held  by  the  Ashland  Public  Library  which  combines  a photo- 
graph and  essay  contest  for  cash  prizes.  Since  our  Young 
Adult  Committee  is  considering  a project  in  this  line, 
details  will  be  given  to  Miss  Emerson  of  the  General  Refer- 
ence Department  who  is  the  department’s  representative  on 
the  committee.  Elizabeth  Al-Hazaan  of  Arizona  State  Uni- 
versity mentioned  that  at  her  library  professional  staff 
members  are  required  to  present  papers  for  general  staff 
discussion  and  criticism.  This  is  part  of  their  evaluation 
system,  which  involves,  besides  evaluation  of  an  individual 
by  his  supervisor,  evaluation  of  the  supervisor  by  those  he 
supervises . 

"At  the  Southern  Oregon  College  Library  I obtained  a 
copy  of  their  guide  to  the  library.  Interested  staff 
members  can  borrow  my  copy.  Of  special  interest  is  a notice 
for  a 30-minute  taped  tour  of  the  library  on  a cassette 
tape,  which  walks  the  listener  through  the  library  emphasiz- 
ing points  of  interest.  This  possibly  could  be  adapted  at 
SFPL  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

"My  participation  in  the  conference  involved  making  a 
final  report  on  a project  I coordinated  for  the  Map  Associa- 
tion and  the  Conference  of  California  Historical  Societies. 
This  was  a publication,  "Maps  in  the  Local  History  Society," 
which  has  been  completed  and  is  currently  being  prepared 
for  summer  publication  by  the  Conference  of  California 
Historical  Societies."

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DOCUMENTS  WORKSHOP 


Roland  E.  Darling,  Acting  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
speaking  at  the  Special  Libraries  Association  Workshop,  "Formal 
and  Informal  Sources  of  Federal,  State  and  Local  Government 
Information,"  held  at  the  University  of  San  Francisco  on  March 
24,  announced  plans  for  automating  the  Monthly  Catalog  and 
improving  its  indexing,  which  was  welcome  news  to  librarians 
working  with  federal  documents.  Other  plans  which  he  men- 
tioned included  the  opening  of  more  bookstores  and  the  micro- 
publishing  and  reprinting  of  out-of-print  items.  It  was  reas- 
suring to  learn  of  the  organization  and  control  that  the 
Government  Printing  Office  has  over  the  federal  publications 
and  of  the  increased  efficiency  in  their  distribution. 

The  picture  was  not  the  same  with  California  publications 
as  stated  by  Ruth  Elwonger,  California  State  Publications 
Librarian.  Although  her  talk  was  interesting,  she  suggested 
the  confusion  and  the  frustration  in  working  with  California 
publications.  She  made  the  point  that  the  best  and  often  the 
only  access  to  publications,  many  of  which  are  known  only  to 
the  issuing  agencies,  was  to  contact  the  agencies  directly.  I 
went  to  the  afternoon  round-table  discussion  on  California 
publications  hoping  to  get  a more  positive  picture,  but  It  was 
more  of  the  same.  It  was  suggested  again  and  again  that  the 
best  thing  to  do  was  to  call  the  resource  persons  in  the  vari- 
ous agencies.  The  question  came  to  my  mind — what  happens  when 
these  resource  persons,  all  of  whom,  it  seemed,  are  known  by 
their  first  names  in  Sacramento,  retire? 

Jack  Leister,  Head  of  the  Institute. of  Governmental 
Studies  Library  at  U.C. -Berkeley,  whom  I remember  from  the 
BARC  workshop  in  census  information,  gave  a very  knowledgeable 
and  informative  presentation  on  the  sources  for  local  publica- 
tions . 

I also  attended  the  round-table  discussion  on  the  sources 
of  statistical  information  conducted  by  Betty  Jo  Hardison  of 
the  Stanford  Research  Institute.  I felt  that  the  discussion 
here  w as  somewhat  limited  by  the  focus  on  the  acquisition  of 
the  materials  when  most  of  us  were  there,  mistakenly  perhaps, 
hoping  to  learn  ways  to  deal  with  statistical  reference  ques- 
tions. However,  it  was  interesting  to  discover  that  the 
Statistical  Abstract  is  regarded  even  by  specialists  as  the 
basic  source  for  statistical  information  for  the  United  States. 

Being  new  to  government  documents,  I found  the  workshop 
to  be  an  excellent  exposure,  and  the  bibliographies  prepared 
by  the  speakers  and  the  discussion  consultants,  which  I 
studied  later,  will  be  most  valuable  in  my  work.

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FUNDING  FOR  TRAVEL,  WORKSHOPS,  ETC. 


As  many  of  the  staff  know,  I am  a firm  believer  in  sending 
as  many  staff  members  as  possible  to  workshops  and  conferences 
which  will  be  of  value  to  the  attendee  as  well  as  to  the 
Library.  The  expanded  program  which  started  nearly  five  years 
ago  has  aided  a broad  spectrum  of  the  staff  in  all  classifica- 
tions, non-librarians  as  well  as  librarians.  So  far  this  year 
31  different  individuals  (22$  of  the  professional  staff)  have 
been  approved  for  some  form  of  financial  support  to  conferences 
and  workshops.  Last  year  30  different  individuals  received  aid. 

Conferences  and  workshops  are  described  in  the  Official 
Bulletin  so  that  staff  will  be  aware  of  a range  of  meetings. 
Listing  in  the  OB  does  not  imply  endorsement  or  that  funding  is 
available.  The  City’s  travel  budget  has  remained  static  for 
the  past  five  or  more  years  while  costs  have  risen.  The  BARC 
budget  (for  use  by  BARC  staff  and  programs)  has  remained  con- 
stant, and  the  funds  used  from  the  State  PLSA  grant  are  depleted 
for  1972-73.  Some  funds  are  now  being  directed  into  specific 
educational  projects  (such  as  an  Affirmative  Action  course  on 
institutional  racism)  and  are  being  used  to  cover  emergency 
travel  needs  for  existing  public  services  (such  as  the  jail 
service ) . 

I make  the  decision  for  allocation  of  travel  funds.  A 
yearly  outline  is  prepared  in  June  and  is  shared  with  the  Plan- 
ning Council  and  the  Library  Commission.  The  outline  has  some 
definite  pre-allocations  by  position  or  name,  but  most  designa- 
tions are  by  sum  of  money.  Usually  each  specific  allocation  is 
given  approval  by  the  appropriate  Chief  or  Coordinator,  is  re- 
viewed by  the  Library  Commission’s  Budget  and  Operations  Commit- 
tee, and  a resolution  of  approval  must  be  passed  by  the  Library 
Commission.  Sometimes  the  allocation  is  questioned  by  the 
Controller’s  office,  and  in  some  cases  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Supervisors  make  final  approval. 

The  criteria  used  for  awarding  of  funds  is  purposely 
general  to  allow  for  special  situations.  Funds  are  usually 
awarded  only  to  full-time  permanent  staff.  If  any  ALA  or  CLA 
conference  is  involved,  only  members  are  considered,  with  pre- 
ferential consideration  given  to  those  who  serve  as  officers 
and  committee  chairmen.  Committee  participation  and  program 
responsibilities  also  receive  special  consideration.  For 
important  conferences  and  special  meetings,  I represent  the 
Library  and  Commission.  In  some  instances,  the  administration 
is  represented  by  one  of  more  officers. 

When  staff  members  hold  important  positions  in  profes- 
sional associations,  a special  effort  is  made  to  fund  attendance 
at  the  conferences  during  the  period  of  these  offices,  parti- 
cularly if  the  matter  is  discussed  before  acceptance  of  the 
responsibility.  Recent  examples  include  Anne  Kincaid  as  ALA

Councilor;  Effie  Lee  Morris  as  ALA  Councilor  and  President 
of  PLA;  currently  Roberto  Esteves  as  ALA  Councilor;  George 
Alfred  as  ALA  ACONDA  member  and  an  ALA  Committee  member;  CSL 
Presidency  of  Gil  McNamee  and  CLA  officer  and  councilor 
status  of  Effie  Lee  Morris.  Some  of  these  terms  are  and 
were  longer  than  others. 

City  officials  and  the  Library  Commission  have  been 
increasingly  concerned  about  the  number  of  persons  attending 
a single  conference.  I have  been  asked  to  limit  the  number 
in  attendance  at  conferences  to  as  few  as  necessary.  This 
precludes  dividing  allocated  funds  to  all  who  want  to  attend. 
"Full  expenses"  are  given  when  possible  to  longer  conferences 
and  workshops  requiring  out-of-the-area  travel.  Even  these 
allocations  do  not  cover  the  real  expenses,  so  that  in  most 
cases  personal  time  and  money  are  used. 

In  summary,  I am  attempting  to  send  as  many  staff  as 
possible  to  a wide  variety  of  conferences  and  workshops. 

Funds  are  limited,  but  I encourage  requests  and  will  fund  as 
many  as  possible.  Note:  I have  already  received  more 

requests  for  the  ALA  conference  this  June  than  will  be  desig- 
nated for  attendance  with  travel  funds.

Records  and  magazines  are  not  circu- 
lated, but  we  always  point  out  the  existence  of  these  materials  in 
the  branches.  As  no  library  card  is  needed,  a patron  merely  fills 
out  a charge-out  slip  and  is  asked  to  return  the  book,  or  renew  it 
at  a branch  if  desired.  We  also  offer  library  card  applications, 
and  in  all  transactions  with  patrons  we  try  to  supply  any  needed 
information  about  the  branch  nearest  them. 

After  nearly  two  years  , of  operation.  The  Whole  World  is  still 
operating  primarily  on  a free-wheeling,  unscheduled  basis  (with  two 
weekly  bookmobile  stops  we’ve  taken  over  and  three  monthly  visits  to 
senior  citizen  residences  as  the  exceptions).  The  mediamobile  is 
doing  primarily  a public  relations  job  of  promoting  the  library  and 
educating  the  people ‘on  the.street  about  some  of  our  services... 
people  who  had  at  some  point  turned  off  to  the  library  as  an  insti- 
tution useful  to  them,  and  people  who  have  never  used  the  public 
library . 

While  we  have  been  to  every  district  of  the  city  more  than 
once,  we  are  concentrating  on  neighborhoods  of  a lower  economic 
level,  where  the  library  has  not  been  a traditional  part  of  the 
residents’  lives,  and  where  the  public  could  greatly  benefit  from 
the  materials  provided  by  the  library.  The  most  frequently  visited 
districts  are  South  of  Market,  the  Mission,  Bay view/Hunter ’ s Point, 
and  Western  Addition.  We  have  gained  sophistication  in  pinpointing 
street  corners  where  we  will  reach  large  numbers  of  people , but  we 
do  not  confine  our  stops  to  high-circulation-potential  locations, 
or  there  would  be  large  numbers  we  would  never  reach. 

Most  of  the  stops  are  street  corners  and  parks,  and  not  in  con- 
junction with  any  business,  activity  or  event.  We  have,  however, 
successfully  done  a series  of  stops  at  Safeway  stores  throughout  the 
city — arrangements  made  through  their  public  relations  department. 

We  have  also  visited  each  of  the  city’s  public  high  schools  at  least 
once  in  an  effort  to  reach  the  young  adult,  and  have  stopped  several 
times  with  the  Recreation  Department’s  Playmobile.  Other  events  and 
groups  we  have  coordinated  with  are  the  San  Francisco  Mime  Troupe, 
the  Recreation  Department's  Children's  Days  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  the 
Cherry  Blossom  Festival  in  Japantown,  the  Friends'  Book  Sale,  the 
Friends’  Book  Sale,  the  Mission  Arts  Festival,  the  Energy /Ortega 
Branch  Library  Fund-Raising  Fair,  the  Polk  Gulch  Street  Festival, 
the  Bernal  Fair,  a tutorial  program  at  the  Buchanan  YMCA,  the  San 
Francisco  City  Housing  Authority's  Human  Relations  Department,  the

Telegraph  Kill  Community  Center,  and  the  San  Francisco  Reading 
Coalition  Fair.  We  have  had  very  successful  stops  at  housing  pro- 
jects in  the  past  and  plan  to  schedule  more.  While  initially  the 
mediamobile  went  to  each  branch,  we  have  since  had  few  requests  and 
would  welcome  more.  Stops  which  were  most  successful  were  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Artists’  Reception  at  Potrero  Branch  (repeated  again 
this  year),  the  kickoff  of  the  Mission  Artists’  Show  at  Mission 
Branch,  the  reopening  of  Ortega,  and  the  Black  History  Week  festi- 
vities at  Waden  Branch. 

At  least  25  staff  members  (most,  but  not  all,  librarians)  have 
accompanied  us  on  stops,  several  of  them  frequently,  and  their  par- 
ticipation is  very  helpful  in  forming  our  service.  We  plan  on  con- 
tinuing to  solicit  and  encourage  more  staff,  including  library 
technicians  and  clerks,  to  accompany  us,  to  give  them  the  benefit 
of  encountering  our  public  outside  the  confines  of  the  library 
building,  and  to  help  the  library  find  more  pockets  of  latent 
library  patrons . 

We  are  now  making  25  to  30  separate  stops  per  month,  the 
length  of  which  varies  from  an  hour-and-a-half  to  seven  hours.  The 
circulation  average  for  the  first  year  was  960  per  month,  and  the 
second  year  has  seen  a rise  in  the  monthly  average  to  1,125.  The 
increased  budget,  especially  the  purchase  of  a larger  proportion  of 
foreign  language  materials,  has  been  particularly  helpful. 

The  return  rate  of  our  books,  a constant  source  of  interest  to 
many,  is  probably  close  to  66-2/3  per  cent.  There  is  of  course  no 
way  to  reach  a statistically  accurate  figure. 

The  media  aspect  of  the  mediamobile  has  received  strong  posi- 
tive feedback  from  the  community.  For  scheduled  events,  meetings, 
etc.,  we  can  often  program  precisely  for  the  particular  organiza- 
tion’s needs.  On  unscheduled  street  stops,  people  are  amazed  at 
the  variety  of  sights  and  sounds,  and  fascinated  by  the  films  which 
appear  as  if  by  magic  through  the  plexiglass  screen.  Patrons  seem 
to  feel  immediately  at  ease  with  the  mediamobile,  spontaneously 
telling  other  passers-by  who  and  what  we  are,  helping  select  the 
next  film,  and  forever  barraging  us  with  questions.  The  film 
aspect,  however,  has  not  been  fully  realized,  due  to  the  fact  tha\: 
the  library’s  film  collection  contains  few  films  which  are  fully 
appropriate  for  stopping  people  in  the  streets.  The  tape  recorder 
is  not  used  frequently,  but  we  have  created  several  audio  tapes  of 
ethnic  music  and  children’s  stories  and  songs  which  we  use  at 
appropriate  stops.  The  PA  system  lends  even  greater  flexibility  to 
the  use  of  media  and  is  sometimes  used  to  identify  the  mediamobile, 
announce  the  next  film,  etc.,  on  an  extremely  noisy,  busy  street 
corner  inhere  we’re  seeing  a lot  of  action  and  where  laying  a rap  on 
each  person  is  difficult. 

The  media  other  than  books,  therefore,  are  used  primarily  to 
attract  attention  to  the  mediamobile,  and  to  many  the  point  is  made 
that  the  library  does  indeed  deal  in  media  other  than  books.

We  are  at  present  exploring  ways  in  which  The  Whole  World 
can  continue  some  of  the  stops  the  bookmobile  is  now  doing  but 
will  be  unable  to  do  when  federal  funds  run  out  in  June.  V/ith 
this  added  activity.  The  Whole  World  will  soon  be  on  a new 
schedule,  spending  half  the  time  on  regular  stops  and  half 
on  the  unscheduled  operations  we’ve  been  doing  so  much  of  to 
date .

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ANNUAL  SALARY  ORDINANCE 


The  following  quotations  are  from  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  you  may  wish  to  keep  this  infor- 
mation for  future  reference. 

Section  1.3  Exceptions  to  normal  work  schedules  for  which 
no  extra  compensation  is  authorized.  Occupants  of  the  positions 
specified  by  symbol  - Z - and  other  such  classes  as  may  be  added 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  work  such  hours  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  full  and  proper  performance  of  their  duties  and 
shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  for  work  on  holidays  or 
in  excess  of  eight  hours  per  day  for  five  days  per  week,  but  sub- 
ject to  rule  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  may  be  granted  time 
off  not  to  exceed  the  time  worked  in  excess  of  forty  hours  per 
week  and/or  time  worked  on  holidays  provided  that  subject  to 
fiscal  provisions  of  the  charter  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  be  temporarily  suspended  for  a specified  period  of  time  to 
allow  overtime  payment  as  provided  in  Section  V(A)  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  during  emergency  periods  when  so  certi- 
fied by  the  appointing  officer  and  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

Section  V (A)  Overtime  - When  work  in  a department  must  be 
completed  within  time  limitation  fixed  by  law  and  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  determines  that  no  unemployed  person  or  persons 
in  the  classification  involved  are  available  to  perform  the  work 
and  approves  the  assignment  of  employees  of  different  classifica- 
tions in  that  department  or  from  other  departments  to  perform  the 
work  under  Section  3.661  of  the  Charter,  said  employees  may  be 
compensated  for  such  overtime  worked  at  rates  of  pay  for  their 
regular  Civil  Service  Classification.  Employees  serving  under 
permanent  appointment  may,  during  the  first  year  of  service,  when 
they  are  not  entitled  to  vacation,  work  overtime  on  a voluntary 
basis  and  not  be  paid  premium  pay,  but  may  use  such  time  at  a 
later  date  as  compensatory  time  off  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  appointing  officer  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Such 
compensatory  time  off  must  be  taken  within  and  shall  not  exceed 
five  (5)  days  during  the  first  anniversary  year  of  the  employee. 
Employees  serving  under  permanent  appointment  may  during  the 
first  six  months  of  service  when  they  are  not  entitled  to  sick 
leave  with  pay,  work  overtime  on  a voluntary  basis  and  not  be  paid 
premium  pay  to  make  up  sick  leave,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
appointing  officer  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Such  compen- 
satory time  off  must  be  taken  within  and  shall  not  exceed  five 
days  during  the  first  six  months  of  service  of  the  employee.  If 
the  employee  should  separate  from  the  service  and  if  such  over- 
time worked  is  not  sufficient  to  make  up  for  the  amount  of  compen- 
satory time  off,  the  difference  shall  be  deducted  from  final 
compensation,  retirement  contributions,  or  by  time  roll  adjust- 
ment . 
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THE  LIBRARY  * S DEPARTMENT 

The  recommended  budget  for  1973-74  is  $5,512,208  plus  an 
additional  supplemental  of  $87,457,  for  a total  of  $5,599,655 
as  compared  to  the  1972-73  budget  of  $5,125,737.  The  public 
budget  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  at  7:30  p.m., 
April  23,  and  the  Finance  Committee  will  review  the  Library’s 
budget  at  6:30  p.m.  on  April  24.  The  increase  of  $473,928 
represents  a possible  9.2 % increase.  Included  in  the  increase 
are  $96,000  worth  of  Revenue  Sharing  programs  and  7-1/2%  in- 
creases in  salaries  for  most  of  the  library  salary  classifica- 
tions . 

The  plus  sides  of  the  Mayor’s  recommendations  are: 


...An  additional  watchman. 

...A  new  photographic  charging  system  (including  an  addi- 
tional clerk  typist). 


...A  salary  increase  of  7-1/2%  for  most  staff. 

...Increased  health  plan  payment  by  the  City. 

...Increase  of  $25,893  in  the  library  materials  budget. 

...Increase  of  about  $4,000  in  equipment  above  1972-73. 

Negative  aspects  of  the  budget  proposal  include: 

...No  new  programs  (including  handicapped;  security;  Sunday 
hours;  audio-visual  services;  EDP  expansion;  etc.) 

...No  continuation  of  programs  such  as  South  of  Market 
(Federal  funds  end  June  30)  and  Early  Childhood  Educa- 
tion (funds  will  run  out  in  early  fall). 

...Shortages  in  various  accounts  for  present  operation 
(rent,  security  alarms,  phonorecord  covers,  etc.) 

...The  actual  total  of  the  Mayor’s  increase  is  $133,888, 
which  includes  mandatory  fringe  benefits  as  25%  of  that 
total .

BUDGET  PROGRESS 

The  total  City  budget  was  open  for  public  hearing  on  April 
23,  and  Carol  Moss  was  present  for  the  Library.  Friends’  past- 
President  Ted  Seton  arid  KLA  Chairman  Grace  Macduff  testified  for 
the  Library.  Following  Mr.  Set on’s  remarks.  Supervisor  Francois 
indicated  his  displeasure  at  reports  of  racism  problems  in  the 
Library. 

On  April  24  the  Library  budget  was  reviewed  by  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  At  that  time  a letter 
from  Commission  President  Callanan  was  delivered  to  Supervisor 
Francois  (and  to  members  of  the  committee)  in  response  to  his 
comments  the  previous  evening.  At  the  hearing  Supervisor 
Francois  indicated  pleasure  upon  learning  that  the  Library  is 
working  with  the  Human  Rights  Commission  and  has  an  Affirmative 
Action  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  requested  that  the  City  Librarian 
present  a request  to  the  Mayor  for  a $50,000  Supplemental  Appro- 
priation, to  come  out  of  Revenue  Sharing,  to  install  alarm  pro- 
tection systems  in  all  the  branch  libraries.  This  proposal  was 
in  our  original  budget  request  but  had  been  deleted  during  the 
City’s  budget  process.  This  request  has  been  approved  by  the 
Library  Commission  and  forwarded  to  the  Mayor,  and  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  Board  of  Supervisors’  resolution  to  be  acted  upon 
April  30. 


STATE  LEGISLATION 

The  CLA/CIL  Government  Relations  Committee  has  requested  a 
$200,000  in-depth  study  of  public  library  systems  in  California. 
The  study  was  requested  in  testimony  on  April  23  before  the  State 
Finance  Committee  by  Co-Chairmen  Mary  Louise  Stong  and  John  F. 
Anderson.  There  will  be  further  legislative  activities  in 
Sacramento  next  week.

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AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION 


The  Special  Committee  on  Affirmative  Action  met  on  April 
19,  and  the  following  actions  are  recorded: 

...Chairman  Pro  Tern  McDonnell  read  and  interpreted  the  Civil 
Service  Commission’s  Affirmative  Action  statement  and 
the  Human  Rights  Commission's  statement. 

...Deputy  City  Attorney  Michael  Killelea  gave  a brief  des- 
cription of  Civil  Service  responsibilities.  He  indi- 
cated the  departments  can  aid  in  recruitment  and  pre- 
training and  give  wider  dissemination  of  announcements. 

...Asian  staff  members  presented  a statement  which  included 
such  items  as  the  need  for  an  Affirmative  Action  policy 
statement;  recruiting  in  San  Francisco’s  high  schools; 
minority  representation  on  oral  boards;  identification 
of  jobs  not  requiring  fluent  English;  an  administration 
training  program;  and  strengthening  of  ethnic  foreign 
language  collections. 

...Bill  Ramirez  reported  on  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Recruitment  Subcommittee.  He  pointed  to  the  need  for 
different  recruiting  methods  for  the  various  minorities. 
He  cited  the  difficulty  of  the  ’'Rule  of  One."  He  an- 
nounced the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  on  May  1. 

...George  Alfred  questioned  the  selection  of  the  Recruit- 
ment Subcommittee  and  urged  that  the  Committee  and  its 
Chairman  be  selected  in  a democratic  manner. 

...After  a discussion  about  goals  and  quotas,  the  following 
statement  was  adopted  by  consensus: 

"The  Special  Committee  on  Affirmative  Action  recommends 
to  the  Library  Commission  that  the  Affirmative  Action 
policy  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be  implemented 
in  respect  to  the  employment  of  people  in  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  to  reflect  the  proportion  of 
each  class  of  people  to  the  ethnic  proportion  of  the 
population . " 

...While  each  minority  group  was  invited  by  the  Chairman  to 
come  up  with  specific  guidelines,  William  Ramirez  recom- 
mended they  be  considered  as  minimums  or  benchmarks. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  is  scheduled  for  Thursday, 
May  3,  at  10:00  a.m.  in  the  Commissioners’  Room.

LIBRARY  VOLUNTEERS— THE  HOWS  AMD  HOWNOTS 


This  meeting  at  the  San  Jose  Public  Library  on  April  1*1 
brought  together  some  150  librarians  and  Friends  of  California 
Libraries  for  a Northern  District  workshop  on  library  volunteers. 
Two  major  areas  set  up  for  discussion  were:  "Volunteerism — 

Focus  on  the  ’70s,"  which  covered  the  need  for  volunteers,  how  to 
get  them  and  how  to  motivate  them;  and  "Action,  Service,  Satis- 
faction," which  covered  how  the  library  uses  volunteers,  what 
kind  of  work  is  needed,  and  what  the  library  expects  of  its 
volunteer  help.  The  day  was  most  helpful  to  those  of  us  thinking 
about  the  use  of  volunteers  as  we  work  through  problems  of 
organization,  attitudes,  assignments  and  training.  It  became 
evident  that  the  focus  for  volunteers  in  the  '70s  is  on  legiti- 
mate job  experience,  rather  than  the  benevolently  donated  leisure 
time  of  the  rich.  Additionally,  Eric  Holder’s  bombastically 
delivered  luncheon  speech  on  the  untapped  potentials  in  Every- 
person  was  enthusiastically  received.  The  guidelines  presented, 
the  varieties  of  opportunities  available,  and  the  considerations 
involved  in  the  professional  use  of  volunteers  will  all  be  use- 
ful as  we  take  a serious  look  at  volunteers  and  SFPL.

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REPORT:  SEMINAR  ON  WOMEN  IN  MANAGEMENT:  SPECIAL  PROBLEMS  AND 

NEW  ROLES 


This  residential  seminar,  lasting  from  dinner  on  Friday,  March 
16,  through  lunch  on  Sunday,  March  18,  was  taught  by  Dru  Scott,  a 
specialist  in  management  training  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Labor.  The  Satori  Conference  Center  in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains 
provided  an  excellent  location,  since  we  participants  felt  isolated 
in  both  time  and  space  from  our  daily  routines  and  interruptions, 
and  were  well  able  to  focus  on  the  problems  of  women  in  management 
and  our  own  particular  needs  and  expectations  and  to  relate  to  each 
other  openly  and  freely. 

Ms.  Scott  took  care  from  the  first  session  to  encourage  the 
participants  (all  women)  to  look  at  each  other  for  strengths 
instead  of  weaknesses.  An  exercise  facilitated  this.  We  all  began 
with  positive  feelings  toward  each  other  which  helped  us  to  support 
our  mutual  growth  and  understanding. 

Our  minds  and  energies  ranged  through  many  ideas  during  the 
seminar.  The  major  problem  found  in  women  who  work  was  identified 
as  the  brainwashing  which  keeps  women  from  accepting  responsi- 
bility. (This  is  also,  of  course,  reinforced  by  the  reaction  of 
both  men  and  women  to  women  who  do  act  responsibly.) 

The  seminar  enabled  us,  through  use  of  exercises,  games, 
transactional  analysis  techniques  and  other  personal  relationships, 
to  think  about  our  own  personal  effectiveness  in  relation  to  our 
ideas  about  management,  and  how  some  of  the  problems  women  share 
can  be  solved.  (There  was,  however,  no  bitching  about  women's 
situation  in  general.) 

The  framework  of  the  seminar  allowed  time  for  solitude  or 
private  raps,  walking  in  the  woods,  a Japanese  bath,  or  whatever 
the  spirit  needed.  "Miniversities," to  zero  in  on  issues  we  felt  to 
be  important,  were  scheduled,  and  led  by  participants  on  Saturday 
afternoon.  These  included  the  topics  "How  to  handle  a career  plus 
family  life,"  "Motivating  others  who  have  management  potential," 
"Women  managers  as  a threat  to  others--how  to  deal  with  this," 
"Massage  as  a stroking  activity  (a  demonstration,"  and  "The  invin- 
cible woman — who  wants  to  be  superwoman?" 

The  most  intense  experience  for  most  of  us  was  the  playing  on 
Saturday  night  of  a game  introduced  and  directed  by  Dru  Scott  which 
showed  us  the  meanings  of  power.  Since  we  all  were  involved  as 
either  powerful  or  powerless  individuals  (and  the  deck  was  stacked), 
we  all  learned  a great  deal  about  both  our  own  selves  and  power. 

As  the  seminar  ended  Sunday,  a plan  to  distribute  names  and 
phone  numbers  was  established,  with  the  idea  that  most  of  us  wanted 
to  see  each  other  again.  Since  March  18,  two  communications  have 
circulated,  and  27  of  us  are  planning  a meeting  which  would  con- 
tinue our  education  in  becoming  effective  managers.

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CIVIL  SERVICE  RULES  REGARDING  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE 


All  absences  from  work  for  more  than  five  consecutive  days 
on  the'  part  of  employees  who  have  not  filed  proper  forms  to 
cover  sick  leave  or  personal  leave  will  constitute  "automatic 
resignation."  Payroll  checks  will  be  held  until  such  properly 
approved  forms  are  filed. 

The  following  rules  are  quoted  for  your  ready  reference: 

Civil  Service  Rule  25.02  states:  "Absence  from  duty  with- 

out proper  authorization  in  excess  of  five  continuous 
working  days,  shall  constitute  abandonment  of  the  position 
and  shall  be  reported  to  the  Personnel  Department  and  re- 
corded as  an  automatic  resignation.  Such  resignation 
shall  be  subject  to  reconsideration  by  the  Commission,  if 
so  requested  by  the  employee,  within  thirty  (30)  calendar 
days  from  the  beginning  date  of  the  unauthorized  absence. 

"If  the  employee  can  present  proof  that  he  was  incapable  of 
communicating  with  the  appointing  officer  and  presents 
such  proof  within  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  of  the  time  he 
was  able  to  communicate,  the  automatic  resignation  shall 
then  be  subject  to  reconsideration  by  the  Commission." 

Rule  22  - Leave  of  Absence  V/ithout  Pay  states:  "A  request 

for  leave  of  more  than  five  (5)  working  days  must  be  made 
on  forms  provided  by  the  Commission..." 

Rule  23  - Application  for  Sick  Leave  states:  "Applica- 

tions for  sick  leave  shall  be  made  to  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment in  which  the  person  making  said  application  is 
employed. . . " 

Rule  25  - Absence  from  Duty  Without  Leave  states:  "Absence 

from  duty  without  proper  authorization  for  any  period  of 
time  up  to  and  including  five  (5)  or  less  working  days, 
shall  be  cause  for  disciplinary  action  by  the  appointing 
officer."

AT  THE  COMMISSION  MEETING 

The  Library  Commission  held  its  regular  meeting  on  May  1,  and 
the  following  items  are  noted: 

...Confirmation  was  given  to  the  telephoned  approval  of  a 

$50,000  supplemental  budget  request  for  electronic  security 
alarms  for  25  branch  libraries.  The  request  was  originally 
included  in  the  regular  budget  submittal  but  was  deleted  by 
the  Mayor. 

...Heard  a report  by  the  Personnel  and  Staff  Relations  Commit- 
tee regarding  the  petition  to  create  a separate  Civil  Service 
classification  for  children’s  librarians.  Support  for  such  a 
classification  was  denied,  but  the  Committee  reaffirmed  its 
support  of  budget  increases  for  additional  children’s  libra- 
rians. 

...Took  affirmative  action  steps  which  request  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  have: 

- Each  three-person  oral  board  contain  two  minorities. 
(Recruitment  Subcommittee  of  Special  Committee  on  Affirma- 
tive Action  request.) 

- Each  oral  board  have  a children’s  librarian.  (Children's 
librarians ' request . ) 

- Each  oral  board  utilize  a Librarian  II  or  Librarian  III  as 
a panel  member.  (Librarians'  Guild  request.) 

- A list  of  minority  staff  members  eligible  for  oral  board 
service.  (Recruitment  Subcommittee  request.)

AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION 


The  Recruitment  Subcommittee  met  on  May  1 and  agreed  to  meet 
regularly  the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  mornings  each  month. 
Discussion  centered  on  Civil  Service  oral  boards,  and  the  request 
for  minority  representation  was  carried  to  the  Library  Commission 
by  Commissioner  Stem.  The  City  Librarian  asked  for  a three-person 
advisory  committee  to  help  prepare  an  application  to  the  State 
Library  for  minority  scholarships. 

Mr.  George  Alfred  (Committee  of  Black  Librarians)  and  Mrs. 
William  Chester  (Friends  of  SFPL)  have  resigned  from  the  Special 
Committee  on  Affirmative  Action.  Mrs.  Hella  Rains  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Committee  by  the  Librarians'  Guild. 

Mr.  Frank  Anderson  presented  a progress  report  on  the  Library' 
Affirmative  Action  program  at  the  April  26  meeting  of  the  Human 
Rights  Commission. 

On  April  23,  Supervisor  Francois  made  charges  of  racial  bias 
in  the  Library  at  the  public  hearing  of  the  City's  budget.  The 
following  evening  the  City  Librarian  discussed  this  subject  with 
Supervisor  Francois  at  the  Library's  budget  review  before  the 
Finance  Committee.  He  also  delivered  a letter  from  Commission 
President  Callanan  in  answer  to  Supervisor  Francois'  public  charges 
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LIGHTS  OUT  AT  SFPL 


With  approval  of  the  Library  Commission,  SFPL  will  Join  with 
libraries  across  the  country  next  Tuesday  in  a symbolic  dramatiza- 
tion of  the  dire  financial  plight  libraries  face  today,  due  to  a 
zero  budgeting  request  for  libraries  in  the  President’s  budget. 

Supervisor  Ronald  Pelosi,  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
has  agreed  to  be  in  General  Reference  at  noon  on  Tuesday  to  Join 
the  Library  in  our  protest. 

At  noon,  Tuesday,  May  8,  the  lights  will  be  turned  off  in  all 
SFPL  facilities  for  five  minutes.  During  that  five-minute  period 
the  staff  is  being  asked  to  distribute  to  all  patrons  a bookmark 
which  briefly  explains  the  problem  and  asks  them  to  write  to  the 
appropriate  officials.  (Following  the  five-minute  blackout  any 
remaining  bookmarks  will  be  placed  at  the  checkout  counters,  and 
staff  will  insert  one  in  each  group  of  books  checked  out  until  the 
supply  is  gone  . ) 

(NOTE:  The  person  in  charge  of  each  branch  is  responsible  for 

experimenting  in  advance  to  see  just  how  dark  public  service  areas 
will  be  without  lights.  We  believe  that  there  will  be  enough  natu- 
ral light  in  all  facilities  to  prevent  the  creation  of  a safety 
problem.  Contact  the  Chief  of  Branches  if  there  is  a problem.  The 
blackout  is  planned  only  for  public  service  areas.  Public  service 
is  to  continue  during  the  blackout.  ALA  posters  headed  "Back  to 
the  dark  ages?”  have  been  sent  to  all  branches  and  Main  Library 
departments  for  posting.)

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SFPL  VIDEO  TASK  FORCE  REPORT 


The  SFPL  Video  Task  Force  has  been  actively  lobbying  City 
Hall  for  over  a month  to  take  action  on  the  cable  situation  here 
in  San  Francisco.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors will  approve  the  moratorium  on  the  growth  of  the  present 
system,  which  will  be  discussed  on  Monday,  May  7.  However, 
Supervisor  Feinstein  also  introduced  a resolution  to  establish 
a 15-member  City-wide  Cable  Task  Force  to  do  what  we  have 
already  done... make  suggestions  for  the  revision  of  the  San 
Francisco  cable  franchises.  Our  suggestions  are  presently  being 
critiqued  by  experts  and  lawyers  of  the  Cable  Television 
Information  Center  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  should  be  ready 
for  presentation  to  City  Hall  within  the  month. 

The  Task  Force  is  also  planning  a workshop  for  other  public 
service  City  agencies,  to  be  held  on  June  1 in  the  Exhibit  Room. 
City  Planning  has  already  designated  a staff  member  to  work  with 
us,  and  we  will  be  discussing  the  future  of  cable  and  San 
Francisco  with  many  other  agencies  over  the  next  month.  If  you 
are  interested  in  helping  to  plan  this  workshop,  please  come  to 
the  next  City  Workshop  Task  Force  meeting  on  Friday,  May  11, 
immediately  following  the  OAS  meeting.

One  of  our  Chinese  staff  members  contacted  her  mother  in 
Taiwan,  and  she  wrote  to  us  and  sent  some  books  for  the  branch, 
so  that  actually  we  are  an  international  quartet.

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BUDGET  197 3-7 4 FINALIZED 


The  1973-74  budget  was  finalized  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visor^ !:6n  May  21.  Once  again  the  Board  of  Supervisors  showed 
their  appreciation  of  the  library  program  by  cutting  only 
$1,776  from  the  Mayor’s  recommended  budget.  The  Library's 
budget  will  be  $5,597,889  as  compared  to  $5,15*4,859,  or  an 
increase  of  $443,030  (8.6%) . In  addition,  $186,600  appears  in 
the  Public  Works  Department  budget  for  branch  library  renova- 
tion. Thus,  we  really  gained  $629,030  or  12.2$.  Revenue 
sharing  projects  amount  to  $272,163  of  the  increase.  Impor- 
tant items  in  the  budget: 


. . . Salary  increases  of  7-1/2$  for  most  of  the 
staff. 


...  $231,600  in  branch  renovation,  which  includes 

refurbishing  Mission  and  Chinatown,  repainting 
Richmond,  installing  public  toilets  in  a number 
of  branches,  and  relighting  Anza,  Bernal  and 
Potrero. 

...  $24,393  increase  in  library  materials  funds. 

...  Installation  of  a photographic  circulation 
charging  system. 

...  $13,628  in  miscellaneous  equipment. 

...  An  additional  guard  and  clerk  typist. 

...  Increased  health  plan  benefits. 

The  increase  was  the  largest  percentage  increase  since 
1969-70,  and  we  have  no  record  of  a larger  dollar  increase  in 
one  year.

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THE  POPULAR  LIBRARY. . 


is  a browsing  collection  which  opened  to  the  public  in 
January  of  1971.  It  was  established  for  those  interested  in 
finding  a good  book  to  read.  Patrons  who  have  a specific  book 
in  mind  should  be  directed  to  the  appropriate  subject  depart- 
ment. The  Popular  Library  has  books  on  many  subjects.  Titles 
are  recognizable  as  Popular  Library  by  a large  green  dot  on  the 
spine  or  cover,  and  by  POPULAR  LIBRARY  stamped  on  the  book 
pocket.  Books  are  shelved  in  a broad  subject  arrangement,  i.e., 
"People  and  Places,"  "New  Worlds  of  the  Mind,"  "Fiction,"  and  so 
on.  Within  these  categories  there  is  no  order  to  the  shelving. 
The  books  come  from  a number  of  sources:  McNaughton  rentals; 

book-buying  trips  to  local  paperback  distributors;  Friends  of 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  book  sale  donations;  library 
book  order  lists;  and  donations  by  the  public.  In  addition,  the 
Popular  Library  borrows  duplicate  copies  of  department  books  to 
increase  circulation  of  these  books  and  fill  the  Popular  Library 
shelves . 

There  is  no  separate  catalog  for  the  collection.  No  shelf- 
list  records  are  kept  for  paperbacks.  Because  so  many  of  the 
books  have  been  donated,  there  will  not  be  a record  of  every 
title  circulating  in  the  collection.  The  Popular  Library  has 
files  listing  the  McNaughtons  in  circulation.  A file  is  also 
maintained  of  the  books  ordered  and  received  on  OAS  lists. 

These  files  are  accessible  for  staff  use.  Some  titles  in  the 
Popular  Library  are  not  in  the  Main  collection.  These  are 
mainly  paperbacks — gothics,  occult,  and  similar  light  reading. 

The  Popular  Library  does  not  accept  postal  reserves.  Sub- 
ject departments  may  call  upon  the  Popular  Library  collection  to 
fill  heavy  reserve  lists  at  their  own  discretion.  Subject 
departments  will  be  consulted  prior  to  Popular  Library  buying 
trips  about  titles  likely  to  be  in  heavy  demand.

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CABLE  CONFLICTS  CONFERENCE 


Roberto  Esteves 


High  upon  the  Berkeley  Hills  in  U.C.'s  futuristic 
Lawrence  Hall  of  Science,  approximately  200  librarians, 
cable  operators,  video  makers,  educators  and  city  officials 
tried  to  combine  the  roles  of  video  visionary  and  cable 
activist  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  realistic  possibili- 
ties of  "Programming  for  Cable  Television."  For  fourteen 
hours  some  of  the  great  leaders  in  access  and  cable  policy- 
making talked  of  the  problems  of  cable  programming.  Unfor- 
tunately, most  of  the  practical  video  experts  were  in  the 
audience,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  conference  frustrated 
dialogue  between  the  planners  and  the  practitioners. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  there  was  a lack  of  dialogue 
between  the  audience  and  the  various  speakers.  Frequently 
members  of  the  audience  would  have  emotional  outbursts  in 
answer  to  statements  of  the  "experts."  Even  the  first 
speaker- — Sol  Schildhause,  Chief  of  the  Cable  Television 
Bureau  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission — was  soundly 
criticized  for  his  contrary  statements  about  cable  lease 
access  for  minorities  and  community  television.  Without 
itemizing  the  word-thrashing  proceedings,  let  me  briefly 
summarize  some  of  the  statements  about  programming  for  the 
three  community  channels. 

Public  Access: 

Red  Burns,  founder  of  New  York  City’s  Alternative  Media 
Center,  is  perhaps  the  most  knowledgeable  person  involved 
with  community  video  programming  in  the  U.S.  However,  un- 
like the  other  speakers  who  acknowledged  themselves  experts. 
Red  modestly  allowed  the  audience  to  present  its  experiences 
rather  than  talking  about  her  own.  What  few  comments  she 
volunteered  acted  as  mental  appetizers  and  lacked  the  mental 
substance  that  she  could  have  dished  up.  Red  stated  that 
she  had  found  that  alternative  television  had  not  really 
worked  very  well,  but  the  use  of  video  for  interactive 
participation  in  television  has  been  very  successful  in  the 
eight  Alternative  Media  Centers  that  she  has  established 
around  the  country.  (The  closest  to  us  is  in  Bakersfield, 
California.)  She  did  not  expand  upon  this  statement,  unfor- 
tunately. 

She  also  explained  that  the  beginnings  of  a video  pro- 
ject are  frustrating  because  the  development  of  video 
literacy  is  a slow  process.  The  workshops  have  found  that 
only  after  six  months  of  operation  do  the  communities  using 
video  develop  enough  sophistication  to  begin  making  really 
"good"  video. 
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CABLE  CONFLICTS  CONFERENCE  (continued) 


Education: 

Several  speakers  touched  upon  the  programming  of  the 
free  educational  cable  channel.  Without  exception,  they 
thought  the  greatest  problem  to  be  a lack  of  organization 
among  the  various  educational  agencies  in  a specified  area. 

It  was  also  noted  that  a fiscal  commitment  on  the  local  level 
is  essential.  Libraries  and  other  educational  institutions 
can  no  longer  rely  upon  Federal  or  Foundation  money  to  fund 
their  video  programs  and  must  make  independent  priority  deci- 
sions on  the  use  of  their  present  budgets. 

Local  Government  Access: 

Mr.  Wayne  Wedin  of  Brea,  California,  confirmed  my  own 
suspicion  about  the  problem  of  programming  for  the  local 
government  channel.  His  opinion  was  that  the  greatest  prob- 
lem in  programming  is  the  lack  of  creativity  by  local  govern- 
ments. He  then  proceeded  to  confirm  his  supposition  by 
describing  the  broadcast  TV  type  of  ’’recreational  programs" 
that  Brea  has  produced  for  its  citizens,  including  his  own 
City  Manager  program,  "Talk  About  Town.” 

Furthermore,  at  a special  evening  session  where  various 
city  officials  pontificated  on  the  potential  use  of  cable 
for  city  governments,  the  officials’  conservatism  and  short- 
sightedness was  compounded.  A video  laundry  list  (most  of 
it  soiled)  was  solicited  from  the  audience,  and  the  panel 
proceeded  to  speak  with  great  knowledge  about  the  possibili- 
ties of  accomplishing  the  various  video  tasks. 

At  the  top  of  the  list  was  surveillance  systems — in 
schools,  in  the  streets,  in  the  municipal  buildings.  Repeat- 
edly this  topic  arose... with  few  contrary  arguments  that  this 
might  not  be  a proper  use  of  cable.  Another  idea  of  network- 
ing various  city  government  channels  via  microwave  had  some 
merit,  but  the  discussion  was  limited  by  the  narrow  minds  of 
the  panelists. 

It  was  a fascinating  conference,  laden  with  the  out- 
standing Bay  Area  video  people  and  punctuated  by  people  of 
national  cable  fame.  However,  as  I mentioned  before,  this 
field  is  one  in  which  an  expert  is  someone  with  a title,  not 
necessarily  someone  with  experience,  and  the  worth  of  the 
conference  was  inadvertently  cheapened  by  not  allowing  more 
dialogue  between  the  "experts"  and  the  audience  of  real 
experts .

Looking  over  my  notes  from  the  University  of  California 
Extension  program  on  Cable  Television  Programming,  a few  per- 
sonal observations  pop  out: 

boing!  Frank  Norwood's  statement 
that  cable  television  presents  us  with  "an  insurmountable 
opportunity"  seemed  to  me  to  be  the  most  succinct  evaluation 
of  the  whole  CATV  picture  at  the  present  time.  Incredible 
interest  in  cable  is  being  generated  by  video  activists  from 
the  fields  of  education,  libraries,  and  the  streets,  and  this 
increasingly  irresistible  force  is  being  countered  by  the 
equally  immovable  object  of  corporate  inertia... 

Concerning  inertia:  During  the  section  of  the  program 

dubiously  entitled  "Cablecasting:  the  State  of  the  Art," 

which  was  a panel  presentation  by  the  local  daring  young  men 
on  their  flying  cables,  yours  truly  asked  if  there  were  any 
significant  pressures  being  internally  exerted  by  local  sta- 
tion managers  and  local  origination  directors  on  the  large 
multiple  system  operators  (MSO's)  to  supply  staff,  equipment 
and  air  time  to  public,  municipal  and  educational  access. 

THE  ANSWER  came  from  John  Cardenas  of  Napa... No,  if  we 
did  they  would  just  replace  us.  Aha! 

While  Roberto  and  Lyn  covered  the  educational  and  govern- 
ment panels  that  would  up  the  15-hour  day,  I covered  the  com- 
munity programming  panel  which  was  fiery!’  The  above-mentioned 
Cardenas  stomps  out  when  admonished  for  his  lack  of  commitment 
to  the  community  by  Marcus  Wilcher  of  Community  Coalition  for 
Media  Change.  Allan  Frederiksen  (alias  Johnny  Videotape)  of 
Santa  Cruz,  a long-time  video  activist,  states  that  "the  only 
way  cable  companies  are  going  to  respond  to  community  needs  is 
to  make  it  more  expensive  not  to";  and  he  proceeds  to  outline 
a number  of  methods  by  which  this  can  be  accomplished,  includ- 
ing testimony  against  MSO's  that  have  not  responded,  testing 
field  strength  of  cable  signals  at  the  pole  and  in  people's 
houses,  and  making  cable  companies  bring  those  signals  up  to 
FCC  standards . 

All  in  all,  an  interesting  and  informative  day,  but  there 
was  one  obvious  omission  in  attendance:  not  one  representa- 

tive of  San  Francisco's  own  TV  Signal  Corporation  was  in  evi- 
dence during  the  day.

RESULTS  OF  GOALS  REPORT  BALLOT 


The  ballots  for  the  task  force  report  were  distributed  throuoh  th* 
Personnel  Office  to  all  full  and  ^art-time  employees  of  the  lihrarv  (539). 
128  ballots  were  returned  representing*  a 24%  response  from  the  staff.  Of 
these  ballots  j 88  or  09%  said  they  wore  in  basic  agreement  "it  h tlie  renort 
19  or  14%  were  in  basic  disagreement’  and  21  or  16%  made  no  comment  on 
that  guestion. 

The  sections  which  created  the  most  disagreement  were  "Service 
Outside  the  Library"  and  "Volunteer  Groups"  with  32  disagree  votes  each, 
"Service  With-in  the  Library"  with  27  disaoree  votes  and  th<°  Introduction 
with  20  disagree  votes.  The  onlv  section  where  there  was  no  dissentino 
comment  was  the  general  naraaranh  labeled  ""orsonnel  and  Staff  Relations. 
On  some  ballots  the  respondents  said  they  anrsed  with  some  narts  of  a 
section  and  disanre-ed  with  others.  Thf>se  were  counted  as  a disaoree  yote. 

There  are  man''  comments  on  the  ballot  and  as  separate  monos  to  the 
task  force.  They  range  from  "Th^  report... is  one  of  the  most  outstandino 
nieces  of  work  I have  seen  in  all  my  veers  in  this  nro-fessien1  to  "I  basic 
all''  disaoree  with  the  overall  tone  of  neoativisn  found  in  the  lancuaao  of 
the  renort."  A third  person  added  "Basically  I disanrer-  "i th  t^is  report 
because  it  does  not  go  far  enouoh:  It  is  too  cautious."  We  received  2C 

long  and  thoughtful  statements  and  manv  other  short  comments,  'line  staff 
members  have  volunteered  to  work  on  an  alternate  report.  The  ballots, 
tabulations,  and  all  comments  will  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Andersen.

The  possibility  of  actually  seeing  the  finished  oroduct  of  a Ubrarv 

generated  program  on  cable  television  seemed,  for  a lono  time  after 
the  establishment  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  Task  Force 
on  Video  and  Cable  Television,  a nine  dream.  The  problems  of  fund- 
ing such  a program  in  terms  of  staff,  equipment  and  taoe  /ere  a 
long  way  off  and  low  in  priority  when  considering  the  other  real 
necessities  of  Library  operation. 

Mv  emphasis  in  all  of  my  relationship  with  the  Task  Force  had  br*en  for 
irapleroentation  of  orogramming  and  this  was  obviously  frustrating 
for  someone  Impatieut  to  net  rolling — ideas  for  programs  based  on 
already  existing  Library  programs  (featured  sneakers,  children's 
puppet  shows;tne  film  collection.  Friends  programs,  refererto  ser- 
vice) and  oral/video  history,  social  movements,  local  government 
all  came  flowing  out  of  Task  Force  members  and  other  Interested 
Library  people. 

There  I was  Itching  to  get  my  finger  on  the  trigger  - of  a portable  video 
tape  recorder.  Finally  In  Oecember  a faint  glimmering  of  possib- 
ility presented  itself  in  the  form  of  Jane  Scantlebury  of  the 
University  of  California  Library  School  who  was  Interested  in  Library/ 
video  uses.  Together  we  talked  to  Faye  Blake  about  the  chance  of  form- 
ing a Field  Study  section  to  develop  cable  television  programing  and 
from  there  we  began  recruiting  students  to  participate  In  conceptual- 
izing, shooting,  editing  and  distributing  a orogram  eventuallv  to  be 
named  "Open  for  Suggestion." 

Looking  back  on  the  original  concent  we  formulated  for  the  prooram,  which 
was  to  cover  the  whole  Bay  Area  and  be  available  to  any  cable  company 
in  the  area  I still  think  ft’s  all  right  to  start  out  in  the  "blue 
sky"  as  long  as  you  eventually  land  on  the  solid  around. 

The  land inn:  The  end  product  of  these  months  of  work  with  no  funds,  mini- 
mal equipment  and  a great  deal  of  time  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the 
students  In  the  Cable  Television  Field  Study  Project  is  a series  of 
six  naif-hour  programs  dealing  with  community  resources,  entertainment , 
health,  ecology,  and  information  aired  each  week  (begun  May  23,1373) 
through  the  end  of  the  University  term  on  Bay  Cablevision  which  covers 
the  Berkclcy-Riciimond  community.  The  program  is  aired  on  their  chan- 
nel 1C  — public  access  channel  each  Wednesday  at  8:00.  If  ''ou  happen 
to  live  in  the  East  Bay,  tuna  us  in'.  v:e  would  aoweeiate  corments* 
feedback  and • reacti on .

Section  IX  A(2)  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for 
miscellaneous  employees  for  1973-74  reads  as  follows: 

"Employees  other  than  those  included  in  paragraph  (1)  snail 
advance  to  the  second  step  upon  comoletion  of  six  montns' 
service  and  to  each  successive  step  upon  completion  of  one 
year  of  service  in  each  step." 

(Paragraph  (1)  refers  to  classifications  which  enjoy  auvancenent 
to  each  step  in  the  range  after  completion  of  six  months'  ser- 
vice in  each  step.) 

The  implementation  of  this  Section  IX  A( 2)  will  be  as  follows: 

A.  Employees  hired  on  January  1,  1973  or  later  'ould 
receive  their  second  increment  step  after  six  months, 
their  third  increment  stop  one  year  following  the 
receipt  of  this  second  increment  sten  and  the  fourth 
and  fifth  increment  steps  after  one  year  of  service 
in  each  step. 

B.  Employees  hired  from  July  1,  1972  to  December  31,  1972 
would  receive  their  second  increment  step  on  Julv  l, 

1973,  their  third  increment  step  on  July  1,  1974,  their 
fourth  and  fifth  increments  on  July  1,  1975  and  1976 
respectively.

MANAGEMENT  AUDIT 


The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  re- 
quested a management  audit  of  the  Library.  This  audit  will  begin 
on  June  11.  The  staff  is  requested  to  cooperate  with  Harvey  Rose 
and  his  staff.  This  will  be  an  in-depth  study  of  the  Library 
which  will  take  an  extended  period  of  time.  The  audit  staff  will 
be  on  the  premises  with  the  full  knowledge  and  invitation  of  the 
administration.  We  have  long  wished  to  have  studies  which  will 
clarify  our  situation  and  offer  improvements. 
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STATE  LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


The  Senate  Finance  Committee  failed  to  approve  augmentations 
to  the  State  Library  budget  and  did  not  provide  funds  for  the 
proposed  public  library  systems  study.  The  Assembly  version 
($40,000  added  for  the  State  Library  and  $550,000  added  for  PLSA) 
now  goes  into  conference  committee  with  the  Senate  bill.  It 
should  all  be  settled  by  the  end  of  June. 

There  is  some  hope  that  County  libraries  (but  not  San 
Francisco)  may  be  exempt  from  the  lid  imposed  by  SB  90  through  a 
proposed  amendment  to  AB  2008  (Knox),  which  would  allow  the 
county  library  to  tax  to  30  cents,  as  specified  in  the  Education 
Code.  The  amendment  will  be  made  in  the  Senate,  the  bill  having 
already  cleared  the  Assembly. 


THE  FRIENDS. . . 

in  their  regular  meeting  of  June  6:

In  an  emergency.  Librarians  II,  III,  IV  and  up  may  be  asked 
to  work  over  eight  hours  in  a day,  or  over  forty  hours  in  a week, 
for  compensatory  time  off. 

Librarians  I,  Library  Technicians,  and  clerical  personnel 
must  be  paid  time-and-a-half  for  any  hours  worked  which  exceed 
eight  hours  a day  or  forty  hours  in  a week.  Since  we  have  an 
extremely  small  allotment  for  overtime  pay  in  our  budget,  these 
personnel  should  be  used  only  as  a last  resort  (when  no  Libra- 
rians II  or  above  are  available).

SFPL’s  95th  birthday  is  June  8.  We’ve  come  a long  way 
from  our  first  budget  of  $24,000  and  a reading  room  only.  Books 
were  not  allowed  to  circulate,  but  the  use  of  the  Library  was  so 
| tremendous  that  within  21  days  of  the  formal  opening,  18,000 
people  came  in.  The  budget  was  immediately  doubled  and  volumes 
increased  to  30,000.  On  June  19,  1881,  books  were  allowed  to 
circulate  and  circulation  was  354,881,  and  there  were  10,500 
cardholders . 

In  1880  the  Library  was  forced  to  close  in  November  and 
December  because  of  a smallpox  epidemic.  In  the  Librarian’s 
report  for  1882,  there  was  a pessimistic  assertion  that  it  would 
be  only  a matter  of  time  before  the  entire  collection  would  be 
burned  up.  This  assertion  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the 
California  Theater  was  next  door  (library  was  on  Bush  Street 
between  Kearney  and  Grant),  and  during  those  times  the  average 
theater  burned  down  within  seven  years  of  its  opening.  He  also 
recommended  that  felt  slippers  be  issued  to  pages  because  they 
made  so  much  noise  clattering  up  and  down  stairs  to  get  and  put 
away  books.  The  first  branch  was  opened  on  Mission  Street  near 
22nd  Street  in  1887,  and  in  1889  the  library  was  moved  into  the 
new  City  Hall  where  it  remained  until  destroyed  by  the  earth- 
quake and  fire  in  1906. 

There  will  be  a display  in  the  General  Reference  Depart- 
ment which  will  point  out  some  interesting  highlights  of  our 
history. 


NEW  INCREMENT  DATES 

Section  IX,  Seniority  Increments,  Subsection  G,  reads  as 
follows : 


Increments  shall  accrue  and  become  payable 
on  the  next  day  following  completion  of  re- 
quired service  as  a permanent  employee  in 
the  class  unless  otherwise  provided  herein. 

The  current  practice  in  this  situation  where  an  increment  is 
due  on  the  first  of  the  month  following  the  anniversary  date  will 
be  continued  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Beginning  July  1,  1973,  any  permanent  employee  affected  by 
this  ordinance  who  is  not  at  the  maximum  step  in  the  pay  range 
will  be  entitled  to  increments  as  explained  in  Section  G. 

Departmental  budget  officers  should  be  aware  of  the  addi- 
tional cost  which  may  come  about  from  the  implementation  of  this 
change  as  well  as  situations  explained  in  payroll  letter  1-73.

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STATUS  OF  LIMITED  TENURE  APPOINTMENTS 


As  a follow-up  to  my  press  release  of  May  31,  1973,  effec- 
tive immediately,  the  following  procedures  will  be  implemented 
regarding  limited  tenure  appointments. 

The  current  incumbent  limited  tenure  employees  will  be 
dealt  with  in  two  ways: 

1)  Those  currently  on  permanent  requisitions  will  continue 
until  the  examination  program  has  produced  eligibles  for  the 
classification. 

2)  Those  under  temporary  funding  will  be  recertified  at 
the  expiration  of  their  current  certification.  However,  in  no 
case  will  recertification  be  extended  beyond  December  31,  1973. 

With  regard  to  future  vacancies  in  city  classifications, 
all  appointments  will  be  made  from  eligibility  lists.  In  the 
event  that  promotive  eligibility  lists  are  not  finally  adopted, 
non-Civil  Service  appointment  will  be  offered  (90  days)  pending 
the  completion  of  the  examination  process.  Preference  for 
entrance  appointment  will  be  given  to  Civil  Service  eligibles. 

All  people  currently  in  the  examination  process  at  one 
stage  or  another  will  be  dealt  with  on  an  individual  basis  with 
regard  to  their  incumbency  in  the  position  they  hold. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Personnel  Department  to 
minimize  the  impact  on  departments  as  well  as  on  personnel 
throughout  city  service.  All  departments  will  be  asked  to 
cooperate  in  the  abandonment  of  a procedure  which  was  insti- 
tuted thirty  years  ago  and  has  grown  in  recent  times  to  encom- 
pass approximately  one-fourth  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  miscellaneous  work  force.

- Internal  Affirmative  Action  Sub-Committee  of  nine  per- 
sons  who  would  investigate  complaints  of discrimina- 
tion and  propose  training  and  educational  opportuni- 
ties for  minorities.  Members  presently  selected  are 
Connie  Suez  and  Shirley  Ravnell  (convening  co- 
chairpersons), Vivian  Kobayashi,  Joe  Brightnecher , 
Annie  Young,  and  Cheryl  Watson.

The  application  has 
been  withdrawn  for  partial  inclusion  in  the  U.C. -Berkeley 
proposal .

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ROBERT  GRABHORN 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  the  world  of  books 
suffered  a great  loss  with  the  death  of  Robert  Grabhom  on  June 
14,  at  the  age  of  73. 

A visit  to  the  Special  Collections  Department  can  provide 
some  idea  of  the  accomplishments  of  Robert  Grabhorn.  First, 
there  is  a representative  but  incomplete  collection  of  books  of 
the  Grabhorn  Press.  Second,  there  is  the  Robert  Grabhom 
Collection  of  the  History  of  Printing  and  the  Development  of 
the  Book. 

The  Grabhorn  Press  was  quite  simply  the  greatest  American 
press  of  this  century.  The  press  was  founded  by  Robert  and  his 
older  brother  Edwin  in  1920,  and  dissolved  in  1965.  During 
those  45  years  they  produced  over  600  books  and  innumerable 
advertisements,  broadsides,  pamphlets,  Christmas  cards,  and 
keepsakes.  The  two-volume  bibliography  of  the  press  co-authored 
by  David  Magee  lists  their  production  and  shows  many  samples. 

But  to  understand  their  accomplishment.  Just  spend  an  hour 
looking  at  the  Leaves  of  Grass.  Aesop’s  Fables,  or  Mandevllle ’ s 
Travels . A customer  once  asked  Edwin  Grabhorn  what  could 
possibly  be  put  into  their  books  to  make  them  so  expensive.  He 
replied,  "Lady,  all  my  heart’s  blood  and  my  life’s  best  dreams.’’ 

The  Robert  Grabhorn  Collection  came  to  the  Library  in 
1965,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Friends.  The  Library 
and  the  Friends  jointly  purchased  a good  part  of  the  collec- 
tion; Grabhorn  donated  the  balance.  The  1600-item  collection 
was  begun  in  the  30 ’s  when  Grabhorn  wanted  to  study  the  solu- 
tions to  problems  in  design,  typography  and  bookmaking  of  the 
acknowledged  masters.  It  includes  examples  of  the  work  of 
every  major  printer,  typographer  and  bookmaker;  from  Gutenberg 
and  Aldus,  Caslon,  Tory,  to  Bodoni  and  Bruce  Rogers. 

Grabhorn *s  involvement  with  SFPL  continued  until  his 
death.  He  was  involved  in  two  of  the  programs  of  the  recently 
completed  "Bibliomania"  series.  In  the  past  few  weeks  he  had

also  been  working  on  a list  of  titles  that  the  library  should 
add  to  the  printing  and  book  collection,  and  he  was  writing 
an  introduction  for  a planned  major  exhibit  of  the  collec- 
tion . 


With  a person  of  such  awesome  achievements  it  is  easy  to 
forget  the  human  being  who  laughed  and  cried  and  was  a boon 
companion  to  his  friends.  Robert  Grabhorn  was  a delightful 
human  being,  somewhat  shy,  diffident,  but  the  possessor  of  an 
infectious  sense  of  humor.  It  is  impossible  to  ever  forget 
the  crooked  smile  and  sparkle  that  came  into  his  eyes  when 
sharing  a pointed  anecdote  or  a risque  story.  He  had  an 
encyclopedic  knowledge  of  books  and  an  accurate  and  detailed 
memory  for  authors,  printers,  designers  and  illustrators. 
Unusual  for  a printer,  he  loved  literature  and  reading. 

There  are  many  stories  of  the  times  he  and  his  wife  Jane 
gathered  their  friends  at  their  home  for  an  evening  of  read- 
ing aloud  the  latest  work  of  James  Joyce  or  some  other  cur- 
rent favorite . 

A story  tells  something  about  Robert  Grabhorn.  The 
fourth  "Bibliomania"  was  a showing  of  a filmed  interview  with 
Bob  and  Jane  Grabhorn.  Sherwood  Grover,  who  conducted  the 
interview,  and  James  Hammond,  who  made  the  film,  agreed  to 
attend.  Andrew  Hoyem,  Robert* s partner  in  the  Grabhorn-Hoyem 
Press  since  1965,  had  got  him  to  agree,  reluctantly,  to 
attend.  He  hated  being  asked  to  speak  or  to  attend  formal 
events,  and  agreed  only  after  being  assured  that  he  would  be 
asked  to  do  nothing  more  than  answer  questions.  It  was  no 
surprise  that  on  the  day  of  the  program  he  called  apologet- 
ically, explained  that  he  was  not  feeling  well  and  asked  to 
be  excused. 

The  final  program  of  the  series  was  a guided  tour  of  the 
Grabhorn-Hoyem  Press.  The  press  is  located  on  the  second  and 
third  floors  of  a building  without  an  elevator;  the  rooms  are 
crowded  with  equipment;  a large  crowd  was  expected.  It  would 
be  a long  and  difficult  evening,  so  no  effort  was  made  to 
convince  Grabhorn  to  attend.  In  fact  nothing  was  ever  said. 

Bob  and  Jane  were  not  at  the  press  that  day,  but  at  about 
five  they  appeared.  There  was  a brief  meal  at  a local  restau- 
rant, and  as  the  people  began  to  arrive  at  the  press  they  took 
their  places:  Bob  in  the  office  and  press  room,  Jane  in  the 

Bindery.  For  five  different  groups  that  evening  they  ex- 
plained how  books  are  made,  told  anecdotes  and  answered  ques- 
tions. It  was  a delightful  evening,  one  that  all  who  shared 
will  never  forget.

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'CIRCUS  CIRCUS"  - A.L.A.  AT  LAS  VEGAS 


By  the  time  you  are  within  reach  of  your  50th  ALA  Confer- 
ence, there  is  little  that  proves  to  be  new  or  overly  excit- 
ing. Las  Vegas  with  all  its  shows,  casinos,  attractive  women 
and  glitter  failed  to  offset  the  liabilities  of  scorching 
heat,  a dispersed  conference  meeting,  and  a condensed  and, 
therefore,  conflict-ridden  schedule. 

The  92nd  Conference  officially  had  8,584  attendees.  They 
were  housed  all  around  the  Strip,  and  it  seemed  as  though  we 
were  always  in  motion  on  buses  or  in  taxicabs.  There  seemed 
to  be  no  central  (and  quiet)  meeting  place.  I spent  more  time 
in  the  Exhibit  area  than  ever  before.  The  hall  was  perfect 
for  a very  large  group  of  exhibits. 

Most  of  my  meetings  were  committee  assignments:  ALA 

Nominating  Committee,  PLA  Strategy  II  - Research,  and  Chapter 
Relations  Committee.  A meeting  with  the  directors  of  large 
libraries  was  most  useful  and  provided  an  opportunity  to  view 
the  new  Clark  County  Library  building  with  its  passion  for 
purple.  While  I attended  Council  and  Membership  meetings, 
there  were  no  overly  controversial  measures  for  consideration. 
Two  dominating  themes  at  ALA  were  the  down-to-the-wire  fight 
for  federal  library  funds  and  the  effect  (probably  adverse)  of 
the  new  Supreme  Court  pornography  rulings  on  local  libraries. 
It  appears  that  State  and  local  intellectual  freedom  commit- 
tees must  be  more  active,  and  it  is  predicted  that  the  Courts 
will  handle  many  cases  on  this  issue . 

Jean  E.  Lowrie  was  installed  as  the  new  President  of  ALA 
at  a noon  inaugural  luncheon  on  Friday.  She  expressed  strong 
support  for  chapter  activities. 

This  report  starts  with  "Circus  Circus"  - the  name  of  a 
family  hotel  (and  casino)  which  serves  as  an  example  of  how 
garish  you  can  get.  It  can  be  rivaled  by  the  Lido  production 
and  by  the  furniture  in  some  of  the  rooms  (round  beds, 
ceiling  mirrors,  bidets,  etc.).  Many  of  the  shows  were  good  - 
I saw  Paul  Anka,  Folies  Bergere,  Abbie  Lane,  and  Norm  Crosby, 
all  excellent.  Las  Vegas  does  have  a highlight  or  two,  but 
to  my  mind  it  is  not  a good  place  for  a professional  confer- 
ence. Next,  year  New  York,  and  in  1975  San  Francisco  - now 
these  are  places  for  a conference!

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CIVIL  SERVICE  ANNOUNCEMENT 


AMENDMENT  TO  RULE  28  - "EMPLOYEE  TRAINING  REIMBURSEMENT"  - 
ADDING  NEW  SECTION  28.05  - "20/20  WORK-TRAINING  PROGRAM". 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  at  its  regular  meeting  held 
June  18,  1973,  gave  first  reading  to  a proposed  amendment  to  Rule 
28  - "Employee  Training  Reimbursement,"  new  section  28.05  - 
"20/20  Work-Training  Program." 

The  provision  allowing  permanent  employees  to  receive  20 
hours  training  and  full  compensation  in  order  to  qualify  for  pro- 
motion has  been  deleted  from  the  administrative  provisions  of  the 
Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  effective  July  1,  1973,  with 
the  intent  that  such  provisions  be  rewritten  into  the  Civil 
Service  rule. 

It  was  the  action  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  that  this 
proposed  amendment  to  the  rule  be  posted  to  be  considered  for 
adoption  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  June  29,  1973. 

The  proposed  new  language  reads  as  follows: 

SECTION  28.05.  20/20  WORK-TRAINING  PROGRAM. 

Employees  under  regular  permanent  civil  service 
appointment  upon  application  may  be  assigned  with  pay, 
not  to  exceed  twenty  hours  in  any  one  week,  to  attend 
classes  during  regular  working  hours  in  educational  in- 
stitutions approved  by  the  General  Manager,  Personnel, 
subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  for  replacement 
where  replacement  is  required  subject  to  the  following: 

1.  Permission  to  attend  classes  during  regular  working 
hours  must  be  recommended  by  the  appointing  officer 
and  approved  by  the  General  Manager,  Personnel, 
subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  for  replace- 
ment where  replacement  is  required. 

2.  The  class  or  classes  to  which  the  employee  would  be 
promoted  will  be  listed  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  must  be  in  promotive  classes  where 
there  is  a continuing  shortage  of  qualified  employ- 
ees to  fill  all  vacancies. 

3.  Such  assigned  time  with  pay  for  educational  pur- 
poses shall  only  be  granted  when  the  class  session 
is  during  a regular  work  shift  and  the  employee 
cannot  be  reassigned  to  another  work  shift. 

4.  Such  assigned  time  for  educational  purposes  shall 
not  be  granted  if  the  course  is  available  at  time 
other  than  the  employees’  regular  work  shift. 
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CIVIL  SERVICE  ANNOUNCEMENT  (continued) 


5.  Such  assigned  time  for  educational  purposes  with 
pay  shall  not  be  granted  to  employees  who  are  eli- 
gible for  other  benefits  through  the  Veterans’ 
Administration,  the  State  Department  of  Veterans' 
Affairs  or  other  benefit  programs. 

6.  The  department  head  will  be  responsible  for  review- 
ing and  checking  the  attendance  of  the  employee  in 
class  during  the  specified  assigned  time  and  the 
employee  on  such  assigned  time  must  return  to  work 
status  when  school  is  not  in  session. 

7.  Employees  granted  such  time  to  attend  classes  who 
leave  the  service  by  resignation  prior  to  a two- 
year  period  following  completion  of  the  educational 
course  or  courses  shall  be  subject  to  withholding 
from  their  final  pay  check  or  retirement  contribu- 
tions an  amount  equivalent  to  the  payroll  cost  of 
such  assigned  time  for  educational  purposes.

The  Governor  has'-^uthorized  Public  Library  Services  Act 
funds  at  $1,000,000 — a <$£00, 000  gain  over  the  1972-73  figure. 
He  also  allowed  a $ 4 0,0{ft&>  augmentation  of  the  State  Library 
budget . 


Representatives  Burton  and  Mailliard  should  both  be  thanked 
for  voting  in  favor  of  funding  for  LSCA  in  rejection  of  the 
President’s  budget  recommendation.  The  House-passed  bill  pro- 
vides: Title  I— $46,479,000;  Title  II— $9 , 500 ,000 ; and  Title 

III — $2,730,000.  Also  included  was  funding  for  the  two  other 
major  library  programs  administered  by  the  Office  of  Education — 
ESEA  II  and  HEA  II-A  and  B and  instructional  equipment  programs 
NDEA  III  and  HEA  VI.

AT  THE  COMMISSION  MEETING 

The  Library  Commission  held  its  regular  meeting  on  July  17,  and 
the  following  actions  were  taken: 

o Reviewed  proposal  by  Diamond  Heights  Neighborhood  Associa- 
tion for  building  a community  center  through  creation  of  a 
special  tax  district.  The  Commission  indicated  it  was  not 
feasible  to  include  a library  in  this  structure,  but  agreed 
that  staff  would  be  available  for  consultation  on  the  pro- 
ject. 


o Approved  a supplemental  appropriation  request  of  $28,955  to 
provide  proper  ventilation  at  45  Hyde  Street  and  move  the 
printing  operation  to  the  basement  of  the  Main  Library. 


o Approved  allotment  of  PLSA  funds  for  1973-74,  and  approved 
a resolution  for  application  for  PLSA  funds  for  next  year. 

o Approved  travel  authorizations  to  pay  partial  transporta- 
tion expense  for  William  Ramirez  to  attend  the  Library 
Administrators  Development  Program  at  the  University  of 
Maryland,  July  15-27.  Also  approved  registration  fees  for 
eight  Children’s  Librarians  to  attend  the  Bro-Dart  confer- 
ence on  juvenile  books  on  August  1 in  San  Francisco;  for

Mission  Branch  does  not  have  enough  chairs.  At  least  not 
enough  to  seat  all  the  people  who  attended  the  first  lecture 
in  the  second  Housing  Law  series  presented  by  the  People’s  Law 
School . 

By  a show  of  hands  we  learned  that  the  80  people  who 
attended  had  heard  about  the  series  from  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  (35%),  the  People’s  Law  School  Catalog  (25%),  the 
Library  flyers  and  Free  (25%),  and  from  friends.  The  audience 
was  mostly  white  with  a few  Blacks  and  Chinese  and  one  Latina. 
The  age  breakdown  was  about  one-third  18-25,  one-third  25-35, 
and  one-third  over  35  including  a few  senior  citizens.  Most 
were  tenants,  with  a few  landlords  who  were  conspicuous  by 
their  silence,  uptight  demeanor  and  Establishment  clothing. 

Mike  Marcus,  a very  dedicated  people's  lawyer  from  the 
Mission  Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Office,  spoke  about  the 
various  ways  a tenant  whose  landlord  has  told  him  to  vacate  may 
delay  eviction  proceedings  for  up  to  three  months.  Jim  Barney 
from  PLS  provided  printed  materials  including  copies  of  the 
forms  used  in  court  proceedings.  By  the  end  of  the  evening 
there  was  a definite  transfer  of  power.  Eighty  people  had 
learned  that,  faced  with  eviction,  a tenant  could  negotiate 
with  his  landlord  from  a strong  bargaining  position — since  if 
the  tenant  fights  the  landlord  in  court  it  will  cost  the  land- 
lord $300  for  a lawyer  and,  in  addition,  the  tenant  is  not 
obligated  to  pay  rent  while  he/she  is  contesting  eviction. 

Since  the  tenant  is  usually  being  evicted  for  non-payment  of 
rent  and  therefore  does  not  have  enough  money  to  find  a new 
place  to  live,  the  tenant  may  be  able  to  get  the  landlord  to 
pay  him  to  leave — which  will  still  be  cheaper  than  getting  a 
lawyer  to  take  the  tenant  to  court.  Needless  to  add,  Mike's 
talk  elicited  a great  outpouring  of  questions  and  personal 
horror  tales  (everyone  who’s  ever  been  a tenant  has  usually  got 
one ) until  10:15  p.m.  Since  we  held  the  program  in  the 
Children’s  Room,  it  was  easy  to  close  off  the  rest  of  the 
library  at  9:00  p.m. 

For  me,  it  was  a very  rewarding  program.  Several  people 
came  up  to  the  library  during  the  program  to  find  the  California 
Tenants  Handbook  (Nolo  Press),  which  was  recommended.  Since 
there  are  three  more  lectures  in  the  series,  we  will  probably 
need  more  copies . . .

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Friends,  at  its  meeting  on 
July  25,  voted  to  seek  a $5,000  foundation  grant  to  match  the 
$5,000  minority  scholarship  grant  recently  awarded  to  SFPL  by 
the  State  Library.  If  a matching  grant  is  secured,  it  would 
enable  SFPL  to  award  10  work-study  scholarships  for  students 
to  attend  graduate  library  school. 


CHARGING  SYSTEM 


There  is  funding  for  a new  charging  system  in  the  1973- 
7 ^ budget  provided  through  Revenue  Sharing  funds.  As  the 
introduction  of  a new  system  will  have  great  impact  upon  our 
public  and  staff,  very  careful  planning  and  decision  making 
must  be  done. 

Several  circulation  systems  were  examined  at  the  ALA 
conference  in  Las  Vegas.  During  the  month  of  August  several 
follow-up  meetings  with  company  representatives  have  been 
scheduled  in  order  to  review  all  possibilities.  Two  Recordak 
machines  have  been  placed  in  the  Registration  Department  work- 
room for  experimentation  by  that  staff.  No  decisions  on  any 
specific  charging  system  have  been  made. 

In  addition  to  information  gathering  in  preparation  for 
a new  system,  existing  circulation  procedures  in  the  Regis- 
tration Department  are  continuing  to  be  reviewed  and  evalu- 
ated. We  hope  that  more  information  will  be  forthcoming  for 
the  entire  staff  by  September  and  that  a time-schedule  will 
be  developed  for  installation  of  a new  charging  system,  a 
major  priority  concern  for  fiscal  year  1973-7^.

LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


Libraries  are  still  not  certain  about  federal  funding  for 
the  fiscal  year  1973-197^,  and  Senators  should  be  contacted 
for  support.  The  Labor-HEW  appropriations  bill  (HR  8877) 
which  provides  funding  for  LSCA,  ESEA,  HEA  and  NDEA  is  now  in 
the  Senate  and  is  not  expected  to  be  voted  upon  until  sometime 
in  September. 

In  the  interim,  on  July  1 President  Nixon  signed  PL  93-52, 
the  continuing  resolution  making  interim  appropriations  through 
September  30  for  ongoing  federal  programs  for  fiscal  year  1973- 
197^.  Although  dollar  amounts  are  not  specified  in  the  resolu- 
tion (H.J.  Res.  636),  the  language  makes  it  clear  that  the 
library  programs  are  to  be  funded  at  the  level  of  the  House- 
passed  bill  HR  877  mentioned  above,  which  was  auoted  in  the 
Official  Bulletin  of  July  13. 
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CAREER  WOMEN  SEMINAR  - JULY  24,  25  and  26 

The  three-day  seminar,  sponsored  by  the  Training  Center, 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  at  the  Jack  Tar  Hotel, 
was  enlightening,  educational  and  fun.  The  participants  (73 
women  and  two  men)  were  mostly  employed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. The  course  concentrated  on  career  women  (prejudices, 
problems,  etc.)  and  how  to  improve  your  interpersonal  relations 
through  Transactional  Analysis. 

Before  this  seminar  the  sum  total  of  my  knowledge  about 
Transactional  Analysis  was  "I’m  O.K.,  You’re  O.K.,"  which  I had 
dismissed  as  merely  more  psychological  jargon.  After  this 
course  I am  very  impressed  with  TA  as  a means  of  analyzing  my 
reactions  to  other  people. 

The  best  ingredients  of  the  course  were  the  instructors, 
Ken  Ernst  and  especially  Dru  Scott.  They  were  knowledgeable, 
helpful  and  entertaining.  If  this  course  is  any  indication, 
the  Federal  Government  provides  some  high-quality  training 
opportunities.  I recommend  that  the  library  investigate  the 
other  courses  offered  by  the  Training  Center  and  devote  part  of 
our  travel  budget  to  enable  other  staff  members  to  attend  a 
seminar.

Kevin  0„  Starr,  a 32-year-old  associate  professor  of  liter- 
ature on  leave  from  Harvard  and  presently  an  executive  aide  on 
Mayor  Alioto 's  staff,  has  been  appointed  Acting  City  Librarian 
of  SFPL . 


The  appointment  closely  followed  Mr.  Anderson’s  public 
announcement  of  his  resignation  on  August  7-  Mayor  Alioto 
introduced  Dr.  Starr  as  his  nomination  for  the  post  at  a press 
conference  on  the  afternoon  of  August  8,  and  the  appointment  was 
made  by  the  members  of  the  Library  Commission  at  a meeting  which 
followed  that  same  day.

what  a librarian  should  be  in  San  Francisco,’  Alioto  wrote  to 
the  Commission.  ’He  stands  in  sharp  contrast  to  so  many  arid 
professionals  who  lose  touch  with  the  wonderful  world  of 
books  ’ . . . ” 


Dr.  Starr  is  a fourth-generation  San  Franciscan.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  St.  Ignatius  High  School,  attended  St.  Joseph's 
College  in  Mountain  View  for  two  years,  and  was  graduated  from 
the  University  of  San  Francisco  in  1962.  After  two  years  in  the 
Army  he  entered  Harvard  as  an  English  major  on  a Danforth  fellow 
scholarship.  He  received  his  master’s  degree  in  1965  and  his 
Ph.D.  in  1969,  and  won  the  Howard  Mumford  Jones  Award  for  his 
doctoral  dissertation.  He  was  an  assistant  professor  of  English 
from  1969  to  1972,  when  he  was  promoted  to  associate  professor. 
He  has  been  an  Allston  Burr  Senior  Tutor  in  Eliot  House  from 
1970  to  the  present.  He  is  the  author  of  Americans  and  the 
California  Dream:  1850-1915 , published  in  May  by  the  Oxford 

University  Press,  which  has  received  many  favorable  reviews.  He 
is  married  and  has  two  daughters.

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MATERNITY  SICK  LEAVE 


On  Friday,  July  27,  Judge  Ira  Brown,  Jr.,  in  a Notice  of 
Intended  Decision,  made  it  clear  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  from  here  on  out  must  grant  sick  pay  to  women 
off  of  work  because  of  pregnancy.  His  decision  came  as  the 
result  of  a request  for  a writ  of  mandate  filed  as  a class 
action  more  than  nine  months  ago  by  CSA  Local  *100  in  behalf  of 
librarian  Kay  Roberts.  On  the  basis  of  Judge  Brown's  intended 
decision,  CSA  Local  400  has  written  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion demanding  immediate  payment  to  Ms.  Roberts  and  all  other 
affected  claimants.  Upon  hearing  the  decision,  Victor  Thuesen, 
CSA  Local  400  Director  of  Research,  said,  "Pregnancy  should 
not  be  penalized  by  an  arbitrary  denial  of  income.  The  Court 
apparently  recognized  the  fact  that  the  income  provided  by  a 
woman  is  as  essential  as  that  of  a man."  Several  months  ago 
Los  Angeles  City  and  County  corrected  a similar  problem.

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WORKSHOP  ON  LIBRARY  COST  ANALYSIS  AND  FISCAL  MANAGEMENT, 
AUGUST  3-^ » 1973 


This  was  a short  workshop,  but  a very  good  coverage  of 
the  subject  was  given  considering  the  time  involved.  There 
were  about  25  librarians  in  attendance  from  various  types  of 
libraries,  giving  a good  cross  section  of  experiences  which 
helped  in  discussions. 

The  how  and  why  of  cost  analysis  and  some  interesting 
case  studies  were  the  major  part  of  the  presentation.  The 
problems  with  trying  to  make  analyses  and  the  faults  with  many 
that  have  been  made  were  discussed.  Hopefully,  this  library 
can  study  some  of  our  services  and  processes  and  avoid  most  of 
the  mistakes  others  have  made  w ith  such  studies. 

The  fiscal  management  discussions  pertained  more  to  aca- 
demic libraries,  but  the  general  principles  have  bearing  on 
the  situation  here.  One  fact  emphasized  by  all  was  that  more 
factual  substantiations  of  budget  requests  are  asked  for 
increasingly  by  governments,  and  cost  analysis  is  one  aid  in 
making  government  officials  understand  the  need  for  staff  and 
materials . 

I believe  cost  analysis  of  our  processes,  programs  and 
procedures  would  be  beneficial,  not  only  for  the  obvious  bene- 
fit of  aiding  in  budget  requests,  but  also  for  the  other 
reasons  for  doing  such  studies:  comparison  of  alternate  ways 

of  getting  the  same  service,  self-evaluation,  comparing  the 
cost  effectiveness  over  a period  of  time,  evaluation  in  compari- 
son with  other  libraries,  and  deciding  on  possible  setting  of 
prices  for  doing  services  for  other  libraries.  In  all,  a 
worthwhile  workshop.

ERIC  COLLECTION  LOANED  TO  S.F.P.L. 

On  August  28,  City  Librarian  John  P.  Anderson  signed  a con- 
tract with  Dr.  Edward  Aguirie,  Commissioner  of  Education  for  the 
West,  to  accept  the  ERIC  Collection  on  loan. 

The  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  Department  in  the  mid- 
1960's  began  the  data  gathering  program  on  subjects  ranging  from 
handicapped  children  through  continuing  integration  reports.  A 
large  body  of  library  science  material  is  also  in  this  system, 
which  has  the  full  name  Education  Resources  Information  Center 
(ERIC).  The  collection  contains  some  150,000  research  reports 
on  microfiche  which  grow  at  a rate  of  800  per  month.  Eighteen 
ERIC  clearing  houses  across  the  country  select  Journal  articles 
and  research  reports  for  addition  to  the  system. 

The  Library  has  agreed  to  house  the  collection  in  the 
History  and  Social  Sciences  Department  and  make  it  fully  availa- 
ble to  the  public.  USOE  will  continue  to  furnish  the  new 
reports,  and  they  have  also  loaned  us  two  microfiche  readers. 
There  are  seven  file  cabinets,  with  an  expected  growth  rate  of  a 
cabinet  every  year-and-a-half . 

This  is  a valuable  research  collection  which  will  signifi- 
cantly strengthen  our  function  as  a regional  resource  center. 

We  believe, two  other  public  libraries  have  made  similar  arrange- 
ments— Chicago  and  Dallas.

The 
man  from  Texas  said,  "How  would  you  like  to  have  your  li- 
brarys famous  all  over  the  world?"  Another  man  said  "Boy, 
would  we,  we’d  love  to!"  And  the  man  from  Texas  did!  Moon 
Valley  librarys  were  famous  all  over  the  world.

SICK  PAY  FOR  MATERNITY  LEAVE 


Judge  Ira  Brown  has  now  written  his  decision  regarding  sick 
leave  for  maternity.  Part  of  this  ruling  states  that  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  "grant  paid  sick  leave  to 
petitioner ...  for  the  period  of  time  that  she  was  certified  dis- 
abled because  of  sickness  or  disability  preventing  her  from  per- 
forming her  duties."  And  further,  the  ruling  states  that  the 
City  and  County  shall  "pay  any  other  person  whose  request  for 
paid  sick  leave  has  been  denied  because  of  the  person's  sex  or 
nature  of  illness  or  disability  which  has  been  held  in  abeyance 
pending  the  outcome  of  this  litigation  from  date  of  the  filing 
of  petition  in  this  case." 

Our  understanding  is  that  any  person  who  is  incapacitated 
because  of  pregnancy  is  entitled  to  sick  pay  for  the  dates  of 
actual  disability.  Any  person  wishing  to  make  claim  for  such 
sick  pay  should  obtain  sick  leave  with  pay  forms  from  the 
Personnel  Office  and  have  these  forms  properly  certified  by  her 
physician  for  the  period  of  actual  disability.  Claims  will  then 
be  forwarded  to  Civil  Service  for  payment.

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POTRERO  HILL  RUSSIANS  PHOTO  EXHIBIT 


The  photographic  essay  by  Linda  Lee  Loskutoff  on  the 
Potrero  Hill  Russians  opened  with  a delightful  reception  that 
augured  well  for  the  future  of  the  show.  Over  100  residents 
attended  the  reception  which  was  enhanced  by  a classical  string 
trio,  homemade  piroshki,  and  Russian  tea.  Many  in  the  Russian 
community  turned  out  for  the  opening,  as  did  long-time  Potrero 
Hill  resident  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti,  who  has  returned  to  the 
Hill  after  a short  hiatus. 

The  exhibit  combines  a moving  personal  statement  by  Ms. 
Loskutoff  on  her  family’s  immigration  to  Potrero  Hill  in  1907 
with  portraits  of  members  of  the  Russian  Molokan  sect  as  they 
prepare  for  a traditional  feast  at  their  hilltop  church. 

Molokan  means  milk-drinker  in  Russian.  Vegetarianism  and  paci- 
fism are  aspects  of  the  Molokan  tradition.  The  Molokans  left 
Russia  in  1905-06  in  part  to  avoid  conscription  by  the  Czarist 
government  for  the  Russo-Japanese  War.  When  they  arrived  here 
in  1907  at  the  SP  Depot,  jobs  at  the  base  of  Potrero  Hill  were 
available  and  campsites  were  open  on  its  slope.  A sizable 
community  still  remains. 

Publicity  for  this  event  has  been  unusually  good.  KQED 
did  a five-minute  segment  on  its  "Newsmagazine,  '■  interviewing 
Loskutoff  father  and  daughter.  Listing  in  the  Sunday  Chronicle 
pink  section  drew  the  noted  Bay  Area  photographer  Michael  Bry, 
who  sent  in  a review  of  the  show  to  Modern  Photography . Word- 
of-mouth  brings  more  viewers  every  day.  Some  have  their  memo- 
ries jarred  as  the  historical  photographs  in  the  display  elicit 
anecdotes  about  Russian  acquaintances  or  events.  The  exhibit 
has  been  extended  until  September  15,  in  part  to  allow  Potrero 
Hill  school  children  a chance  to  see  it . 

This  is  a significant  exhibit.  Ms.  Loskutoff  is  not  a 
professional  photographer,  but  her  work  is  of  professional 
caliber.  The  exhibit  is  a true  labor  of  love  by  a person  not 
alienated  by  her  tradition.  It  records  a unique  people  whose 
traditions  are  still  alive  (Molokan  children  go  to  Russian 
language  school  afternoons  after  public  school).  There  has 
been  a request  that  the  exhibit  prints  be  deposited  with  the 
Bancroft  Library.  They  could  be  profitably  held  ^y  SFPL  as 
well,  subsequent  to  a somevrhat  expanded  exhibit  at  Main.

Commissioner  Stern  received  a letter  from  Secretary  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  Caspar  W.  Weinberger  dated  August  10  in  which 
he  commented  on  the  modest  restoration  of  library  grants.  He  mentioned 
that  HEW's  support  of  libraries  on  a somewhat  reduced  scale  might  be 
resumed  if  Congress  kept  the  total  Department  appropriation  bill  to  a 
point  where  it  is  closer  to  the  President's  budget  than  the  2.3  bil- 
lion addition  they  made  thus  far.  He  also  said... 

"As  I mentioned  to  you,  and  as  I am  sure  you  know,  the  only 
question  in  my  mind  is  the  appropriateness  of  the  Federal  role  in 
continuing  this  direct  and  categorical  subsidy,  and  I have  no  question 
of  course  as  to  the  value  of  libraries,  in  fact,  quite  the  contrary. 

We  do  believe,  however,  it  is  generally  better  for  us  to  give  the  money 
without  such  narrow  boundary  lines  on  its  use.  Particularly  in  the 
case  of  the  college  library  subsidy  we  are  concerned  by  the  fact  that 
it  rarely  amounted  to  more  than  a few  thousand  dollars  to  each  library 
in  the  country  regardless  of  actual  need."

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LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


On  September  2 6 Governor  Reagan  signed  into  law  S.B.  281 
(Grunsky),  which  appropriates  $145,300  to  be  used  by  the 
California  State  Library  to  furnish  library  services  to  the 
blind  and  physically  handicapped.  A note  of  thanks  should  be 
sent  to  the  Governor  to  let  him  know  librarians  are  apprecia- 
tive of  this  action  and  to  encourage  his  cooperation  on  future 
library  legislation. 


FILM  PROGRAM  ON  EVE  OF  pABLO  NERUDA’S  DEATH 

Mission  Branch  showed  the  films  CAMPAMENTO  and  I AM  PABLO 
NERUDA  on  Monday  evening,  September  24th.  About  50  people 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  55  attended.  Twenty  percent  knew 
in  advance  what  the  films  were  about,  and  another  twenty  per- 
cent claimed  to  be  able  to  understand  Spanish  (CAMPAMENTO  is 
in  Spanish).  Several  were  not  aware  of  Neruda’s  death.  We 
read  the  synopsis  of  CAMPAMENTO  to  the  group  during  our  intro- 
duction of  the  program. 

These  two  films  on  the  same  program  present  contrasts  in 
style  which  are  not  necessarily  complementary.  CAMPAMENTO 
being  in  color  is  fast  paced,  grabbing  attention  from  begin- 
ning to  end.  I AM  PABLO  NERUDA  in  black  and  white  seeks  to 
portray  mood,  the  slightly  washed-out  exposure  lending  an 
effect  of  benign  aging  to  the  still  alert  and  seeking  poet. 

Mr.  Quayle’s  narrating  is  sonorous  and  well-timed.  The  repe- 
tition of  the  scenes  of  the  bleak,  rocky  seashore  fronting 
Neruda’s  home  makes  one  wonder  at  his  depth  of  inspiration. 

An  eerie  feeling  came  over  me  as  I mentioned  Neruda’s 
passing  to  the  group  when  the  lights  were  turned  on.  Was  it 
just  coincidence  that  both  Campamento,  in  Chile,  and  Pablo 
Neruda  were  flourishing  at  the  time  we  scheduled  the  program, 
and  now. . . ?

She  explained  that  she 
had  written  to  Ed  Bullins,  sending  along  some  of  her  own 
poetry,  and  was  holding  in  her  hands  her  personal  reply — a 
gracious  letter  of  advice  and  encouragement — which  she  wanted

we  realize  more  and  more  how  valuable  library  service,  with 
its  promise  of  communication,  can  be  to  the  imprisoned.

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THE  LUTE,  VIOLA  DA  GAMBA,  VOCAL  CONCERT  OF  OCTOBER  3,  1973 

As  musicologists  dig  down  into  the  heritage  of  European 
music,  they  find  more  and  more  that  the  Renaissance  was  as 
glorious  musically  as  in  the  graphic  arts  and  literature. 
Experts  like  Mimi  Bakalinsky,  lutenist;  Mary  Argent i,  soprano; 
and  Barbara  Cox,  viola  da  gambist,  are  helping  to  put  Renais- 
sance music  before  today’s  public.  Evidently  there  is  great 
interest  in  this  sort  of  presentation,  because  our  branch, 
which  is  very  spacious,  was  crowded  with  120-150  listeners. 
They  applauded  our  performers  vigoriously. 

Ms.  Bakalinsky,  Ms.  Argent i,  and  Ms.  Cox,  who  wish  to 
be  known  as  the  Fiorelli  Musicali,  performed  on  instruments 
built  to  the  specifications  which  prevailed  in  Renaissance 
times.  They  briefly  explained  before  playing  what  the  instru- 
ments were  and  how  they  were  used.  I would  recommend  this 
program  to  other  agencies  of  the  Library  with  this  caution: 
Renaissance  musical  instruments  don't  put  out  much  sound; 
they  were  designed  for  a time  when  everything  and  everybody 
were  smaller.  For  Twentieth  Century  libraries  a small,  closed 
area  for  performance  or  a P.A.  system  is  recommended.  Admit- 
tedly the  P.A.  can  distort  the  delicate  sounds,  but  the  open 
areas  and  prevalent  wood  of  libraries  can  eat  the  sound  almost 
completly  up.

LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


From  the  State  Librarian’s  Desk  for  September  advises 
that  HEW  is  allocating  $13,000,000  for  LSCA  Title  I,  of  which 
$3,250,000  is  listed  for  the  first  quarter.  California's 
total  share  for  the  year  is  $^36,610  which  is  the  highest 
amount  allocated  to  any  state.  The  base  figure  appears  to 
be  $200,000  per  state.  The  letter  from  Peter  P.  Muirhead, 
Acting  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education,  which  contains  this

PROPOSITION  "E" 


The  Municipal  Improvement  League,  In  conjunction  with 
its  affiliates,  is  conducting  a campaign  to  urge  the  voters 
to  pass  Proposition  "E" — the  San  Francisco  City  Retirement 
Proposal  which  will  be  on  the  November  ballot.  The  League 
is  asking  that  employees  support  this  campaign  by  sending  a 
donation  (they  would  like  $5  from  each  employee,  but  anything 
would  be  helpful)  to  Municipal  Improvement  League,  Building 
Maintenance  Local  66A,  240  Golden  Gate  Avenue. 

Under  this  plan,  the  cost  of  the  benefit  would  be  borne 
by  both  the  City  and  members  themselves.  It  would  increase 
the  percentage  increment  now  being  used  in  the  retirement 
formula  so  that  it  would  give  future  retirees  an  approximate 
20$  increase  in  retirement  income.  This  proposal  would 
reduce  the  earliest  optional  age  of  retirement  to  50.  The 
age  of  compulsory  retirement  would  remain  at  65.  It  will 
cover  all  city  employees  except  Policemen  and  Firemen  who 
are  covered  under  their  own  section  of  the  Charter.  It  also 
provides  for  recalculation  of  allowances  for  retirees  who 
were  retired  between  194  7 and  the  present,  and  for  their 
surviving  beneficiaries.

Huntsvillp,  Alabama,  Public  Library  soon  expects  to  be 
awarded  an  FCC  license  to  create  a radio  station.  If  it 
succeeds,  it  will  be  the  third  public  library  in  the  United 
States  operating  a.  radio  station.

Eric  Carle,  juvenile  author  and  illustrator,  gave  a 
chalk  talk  to  50  interested  pre-schoolers  last  Friday,  October 
12,  at  Eureka  Valley  Branch.  Mrs.  Susan  Faust,  Children’s 
Librarian  at  the  branch,  welcomed  the  children  with  a finger- 
play,  "Who  feels  happy,  who  feels  gay,"  and  then  told  the 
children  there  were  two  reasons  to  be  happy  and  gay  that  day. 
She  then  presented  Miss  Effie  Lee  Morris,  Children's  Coordina- 
tor, who  greeted  the  children.  Mrs.  Faust  then  introduced 
Mr.  Carle.  Mr,  Carle  began  his  presentation  by  stressing  the 
fact  that  the  very  first  step  in  creating  a book  is  the  idea. 
After  reading  aloud  two  of  his  picture  stories,  he  told  the 
children  they  would  work  together  creating  "Crazy  Animals.1’ 

The  children  would  decide  on  the  head  of  a horse,  the  neck  of 
a giraffe,  the  arm  of  a monkey  and  so  on,  and  Mr.  Carle  would 
draw  what  they  told  him  to  until  the  animal  was  complete. 

Then  he  reversed  the  process  and  drew  another  animal  having 
the  children  guess  what  animal  each  part  represented.  The 
children  named  each  picture.  There  was  great  rapport  between 
Mr.  Carle  and  the  children,  and  the  hour  passed  quickly.  The 
presentation  was  an  enjoyable  experience  for  the  children,  for 
adults  who  observed,  and  most  of  all  for  Mr.  Carle  himself. 
Afterwards  the  Children’s  Librarians  had  the  opportunity  to 
have  lunch  and  talk  with  Mr.  Carle.  He  showed  his  newest 
book.  See  a Song,  and  talked  about  his  books  and  related  inci- 
dents. He  remembered  the  librarian  who  guided  his  reading  as 
a child  with  much  warmth.  The  importance  of  a happy  rela- 
tionship between  the  children’s  librarian  and  a child  was 
emphasized  strongly  by  Mr.  Carle.  Mr.  Carle  will  long  be 
remembered  with  pleasure  by  the  Children's  Librarians  present 
for  his  warmth,  vital  interest  in  children  and  adults,  and 
sensitivity  to  the  world  around  him.

WORK — IT ' S THE  SAFEST  THING  TO  DO 


Due  largely  to  efforts  of  employees  working  in  cooperation 
with  insurance  industry  technicians,  today's  American  is  less 
likely  to  be  injured  on  the  job  than  in  his  own  home.  Recent 
figures  show  deaths  resulting  from  work  accidents  are  now  at  an 
all-time  low  of  6.9  per  100,000  population.  This  compares  with 
12.5  per  100,000  in  1945.  It  also  compares  with  the  current  rate 
of  13-3  per  100,000  for  fatal  accidents  occurring  in  the  home. 

Even  though  the  number  of  workers  has  increased  from  50 
million  in  1945  to  80  million  in  1971,  the  number  of  people 
killed  in  work  accidents  has  been  reduced  over  the  same  period 
of  time  from  16,500  to  14,200.

LEAVE  POLICY: 

This  is  a restatement  of  the  Library's  leave  policy  which  appeared  in  the 
Official  Bulletin  on  August  18,  1972. 

Extended  personal  leave  may  be  granted  after  approval  by  the  Chief  Librarian 
of  your  Division  and  the  City  Librarian. 

The  following  general  conditions,  are  established  for  considering  personal  leave: 
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a.  The  staff  member  must  have  two  years  of  satisfactory 
employment  and  be  a permanent  employee. 

b.  The  leave  must  be  for  a minimum  of  three  months. 

c.  v7e  must  be  able  to  obtain  a replacement  requisition  for  this 
leave.  The  staff  member  will  not  get  final  approval  until  we 
secure  the  replacement  requisition. 

d.  Such  leaves  shall  be  considered  no  more  than  every  three  years 
for  the  same  person. 

The  above  are  minimum  requirements  to  request  such  a leave.  There  are 
other  factors  that  are  variable  and  will  be  considered,  such  as  staffing  needs, 
service  to  the  public,  etc.

Connie  Suez,  Order  Department,  has  been  selected  as  one  of  the  20 
participants  in  the  Management  Training  Program  being  conducted  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Original  competition,  which  was  open  to  all  permanent 
City  Employees , began  with  300  candidates  and  after  several  screenings 
the  field  was  narrowed  to  40  semi-finalists  who  were  then  examined  by  an 
oral  board.  Evaluation  was  based  on  relevancy  and  recency  of  experience 
and  education,  motivation,  ability  to  express  oneself,  and  managerial 
potential. 


The  grant  will  cover  all  tuition  and  related  costs  for  Mrs.  Suez 
to  attend  Golden  Gate  University  in  their  management  training  program.

DISSENT  ON  SUPREME  COURT 

We  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  article 
in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  on  October  2*J  in  regard 
to  the  Supreme  Court’s  ruling  last  term  giving  states 
and  communities  more  leeway  to  crack  down  on  obscenity. 
Justice  William  0.  Douglas  declared  on  behalf  of  the 
minority  four: 

Every  author,  every  bookseller,  every 
movie  exhibitor,  and  perhaps  every  librar- 
ian is  now  at  the  mercy  of  the  local 
police  force's  conception  of  what  appeals 
to  the  ’prurient  interest’  or  is  'patently 
offensive ’ . . . How  can  an  author  or  book- 
seller or  librarian  know  whether  the  com- 
munity deems  his  books  acceptable  until 
after  the  jury  renders  its  verdict?  The 
meaning  of  the  standards  necessarily  vary 
according  to  each  person's  idiosyncracies . 

The  minority  four — Justices  William  J.  Brennan,  Jr., 
Thurgood  Marshall,  Potter  Stewart  and  Douglas — expressed 
their  view  as  the  court  returned  to  lower  tribunals  a 
batch  of  cases  for  reconsideration  in  light  of  the  new 
standards  which,  as  Douglas  pointed  out,  can  vary  from 
town  to  town  and  day  to  day  in  unpredictable  fashion.

The  California  State  Library  has  recently  installed  a 
DIALOG  communications  terminal  which  provides  access,  by 
leased-line  telephone,  to  data  bases  stored  online  at  the 
Lockheed  Information  Sciences  computer  center  in  Palo  Alto, 
California.  The  system  makes  possible  online,  interactive, 
retrospective  searching  of  the  data  bases. 

The  terminal  is  equipped  with  a video  display  unit  for 
the  selection  of  search  expressions,  display  of  intermediate 
search  results  for  examination,  and  display  of  selected  cita- 
tions or  abstracts  provided  by  the  various  data  bases.  Print- 
outs of  complete  or  selected  search  results  may  be  made  in 
Palo  Alto  and  mailed  to  the  State  Library  for  use  in  answering 
reference  questions  forwarded  by  the  various  sections. 

Data  bases  now  available  include  NTIS,  ERIC,  PANDEX 
Current  Index  to  Scientific  and  Technical  Literature,  Excep- 
tional Children  Abstracts,  AIM  and  ARM,  TRANSDEX  Index  to  U.S. 
Joint  Publications  Research  Service,  CAIN  (National  Agricul- 
tural Library),  and  INSPEC  (Physics  Abstracts).  Chemical 
Abstracts  and  Abstracted  Business  Information  are  expected  to 
be  added  soon. 

DIALOG  is  saving  many  man-hours  at  the  State  Library  as 
an  aid  in  answering  complex  reference  questions  and  in  litera- 
ture searching.

people’s  Republic  of  china  visit 


During  the  visit  of  the  delegation  of  librarians  from  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China  on  October  25,  two  matters  of  interest 
to  the  library  were  discussed:  (1)  the  purchase  of  books  from 

China;  and  (2)  possible  exchange  of  books  between  the  National 
Library  of  Peking  and  SFPL. 

Mr.  Liu,  Head  of  the  Delegation  and  Director  of  the  National 
Library  of  Peking,  and  Mr.  Pao,  Deputy  Head  of  the  Delegation  and 
Deputy  Director  of  the  National  Library  of  Peking,  expressed 
enthusiasm  for  having  an  exchange  acquisition  program  with  SFPL, 
though  so  far  their  library  has  established  such  programs  v:ith  only 
a few  academic  libraries  in  this  country.  What  Mr.  Liu  and  Mr.  Pao 
had  in  .mind  was  the  acquisition  of  books  published  in  this  country 
about  Chinese  people  living  in  the  United  States  or  North  America. 
Some  of  these  publications,  of  course,  are  included  in  our  collec- 
tion of  Californiana . In  exchange  they  felt  they  could  provide  us 
with,  for  instance,  books  on  Chinese  art.  They  invited  us  to 
correspond  with  them  about  the  scope  and  method  of  the  exchange. 

It  was  recommended  by  the  delegation  that  until  closer  trade 
relationships  are  established  between  our  two  countries,  the  best 
way  to  obtain  books  from  China  is  to  write  to  the  International 
Book  Store,  Peking,  and  request  a catalog  and  order  books  directly 
from  that  agency .

N.M.A.  SEMINAR  ON  MICROGRAPHICS,  OCTOBER  26-27 , 1973 

This  1-1/2  day  seminar  gave  an  overview  of  micrographics  and, 
as  such,  was  a good  review  of  the  basics  and  the  state  of  the  art 
of  microforms  and  microform  equipment.  There  was,  in  addition  to 
coverage  of  the  familiar  microforms,  discussion  of  COM — computer 
output  microforms — -and  some  idea  of  their  use  in  library  applica- 
tions. The  possibility  of  having  one’s  catalog  on  a handful  of 
microfiche  in  each  branch  and  not  having  to  spend  thousands  of 
hours  filing  into  a card  file  is  intriguing,  but  it  is  hard  to 
imagine  50  to  100  persons  using  microfiche  readers  at  once  in  the 
Main  Library  and  being  happy  about  it . 

The  questions  asked  by  the  participants  showed  that  most  had  a 
good  grasp  of  the  subject  already,  so  possibly  more  in-depth  dis- 
cussion could  have  evolved  if  there  had  been  more  time.  However, 
the  materials  given  out  and  the  discussions  of  what  to  look  for  in 
deciding  on  equipment  should  be  very  helpful  as  we  become  more 
involved  with  microforms,  which  involvement  will  of  necessity 
increase  to  a marked  degree  in  the  near  future,  especially  due  to 
lack  of  space  in  the  Main  Library.

The  case  titled  "Look  - Listen"  contains  examples  of  films, 
filmstrips,  cassettes,  viewmaster  and  reels,  puppets  and  book 
lists . 

The  remainder  of  the  cases  are  devoted  to  "Children  and 
Culture,"  with  many  books  about  each  group.

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ADVICE  FROM  A PRO! 


The  following  letter  was  received  in  the  Librarian’s  Office 
recently : 

November  2,  1973 

To  the  Head  Librarian: 

Dear  Sir: 

I am  writing  this  letter  in  reference  to  the  Fain  Library. 

I am  referring  to  the  problem  the  library  has  with  voyeurs 
(Peeping-Toms ) in  the  stacks.  I am  well  aware  of  the  problem  - 
I am  one  of  the  voyeurs.  I have  been  using  the  stacks  for  illi- 
cit purposes:  that  is  - peeping  between  floors.  I have  been 

doing  this  for  three  and  one-half  years,  since  when  I came  to 
San  Francisco. 

In  order  to  protect  myself,  I rather  not  Identify  myself  by 
name,  address,  or  discript ion.  In  order  to  deal  with  myself,  I 
am  seeing  a psychiatrist . 

In  order  to  deal  with  this  library  and  the  other  voyeurs,  I 
am  therefore  writing  this  letter.  One  of  the  guards  told  me 
that  he  tried  to  approach  you  about  this  and/or  other  problems, 
but  you  would  not  listen  to  him  up  to  his  satisfaction.  How- 
ever, I hope  that  you  would  take  time  out  to  read  and  take 
actions  on  this  letter. 

One  of  the  guards  told  me  that  you  have  plans  to  remodel 
the  main  library  when  you  get  the  money.  Your  plans  should  in- 
clude remodeling  or  fixing  the  stacks  so  that  the  voyeurs  would 
find  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  use  the  stacks  for  their 
purposes.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  bottom  shelves  on  the  upper 
floors  can  be  covered  by  plywood  or  sheet  metal  or  plastic.  The 
coverings  should  be  wide  enough  so  that  they  can  be  held  down  by 
the  weight  of  the  books.  This  need  not  consume  much  time 
money.  It  can  be  done  by  pages  when  they  are  not  busy 
Paper  and  cardboard  coverings  will  not  do.  And  this  can  be  done 
within  one  month. 

I plan  to  volunteer  for  Grand  Jury  Duty.  If  I am  selected 
for  the  jury  and  if  I am  assigned  to  the  public  library,  I will 
look  into  this  problem  at  that  time.  If  I find  the  stacks  In 
the  same  condition  as  they  are  in  now,  I will  take  steps  to 
remedy  the  situation.  A bad  recommendation  or  a detrimental 
report  can  be  quite  embarrassing.  However,  that  is  not  my 
desire.  My  desire  is  to  come  up  with  a fair  but  favorable  report 
and/or  recommendations  for  the  public  library. 

I thank  you  for  your  time  for  this  letter.

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MAYOR’S  BUDGET  MESSAGE 


To  All  Departments: 

In  preparation  for  critical  budget  problems  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  I have  started  my  budget  work  four  (4)  months 
earlier  this  year.  Early  estimates  indicate  that  inflation 
will  increase  the  costs  of  those  City  & County  departments 
financed  by  ad  valorem  taxes  and  related  revenues  by  about  20 
million  dollars  even  assuming  no  increase  in  service.  This 
figure  could  go  higher  unless  inflationary  pressures  are 
checked.  Food  for  patients  in  hospital,  gasoline  for  police 
cars,  fire  equipment,  ambulances,  etc.  are  all  costing  a great 
deal  more.  Mandatory  appropriations  for  bond  interest  and 
redemption  will  increase  by  $2,100,000  and  charter  requirements 
for  the  Health  Service  System  will  increase  by  $1,500,000. 
Decreases  and  changes  in  Federal  and  State  grants  and  subven- 
tions may  also  adversely  affect  the  balance  between  expenditures 
and  revenues  by  millions  of  dollars. 

I am  directing  the  City  & County  Fiscal  Policy  Committee 
to  work  on  ways  and  means  of  coping  with  this  problem.  I will 
also  meet  in  the  very  near  future  with  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  discuss  these  problems.  Effective 
immediately,  the  existing  ’’job  freeze"  policy  will  be  made  even 
more  stringent  and  all  requests  for  supplemental  appropriations 
will  be  limited  to  mandatory  or  essential  services  such  as 
public  health  and  safety  so  as  to  maximize  surpluses  to  help 
meet  problems  of  our  next  fiscal  year. 

As  in  past  years,  I will  budget  for  non-mandatory  and 
lesser  essential  services  keeping  in  mind  income  available, 
just  as  the  private  citizen  does,  rather  than  approving  expendi- 
ture appropriations  and  adjusting  income. 

Our  citizens  and  taxpayers  are  also  victims  of  inflation 
and  may  live  on  fixed  incomes  or  incomes  not  increasing  as  fast 
as  the  cost  of  living. 

I am  therefore  determined  to  take  all  possible  actions  to 
minimize  the  burden  of  the  ad  valorem  taxpayers  when  consider- 
ing requests  for  supplemental  appropriations  and  the  budget  for 
next  year.

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TECHNICAL  SERVICES 

For  the  benefit  of  new  personnel  engaged  in  the  selection 
of  books,  we  shall  repeat  some  long-standing  policies  of  the 
Technical  Services  Division.  This  week  we  start  with  the  policy 
on: 

CLASSIFICATION  FOR  SUBJECT  DEPARTMENT  ACQUISITIONS 

Books  are  to  be  classified  under  a single  number  unless 
they  are  1)  cataloged  in  both  juvenile  and  adult  collections, 

2)  published  as  one  volume  in  a monographic  series  which  we  have 
classed  as  a series,  and  are  also  published  separately,  or  3) 
also  included  in  an  unclassed  special  collection  such  as  SCOWAH, 
GRABHORN,  etc.  If  a book  is  already  cataloged  for  one  subject 
department,  it  can  only  be  acquired  by  another  department  as  a 
reference  copy  of  the  same  class  number,  presumably  for  the 
staff’s  use.  No  note  of  its  presence  there  will  be  added  to 
the  main  dictionary  catalog,  but  the  location  of  such  a copy 
is  indicated  on  the  shelf  list.  This  does  not  apply  to  titles 
acquired  by  the  Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections  Department. 
They  are  indicated  on  catalog  cards  and  may  even  be  cataloged 
separately  as  unclassed  material. 

In  the  event  that  a book  ordered  by  one  subject  department 
is  more  appropriately  classed  in  another  subject  department, 
the  reassignment  of  the  book  to  the  other  department  is  made  by 
the  cataloger.  This  decision  is  not  only  based  on  the  recom- 
mended Dewey  class  number  shown  on  the  LC  card,  but  upon  the 
organization  of  the  particular  subject  matter  in  this  library . 
This  process  works  both  ways  and  should  balance  out  in  the  long 
run  among  departments  so  that  quotas  are  not  unduly  unset. 

When  the  overlapping  of  subject  disciplines  affects  determining 
which  department  should  continue  to  order  certain  material,  the 
problem  between  departments  should  be  discussed  with  the 
Coordinator  of  Adult  Services  and  Catalog  Department.

THE  INNOCENT  VOYEURING,  WITH  MIRROR: 


During  Rene  Morales'  tenure  as  head  of  the  General 
Reference  Department,  the  Library  Administration  sent  all 
departments  a red  alert  about  an  individual  who  did  his  peep- 
ing with  a little  blue-edged  plastic  mirror.

ASSISTANT  CITY  LIBRARIAN  CAROL  E.  MOSS. . . 

has  been  appointed  County  Librarian  of  Los  Angeles 
and  will  take  over  the  position  on  December  26. 

Mrs.  Moss  is  the  first  Los  Angeles  County  woman 
department  head  since  the  1950’s.  She  was  chosen  from  a 
field  of  seventeen  applicants  and  succeeds  William  S. 
Geller,  who  retired  October  1 after  more  than  thirty 
years  of  county  service.  The  Los  Angeles  County  Board  of 
Supervisors  unanimously  approved  her  appointment  to  the 
$28,692  position. 

The  Los  Angeles  County  Library  serves  the  unincor- 
porated areas  of  the  county  and  43  cities,  and  is  the 
third  largest  library  system  in  the  United  States.  It 
also  operates  94  branches,  seven  mobile  libraries,  and 
special  services  to  sixteen  educational  and  detention 


institutions . 
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S.F.P.L.  POLICY  STATEMENT:  AU  CO UR AMT 


As  a prelude  to  my  trip  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
to  give  a speech  on  the  SFPL  "Video  Policy  Statement,  I 
received  a letter  from  the  ERIC  Clearinghouse  on  Educational 
Media  and  Technology  requesting  that  our  library  policy  be  an 
ERIC  document.  "Ahhh,"  says  I,  "good  omen  for  trip,'1  and  off 
I went . 

The  next  two  weeks  were  a cable  nut's  delight.  As  .? 
participant  and  speaker  at  the  Allerton  Institute  on  "CATV  and 
Its  Implications  for  Libraries,"  I was  able  to  meet  with  some 
old  cable  kooks  and  thrash  out  some  A.L.A.  business  as  well  as 
find  out  about  what’s  happening  around  the  country.  Lots. 

More  and  more  libraries  are  developing  video  and  cable  pro- 
grams, and  those  involved  all  seem  to  be  expanding  rather  than 
limiting  their  video  activities.  For  example,  pioneering  Ken 
Dowlin  of  Natrona  County  Library  expects  to  expand  his  library 
channel  by  taking  over  the  local  origination  channel  operation 
from  the  cable  system!  He's  also  been  continuing  his  experi- 
mental video  programming.  For  one  weekly  show,  he  has  been 
flying  national  figures  to  Join  in  Casper  community  panel 
discussions  on  various  topics  (N.O.W.'s  Wilma  Scott  Heida 
recently  led  a community  rap  on  women's  lib).  His  plans  for 
1980  include  using  the  library’s  new  mini-computer  for  video 
information  services.  Included  in  these  services  is  a massive 
microfiching  of  local  materials  to  be  accessed  by  anyone 
having  a telephone  and  television  set.  Across  the  country  the 
surge  of  interest  in  cable  communication  has  continued,  and 
new  names  are  beginning  to  lead  the  way:  Denver  PL,  Boulder 

PL,  Tulsa  County  Library--and  yes,  even  San  Jose  was  men- 
tioned. Yet  the  most  interesting  presentation  at  this  three- 
day  cable  blitz  was  one  of  the  two  demonstrations  of  inter- 
active computer-based  information  systems.  Plato  IV,  the 
culmination  of  thirteen  years  of  technological  and  scientific 
development,  interfaces  the  television,  the  typewriter,  the 
computer,  and  the  telephone  into  the  most  futuristic  learning 
environment  available  in  the  world. 

The  television  is  a special  "plasma  screen"  monitor  that 
is  sensitive  to  touch.  Figures  can  be  drawn  on  the  screen 
with  a finger,  and  at  a touch  words  magically  turned  into 
graphics  and  back  again.  With  the  attached  keyboard,  messages 
can  be  sent  to  the  central  computer  (which  sometimes  answers 
back  in  wisecracks),  mathematical  computation  can  be  made,  and 
immediate  written  contact  can  be  established  with  other 
terminals.  Just  for  kicks  the  television  can  also  act  as  a 
microfiche  reader  or  slide  projector  (of  course  in  color). 

How  much?  Each  terminal  costs  $5,000  and  operates  at  a cost 
of  seventy-five  cents  per  hour.  Although  there  are  only  sixty- 
one  terminals  throughout  the  U.S.  today,  they  are  being 
installed  as  fast  as  they  can  be  manufactured  (the  demonstra- 
tion was  on  a "portable"  model).  The  projections  are  stagger- 
ing. Although  each  terminal  now  needs  its  own  telephone  line.

ohe  cable  TV  channel  can  service  one  thousand  Plato  IV  termi- 
nals! The  future  is  already  here,  it’s  just  taking  a while 
to  come  to  San  Francisco. 

The  participants  of  the  conference  also  seemed  to  enjoy 
hearing  about  the  activities  of  the  SFPL  Video  Task  Force.  I 
think,  from  the  number  of  questions  that  were  asked,  that 
many  were  interested  in  the  idea  of  staff  participation  in 
policy-making.  Most  of  them  also  thought  having  a huge 
amount  of  money  was  the  first  item  necessary,  and  our  experi- 
ence certainly  disproved  that  theory. 

After  the  conference,  I traveled  to  Chicago  and  then  to 
New  York.  Chicago  has  decided  to  start  planning  for  cable 
library  services,  but  in  New  York  it's  already  full  speed 
ahead.  In  addition  to  the  young  adult  video  production  at  the 
Inwood  Branch  Library  and  the  public  editing  facility  at  the 
Mid-Manhattan  Branch,  NYPL  is  now  establishing  a dual  video 
viewing  center  at  its  Qreenwich  Village  showplace,  the  off- 
beat, but  beautiful  Jefferson  Market  Branch.  (Modernized  with 
catwalks  flying  across  vaulted  ceilings,  this  Village  wonder 
shoitfs  off  all  the  delightful  features  of  its  Victorian 
Courthouse  beginnings,  including  a clock  tower,  spiral  stairs, 
stained  glass  windows  and  brick  dungeon  reference  room.)  In 
the  Gothic  meeting  room,  a large  color  monitor  and  open  reel 
recorder  is  available  for  programming  and  community  meetings. 
In  the  adult  services  public  area,  another  color  monitor  and 
cassette  recorder  will  soon  be  available  for  individual  and 
small  group  viewings . The  branch  will  dub  interesting  com- 
munity-produced videotapes  onto  the  library’s  blank  3/4" 
cassettes,  which  will  then  be  made  available  to  the  public 
upon  demand.  An  inexpensive  audio  antenna  ($80)  will  allow 
video  patrons  to  use  earphones  and  listen  to  programs  without 
disturbing  the  nearby  reading  patrons. 

So,  pleased  that  everyone  knew  about  our  own  library's 
plans,  but  frustrated  that  San  Francisco  wasn’t  further  along 
in  developing  its  own  video  programs,  I came  home.  There  are 
some  interesting  developments  occurring  that  will  probably 
affect  the  development  of  public  access  programming  in  San 
Francisco  very  soon,  and  I see  some  real  hope  for  SFPL  enter- 
ing the  twentieth  century  of  information  communication  in  the 
not  too  distant  future .

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"SPEAK  OUT  ON  RAPE11  PROGRAM  - 11/27/73 

"Who  says  libraries  aren’t  relevant?"  said  Carol  Murray, 
attorney  with  the  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance, 
as  she  opened  our  program  on  rape.  She  seemed  almost  as 
pleased  as  I over  the  fact  that  80  people,  mostly  young  and 
female,  had  ventured  out  into  our  "risky’'  neighborhood  for 
this  evening  program.  (We  learned  during  the  course  of  the 
evening  that  very  few  rapes  occur  by  victims  being  dragged  off 
a street  into  a dark  alley;  this  is  one  of  the  many  myths  on 
the  subject.) 

Carol  spoke  on  some  of  the  absurdities  of  our  present  rape 
laws , how  they  might  be  changed,  and  how  to  help  get  them 
changed.  Joanne  and  Susan  from  the  San  Francisco  Women  Against 
Rape  spoke  about  some  of  the  myths,  psychology  and  sociology  of 
rape,  and  what  can  be  done  to  stop  rape.  While  their  group 
functions  as  a rape  crisis  center,  and  will  accompany  raped 
women  to  the  police  and  hospital,  their  major  concern  has  been 
to  get  the  rape  victim  to  focus  some  of  the  energy  v-asted  on 
guilt  feelings  and  despair  into  some  positive  actions  to  stop 
rape.  The  audience  offered  several  comments  and  questions 
after  our  speakers  finished. 

We  then  had  a Karate  demonstration,  beautifully  planned  by 
Carlos  Gilian.  The  participants  ranged,  I would  guess,  between 
six  and  forty-six.  In  each  brief  encounter,  the  woman  would  be 
attacked  by  a man  and  proceed  to  whale  him  helpless.  The  audi- 
ence responded  most  actively  to  this  part  of  the  program,  with 
loud  cheers  of  DO  IT  AGAIN  and  much  applause.  I began  to 
wonder  what  frustrations  the  first  hour  of  discussion  had 
aroused. 

The  program  resumed  a more  sedate  pace  with  Fenmedia  Ill's 
video  tape  ’’One  is  for  Killing,  One  is  for  Fun."  Based  on  the 
army  slogan  "This  is  my  weapon,  this  is  my  gun,  one  is  for  kill- 
ing, one  if  for  fun,"  this  tape  had  been  previously  shown  on 
KQED.  It  opens  with  a drama  of  a woman  being  raped  which  gives 
a real  feeling  of  what  rape  must  be  like  to  the  victim.  There 
is  a panel  session  including  dismal  statistics  on  the  rapid 
increase  of  this  crime  in  the  U.S.,  and  then  another  drai  i: 
that  of  a raped  woman  confronted  by  her  husband.  This  drama  was 
very  effective  in  exposing  one  of  the  basic  controversies  of  the 
subject;  a woman  is  encouranged  to  be  attractive,  sexy,  and  help- 
less - when  she  gets  raped  she  is  told  that  she  asked  for  it. 

The  program  ended  quite  spontaneously  after  the  video  tape; 
everyone  apparently  felt  "enough  said.'  While  a difficult  pro- 
gram to  plan  because  it  involved  coordinating  various  groups, 
this  was  certainly  one  of  the  most  worthwhile  prc  have 

had.  The  library  has  recently  sponsored  programs  on  alcohc 
and  rape;  divorce,  abortion,  what's  next?

When  book  jackets  are  torn  or  removed,  use  the  books 
without  replacing  them  in  most  cases.  Give  higher  prior- 
ity to  replacing  jackets  on  non-fiction  that  doe- 
lettering  on  the  spine  under  the  jacket.  Books  which  have 
a protective  coating,  such  as  publishers’  library  bind- 
ings, pre-binds  and  books  from  the  library,  should  not  be 
jacketed  at  all.  Also,  please  do  not  use  substitute  tapes 
for  the  attaching  tape.  Scotch  or  magic  mend  tape  are 
more  expensive  and  do  not  serve  the  purpose  well  enough 
since  they  quickly  become  brittle,  etc. 

Another  supply  that  should  be  used  sparingly  is  the 
black  cloth  tape  for  repairing  phonoreccrd  album  cases. 

We  also  cannot  send  blank  catalog  cards,  but  scratch  cards 
(printed  on  one  side)  are  available  in  abundance.  When 
the  Supply  Room  stock  of  blank  cards  is  finished,  we  cannot 
buy  more  this  fiscal  year.

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SICK  PAY  FOR  PAGES 


A recent  City  Attorney’s  Opinion  states: 

| ’’Sick  leave  credits  are  calculated  on  the  basis  of  regularly  paid  service. 

It  is  therefore  my  opinion  that  part-time  Library  Pages  earn  a 
proportionate  allowance  of  sick  leave  with  pay  depending  on  their  hours 
of  paid  service.  " 

This  means  that  for  every  20  hours  of  work,  a Page  will  accumulate 
1 hour  of  sick  pay  time.  No  sick  pay  is  allowed  any  employee  until 
they  have  worked  a full  six  months. 

HOLIDAY  PAY 

The  above  Opinion  also  states: 

"Holidays  for  persons  employed  on  a part-time  work  schedule  are  governed 
by  Section  VI(E)  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for  1973-74  which 
provides  as  follows: 

E.  Employees  Not  Eligible  for  Holiday  Compensation. 

Persons  employed  for  holiday  work  only  or  persons  employed  on  a part-time 
work  schedule  which  is  less  than  5 days  per  week.  . . . , shall  not  receive 

holiday  pay.  (Emphasis  added.  ) 

In  accordance  with  Section  VI(E)  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 
above  quoted,  part-time  Library  Pages  would  not  be  entitled  to  holiday  pay 
unless  they  work  five  days  per  week.  ”

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SUGGESTIONS  FROM  A PATRON 


Dear  Prof.  Starr: 

Best  wishes  on  your  appointment . 

As  one  who  uses  and  appreciates  the  library,  may  I take  this 
opportunity  to  suggest  a few  improvements? 

1.  Smoking . I feel  it  should  not  be  permitted  in  the  library 
from  the  standpoints  of  health,  safety,  comfort,  and  protection  of 
printed  material. 

Smoke  is  harmful  to  many  persons  and  can  even  be  fatal  to 
those  suffering  from  certain  heart  and  respiratory  diseases.  (See 
the  surgeon  general’s  1972  report,  as  to  the  effects  of  tobacco 
smoke  on  nonsmokers.)  And  readers  and  others  smoking  in  the  stacks 
and  elsewhere  present  a fire  hazard. 

In  accord  with  the  law,  the  library  rightfully  has  ”no 
smoking'1  signs  in  elevators,  but  library  employees  not  only  fail 
to  enforce  it  but  they  violate  it  themselves. 

A nonsmoker  has  little  recourse  when  a smoker  lights  up  at 
the  book  checkout  counter  and  when,  before  departing,  he  must  run 
a gauntlet  of  fumes. 

2.  Theft . On  various  occasions  I have  found  both  reference 
books  and  circulating  books  to  be  missing  from  the  library.  A 
guard  is  usually  posted  at  the  exit  of  the  main  library  (sometimes 
not),  but  he  rarely  checks  books  or  packages.  Losses  appear  to  be 
considerable,  I understand. 

While  the  diligent  checking  of  all  books  and  packages,  as  is 
done  in  some  cities,  might  pose  an  inconvenience  for  the  public,  I 
for  one  would  be  willing  to  put  up  with  it,  in  the  interests  of 
protecting  tax  money  and  using  the  funds  saved  for  constructive 
purposes . 

3.  Sundays  and  holidays.  There  ought  to  be  a goodly  number 
of  people  who  would  use  the  library  on  those  days.  I would.  They 
offer  good  opportunities  for  reading,  research  etc.  that  perhaps 
cannot  be  accomplished  easily  on  other  days.  I understand  you 
support  Sunday  openings.  I would  recommend  holidays  too  (if  you 
have  not  considered  them) . Perhaps  it  will  keep  some  people  off 
the  highways,  saving  fuel  and  maybe  even  a life. 

I’d  bet  that  staffing  could  be  thinned  out  to  cover  Sundays 
and  holidays  without  hardship.  Frankly,  while  some  personnel  are 
conscientious,  knowledgeable,  helpful  and  courteous,  some  others 
are  exactly  the  opposite,  and,  apparently  by  their  own  choice, 
grievously  underworked. 

4.  Heat . I have  used  libraries  throughout  the  country.  I 
have  yet  to  find  one  not  overheated  and/or  stuffy.  Hay  I suggest 
cooling  it?  It  will  save  fuel  and  it  shouldn’t  hurt  the  books 
any....  Again,  with  best  wishes.

LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 


The  California  State  Library  is  going  to  court  to  recover 
impounded  LSCA  money  for  1973-7*+.  Impounded  was  $3,3*+5,676  out  of 
California's  total  allotment  of  $3*782, 286.  The  remaining  $436,610 
(for  Title  I only)  is  all  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  plans  to  release 
to  California.  The  attorney  for  the  State  Department  of  Education  now 
says  that  California  will  join  Pennsylvania's  suit  to  recover  the  full 
amount  impounded. 

This  still  leaves  the  problem  of  over  $4.5  million  allocated 
to  California  for  1972-73  which  was  also  impounded  by  the  Administra- 
tion. The  State  Library  is  considering  a number  of  actions  to  take  in 
pursuit  of  those  funds.  First  they  are  waiting  for  all  decisions  to 
be  handed  down  on  the  pending  class  action  suits  on  the  theory  that 
California  is  protected  in  class  action  suits.  A Louisiana  suit  in- 
volging  LSCA  funds  is  already  under  submission  and  California  is  covered 
in  this  class  action.  If  funds  are  not  recovered,  there  is  the  option 
to  file  a separate  action,  either  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  in 
California.  Last  option  is  to  intervene  in  other  actions  already 
started,  but  legal  counsel  does  not  indicate  that  course  should  be 
embarked  upon.

PROPOSED  CONFERENCE 


The  Labor  and  Public  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Senate  filed  its 
report  Nov.  16  on  the  resolution  introduced  last  winter  calling  for  a White 
House  Conference  on  Library  and  Information  Services  (S.J.Res.  40)  with 
committee  members  unanimously  approving.  Hearings  followed  on  Nov.  29 
before  the  House  Select  Subcommittee  on  Education.  Chaiman  John  Brademas 
(D-Ind.)  stated  his  feeling  that  a White  House  Conference  would  help 
stimulate  a national  debate  about  the  value  of  libraries  and  information 
resources  in  our  society  as  well  as  help  define  the  roles  of  local,  state 
and  federal  government  in  support  of  these  resources.  Action  on  this 
legislation  is  expected  soon  by  the  full  Education  & Labor  Committee.

After  seeing  the  article  on  Dial-A-Story  in  McCall  * 3 
magazine , "What's  My  Line?"  invited  Miss  Effie  Lee  Morris, 
Children's  Coordinator,  to  come  to  New  York  to  be  a guest  on 
the  show.  Miss  Morris  was  challenger  # 2 , signed  in  and  said 
she  was  from  San  Francisco.  The  panel,  consisting  of  Soupy 
Sales,  Arlene  Francis,  Dana  Valeri  and  Gene  Shalit,  was  then 
told: 


Through  today's  advanced  telephone  techniques 
you  can  dial  for  the  time,  the  weather,  and 
in  some  locations,  if  you  are  especially 
lazy,  you  can  even  dial  a prayer.  Miss  Effie 
Lee  Morris  has  devised  another  such  service. 

Let's  show  the  audience  what  people  in  San 
Francisco  hear  when  they  dial  626-6516. 

The  panel  did  not  guess  the  answer,  "a  bedtime  story." 

One  guess  was  fashion  news,  so  Miss  Morris  really  broke  the 
librarian  stereotype. 

Next,  Miss  Morris  was  interviewed  concerning  Dial-A-Story, 
and  she  explained  how  it  works.  Each  week  a different  three- 
minute  story  or  poem  is  recorded  which  children  can  dial  in  and 
listen  to.

Give  us  the  dialogue  between  Little  Red  Riding  Hood 
and  the  wolf  when  she  finds  him  in  Grandmother's  bed? 

3.  For  how  many  years  did  Sleeping  Beauty  sleep? 

The  panel  had  difficulty  in  answering  the  questions  and 
the  session  was  quite  hilarious.  Miss  Morris  hopes  that 
parents  viewing  the  program  will  be  encouraged  to  visit  their 
public  libraries.

Effective  close  of  business  December  31,  1973,  the  limited  tenure  employment 
procedure  is  eliminated  and  limited  tenure  appointees  vvill  be  replaced  by  eligible s 
from  Civil  Service  lists  as  such  lists  are  established, 

I.  Status  of  Limited  Tenure  Employees: 

Phase-out  of  current  limited  tenure  employees  will  be  administered  in  the 
following  ways: 

A.  Limited  tenure  appointees  certified  to  permanent  requisitions  prior  to 
June  1,  1973,  will  continue  until  replaced  by  an  eligible. 

B.  Those  appointees  certified  to  positions  funded  under  the  Emergency 
Employment  Act  will  continue  subject  to  normal  recertification  procedures. 

C.  All  other  limited  tenure  appointments  expire  December  31,  1973. 

II.  Status  of  Non-Civil  Service  Employees 

A.  In  the  event  that  eligible s are  not  immediately  available  and  service  in 
the  position  is  required  in  order  to  prevent  stoppage  of  essential  public 
business,  non-civil  service  emergency  appointments  may  be  made.  At  the 
expiration  of  the  non-civil  service  time,  persons  not  in  the  examination 
process  will  be  laid-off. 

B.  Prior  limited  tenure  appointees  placed  in  a non-civil  service  status  if 
otherwise  eligible  may  be  allowed  to  take  sick  leave  with  pay  and  vacation. 

C.  For  layoff  purposes,  prior  limited  tenures  who  are  placed  on  non-civil 
service  status  will  retain  their  original  seniority. 

D.  Procedures  will  be  established  to  extend  the  ninety  day  non-civil  service 
limit  to  130  days  as  provided  in  the  recent  charter  amendment.  Depart- 
ments will  be  notified  shortly  of  such  procedures.
